HAVING failed from Cape Farewell, 1770. 
which lies in latitilde 40® 33' S., Ion- > Tl-f 
gitudc 186^ W,» on Saturcky the 31ft «**»«>-ni. 
of March 1770^ we fteejred wcftward, with a 
frefh gale at N. N. E.^ and at noon on the 2d of Apni« 
Aprils our latitude, by oUfervation, was 40^, omiay*. 
our longitude from Cape Farewell 2^ 31' W* 

In the morning of the 9th, being in latitude Monday 9* 
38^ 29' S* we faw a tropic bird, which in fo 
high a latitude is very uncommon. 

la the noorning of the lOth, bemg m latitude Totflajio^ 
SS"" 51' S., longitude 202^ 43' W., we found the 
Vol, IV.

1 77/^ fight, which bore from us W. ^ S,^ I judgtd to Hier 
^J!,1l-» in Jatitude 38% loDgitude 211® 7', find gave ie 
TJj«rai9. the name of Point Higks, becatife Mr. Hicksy 
the firft lieiuenant^ was the firft who difcovieifed 
it. To the fouthwaid of this Poiftt no Jand w« 
' to be feen, though it was very ctear in th^ quar- 
ter, and by our k>ngkude, compared with that of 
Tafman, not as it is laid down in the printed 
charts, but in the cxtrads from Tafinan*s jour- 
nal, publiftied by Rembrantfe, the body of Tan 
Biemen's land ought to have borne duefouth^ 
and indeed, from the fudden falling of the fea 
aftel' the wind abated, I had r€af<m to think if 
^i^d^^ yet as I did not fee it, and as I fbiahd thl» 
coaflr Irend Nr E, and S. W. or rather more to 
the eaftward, I cannot determine whether it join* 
to Van Diemen's land or not. 

At noon, we were in latitude 370"^ 5', h>ngi« 
tude 210^ 29^" W. The extremes of the land 
extended from N. W.* to E. N. B-- tfnd*^ w- 
jnarkable ^oint bore N. 10 E. at the aSfta«€e<rf^ 
about four leagues. This point rifcs ki a round 
hillock, very mixch refcmbKng the Ram Head 
at the entrance of Plymouth Sotond^ afldthere- 
fore r called it by the fame namCr Thfe varia» 
tion by ah azimuth, taken this mbrain^g, iv^ 
'3** 7' E. -, and what we had novir fceh of the 
land, appeared low and level: the -fea-fiiore 
was a white fand, but the cotmtlry widiiti 
w^ green and woody. ' Atiout t)ne a'clotk, we

i77r- ^ot high. We continued to fail along the ibore. 

i_ ^"'^ to the northward, with a foutherly wind, .apd 'm. 

Friday »o. ^.j^^ aftcmoon we faw fmoke in fcveral places, 
by which we knew the country to.be inhabited. 
At fix in the evening, we Ihqrtened fail^ and 
founded : we found forty-fpur fathom water, 
with a clear fandy bottom^ a^d ftpod.on.viP^^r 
an eafy fail till twelve, when we ^ughE.tq for 
the night, and had ninety fathpni^watw^.. . 

5atuid.xi« At four in the n^ornii^gi, we m^C fail.sigain» 
at the diftance of about jivejeagues from the 
land, and at fix, we were abr^aft^of ahigh^nonii-': 
tain^' lying near the fhore, which on account of. 
its figwey I called Mount Dromeqaryt: )Uiider 
this mountain the. (bore forms a pointy to which 
I gave the name of Point Dromedaay^; and 
over ibtbere is. a peaked hillock. : At thi$ {iAle» 
being in latitiide 36® 18' S., longitude 209^ 35* 
W. we found the variation to b? 10? 43' E./. 
• Between ten and eleven, Mf.Green and 1. took' 
feveral obfervatipns of the fun and moon, the 
mean refult of which gave 209'' 17^ longitude. 
W. By an obfervation made the day before,' 
our longitude was 210^ 9* W., from which ao' 
being fobtradted, there remains 209^ 49^", the 
Ipngitude of the Ihip this day at noon, the mean 
of which, with this day's obfervation, gives 
209^ 33^ by which I fix the longitude oftbis 
coaft. At noon, our latitude was 35'' 49^5., 
Gape Dromedary bore S^ 30 W., a? the diftance 

of 
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of twelve leagues, and an open bay, in which ^^* 
were three or four froall iflands, bore N. W. by ii. " ^ ^ 
W. at the diftance of five or fix leagues. This s»"^>»-- 
bay feemed to afford but little (belter from the 
fea winds, and yet it is the only place where there 
appeared a probability of finding anchorage up* 
on the whole coaft.' We continued to ftecr 
along the fhore N* by E, and N. N. E. at the 
^iftance of about three leagues, and faw fmoke 
in many places near the beach. At five in the 
evening, we were abreaft of a point of land 
which rofe in a perpendicular cliff, and which, 
for that reafon, I called Point Upright. Our 
latitude was 35^ Sf^S. when this point bore from 
us due weft, diftant about two leagues : in this 
Qtuation, we had about thirty-one fathom water 
with a fandy bottom. At fix in the evenings 
the wind falling, we hauled off £• N. £• and at 
this time the northermoft land in fight bore 
N. by E. i E. At midnight, being in fcvcnty 
fathom water, we brought to till four in the 
morning, when we made fail in for the land ; Sunaiy 11. 
but at day-break, found our fituation nearly the 
fame as it had been at five the evening before, 
by which it was apparent that we had been 
driven about three leagues to thp fouthward, by 
a tide or current, during the night. After this 
we fteered along the ihore N. N. E. with a 
gentle breeze at S. W., and were fo near the 
land as to diftinguifh feveral of the natives up*

on the hcach, who appcjared to be pf a. blacfc^ 

or very dark cplogr. At noon, our latitude; by 

pbfervation, was 35^ ^f S. and longitu4e 209^. 

23' W. 5 Cape Droniedary bprc S. 28 W. diftant 

nineteen* leagues, a remarkable peaked hiU* 

which refembled a fquarc doye-houfe, with a 

dome at the top, and which for that reafbn I 

called the Pigeon House, boreN. 3?^ 30' W,^ 

and a fmall low idand, which lay clofe under 

^he Ihore, bore N. W, diftant about two or three 

kagucs. When I firll difcov^red this idand, in 

the morning, I was In hopes from Its appearance, 

that I fhould have found Ihelter for the fhip be-* 

hind it, but when we came near it, it djd not prb- 

mife Security even for the landing of a boat : I 

ihould however have attemptecj tp Tend a, boat 

on fliore, if the wind had not veered to thw 

cjiredion, with a large hollpw fea rolling in up* 

on the land frc^m the S. E. which indeed ha4 

been the cafe ever fince we bad heeq upon it. 

The coaft ftiU continued to be of a moderate 

height, forming alternately rocky points and 

fandy beaches 5 but within, between Mount 

Dromedary and the Pigeon Houfe^ wp faw high 

mountains, which, except two, are coy eij-cd. with 

wood : thefe two lie inland behin,d the Pigeqi^ 

Houfe, and are remarkably flat at the top, with 

ftecp rocky cliffs all roi^nd theirij^ as far as we- 

cpuld fee. The trees, vhich almpft every 

where clothe this country,^ appear to b? large 
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and lofty. This day the variation was- fijund >77p*: 
p be 9** 50' E., and fpr thp two laft days, ihfi u-C-»i 
latitudp, by obfervatiop, was twelve or fovirteca ^****' **• 
miles "^tp thi? (outhward of the ^ (hip's accQunt, 
which cbuld have b^cn the ciFeft of nothing bu| 
a current fctting in th^t direftion. About four in 
thp afternoon, being n?ar five leagues from the 
l2^^y w^ tacked* gad ftood o^ S« £,, and E.,, and 
th? win4 having veered In th? night, from E- to 
N.* E/and N,, we tacj^e4 abQut four in the 
mpfning, and flood in, .l?eing then about nino or ^^"^ *^ 
fen le^ues from the Ihore. At eight, th? wind 
began tQ die away, and foon after it was calov 
At noon, pur latitude, by obfcrvatioii, vas 35^ 
58% apd our diftanc^ from the JancJ about fi^c 
jeagues. Cape Dromedary bore S. 37 W. 
(iiftant feventeen league^, and th^'Pigeon \ipxifk 
N. 40 ^. : in this fituation we had 74 fathpiQ 
water. In the afternoon^ we h»d variable lig^t 
airs arid calms, till fix in the evening, when % 
breeze; fp^ung up at N. by W. : at this jimc» bc^ 
Jng ^boufc four or five leagjues from the fliore, we 
had f?venty fathom water. Th§ Pigf oa Houfe 
bore N. 45 W. Mount Droniedary §• 30^ W. 
and the northernmoft lai;id in figlit N. ^^9 E, 

We ftoo4 to the north-eaftrtilt nOQfi the next Tfeft*yt^ 
day^ wi^th a gentle breeze at N. W.> and then we 
tacked and flood weft ward. At thisr time, our 
l^titude,.by obfervation, was 35^ i;o' S., a^id lon- 
gitude :;o8^ 51'' W. A PQiat of Und which I

A "^a* ^^^ difcovercd on St. George's day, and which 
t ,.-y- ' -i therefore I called Cape George, bore W. dif- 
Ttiefaiyi4. ^^^ nineteen miles, and the Pigeon Houfe (the 
latitude and longitude of which I found to be 
SS"" xg" S. and 209^ 42' W.) S. 75 W. In the 
morning, we had found the variation, by ampli- 
tude, to be 7® 59 E. and by feyeral azimuths 
7^54 E. We had a freib breeze at N. W. 
from noon till three 5 it then came to the weft, 
when we tacked and flood to the northward. 
At five in the evening, being about five or fix 
leagues fi-om the ftiore, with the Pigeon Houfe 
bcariwg W/ S, W. diftant about nine leagues, 
we had eighty-fix fathom water j and at eight, 
having thunder and lightning, with heavy 
fqualls, we brought to in 120 fathom. 
^cdiief.a5. At three in the morning, we made fail again 
to the northward, having the advantage of a 
frclh gale at S, W. At noon, we were about 
three or four leagues from the fliorc, and in la- 
titude 24? 22' S., longitude 208^ 36' W. In the 
courfe of this day's run from the preceding 
noon, which was forty-five miles north-eafl, wc 
faw fmoke in feveral places near the beach. 
About two leagues to the northward of Cape 
, George, the fhore feemed to form a bay, which 

promifed Ihclter from the north-caft winds, but 
as the wind was with us, it was not in my power 
to look into it without beating up, which would 
have cofl me more time than I was willing to 

fpare. 
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fpane^ The north pmnt of this bay, oh account ^77^ 
of its figure, 1 named Long Nose; its latitude ^^^ -^'.^ 
is 35^ 6\ and about eight leagues north of it ^•'■^•s- 
there lies a point, which, from the colour of the 
land about it, I called Red Point: its latitude 
is j4^ 2g\ and longitude 208^ 45' W. To the 
north«we(l of Red Point, and a little way inland, 
ftaods a round hill, the top of which looks like 
the crown of a hat. In the afternoon of this 
day, .we had a^light breeze atN; N. W. till five 
in the evening, when it fell calm: at this time, 
we were between three and four leagues from 
the Ihore, and had forty-eight fathom water : the 
variation by azimuth was 8"" 48' E. and the ex- 
tremkies of this land were from N. E. by N. to 
8. W. by S. Before It was dark, we faw fmokc 
in feveral places along the fhore, and a fire two 
^r thric times afterwards. During the night 
wc lay becalmed, driving in before the fea till 
one in the morning, when wc got a breeze from. Thmfl.*!, 
the land, with which we fteercd N. E. being, 
theii in thirty-eight fathom. At noon, it veered, 
to N. E. by N. and we were then in latitude 
34^ 10' S., longitude 208^ 27'W.: the land 
was dillant about five leagues, and extended 
from S. 37 W. to N. ^ E« In this latitude, 
there are fome white cliffs, which rife perpendi- 
cularly from the fea to a confiderable height. 
We ftood off the fhore till two o'clock, and then 
tacked and ftood in till fix, when we were with- 
in 
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1 770* ia four or five mUes otit% ami' ait that dift&nce iiad' 
l^'^ fifty fathom water. The cxtremide$ of the land 
^ */ bore from S, 28 W. to N. 25" 30' £. We 
QQW tacked apd ib>od off till twelve^* th^ 
Friday ^y. t^kcd aod ftood in again tilt four in the morn-^ 
uvg, when ^e Vnade a trip off tiU day<-light ; BSid 
iduring all thi3 time we, loft gloUad, ovtfing tdtba 
varVabfenefs'pf the winds. We itdntimied at the: 
diftance of between four and five ciiks^from^ the^ 
ibore, till the ^ft^noon^ when we canoe within 
two miles, and I then boiftcd out the pinriaor 
and yawl to attempt a landiing^ but tbepkinase 
proved to be fo leaky that I w^ obliged toihoifl? 
her in aggin. At this tixnp we &w fevetal: of- 
the natives walking brifkly along tbe (ho^re^ 
four of whom carried a finall c«ioe vpon tjieir 
(houldefs: we flattered ourfelves that they weir^ 
going to pu): her into the water^ and come o^ ^ 
the {hip, but linding oijucfeLves difappdnted^.^ 
determined to go on fhore in the yawl, wifh. ^$^, 
many as it would carry : I enibarked thercforc^it 
with only Mr. Banks, Dr. Solajndcr, Tupif^ 404; 
fbur rowers: we pulled for that p^t of tha 
ihore where the Indians appeared^ near wtuch 
four fmall canoes were lying at the wajejfs^dgp.. 
The Indians fat down upon the rocks, an4 
fpemed to wait for ow landings bpt to oui?: 
great regret, when we cam|^ within abpiiit ^ 
quarter of a mile, they ran away into the wopd^t 
we determined howev^ |a go ^^ftkor^i and ^^ 

deavour 
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deaVdtir to proctflrc aln interview, but in this wc ■^77o* 
were again dtfappotntcd, for we found fo great a v^'s^-*^ 
furf beating upon every part of the beach, that ^'"•''•^^ 
landing with our little b6at was altogether im- 
pradicable: wc were therefore t)bfiged to be 
content wirH gazing, at fuch objeft^ ai prcfenjred 
themfelves from the water : the canoes, upon a 
near view, feenitd very much to refemble.thofe 
of the fraaflcr fort at New Zealand, We ob- 
fcfved, that among the trees on fhore, which 
were not very large, there was no underwood ; 
and could diftrnguiih that many of theno were of 
die palm kind, and feme of themxabbage trees: 
after many a wilhful look we were obliged tq 
xtttrrn, with our curiofity rather excited than fa- 
tisfidS, and about five m the evening got on 
board the fhip. About this time it fell calm, 
and our fituation Was by ho means agreeable : 
we were now not more than a mile and a half 
fifoto rhe fliorc, and within fbme breakers, which 
hy to the fouthward ; but happily alight breeze 
came ofS rht land, and carried us out of danger: 
with this breeze we Hood to the northward, and 
at day*break we difcovered a bay, which feemed Satvd. %%. 
to be Well fhcltered from all winds, and into 
which thcrefofe I dttermi'ned • t6 go with the 
ftrtp. The pinnace bdng ie|)aired, I fent her, 
^^^the mafter, to found'tfie^cntrancc, while I 
fctpr turning up, having tlip wind right out. 
]^r licifynj^the mbiVth of the'blay bore N. N; W. 

diftant 
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'770-. diftant- about a mile, and feeing a fmoke on thcr, 
u...^^ ihore, we direfted our glaffes to the fpot, ^ivd 
Saturd.iS. g^^ difcovered ten people, who, upon our 
nearer approach, left their fire, and retired to a 
little eminence, whence they could conveniently 
obferve our motions. Soon after two canoes, 
each having two , men on board, came to the 
ihore juft under the eminence, and the men 
joined the reft on the top of it. The pinnace, 
which had been fent ahead to found, now ap* 
proached the place, upon which all the Indians 
retired farther up the hill, except one, who hid 
himfelf among fome rocks near the landings 
place. As the pinnace proceeded along thi^. 
(hore, moft of the .people took the fame route,, 
and kept abreaft of her at a diftance; when ihe 
can;ie back, the naafter told us, that in a cove a 
little within the harbour, fome of them had come 
down to the beach, and invited him to land by 
many (igns and words of which he knew not the 
meaning; but that all of them were armed with 
long pikes, and a wooden weapon ihaped fome* 
what like a cihieter. The Indians who had not 
followed the boat, feeing the Ihip approach, 
ufed many threatening geftures, an^ brandiihed 
their weapons; particularly two, who made: a 
very Angular appearance, for their faces feemcH 
to have been dufted with a white powder, and 
their bodies painted with broad ftreaks of the 
fame colour, which ^paflipg obliquely oy^r their 

breafts 
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bre^s and backs, looked not unlike the crols- 1770. 
belts worn by our foMien; the fame kind of 
(Ire^ks were alfo drawn round their legs and thighs 
like broad garters : each of chefe men held in his 
hand the: weapon chat had been defcribed to us 
as like a cimeter, which appeared to be about 
two feet and a half loQg> and theyfeemedto talk 
to each other with great earneftnefs. 

We continued to ftand into the bay, and early 
in the afternoon anchored under the fouth 
ihore, about two miles within the entrance, in 
fix fathom water, the fouth point bearing S. E. 
and the north point Eaft. As we came in we 
law, on both po'mts of the bay, a few huts, and 
feveral of the natives, men, women, and chil- 
dren. Under the fouth head we faw four fmall 
canoes, with each one man on. board, who were 
very bufily employed. in ftriking filh with a long 
pike or fpear : they ventured almoft into the.furf, 
and were fo intent upon what they were doing, 
that although the fliip pafled within a quarter of 
a mile of them, they fcarccly (urned their eyes 
toward her} poflibly being deafened by the 
furf, and their attention wholly fixed upon theii^ 
buiinefs or fport, they neither faw nor h^ard her 
gopaftthem. t 

The place where the (hip had anchored W4s 
abreaft of a fmall vill^e, confifUng of about fix 
or eight houfes ^ and while we were, preparing 
to hoift out the boat, we faw an old woman,

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I77P- fWlowtd by ihfa-:cfea<li^, coffi^ otit of lh« 
Ui-^!,^ woodf ihe was loaded with fire-weod, ahd each 
*^"*****' of thfc children had alfo its K«fe Intfdfe'ni wheii 
ihe caihe to the houfes^ tbret m«re childrefl^ 
younger than the other»^ canfie otit to DMtt h^r : 
ihe often looked at the fliip^ but eiiplrdftd nei^ 
ther fear nor furpriies in a fhort time &€ kki«ll6d 
a fire, and the four caooes came ki froii¥i fifhiisg. 
The toien landed^ audi having havkd Uip thcit 
.boats, begatr to dreb their dimier, to ^U 6^pe»^ 
ance whoUy unconcerned ibout Us, thmigh #fe 
were within half a mile of thefn. We thought 
it remarkable that all of tht people we had ;|ret 
icen, not one had. die leaft appeaifafice of ck>11^ 
ing,' the old wom>^n herfelf being deftkute tvcti 
iof a f%-leaf. 

Aiter diftner the boats were matntetfd^ ^rirf wft 
fet out from the fliip, having Tupia of oUf pii^ty^ 
^We intended to land^ere we faw the plebpk, and 
began to hope that as they had fo little regkrtfed 
the lhip*a ccwiing into the bay, they Wdtrld ai 
little regard our coming on flwire : in this^ how-» 
ever, wd were Afaj)poihted? fori as fodn i^ Wt 
approached ffc6 i^ocks, two of thd men citttt 
4ovfn upo^ them to difpute our knKling'^ and 
the reft ran away. Each of the twtt champidns 
tiras ^rmed with a lance about ten feet Ic^gt 
and a Jhoro: ftkk whkh be feem^d to handk^ aS 
if it W9S a machine to ^{M him in ina^agiilg 
QT throwing the lancet they oalied tSc^ vti iti a 
4 very 
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very loud tone, and in a har(h diflbnant hit- 
guage, of which neither we nor Topiai under- 
ftood a fingle word : they brandifhed their wca* 
pons, and feemed reiblved to defend their eoaft 
to the uttermoft, though they were btit two, and 
we were forty. I coufd not but admire their 
courage, and being very unwilling that hoftilicitt 
ihoukl coffunence with fuch inequality of force 
between us, I ordered the boat to lie upon her 
oiars : we then parlied by figns for about i quar- 
ter of an hour, and to befpeak their good- will, 
I threw them nails, beads, and other trifles, 
which they topk up and feemed to be well 
pleafed with. 1 then made figns that I wanted 
water, and, by all the means that I could devife, 
endeavoured to convince them that we would 
do them no harm : they now waved to us, and I 
was wiOrng to interpret it as an invitation; but 
tqwnour putting the boat in, they came again to 
oppofe us. One appeared to be a youth about 
nineteen or twenty, and the other a man of 
middle age': as I had now no other refburce I 
fired a muJquet between them. Upon the re- 
'J)ort, the youngeft dropped a bundle of lance;s 
upon die rock, but recollefting himfclf in an 
inftant he fnatchcd them up again with great 
hafte: a ftone was then thrown at us, upon 
whieh I oidered a mufquet to be fired with fmall 
Ihot, which ftruck the eldeft upon the legs, and 
he immediately ran to one of die hotifcs, which 
Vol. IV.

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1 770* was diftartt about an hundred yards: I now 
i_. ^^\' hoped that our eonteft was over, and we Unmc- 
s*tti?#»AJ^ diately landed j but we had fcarceiy. left the 
boat when he returned, and we then perceived 
that he had left the rock only to fetch a fhield 
or target for his defence. As foon as he came 
fip^ he threw a lance at us, and his comrade 
another; they fell where we ftood thickeft, but 
happily hurt nobody. A third mufquet with 
fmall {hot was then fired at them, upon which 
one of them threw another lance, and both im* 
mediately ran away: if we had p^rfued, wc 
might probably have taken one of them ; but Mr. 
Banks fuggefting that jthe lances might be poi* 
foned, I thought it not prudent to venture into 
the woods. We repaired immediately to the 
huts, in one of which we f^und the children, 
who had hidden themfelves behind a fhield and 
fome bark; we peeped at them, but left them in 
their retreat, without their knowing that they 
had been difcovered, and we threw into the 
houfe when we went away fome beads, ribbons, 
pieces of cloth, and other prefents, which wc 
hoped would procure us the good-will of the in- 
habitants when they (hould return; but the 
lances which we found lying about, we took 
away with us, to -the number of about fifty : 
they were from fix to fifteen feet long, and ajl of 
them had four prongs in the manner of a fifli- 
gig, each of which was pointed with filh-bone, 

and 
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and very fliarp: we obferved that riicy were 
fmeared with a yifcous fubftance of a green co* : 
lour, which favoured the opinion of their being *■««*•*•• 
poifoned, though we afterwards difcovered that 
it was ^ miftake : they appeared, by the fea- 
weed. that we found flicking to then), ro havo 
been ufed in ftriking fi(b. Upon exaofiining the 
canoes that lay upon the beach, we found them 
to be the worft we had ever fcen: they were be- 
tween twelve and fourteen feet long, and made 
of the bark of a tree in one piece, which was 
drawn together and tied up at each end, tho 
middle being kept open by flicks which were 
placed acrofs them from gunwale to gunwale as 
thwarts. We then fearched for frefh water, but 
found none, except in a fmall hole which had 
been dug in the fand. 

Having reimbarked in our boat, we depofited 
our lances on board the fhip, and then went 
over to the north point of the bay, where we 
had feen feveral of the inhabitants when we were * 
entering it, but which we now found totally de«* 
fcrted. Here however we found frefh water,: 
which trickled down from the top of the rocks, 
and ftood in pools among the hollows at the 
bottom •, but it was fituated fo as not to be pro- 
cured for our ufe without difficulty. 

In the morning, therefore, I fcnt a party of j^.j^y ^^^ 
men to that part of the fhore where we firfl 
landed, with orders to dig holes in the fand 
C a where 
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i77f * wfaefc iht water ikiigfat gather; but going afliom 
v .- ^^ myfirlf whk the gentkrinen £>on afterwards^ we 
sua^aya^. f0|2njd, upon a more difigent fearch^ a fmall 
ftream^ taore than fufficient for our purpofe* 

Upon vifitii>g the hut where we had feen the 
children, we were greatly mortified to find that 
the beads and ribbons which we had kft theie 
the night before, had not been mofod from 
their places, and that not an Indian was to be 
feen. 

Having fent fome empty water-cafks on fiiore^ 
and left a party of men to cut wood, I went 
myfelf in the pinnace to found, and examine the 
bay; during my excurfion I faw feveral of the 
natives, but they all fled at my approach^ In 
one of the places where I landed, I foond fevcral 
fmall fires, and frefh muilels broiling upon 
them; here alfo I found fome of the largpft 
oyfter-flieUs I had ever feen. 

As foon as the wooders and waterers came on. 
board to dinner, ten or twelve of the natites 
came down to the place, and looked with great 
attention and curiofity at the caiks, but did not 
touch them : they took away however the caooea 
which lay near the landing-place, and agab dif« 
appeared,. In the afternoon, when our people 
were again afhore, fixteen or eigiitoen ladtaMia^ 
all armed, came bokily within about an hundtted 
yards of them, and then ftopped: twoof them ad» 
vanced fomewhat nearer^ and Mr. £^$^ wha 

comman<fed 
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commfthded the party on (bore, with another, ^770. 
advanced to meet them, holding out prefents to 1--^',^ 
dicm as he approached, and exprefling kindnefs **"^'y *^' 
and atnitf by every fign he could think of, but 
all widioM eftd; for before he could gee up 
with th^in they retired, and k would have an- 
fwsered no puipofe to puifue. In the even- 
tng, I went widi Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander 
to a fondy cove on the north fide of the bay, 
where, in three or four hauls with the feine, 
we took abore thvee hundred weighc of 61h, 
wjiich was equally divided among the ihip's 

The next momingt before day -break, the In* Mwiiiyso. 
du^/came down to the hg^&i thH vftrc abceaft 
of thbihip, and .were heard frequently to fhout 
very ioiid. As fyon as it was light» they were 
ieen w^ikiiig alopg the beach; aad foon after 
tliqr t^umd m the woods, where, at the difiance 
0f aboyt a Mile (torn the ihone, they Idadled ie* 

Ow pwfh went a(hooe as ufusd, and with 
them Mr. Banks md Dn Solander, who, in 
ia»rch of pbaiB, repaired to the woods. Our 
vatm^ who wene empkyed in cutting grafs, be«^ 
iog tibe fartheft moowd from the main body of 
die peiople, a oontipaoy of fourteen or fifteen In* 
dians adduced txwards them, having fticks in 
tbeir Jmods, whieh, acconfo^ to the report of 
the i:Qeant of the martnes^ flione like a muf* 
C 3 quet, • 
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A^ru' ^"^^* Thc.grafs-cuttcrs, upon feeing them ap-^ 
« — ^ proach, drew together, and repaired to the main 
Monday 30. body^ jj^g Indians, being encouraged by this 
appearance of a flight, purfuedthcm •, they flrop- 
ped however when they were within about a fur- 
longof them, and after fhoucingfeveral times went 
back into the woods* In the evening they came 
again in the fame manner, ftopped at the fame 
diftancc, fbouted and retired. I followed them 
myfelf, alone and unarmed, for a confiderable 
way along the fhore, but 1 couW not prevail 
upon them to ftop. 

This day Mr. Green took the fun's meridian 
altitude a little within the fouth entrance of the 
bay, which gave the latitude 34^ S., the varia- 
tion of the nieedle was 1 1^' 3' E. 
May. ' Early the next mol-ning, the body of Forby 
Tuefl.yi, Sutherland, one of bur feamen, who died the 
•evening before, w^s buried near the watering- 
place j and from this incident I called the fouth 
point of this bay Sutherland Point. This 
day we refolved to make an excurfion into the 
country. Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, myfelf, 
and fcven others, properly accoutred for the ex- 
pedition, fet out, and repaired firft to the huts, 
near the watering-place, whither fome of the na- 
tives continued every day to refort ; and though 
the little prefents which wehad left there before 
had not yet been taken away, we left others of 
fomewhat more value, confiding of cloth, look- 
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mg-glafles, combs, and beads, and then went up '•^^o. 
into the country. We found the foil to be w.^^^ 
either fwamp or light fand, and the face of the '*""•' *' 
country finely diverfificd by wood and lawn. 
The trees are tall, ftraight, and without under- 
wood, (landing at fuch a diftance from each 
other, that the whole country; at leaft where the 
fwamps do not render it incapable of cultivation, 
might be cultivated without cutting down one 
of them : bttween ihe trees the ground is co- 
vered with grafs, of which there is great abun- 
dance, growing in tufts about as big as can well 
be grafped in the hand, which ftand very clofe to 
each other. We faw many houfes of the inha- 
bitants, and places where they had flept upon 
the grafs without any fhelterj but we faw only 
one of the people, who the moment he dif- 
covered us ran away. At all thefe places we 
left prefents, hoping that at length they might 
produce confidence and good -will. We had 
a tranfient and imperfcft view of a quadruped 
about as big as a rabbit: Mr. Banks*s grey- 
hound, which was with us, got fight of it, and 
would probably have caught it, but the moment 
he fet off he lamed himfelf, againft a ftump 
which lay concealed in the long grafs. We 
afterwards faw the dung of an animal which fed 
upon grafs, and which we judged could not be 
lefs than a deer •, and the footfteps of another, 
whicfi was cla#ed like a dog, and feemed to be 
C 4 about 
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1770' about as big as a wolf; we alfo tracked a imaU 
Vi^J !^ animal, whoTe foot refemUed that of a pokat 
Ta«iaayfc ^ ^caicl. Thc trees over our head abounded 
with birds of various kinds, among which were 
many of exquifite beauty, particularly loriqueta 
and cockatoos, which flew in flocks of feveral 
icores together. We found fome wood which 
had been felled by the natives with a blunt in- 
ftrument, and fome that had been barked. 
Thc trees were not of many fpecies; among 
others there was a large one which yielded a 
gum not unlike the Sanguis dracanis % and in 
fome of them ft^ps had been cut at about three 
feet diftance from each other, for the conve- 
nience of climbing them. 

From this excurfion we returned between 
three and four o'clock, and having dined on 
board, we went afliore again at the watering-- 
place, where a party of men were filling calks. 
Mn Gore, the fecond lieutenant, had been fent 
out in the morning with a boat to dredge for 
oyfters at the head of thc bay ; when he had 
performed this fervice, he went afliore, and 
having uken a midflitpman with him, and fent 
the boat away, fet out .to join the waterers by 
land* In his way he fell in with a body of two 
and twenty Indians, who IbUowed him, and 
were often not more than twenty yards diflant^ 
when Mn Gore perceived them fo near^ he 
ftoppedy and £Kcd about, vpqa whicfa tfaey 

flopped 
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fiopped ilib^ and when he went on againt coo- >77o. 
tbued their purfuit : they did not however at* v-- vW 
tack him, diough they were all armed with '^'•^'** 
lances, and he and the midshipman got in faiety 
to the watering-place. The Indians, who had 
flackened their purfuit when they came b fight 
of the main body of our people, halted at about 
the diftance of a quarter of a mile, where they 
ilcod ftilL Mr. Monkfaoufe and two or three of 
the waterers took it into their head to march up 
to them; but feeing the Indians keep their 
ground till they came pretty near them, they 
were feized with a fuddea fear very common to 
the rafii and fool-hardy, and madea hafty retreat: 
this &cpp which infuned the danger that it was 
taken to avoid, encouraged the Indians, and four 
of them running forward difdiarged their lances 
at the fugitives, with fuch force, that flying no 
Icfs than forty yards, they went beyond them. 
As the Indians did not purfue, our people, reco- 
vering their fpirits, ftopped to oolled the lances 
when they came up to the place where they lay ; 
upon which the Indians, in their turn, began to 
redre. Juft at this time I came up, with Mr. 
Banks, Dr. Solander, and Tupia; and being 
defirous to convince the Indians that we were 
ndther itfraid of tfaeoi, nor intended them any 
mUchief, we advanced iowards them, nnaking 
figns of expoftuladon and entreaty, but they 
could not be perfuaded to wait till we coold 

como 
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come up. Mr. Gore told us, that he had feeit 
feme of them up the bay, who had invited him 
by figns to come on fhore, which he, certainly 
with great prudence, declined. 
wdiDtT't* T^^^ morning of the] next day was lb raihy, 
that we were all gUd to (lay on board. In the 
afternoon, however, it cleared up, and we made 
another excurfion along the fea-coaft to the 
fouthward: we went alhore, and Mr. Banks 
and Dn Solander gathered many plants; but 
befides thefe we faw nothing worthy of notice. 
At our firft entering the woods, we met with 
three of the natives, who inftantly ran away : 
more of them were feen by fome of the people, 
but they all dirappeared,with great precipitation, 
as foon as they found that they were difcovercd. 
By the boldnefs of thefe people at our firft land- 
ing, and the terror that feized them at the fight 
of us afterwards, it appears that they were fuf- 
ficiently intimidated by our fire-arms : not that 
we had any reafon to think the people much hurt 
by the fmall-lhot which we were obliged to fire 
at them, when they attacked us at our coming 
out of the boati but they had probably feen the 
efFe£ts of them, from their lurking-places, upon 
the birds that we had {hot. Tupia, who was 
now become a good m^arkfman, frequently 
ftrayed from us to (hoot parrots -, and he had 
told us^ that while he was thus employed, he 
had once met with nine Indians, who, as (bon 

as 
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as they perceived he faw them, ran from him, in i77«* 
great confufion and terror. u— ^',^ 

The next day, twelve canoes, in each of jhwCi. j. 
which was a lingle Indian, came towards the 
watering-place, and were within half a mile of it 
a confiderablc time: they' were employed in 
ftiiking fifh, upon which, like others that wc 
hapd feen before, they were fo intent that they 
Teemed to regard nothing elfe. It happened^ 
however, that a party of our people were out a 
Ihooting near the place, and one of the men, 
whofe curiofity might at length perhaps be 
roufed by the r^rt of the fowling-pieces, was 
obierved by Mr. Banks to haul up his canoe up- 
on the b^ach, and go towards the Ihooting^ 
party : in fomething more than a quarter of anf 
hour he returned, launched his canoe, and went 
off in her to his companions* This incident 
makes it probable that the natives acquired a 
knowledge of the deftruftive power of our fire-^ 
arms, when we knew nothing of the matter ; for 
this man was not feen by any of the party whofc 
operations he had reconnoitred. 

TA^hile Mr. Banks was gathering plants near 
the watering-place, I went with Dr. Solander 
imd Mr. Monkhoufe to the head of the bay, 
that I might examine that part of the country, 
and make farther attempts to form fome con* 
nexion with the natives. In our way we met 
with eleven or twelve fmall canoes^ with each a 

man 
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i77<^ man in it* probably the fame that were after- 
i^^^^X^ wards abreaft of the Ihore, who all nuufe into 
Timra s. {hoal water upon our approach. We met other 
Indians on (bore the firft time we landed, who 
inftantly took to their caDoe$t and paddted 
away. We went up the country to fomedif^ 
tance, and found the face of it nearly the iuac 
with that which has been defcribed already, but 
th^ foil was much richer; for inflead of fand^ I 
found a deep black mould, which I thought 
very fit for the produftion of grain of any kind* 
In the woods we found a nxm which bore fnik 
that in colour and (hape re&mfokd a cheriy % 
the juice had an agreeable tartnefe, though but 
' liitle flavour. We found alio inter%erfed fome 
of the fineft meadows in the worH: ibmc places 
however were rocky, but thefe wtre compara^ 
tively few: the flone is fandy, and might be 
ufcd with advantage for building. When we 
returned to the boat, we faw feme fmoke upon 
, another part of the eoail, and went thither in 

hopes of meeting with the people, but at Ottr 
approach, thefe alfo ran away. We found fix 
imall canoes, and fix finsa very near the beach, 
with fome muffds ipafting upon tfaemt wd a 
few oyAf rs lying near : by this we judged tbu 
there had been one man in mch canoe, who 
having picked up fiune fliell jB& had cook 
afliore to eat it^ and nwie his iqparate fire for 
thatpiiipofe: w«cafli9d of their cheer, and left 

them

tbehi in rctom Ibiuc ftrings of beads> and other »77o. 
things wfakh we thougtic would pleafe them. 4^-C!l-i 
At the foot of a troe in this place we foond a '^*»«"-3' 
fmall well of frefli water^ fupplied by a fpring; 
and the day being now far fpenr, we returned to 
the (bip. in the evenings Mr. Banks made a 
little excurfion with his gun, and found fuch a 
number of quails, refemUing thofe in England, 
that he might have (hot as many as he pleafed; 
but bis object was variety and not number. 

Xhe next mornii^, as the wind would not pen* F"^r4* 
mic me to lail, I fent out itveral parties into the 
cQUfltry to try again whether fome intcrcourfe 
(xMki i^ot be eftabhfhed with the natives. A 
midfbipman who bcbngod vo^ one of thefe par- 
ties having ftraggkd a long way from his com- 
panions^ met with a very old man and wonran, 
and (bme little children^ tfacy wrfe Atting under a 
tree by thd wafier^&de^ and nckher party faw the 
other till they wen dak together : the Indians 
ifaowedfignskof fear, but dsi not atnmpc to run 
awsiy« The man happened ta have nothing to 
give them but a parrot idiai be had fliot; this he 
o£b^ bot they refufed to accept it, withdraw* 
iog themfelvei from his hand either through fear 
or avtrfton. His ftay with them was but fliort, 
fw he iaw fevcral canoes near the beach fiffiiDg, 
and being alonc^ he kmoi they might come 
aflioro aMKi atctt^ hias^s be faid, that thefe people 
were very dark coloured, but not black ^ that 

the 
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X770- the man and woman appeared to be very old,. 

i— ^y-i^-f being both grey-headed; that the hair of the; 

r"d»y4- man's head was bufliy, and his. beard long and . 
rough; that the woman's hair was cropped, 
ihort) and both of them were ftark naked. Mr. 
Monkhoufe the furgeon, and one of the men, 
who were with another party near the watering- 
place, alfo ftrayed from their companions, and 
as they were coming out of a thicket obfervcd 
fix Indians (landing together, at the diftance of 
about fifty yards. One of them pronounced a 
word very loud, which was fuppofcd to be a fig- 
nal, for a lance was immediately thrown at him 
out of the wood, which very narrowly mifled 
him. When the Indians faw that the weapon 
had not taken efFeft, they ran away with the 
greateft precipitation; but on turning about, 
towards the place whence the lance had been 
thrown, he faw a young Indian, whom he judged 
to be about nineteen or twenty years old, come 
down from a tree, and he alfo ran away with 
fuch fpeed as made it hopelefs to follow him. 
Mr. Monkhoufe was o^ opinion that he had. 
been watched by thefe Indians in hi$ . paflage 
through the thicket, and that the youth had 
been ftationed in the tree, to difcharge the lance 
at him, upon a fignal as he fhould come by;, 
but however this be, there could be no doubt, 
but that he was the perfon who threw the 
lanee. 

In 
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In the afternoon, I went myfclf with a party »77o- 
over to the north Ihore, and while fonne of our \__ -,^w 
people were hauling the feine, we made an ex- ^"^r4« 
curfion a few miles into the country, proceed- 
ing afterwards in the direftion of the coalh 
We found this place without wood, and fgmc- 
what refembling our moors in England ^ the 
furface of the ground, however, was covered 
with a thin brufh of plants, about as high as 
the knees : the hills near the coafl are low, hue 
others rife behind them, increafing by a gradual 
afcent to a confiderable diflance, with marfhes 
and morafles between. When we returned to 
the boat, we found that our people had caught 
with the feine a great number of fmall filh, 
which are well known in the Weft-Indies, 
and which our failors call Leather jackets, bc- 
caufe their (kin is remarkably thick. I .had 
fent the fecond lieutenant out in the yawl a 
ftriking, and when we got back to the fhip, we 
found that he alfo had been very fuccefsfuL He 
had obfcrvcd that the large fting-rays, of which 
there is great plenty in the bay, followed the. 
flowing tide into very fhallow water; he there- ' 
fore took the opportunity, of flood, and ftruck 
fevcral in not more than two or three feet water: 
one of them weighed no lefs than two hundred 
and forty pounds after his entrails were taken 
put. 

The next morning, as the wind dill conti- Saurdijj. 
nued nonberly, I fcnt out the yawl again, and 

the 
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\no. the people ftruck one ftill larger, for when his 

i^-v-^ entrails were taken out he weighed three hun- 

Samrd. 5, j^j ^^^ thirty-fix pounds. 

The great quantity of plants which Mr. Banks 
and Dn Solander cotleded in this place induced 
me to give it the name of Botany Bay. It is 
fituated in the latitude of 34° S., longitude 
.208^ 37' W. It is capacious, fafe, and conve- 
nient, and may be known by the land on die 
feacoaft, which is nearly level, and of a mode- 
rate height \ in general higher than it is farther 
inland, with fteep rocky cliffs next the fea, 
which have the appearance of a long ifland lying 
clofe under the Ihore. The harbour lies about 
the middle of this land, and in approaching ic 
from the fouthward, is difcovered before the 
fhip comes abreaft of it ; but from the north- 
ward it is not difcovered fo foon : the entrance 
is a little more than a quarter of a mile broad, 
and lies in W. N. W. To fail into it the 
fouthern fliore Cbould be kept on board, till the 
ihip is within a fmall bare ifland, which lies clofe 
, under the north (hore-, within this ifland the 
decpeft water on that fide is feven fathom, (hal- 
lowing to five a good way up. At a confider- 
abfc diftance from the fouth fliore there is a {hoal, 
reaching from the inner fouth point quite to the 
head of the harbour; but over towards the 
north and north-weft fhore there is a channel of 
twelve or fourteen feet at low water, for three 
or four leagues, up to a place where there is 
5 three 
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three or four fathom, but here I found very »77o» 
h'ttle frefti water. We anchored near the <■ -^^--i 
fouth fhore, about a mile within the entrance, ^**"'*- i» 
for the convenience of failing with a foutheriy 
wind, and becaufe I thought it the beft fitua- 
tion for watering; but I afterwards found a 
very fine ftream on the north Ihore, in the firft 
fandy cove within the ifland, before which a (hip 
taight lie almoft land-locked, and procure wood 
as Well as water in great abundance. Wood in- 
deed is every where plenty, but I faw only two 
kinds which may be confidercd as timber. Thefc 
trees are as large, or larger than the Englifh 
oak, and one of them has not a very different 
appearance : this is the fame thaft yields the red- 
difli gum like fanguis dracmis^ and the wood is 
heavy, hard, and dark-coloured, like lignum 
viu: the other grows tall and ftraight, fomerhing 
like the pine ; and the wood of this, which has 
fome refcmblance to the live oak of America, is 
alfo hard and heavy. There are a few fhrubs, 
and feveral kinds of the palm j mangroves alfo 
grow in gfeac plenty fiear the head of the bay. 
The country in general is level, low, and woody, 
as far as we could fee. The woods, as I have 
bcfor6 obfcrved, aboutid with birds of exquifite 
beauty, particularly of the parrot kind ; we found 
ailb crows here, exaftly the fame with thofe in 
England^ About the head of the harbour, 
where there are large flats of fand and mud, there 
Vol. IV. D is 
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M^^* is great plenty of water-fowl, moft of which 
c— yll^ were altogether unknown to us : one of the moft 
Saturd. 5. remarkable was black and white, much larger 
than a fwan, and in fhape fomewhat refembling 
a pelican. On thefe banks of fand and mud 
there are great quantitijcs of oyfters, muflels, 
cockles, and other Ihell fifli, which feem to be 
the principal fubfiftence of the inhabitants, who 
go into flioal water with their little canoes, and 
pick them out with their hands. We did not 
obferve that they eat any of them raw, nor do 
they always go on fliore to drefs them, for they 
haVe frequently fires in their canoes for that 
piirpofe. They do not however fubfift wholly 
upon this food, for they catch a variety of 
other fifh, fome of which they llrike with gigs, 
and fome they take with hook and line. All 
the inhabitants that we faw were Hark naked : 
they did not appear to be numerous, nor to live 
in focieties, but like other animals were fcat- 
tered about along the coaft, and in the woods. 
Of their manner of life, however, we could 
know but little, as we were never able to form 
the leaft connexion with them : after the firft 
conteft at our landing, they would never come 
near enough to parley; nor did they touch a 
fingle article of all that we had left at their huts, 
and the places they frequented, on purpofe for 
them to take away. 

During 
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During my ftay in this harbour, I caufed the >77o« 
^nglifli colours to be difplayed on fhore every ■ \^'^ 
day, and the (hip's name, and the date of the ^*^^' ^* 
year, to be infcribed upon one of the trees near 
the watering-place. 

It is high-water here at the j^ull and change 
of the moon about eight o'clock, and the tide 
rifes and falls perpendicularly between four and 
five feet.

The Range from Botany Bay to Trinity Bay; 
nvitif Q farther .Account of the Country^ 

. its Inhabitants y and FroduSiions.

17 70, AT day-break, on Sunday the 6th of May 
■_ -'^' _« l\ 1770, we fct fail from Botany Bay, with a 
Sunday 6. Y\^t hvttzt at N. W. which foon after coming 
to the fouthward, we (leered along the (here 
N. N. E. ; and at noon, our latitude, by obfcr- 
vation, was 33® 50' S. At this time we were 
between two and three miles diftant from the 
land, and a-breaft of a bay, or harbour, in which 
there appeared to be good anchorage, and 
which I called Port Jackson. This harbour 
lies three leagues to the northward of Botany 
Bay: the variation, by fevcral azimuths, ap- 
peared to be 8^ £• At fun fet, the norther- 
moft land in fight bore N. 26 E. and fome 
broken land, that feemed to form a bay, bore 
N* 40 W, diftant four leagues. This bay, 
which lirs in latitude 33^ 42^ I called Broken 
B/j^.; We fleered along the (hore N. N. E. all 
night, at the diftancc of about three leagues 
from the land, having from thirty-two to thir- 
ty-fix fathom water, with a hard fandy bottom* 

Soon 
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Soon after fun-rife on the 7th, I took fcveral ' v^» 
azimuths, with four needles belonging to the ^:— v~j 
azimuth compafs, the mean refult of which gave °" *^ ^' 
the variation 7® 56' E. At noon, our latitude, 
by obfervation, wa$ 33** 22' S. : we were about 
three leagues from the Ihore; the northermoft 
land in fight bore N. 19 E. and fome lands 
which projefted in three bluff points, and 
which, for that reafon, I called Cape TfillEE 
Points, bore S. W. diftant five league's. Our 
longitude from Botany Bay was 19' E. In the 
afternoon, we faw fmoke in'feveral places upon 
the Ihore, and in the evening, found the varia- 
tion to be 8" 25' E. At this time we were be- 
tween two and three miles from the /bore, in 
twenty-eight fathom j and at noon the next Toefd«y 8. 
day, we had not advanced one ftep to the north- 
ward. We ftood off (hore, with the winds 
northerly, till twelve at night, and at the dif- 
tance of about five leagues, had feventy fathom; 
at the diftance of fix leagues we had eighty fa- 
thom, which is the extent of the foundings; for 
at the diftance of ten leagues, we had no ground 
with 150 fathom. 

The wind continuing northerly, tiM the morn- Thurfd. 10. 
i/!gof the icth, we continued to ftand in and off 
the (hore, with very little change of fituation in 
other refpeds; but a gale then fpringing up at 
S. W, we made the beft of our way along the 
Ihore to the northward. At fun-rife, our lati- 
D 3 tude 
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mJ^' tudc was 33^ 2'S. and the variation 8<^ E. At 
i^^v^ nine in the forenoon, we pafTed a remarkable hill, 
Tbuia 10. ^i^j^j^ ftQ^ ^ lj|.^jg ^3y inland, and ifomewhat 

refembled the crown of a hat : and at noon, our 
latitude, by obfervation, was 32^ 53' S., and our 
longitude 208^ W. We were about two leagues 
diftant from the land, which extended from 
N. 41 E. to S. 41 W., and a fmall round rock, 
or ifland, which lay clofe under the land, bore 
S. 82 W. diftant between three and fdur leagues. 
At four in the afternoon, we paffed, at the dif- 
tance of about a mi|p, a low rocky point, which 
I called Point Stephens, on the north fide of 
which is an inlet, which I called Port Ste- 
phens : this inlet appeared to me, from the maft- 
head, to be iheltered from all winds. It lies in 
latitude 32^ 40', longitude 207° 51', and at 
the entrance are three fmali iflands, two of 
which are high ; and on the main near the fhore 
are fome high round hills, which at a diftance 
appear like iflands. In pafling this bay, at the 
diftance of two or three miles from the fliore, 
our foundings were from thirty-three to twenty- 
feven fathom, from which I conjedured that 
there muft be a fufficient depth of water within 
it. At a little diftance within land, we faw 
finoke in feveral places-, and at half an hour paft 
five, the northcrmoft land in fight bore N. ^6 E. 
and Point Stephens S. W. diftant four leagues, 
pur foundings in the night, were from forty?

eight to fijcty-two fathom, at the diftance of be- '^"Jjo. 
tvyeen three and four leagues from the (here, - — /--^ 
which made in two hillocks. This Point I call- '^^'"^' '^• 
ed Cape Hawke : it lies in the latitude of 32^ 
14' S., longitude 207^ 30' W. ; and at four 
o'clock in the morning bore W. diftant about i^n<J»y"« 
eight miles-, at the fame time the northcrmoft 
land in fight bore N. 6 E, and appeared like an 
iQand. At noon, this land bore N, 8 E. the 
northermoft land in fight N. 13 E. and Cape 
Hawke S. 37 W. Our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was 32^ 2' S. which was twelve miles to 
the fouthward of that given by the log; fo that 
probably we had a current fetting that way : by 
the morning amplitude and azimuth, the varia-? 
tion was 9^ 10' E. During our run along the 
fliorc, in the afternoon, we faw fmoke in feveral 
places, at a little diftance from the beach, and 
one upon the top of a hill, which was the firft 
we had feen upon elevated ground fince our 
arrival upon the coafl:. At fun-fet, we had 
twenty-three fathom, at the diftance of a league 
and an half froni the fhore: the northermoft 
land then bore N. 13 E. and three hills, re- 
markably large and high, lying contiguous to 
each other, and not far from the beach, N. N. 
W. As thefe hills bore fome refemblanceto each 
other, we called them The Three. Brothers, 
They lie in latitude .31^ 40', and may be feen 
fourteen gr fixteen leagues. We ftccfed N. E. 
D 4 V by 
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by N. all night, having from twenty-fevcn to 
fixty.feven fathom, at the diftance of between 
two and fix leagues from the fhore* 

At day-break, we fleered north, for the 
northermoft land in fight. At noon, we w^re 
four leagues from the fhore, and by obfervation, 
in latitude 31° 18' S., which was fifteen miles to 
the fouthward of that given by the log-, our 
longitude 206° 58' W. In the afternoon, we 
flood in for the land, where we faw fmoke in 
fevcral places, till fix in the evening, when, be- 
ing within three or four miles of it, and in 
twenty-fout fathom of water, we flood ofi^ with 
a frefli breeze at N. and N. N. W. till mid* 
night, when we had 1 1 8 fathom, at the diftance 
of eight, leagues from the land, and then tacked, 
Sanday 13. j^^ i\^j^qq Jn the morning, the wind veered to the 
weflward, when we tacked and flood to the 
northward. At noon, our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was 30** 42> S., and our Ipngitude ao6^ 
45' W. At this time we were between three 
and four leagues from the fhore, the norther- 
moft part of which bor^ from us N. ij W, and 
a point, or head-land, on which we faw fires that 
produced a great quantity of fmoke, bore W. 
diftant four leagues. To this Point I gave the 
name of Smokey cape: it is of a confiderable 
height, and over the pitch of the Point is a 
round hillock; within it are two others, much 
higher and larger, and within them the land is 
very low. Our latitude was 30° 3 1' S., longitude 
8 , 206^ 
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206^ 54' W. : this day the obferved latitude >77c^ 
was only five miles fouth of the log, Wc faw t^^ J^^ 
fmoke in feveral parts along the coaft^ befiides ^"^ '3» 
t}iat fcen upon Smokey Cape. 

In the afternoon, the wind being at N. E. wc 
ftood off and on, and at three or four miles dis- 
tance from the ftiore had thirty fathom water: 
the wind afterwards coming crpfs off land, wc 
ftood to the northward, having from thirty to 
twenty-one fathom, at the diftancc of four or 
five miles from the fhore. 

At five in the morning, the wind veered to the Moodiy 14, 
north, and blew frefh, attended with fqualls: at 
eight, it began to thunder and raip, and in about 
an hour it fell Calm, which gave us an opportu- 
nity to. found, and wc h^d eighty-fix fathom ac 
between four and five kagues from the Ihorc ; 
foon after this we had a gale from the fouthward, 
with which we fleered N. by W, for the norther* 
moft land in fight. At noon^ we were about 
four leagues from the fhore, and by obfervatioo, 
in latitude 30° 22', which was nine miles to the 
fouthward of our reckoning, longitude 206^ 
39' W. Some lands near the (hore, of a confi-. 
derable height,, bore W. 

As we advanced to the. northward firona Bo« 
tany. Bay,, thq land gradually increafed in height,, 
fo that in this, latitude it may be called a hilly- 
country. Between this latitude and the Bay, it 
exhibits a pleafing variety of ridges, hills, val- 

lies. 
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«77<>. lies, and plains, all clothed with wood, of the 
T_ ^'-'_f fame appearance with that which has been par- 
M«>*»yH« ticularly defcribed: the land near the ftiore is in 
general low and fandy, except the points, which 
are rocky, and over many of them are high hills, 
which, at their firft rifing out of the water, have 
the appearance of iflands. In the afternoon, we 
had fome fmall rocky iflands between us and the 
land, the fouthermoft of which lies in latitude 
30^ 10', and the northermoft in 29^ 58^ and 
fomcwhat more than two leagues from the land : 
about two nfiiles without the northermoft ifland 
we had thirty-three fathom water. Having the 
advantage of a moon, we fteercd along the fliore 
all night, in the direftion of N. and N. by E. 
keeping at the diftance of about three leagues^ 
from the land, and having from twenty to 
twenty-five fathom water. As foon as it was 
light, having a frefli gale, we made all the fail 
Tiiefliiji5. we could, and at nine o'clock in the morning, 
being about a league from the fhore, we difco- 
vercd fmoke in many places, and having re- 
courfe to our glafles, we faw about twenty of 
the natives, who had each a large bundle upon 
his back, which we conjedtured to be palm 
leaves for covering their houfes: we continued 
to obfcrvc them above an hour, during which 
they walked upon the beach, and up a path that 
led over a hill of a gentle afcent, behind which 
we loft fight of them :- not one of them was ob- 

ferved 
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fcrvcd to flop and look towards us, but they 1770. 
trudged along, to all appearance, without the i_ ^*^V_f 
leaft emotion either of curiofity or furprife, Tttttttyis. 
though it is impoflible they fhould not have 
feen the {hip by a cafual glance as they walked 
along the (hore; and though fhe muft, with re- 
fpcft to every other objedt they had yet feen, 
have been little lefs ftupcndous and unaccount- 
able than a floating mountain with all its woods 
would have been to us. At noon, our latitude, 
by obfcrvation, was 28*" 39' S., and longitude 
206^ 27'W, A high point of land, which I 
named Cape Byron, bore N. W. by W. at the 
diftance of three miles. It lies in latitude 28^ 
if 30'' S., longitude 206 ^^ 30' W.^ and may be- 
known by a remarkable fharp peaked moun- 
tain, which lies inland, and bears from it N. W.' 
by W, From this point, the land trends N. 
13 W. : inland it is high and hilly, but low near 
the fhorc; to the fouthward of the point it is' 
alfo low and level. We continued to fteer along 
the ihore with a frelh gale, till fun-fet, when we 
fuddenly difcovercd breakers a head, direftly in 
the fhip*s courfe, and alfo on our larboard bow. 
At this time we were about five miles from the 
land, and had twenty fathom water : we hauled 
up eaft till eight, when we had run eight miles, 
and increafed our depth of water to forty-four 
fathom : we then brought to, with the fhip's 
head to the eaftward, and lay upon this tack t/lt 

ten. 
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1770, ten, when, having ' increafed our founding to 

\,^^ ^ feventy-eight fathom, wc wore, and lay wit1i the 

Wediicf.i6. fljip»s head to the land till five in the morning, 

when we made fail, and at day-light, were greatly 

furprifed to find ourfelveis farther to the fouth- 

ward, than we had been the evening before, 

though the wind had been foutherly, and blown 

frefh all night : we now faw the breakers again 

within us, anid paffed them at the diftance of one 

league. They lie in latitude 28^ 8'S. ftretch- 

iag off eaft two leagues from a point of land, 

ijnder which is a fmall ifland. Their fituation 

may always be known by the peaked mountain 

which has been juft mentioned, and which bears 

from them S. W. by W. for this reafon I have 

named it Mount Warning. It lies feven or 

eight leagues inland, in latitude 28^ 22' S. The 

land about it is high and hilly, but it is of itfelf 

ftifiiciently confpicuous to be at once diftin- 

guifbed from every other objeft. The Point 

- off which thefe flioals lie, I have named Point 

Danger. To the northward of this Point the 

land is low, and trends N. W. by N.-, but it 

foon turns again more to the northward. . 

. At noon, wc were about two leagues from the 

land, and by obfervation, in latitude 27® 46' S., 

which was fcventeen miles to the fouthward of 

the log; our longitude was 206® 26' W. Mount 

Warning bore S. 26 W. diftant fourteen leagues, 

and the northermoft land in fight bore N. We

purfued Qur courfe aloog the Ihore, at the dif^^ 
tjioce of about two leagues, in the direfiion of 
N. ^ E. till between four and five in the after- ^•^'"^••' 
nopDy ivbcn we difcovered In^akers on our lar- 
board bow. . Our depth of water was thirty- 
feven fathom, and at fun-fet, the northermoft 
land bore N. by W. the breakers N. W. by W. 
diftant four miles,, and the northermoft land fet. 
at noon, which formed a point, and to which I* 
gave the oame of Point Look-out, W. diftant 
five or fix oiiks, in ^e latitude of 27^ 6^. On 
the north fi4e of this .Point, the fliorc^forms a 
wide open bay, which I called Moreton^s Bay, 
in- the bottom of which the land is fo low that 1 
could but juft fee it from the top-maft head.; 
The breakersi lie between three or four mileS: 
from Point Look-out ; and at this time we had 
a great fca from the fouthward, which broke • 
upon them very high. We ftood on N. N- E. 
till eight o'clock, when having paffed th« 
breakers j and. deepened our water to fifty-two 
fathpm, we brought to.till midnight, when we 
made fail again to the M. N. £. At four in the 
morning, we had 135 fathom, and when the day Thorfii. 17. 
broke, I perceived that during the night I hadv 
got much farther northward, and fronj the ; 
fliore, than I expcdted from the courfe we 
fteered, for we were diftant atleaft feven leagues^ 
I therefore hauled in N. W. by W. with a frelh . 
gale at S. S. W, The land that was fartheft td

the north the night before, now bore S. S. W, 
diftant fix leagues, and I gave it the n^me of 
Thiiif<i.i7- Cape Moreton, it being the north point of 
More ton's Bay : its latitude is 26^ 56*^, and its 
longitude is 206^ 28'. From Cape Moreton the 
land trends away weft, farther than can be fccn, 
for there is a fmall fpace, where at this time no 
land is vifible, and fome on board having alio 
obferved that the. fea looked paler than ufual^ 
were of opinion that the bottom of Mpreton's 
Bay opened into a river. We had here thirty- 
four fiithom water, and a fine fandy bottom: 
this alone would have produced the change that 
had been obferved ir^ the colour of the water; 
and it was by no means neceflfary to fuppofe a 
river to account for the land at the bottom of 
the Bay not being vifible, for fuppofing the land 
there to be as low as we knew it to be in a hun- 
dred other parts of the coaft, it would have been 
impoflible to fee it from the ftation of the fhip 5 
however, if any future navigator fhould be dif- 
pofed to determine the queftion, whether there 
is or is hot a river in this place, which the wind 
would not permit us to do, the fituation may al* 
ways be found by three hills which lie to the 
northward of it, in the latitude of ^&' 53^ 
Thefe hills lie but a little way inland, and not 
far from each other : they are remarkable for 
the Angular form of their elevation, which very 
much refembles a glafs-houfe, and for which 

reafon 
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itafon I called them the Glass Houses: the >77^ 
northernioft of the three is the higheft and largeil : K^m^^^ 
there are alfo feveral other peaked hills inland ^**"^ '^^ 
to the northward of thefe, but they are not 
nearly fo remarkable. At noon, our latitude 
was, by obfcrvation, 26*^ 28' S, which was ten 
miles to the northward of the log, a circum* 
ftance which had never before happened upon 
this coaft; our longitude was 206^ 46'. Ac 
this time we were between two and three 
leagueja from the land, and had twenty-four fa- 
thom water. A low bluff point, which was the 
fouth head of a fandy bay, bore N. 62 W., dif- 
tant three leagues, and the northermoft point of 
land in fight bore N. ^ E. This day we faw 
fmoke in feveral places, and fome at a confider- 
able diitance inland. 

In ftcering along the fliore at the diftancc of 
two leagues, our foundings were from twenty- 
four to thirty-two fathom, with a fandy bottonu 
At fix in the evening, the northermoft point 
of land bore N. -^ W., diftant four leagues; 
at ten it bore N. W. by W. :J. W. and as we 
had feen no land to the northward of it,, we 
brought to, not well knowing which way to 
ftecr. 

At two in the morning, however, we made Ffid«yit 
fail with the wind at S. W., and at day-light, 
we faw the land extending as far as N. 4 E* the 
point we had fet the night before bore S. W. by 
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W., diftant between thMc and tout fcngucs* It 
lies in tetitude 25^ 58'^ longitude 206^ 48' W. : 

Friday a8. jj^^ i^^^ within it is of ft moderate and equal 
height, but the point itiblf is fo unequal, that it 
looks like twa fmall iflands lying under the land^ 
for which reafon I gave it the name of Double 
Island Point; it may alfo be known by the 
white cliflFs on the ndrth fide of it Here the 
land trends xq the N. W. and forms a large 
open bay, the bottom of which is fo low a flat 
that from the deck it could fcafcely be feen. 
In croffing this b&y^ our d6pth of water was from 
thirty to twenty- two fathom^ with a white fandy 
bottom* At noon^ we were abdut three leagues 
from -the Ihorc, in latitude 25^ 34" S*, longitude 
206^ 45' W. : Dmibfe IQand Point bore S. i W. 
and the northermoft land in fight N. ^ E. Thr3 
part of the coaft, which is of a moderate height^ 
is more barren than any we had feen, and the 
foil nr.ore iandy. With our glafles we could dif- 
(4f¥tr that the fands, which lay in great patches 
of many acres, were moveable, and that fome of 
thetn had not been long in the place they poffefP 
cd; fqr we faw in fcveral parts, trees half bu- 
riied, the tops of which were ftill green j and in 
others, the naked trunks of fuch as the fand had 
furmunded fong enough to deftroy. In othtr 
places the woods appeared to be fow and Ihrub- 
by, and we faW no figns of inhabitants. Two 
water-fnakcs fwam by the fhip: they were beau- 
tifully 
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tifiilly fpotted, and in every refpcdk like land W®- 
faakes, except that their tails were broad knd i.ii-v-.j 
flat, probably to ferve them inftead of fins in '"^i^*** 
fwimming. In the morning of this day, the 
variation was 8^ 20- E., and in the evening, 8^ 
i6\ During the night, we continued our courfe 
to the northward, with a light breeze from the 
land, being didant from it between two and 
three leagues, and having from twenty-three to 
twenty-fcven fathom, with a fine fandy bottom. 

At noon on the 19th, we were about four 'ttnrd. if. 
miics from the land, with only thirteen fathom. 
Our latitude was 25^ 4 , and the northermoft 
land in fight bore N. 21 W., dillant eight miles. 
At one o'clock, being ftill four miles diftant 
froni the fhore, but having feventeen fathom 
water, we pafiTed a black bluff head, or point of 
land, upon Which a great number of the natives 
were affembled, and which therefore I called In- 
dian Head: it lies in latitude 25*" 3^ About 
four miles N. by W. of this Head, is anothq: 
very like it, from whence the land trends avay 
Ibmewhat more to the weftward: next to the 
fea it is low and fandy, and behind it nothing was 
to be feen, even from the maft-head. Near Indian 
Head we faw more of the natives, and upon the 
neighbouring fhore fires by night, and fmoke by 
day. We kept to the northward all night, at the 
diftance of from four miles to four leagues from 
the fhore, and with a depth of water from feven-

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teen to thirty-four fathom. At day^break, the 
Aorthermoft land bote from us W. S, W. and 
9im€iy so. ^j^^^j ^ ^^j j^ ^ point, from which we dtfco- 
vcrcd a reef running out to the northward as fitr 
as we could fee. We had hauled otn: wind to 
the wcftward before it was light, and continued 
the courfe till we faw the breakers upon our lee 
bow. We now edged away N. W. and N* N» 
W. along the eaft fide of the fhbal, from two to 
one mile diftant, having regular foundings from 
thirteen to feven fathom, with a fine fandy bot- 
,tom. At noon, our latitude, by obfervation^ 
was 20"" 26', which was thirteen miles to tho 
northward of the log : we judged the extreme 
point of the ftioal to bear from us about N. W»^ 
and the point from which it feemed to run our,^ 
bore S. ^^ W., diftant twenty miles. This point 
I named Sandy Cape, from two very large 
patches of white fend whicTi lay upon it* It is 
fufficiently high to be fccn at the diftance of 
twelve leagues, in clear weather, and lies in lati- 
tude 24^ 43% longitude 206^ 51': the land 
trends from it S. W. as far as can be feen. Wc 
kept along the eaft fide of the Ihoal till two in 
the- afternoon, when, judging^ that there was a 
fuiBcicnt depth of water upon it to allow paflagc 
for the (hip, I fent the boat a-head to fouad, and 
upon her making thie fignal for more than five 
fathom, we hauled our wind, apd ftood over the 
tail of h: in fix fathom. At this time we were

N. W. and flying to the S. S. E. nor was one of 
them feen to fly in any other direction ; we there* 
fdre conjeftured that there was a lagoon, river* 
or inlet of fl^allow water, in the bottom of the 
deep bay, to the fouthward of us, whither thefe 
birds reforted to feed in the day, and that not 
far to the northward there were foatt iflands to 
which they repaired in the night. To this bay I 
gave the name of Hsrvey's Bay, in honour of 
Captain Hervey. In the afternoon, we ih>od

Early the next morning I went alhore, with a wedcK.93. 
party of men, in order to examine the country^ 
accompanied by Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, the

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the hair of thdr bodies Jiad the quality of a '^7«* 
nettle, and gare i» a much more acute. 4ough J^ 
fc6 durable psrin. The country here is manU F***»«^*^ 
feilly wodp cban about Botany Bay: the foil is 
dry and jTandy, but the fides of the hills arc 
covered with tKes, which grow feparately, with* 
out underwood* We found here the tree thtt 
yields a gum like thcfafigmr drdconis \ but it is 
fbmewhat different fjrom the trees of the fame 
kind which we had feea before, fi>r the leaves 
are longer, and Imng down like thofe of the 
weeping wiUour. We found alio much lefs gum 
upon them, which is contrary to the eftabltlhed 
c^inion, that die hotter the climate, the more 
gums exude. Upon a plant dlSoj which yield- 
ed a yellow gum, there was lefs than upon the 
iame kind of plant in Botany Bay. Among the 
&oals and fand-banks we faw many large birds, 
Ibme in particular of the fame kind that we had 
ieen in Bouny Bay, much bigger than fwans, 
which we judged to l)e pelicans; but they were 
fo Ihy that we could not g^ within gun (hot of 
tbem« Upon the fiiore we &w a fpecies of the 
bQ(i!ard, one of which we ibot ; it was as large as 
a turkey, and weighed ieVenteen pounds and an 
half. We all agreed that this was the beft bird 
we had eaten fince we left EngUnd ; and in 
honour of it we called this inlit Bustard Bav. 
It Ues in latitude 14'' A\ longitude aofi ^ 1 8'. The 
fea feemed to abound whfa fUb ^ but unhappily^

among oc;hers the hammer-oyfter, and a larj^ 

proportion of fmall pearl-oyfters : if in deeper 

water there is equal plenty .of fuch oyfters at 

their full growth, a pearl fiflicry might certainly 

be eftabliflied here to very great advantage* 

The people who were left on board the (hip 
faid, that while we were in the woods about 
twenty of the natives came down to the beach; 
abreaft of her, and having looked at her fome 
time, went away; but we that were afliorc, 
though we faw fmoke in many places, faw no 
people: the fmoke was at places top diftant for 
us to get to them by land, except one, to which 
we repaired: we found ten fmall fires ftill burn- 
ing within a few paces of each other ; but the 
people were gone: we faw near them feveral 
veflels of bark, which we fuppofed to have con- 
tained water, and fome ihells and fifh-bones, the 
remains of a recent meal. We faw alfo, lying 
upon the ground, feveral pieces of foft bark, 
about the length and breadth of a man, which 
we knagined might be their ()eds; and, oa the 
windward fide of* the fires, a fmall ihade, about 
fL foot and a half high, of the fame fubftance. 
The whole was in a thicket of clofe trees, which 
afforded good fhelter from the wind. The place 
icecned to be much trodden, and as we faw no 
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houfe, nor any. remains of a houfe, we weie iiir '77<'* 
clined to believe that, as thefe people had no i^...^Li 
chihes, they had no dwelling; but fpent their ^«'*»«^«- 
rfelhts, among the other commoners of Nature, 
in the open air : and Tupia himfelf, with an air 
of fuperiority and compaflion, fhook his head, 
^nd faid) that they were Taata Enos^ * poor 
wretches/ I meafured the perjfcndicular height 
of the laft tide, and found it be eight feet above 
low- Witter mark, and from the time of low wa- 
ter this day, I found that it muft be , high*wa« 
ter at the full and change of the moon at eight 
o'clocl^. 

At four o'clock in (he morning we weighed, Thorfl.i4. 
and iivith agentle breezy at fouth m4de fail put of 
the b^y. In ^ftanding out, our foundings were 
from ^ye to fifteen fathom ^ and at day light, 
w^en we were in the greateft depth, and abi;eaft 
of the nprth hejid^ of the bay, we difcovered 
breakers flretching ou; from it N^ N. £• be* 
tween two and three miles, with a rock at the 
outermoft point of them, ji}(t above water. 
While we were paffing thefe rocks, at the dif« 
;ance of about half a mile, we had from fifteen' 
p twenty fathom, and as loon as we had pafied 
thcm^ we hauled along fhorc W. N. W. for the 
fartheft land we had in fight At noon, our 
latitude by obfervation was 2f 52" S.; the 
north part of Buftard Bay bore S. 62 £• diftant

' Till five iir the afternoon it was calm, but 
Jiftcrwards we ftecrcd before the wind N. W. a^ 
the land lay till ten at night, and then brought to, 
having had all along fourteen and fifteen fathom. 

Fri4aj»5. Atfive in the morning we made fail ; and at day- 
fight the northcrmoft point of the main bore N. 70 
W. Steon after we faw more l«id, making like 
ifl^nds, and bearing N. W. by N. At nine, we 
ilrere abreaft of the point, at the diftance of one 
mile, with fourteen fathom water. This pOiitt 
2 found to He direftly under the Tropic of Ca^ 
pricorn; and for that reafon I^ called it Capz 
Cai^riCornj its longitude is 208^ 58'W.:,it 
is of a confid^able height, looks white and bar** 
ren, and may be known by fome iflands which 
lit CO the N. W. of it, and fome fmall rocks at 
the diftance* of about a league S. £. On the 
weit fide ^f the Cape there appeared to be a 
lagoob, and on the two fpits which formed the 
ehtrance we faw an incredible number of the 
large birds that refemble a pefican. The north- 
crmoft land now in fight bore from Cape Ca^^ 
pricorn Ni 24 W* and appeared to be an iflandj 
but the main land trended W. by N. i N. which 
tourfe we .fteeredi having from fifteen to fi« 
ffldiom, and from fix to tiine, with a hard fandy 
bottom.

/moke in many places at a confiderabte diftancc 
inland, and therefore conjeftured that there 
might be a lagoon, river, or inlet, running up the 
country, the rather as we had palled two places 
whi;:h had the appdurahce of being fuch; but 
t)tif depth of water was too little to encouragt 
|ne t9 venture where I fliould probably have 
jiefi^ We had not (tood to the northward above 
an hour> before we Tiiddenly fell into three fa- 
chpm; upon wMch I anchored, and fent away 
the mailer to fdund the channel which lay to 
leeward of us, betwe^^n the northermoft ifland 
and the main : it appeared to be pretty broad, 
but I fuTpe^ed that it was fliallow, and fo in* 
deed it was found ; for the maftcr reported 
at his return that in many places he had only 
two fathom and an half, and where we lay at 
anchor we had only lixteen feet, which was not 
two feet more than the fliip drew. While the 
mafter was founding the channel, Mr. Banks 
tried to 6(h from the cabbin windows with hook 
and line f the water was too fhaltow for fi(h ; 
biit the ground was almoft covered with crabs, 
which readily took the bait, and ibmetimes held 
it fo faft in their claws, that they did not quit 
their hold till they were confiderably above 
watpn Theft crabs were of two forts, and both 

of 
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of them fuch as we had not feen before : one of 
them was adorned with the fineft blue that can 
be imagined, in every refpeft equal to the ultra- '•^'^ *** 
marine, with which all his claws, and every 
joint was deeply tinged : the under part of him 
was white, and fo exquiiitely polilhed that in 
colour and brightnefs it exadly reiembled the 
white of old china : the other was alfo marked 
with the ultramarine upon his joints and his toes, 
but fomewhat more sparingly; and his back 
v?as marked with three brown ipots which had a 
lingular appearance. The people who had 
been out with the boat to found, reported^, that 
upon an ifland where we had obferved two fires, 
they had feen feveral of the inhabitants, who 
called to them, and feemed very defirous that 
they fhould land. In the evening, the wind 
veered to E. N. E. which gave us an opportu- 
nity to ftretch three or four miles back by the 
way we came ; after which, the wind (hifted to 
the South, and obliged us again to anchor in fix 
fathom. 

At five in the morning, I lent away the maf- Un^ %t. 
ter to fearch for a paflage between the ifiands, 
while we got the (hip under fail ^ and as foon as 
it was light we followed the boat, which made a 
fignai that a pafiage had been found. As foon 
as we had got again into deep water, we made 
fail to the northward, as the land lay, with 
fundings from nine fathom to fifteen, and fome

twenty-five fathom, and in the night from 
thirty to thirty- four. 

At day -break we made fail. Cape Manifold M««<«yat, 
bearing S. by E., diftant eight leagues, and the 
iflands which I had fet the night before were dif- 
tant four miles in the fame direction. The far- 
theft vifible point of th» main bore N. 67 W. at 
the diftance of twenty-two miles; but we could 
Ibe feveral ifland$ to the northward of this di- 
rection. At iiine o'clock in the forenoon, we 
were ahreafl: of the point which I called 
Cape Townshend, It lies in latitude 2%^ 15% 
longitude 209® 43' : the land is high and level, 
and rather naked than woody* Several iilandi 
He to the northward of it, at the diftance of few 
or five miles out at fea ; three or four leagues » 
the S. E. the Chore forms a bay, tn the bottom of 
which there appeared f» be an inlet or harboxu-. 
To tbe weftwardtof the Cape the land tr«nd$ 
S. W. r S. and there forms a^ very large hay 
which tMtn^ to the eaftward, and prdbabljr 
commiuoicates with the inlet, and makes thee 
land of the Cape an ifland. As foon as we got 
found thb Cs^ ^e hauled <mv wind to the 
if^ward, in order tp get within the ifianda, 
which lie fcattered tn the bay in great nmrnhersy 
and extend ^ut to fea as far as the eye could 
reach even from the maft-^head: thefe iOand^ 
vary both in height and circuit from each other; 

io 
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fq that, although they arc very numerous, xift 
two of theip are alike. We had not flood long 
upon a wind before we came into Ihoal water, 
and were obliged to tack at once to avoid it. 
Having fent a boat ahead, 1 bore away W. by 
N. many fmall iflands, rocks, and fhoals, lyii^ 
between us and the main, and many of a larger 
extent without us : our foundings till near nooti 
were from fourteen to fevcnteen fathom; when 
the boat made the fignal for meeting with fhoal 
water: upon this we hauled clofe upon a wind 
to the eaflward, but fuddenly fell into three 
fathom and a quarter; we immediately drop* 
ped an anchor, which brought the fhip up with 
all her fails ftanding* When the Ihip was 
brought up we had four fathom, with a coarfe 
fandy botcom, and found a (trong tide fetting 
to the N. W. by W. 4. W. at the rate of near 
three miles an hour, by which we were fo fud- 
denly carried upon the fhoal. Our latitude by 
obfervation was 22^ 8' S.; Cape Townlhcnd 
bore E. 16 S., diilant thirteen miles; and the 
weftermoft part of -the main in fight W. ^ N. 
At this time a great number of iflands lay all 
round us. 

In the afternoon, having founded round the 
ihip, and found that there was water fufHcienc 
to carry her over the -flioal, we weighed, and 
about three o'clock madp fail and flood to the 
leftward, as the land lay,' haying fent a boat 

ahead 
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ahead to found. At fix in the evening, we an- »77o. 
chored in ten fathom, with a fandy bottom, at 1^^!^ 
labout two miles diftance from the main; the Monday at, 
weftermcft part of which bore W. N. W., and a 
great number of iflands, lying a long way with- 
out US) were dill in fight. 

At five o'clock the next morning, I fent away T«efiUy sf. 
the Mafter with two boats to found the entrance 
of an inlet which bore from us weft, at about 
the diftance of a league, into which I intended 
to go with the (hip, that I might wait a few 
days tiJl the moon fliould increafe, and in the 
mean time examine the country. As foon as 
the fhip could be got under fail, the boats, made 
the fignal for anchorage j upon which we flood 
in, and anchored in five fathom water, about a 
league within the entrance of the inlet j which, 
as I obferved a tide to flow and ebb confiderably, 
I judged to be a river that ran up the country to 
a confiderable diftance* In this place I had 
thoughts of laiying the fliip alhore, and cleaning 
her bottom-, I therefore landed, with the Mafter 
in fearch of a convenient place for that purpofe, 
and was accompanied by Mr. Banks and Dr. 
Solandfef. We-found walking here exceedingly 
troublefome, for the ground was covered with a 
kind of grafs, the feeds of which were very 
Iharp and bearded backwards; fo that when- 
ever they ftuck into our clothes, which indeed 
was at every ftcp, they wprkecj forwards by

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1770* means of the beard, till they got at the flcfh ; and 
t — ,r^ at the fame time we were furrounded by a cloud 
»y«9- ofmufquitosjwhich inceffahtly tormented us wit5h 
their' ftings. We foon met with feveral places 
-where the (hip might conveniently be laid afliore ; 
but to our great difappoititment we could find 
no frefli water. We proceeded however tip the 
country, where we found gum trees like thofe 
that we had feen before, at)d obfervdd that here 
alfo the gum was in vefy fmall quantities. Up- 
on <tie branches of thefe trees, and fome others, 
we found ants nefts, made of clay, as big as a 
bu(hel, fomething like thofe defcribed in Sir 
Hans Sloan's Natural Hiftory of Jamaica, voli 
ii. p. ^21, tab. 258, 'but not fo fmooth : the 
ants which inhabited thefe nefts were fmall, and 
their bodies white. But upon another fpecics 
of the tree we found a fmall black ant, which 
perforated all the twigs, and having worked out 
the pith, occupied the pipe which had contained 
' it; yet the parts in which thefe infe&s had thus 

formed a lodgment, and in which they fwarmed 
in amazing numbers, bore leaves and flowers, { 
and appeared to be in as fiouriihiag a ftateas 
thofe that were found. We found alfo an irtcre* 
diblc number of butterflies, fo that for the 

' fpace of three or four acres the air was fo 
crowded with them that millions were to be fcen 
in^very diredion, at the fame time that every 

^ branch and twig was covered with others that 
I werci 
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were iBQt upon the wing. We fcxund here alfo a ' 77o- 
fmlUfiffaiof a fingular kind; it ivas atxuit die ^^^^^ 
.iize.ofia ininnow,' and had tvro very ftrong bneaft ^*»«**y'*^* 
fins :- we;fouiiid it in.placss thatwcre quite dry, 
where fwr fujbpofed itnught have been Jeft by 
the tide; but it ^did not fecoi to have becDOie 
languid by die want of Miaier; for upon our ap- 
proadt it lefl|)ed away, by the help of the bfeaift 
fias, as nimbty as a itC3ig4 neither indeed did k 
icetnico ipicier water xoJkind^.for when'^vi;

made my obfervations upon the hilU I pro- 
ceeded with Dr. Solander up the- inlet; I fet 
out with the firft of the flood, and.

hcfc it opened every wky>, and forpied a large

water, and the day far fpent, I was afraid of bet 
ing JboviUeted among the ihoals in the night, 
: >< efpecially

c/pecially as tfieiveathef was dark and rainy 1; ^77«» 
and therefore I made the bfft of my way to the * -!^*_f 
fliip. In thbexcurfion I faw only two people, Ve«*^»j* 
and they were at a diftance; they followed the 
boat along the (bore a good way, but the tide 
running ftrongly in my favour I could not pru- 
dently wait for them: I faw however fevcral 
fires in one dircftion, and fmoke in another, but 
they alfo were at a diftance. While I was trac- 
ing the inlet with Dr. Solander, Mn Banks was- 
endeavouring to penetrate into the country, 
where fcveral of the people who had leave to go 
alhore were alfo rambling about. Mr. Banks 
and his party found their courfe obftrufted by a- 
fwamp, covered with mangroves, which how- 
ever they refdlvcd to pafs; the mud was almoft. 
knee deep, yet they refolutely went on -, but be- 
fore they got halfway, they repented of their un- 
dertaking: the bottom was covered, with branches 
of trees interwoven with each other, fometimes 
they kept their footing upon thein;.f9metimes« 
their feet dipt through, and fometim^s they were 
fo entangled among them, that they were forced 
to free themfelves by groping in the mud. and 
flime with their hands. In about an hour how-, 
ever they croffed it, and judged it might be. 
about a quarter of a mile over. After a fhort. 
walk they came up to a place where there hud. 
been four fmall fires, and near them fome; (bells 
^nd bones of fiih, that had b^en roafted : they

thfe beautiful loriquets which we had fecn in Bor- 
tany Bay. Mr. Gore, and onsc of the midlhip- 
men, who were indifferetit places^ faidthat they 
had heard' the voices, of Uidians^near^th^ms, buo 
had'ft^ none: the country in.gendrai appeared- 
j^dy and barrenj and being deftltutp of fxefli 
water, it cannot be fuppofed ^tohave any fettled, 
inhabitant's. Thc'deep gullies^ which- were^ worni 
by torrents from the hills, prove, that; at cisrimn; 
feafons the rains here are very copious andi 
heavy. .r 

The mkt in which the (hip lay: Ir called) 
Thirsty Sound, becaufe it afforded us nofrelH 
water. It lies in latitude 22^ 10' S., and longi- 
tude zio^ 18' W.-, and may be known, by a. 
gr«)Up oi fmall ifkndsJying under the Ihore^ from 
two fe five teague&. drftanr, in the direftiomtof 
N. W. aind by anorher group of iflands; that lie- 
right? before it, between three atid fcauP' teagiic^; 
put at fca. Over each of the points, that fernfi. 
the- entrance is a high round. hill^.whichiOa- (be- 
N.^ W. is a peninfuh that at Jhigh watQC is fur- 
rounded' by the fca: they-atiC bold to botfai tha 

fhorcs. 
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Hxcft^i awd tlie diftanc? between them is about '^770. 
two miles* In this inlet is good aQchorage in c-*v^^«^ 
fesreo, fix, five; and four fathom; and places ^•^•^^^^ 
very convenient for laying a jfhip down» where, 
atiprii^rtides, the water does not rife lefs than 
fixtecn or eighteen feet. The tide flows at the 
full, and change of the moon about eleven 
o'cloak. I bav« already obferved that here is no 
frefii water, nor could we procure refreibmentof 
any odier.kiad: wpfawLtwo turtles, but we were 
not.aiik toi tajke eithej' of ; them : neither did wc 
catch edihef fifh or. wiid-^fowl, except a few fmall 
land birds: we fnw indeed the fame forts of wa- 
ter-fowl as in Botany Bay> but they were fo. fhy 
that vt^e could not get a (hot at them. 

As J bad not therefore a fingle inducement to '^^"^'** 3»- 
fiay longer in this place, I weighed anchor, at fix 
o'clock in the morning of Thurfday the 31ft of 
May, and put to fca. We ftood to the N. W. 
with a frefli breeze at S. S. E. and kept without 
the group of iflands that lie in fhore, and to the 
N. W. of Thirfty Sound, as there appeared to 
be no fafe paffage between them and the main : 
at the fame time we had a number of iflands 
withont us, extending as far as vf,c could fee: 
duritig our run in this direftion our depth of 
water was ten, eight, and nine fathom* At noon, 
the weft- point of Thirfty Sound, which 1 have 
called Pier Head, bore S. 36 E. diftant five 
leagucaj the eaft point of the. other inlet, which . 
F 4 com- 
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*77o« communicates ijvith the Sound, bore S. by W., • 
v^^-y.^ diftant two leagues i the group of iflands juft • 
Thur«. 31. jncntioncd lay between us and the point,. and 
the fartheft part of the main in fight, on the - 
other fide of the inlet, bore N. W. Our lati- 
tude by obfervation was 21^ 53'. At half an 
hour after twelve, the boat, which was founding 
ahead, made the fignal for fhoal water, and we 
immediately hauled our wind to the N^ £. At 
this time we had feven fathom, at the next caft 
five, and at the next three, upon which we in* 
ftantly dropped an anchor, that brought the 
fliip up. Pier Head, the north-weft: point of 
Thirfty Sound, bore S. E. diftant fix leagues, 
being half-way between the iflands which lie oflT 
the eaft point of the weftern inlet, and three 
fmall iflands which lie direftly without them. 
It was now the firft of the flood, which we 
found to fct N. W. by W. 4. W. ; and having . 
founded about the fhoal, upon which we had 
three fathom, and found deep water all round it, 
we got under fail, and having hauled round the 
three iflands .that have been juft mentioned, 
came to an anchor under the lee of them, in fif- 
teen fathom w^tcr j and the weather being dark, 
hazy, and rainy, we remained there till feveq 
' o'clock in the morning. At this time. we got 
fnl^ylil again under fail, and ftood to the N. W. with a 
frefli breeze at S. S. E. ; haying the main land in 
fight, and a number of iflands all round us, 

fomc 
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fomc of which lay out at fea as far as the eye 
could reach. The wefterh inlet, which in the 
chart is diftinguifhcd by the narpe of Broad ^»^«y«« 
Sound, we had now all open; at the entrance, it 
is at leaft nine or ten leagues wide : in it, and be- 
fore it,' lie feveral iflands, and probably fboals 
alfo; for our foundings were very irregular, va- 
rying fuddenly from ten to four fathom. At 
noon, our latitude by obfcrvatidn was 21** 29' 
S, V a point of land which forms the north- weft 
entrance into Broad Sound, and which I have 
named Cape Palme^ston, lying in latitude 
21^ 30', longitude 210^ 54 W, bore W. by N, 
diftant three leagues. Our latitude was 21^ 
27', our longitude 210° 57', Between this 
Cape and Cape Townfhend lies the bay which I 
have called the Bay of Inlets. Wc continued 
to ftand to the N. W. and N. W. by N. as the 
land lay, under an eafy fail, having a boat a- 
head to found: at firft the foundings were very 
irregular, from nine to four fathom; but after- 
wards- they were regular, from nine to eleveq. 
At eight in the evening, being about two 
leagues from the main land, we anchored in 
plcven fathom, with a fandy bottom -, and foon 
after we found the tide fetting with a flow mo- 
tion to the weft ward. At one o'clock it was 
flack, or low- water; .and at half an hour after 
^wothe (hip tended to the eaftward, and rode fo 
fill jSx in the morning, when the tide had rifen Saturd. %.

to nine fajhomj but about eleven p^claqk in the. 
forenoon we were again cmharrafled with.fhgal 
water, having at one titflc not more than. thi?ee^ 
fathom; yet we got clear, without calling an- 
chor. At noon- we were about two leagues froip: 
the main, and four from the iflands without us* 
Our latitude by obfervation was 2q^ 56',, and a 
* high promontory, which I named Cape Hiti^- 
BORoucH^ bore W. t N. diflant fcven mUes^. 
The land here is divcrfified by mountainSr hills> 
plains, and valleys,: and feems. to he well clothed 
with herbage and wood: the iflands which lie^ 
parallel to the coafl, and from f^ve tQ eight w. 
pine miles diflant, are of yariqus. height and 
extent ; fcarcely any of them are more than 
five leagues in circumference, and many arc 
not four miles: befides this chain of iflandj, 
which lies at a diflance from the coafl, there are

Axfun-fet^ 
the.ferthcft pqint of tbe^noaixr bore N, 48 W., 
and to: tfate north^^ard of this lay fome high land^^ 
which I tpqkto be an ifland,, and c^ which tho * 
m>rdv-weft point bore 41 Wv, but.nojc beiog 
lure of a paflage, I caoae to an anchor about 
eight o^clock in the evenings, in, ten fatba^n wa* 
ter, with a muddy bottom. About: ten we bad 
a tide fetting to the northward, and at two it had 
fallen nuu^ &et; after this it began to rife, and 
the flood came from the northward, in the dircc**- 
tion of the iflands which lay out to fea.; a plain 
indication that there was no paflage to. the 
51, W» This howeyerhad not appeared at day- 
brcak«'when we got under fail and ftood to the Sunday %. 
JJL W. At eight o'clock in the morning^ we 
difcovered low land quite acrofs what we took, 
for an opening, which proved to be a bay, about 
five or fix leagues deep; upon this we hauled 
Qur wind to the eaftward round the north point 
of the bay,, which at this tinae bore from us. 
N^ E» by N, diftant four leagues: frora this 
point we found the^ land trend away N. by W. 
4 W. and a ftreight or p^aflage between it and a 
large iil^nd^ or iflandsr, lying parallel to it. 
Jlaving the tide of ebb in our favour, we ftood 

for 
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• '770; for this paflage; and at noon were juft within 
u -v^-'-j the entrance: our latitude by obfervation was 
nuni^y 3. 2oP ^6- S.J Cape Hillfborough bore S. by E, 
diftant ten leagues; and the north point oiF the 
bay S. 19 W. diftant four miles. This point, 
which! named Cape Conway, lies in latitude 
26'' 36' S., longitude 2 1 1 ** 28' W. ; and the bay 
which lies between this Cape and Cape Hillf- 
borough I called Repulse Bay. The greateft 
depth of water wTiich we found in it was thir- 
teen fathom, and the leaft eight. Tn all parts 
there was fafe anchorage, and I believe, that 
upon proper examination, fome good harbours 
would be found in it ; efpecially at the north 
fide within Cape Conway 5 for juft within that 
Cape there lie two or three fmall iflands, which 
alone would Ihelter that fide of the bay from the 
foutherly and fouth-eafterly winds, that feem to 
prevail here" as a Trade. Among the many 
Iflands that lie upon this coaft, there is one 
more remarkable than the reft ; it is of a fmall 
circuit, very high and peaked, and lies E. by S. 
ten miles from Cape Conway, at the fouth end 
of the paflage. In the afternoon, we fteered 
through this paflage, which we found to be 
from three to feven miles broad, and eight or 
nine leagues in length, N. by W. t W., S. by 
E. t E. It is formed by the main on the weft, 
and by the iflands on the eaft, one of which is at 
}f aft five leagues in length : our depth of water 

W 
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in running through was froth twenty to five and tyyc 
twenty fathom, with good anchorage every u-v*,,^ 
where, and the whole paflage may be conGdered *""^' ^' 
as one fafe harbour, exclufive of the fmall bays 
and coves which abound on each fide, where 
ihips might lie as in a bafon. The land both 
upon the main and iflands is high, and diverfi- 
fied ' by hill and valley, wood and lawn, with a 
green and pleafant appearance. On one of the 
iflands we difcovered with our glaflcs two men 
and a woman, and a canoe with an outrigger, 
which appeared to be larger, and of a conftruc- 
tion very different from thofe of bark tied toge* 
ther at the ends, which we had fcen upon other 
parts of the cpafl: ; we hoped therefore that the 
people here had made fomc farther advances 
beyond mere animal life than thofe that we had 
fcen before. At fix o'clock in the evening, wc 
were nearly the length of the north end of the 
paffage-, the north weftermoft point of the main 
in fight bore N. 54 W., and the north end of 
the ifland N. N, E. with an open fea between 
the two points. As this paflage was difcQvered 
on Whitfunday, I c^alled it Whitsunday's 
Passage, and I called the ifiands that form it 
Cumberland Islands, in honour of his Royal 
Highnefs the Dvke. We kept under an eafy 
Jail, witl^ the lead going all night, being at the 
diftance of about three leagues from the Ihorc, 
and having from twenty-one to twenty-three 

. fathom.

y_%^^ of the point which bad been the farthj&ftm fight 
Monaay4. ^q ^j^^ north-wdl the 'evening before, which I 
named Cape GLOucEfiTER, It is a lofty .pro- 
montory, in latitiide 19^ 59 S., longitude 211^ 
.49' W. and may be known by an ifland which 
lies out at fea N. by W. i W. at the diftance of 
five or fix leagues from it, and which I c^led 
WoLEORNE Isle; there are alfo iflands lying 
Under the land between Holbaine Jfle, and 
Whitfunday's Paflf^ge. On the weft fid^ of 
. Cape Gloucefter the land trends^away ,S, W, and 
S. S. W. and forms a deep bay, the bottom ^{ 
which 1 could but juft fee from the maft-hcad : 
it i^ very low, and a continuation jof the low 
land which we had feen at the bottom of R?- 
pulfc B^y. This b^y I called Edgsctmbe Stay, 
. but^without ftayidg to look into it, we continued 
our courfe to tte weftward, for the fisirthcft.laiid 
we could fee in thac direftion, >whidi ;boBe W. 
by N. tl N. and appeared very high, > At noon, 
we were about three leagues from .the-flidre, fey 
<)fbfervation in latitude 19^ -47^ fi., and Cape 
' Gloucefter bore S. 63 E. dift^nt feven ileagues and 

an half. At fix. in the evening, wcwete^abrcaft 
:ofthe weftermoft point juft memioned, at aboi^ 
three miles diftance, and becaufdit rifes&bruptiy 
tfifom the low lands which fu#rmjmi it, 1 called 
it'CAPE Upstart. It lies in latitude 19^ 39^ 
S, longitude 21^^-32' W., fwirteen teagues 

W. N. W. 
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•W. N. W. from^CAPE Gloticettcr, and is of a 
herghc feflkfent t-o be fe«n ^t the diftance of 
twelve leagues: inlafnd there are-fome high hilh ^^'^^^ 
6r mountains, tvhi<?h, like the Cape, afford but 
a barren profpeft. Having paiTed this Cape, 
we contititied fttoding to the W. N. W. ^s the 
land lay, under -an eafy' fail, "having from fia^tcen 
to ten «fathom, till two o'clock in the morning, T«eia«y5. 
when we fell intofeven ft thorn -/upon which we 
havkd our N/rtnd' to the northward, judging our- 
fel^cs to be very -ni^ar land : at day- break, we 
fbtfiid our conjeSure to-be true, • being within 
little more than two leagues of it. In this part 
of the coaft thela:nd, being- very low, ' is nearer , 
than it appears to *be, thougli it is diverfified 
with here -and there a hfll. At noon, we were 
about *fbur leagues from the land, in fifteen fa- 
'thbm water, aind x)ur latitude, by .obfervation, 
was 19^ 12' S. CapeTJpftart bearing S. .32^ 
30' E. diftant twelve leagues. About this time 
fome very large columns of fmpke were feen 
rifing from the low lands. At Tun fct, the pre- 
ceding night, when we were clofe under Cape 
Upft^fti the variation was nearly 9** E., and at 
fun-rife this day, it was no more than 5^ 35'i I 
judged therefore that it had been influenced by 
iron ore, or other magnetical matter, contained 
under the furface of the earth. 

We continued to (leer W. N. W. as the land Wedrerc. 
lay, with twelve or fourteen fathom water, till 

noon 
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1770- noon on the 6th, when our latitude by obfervi- 
u-v-o tion was 19*^ T S, and we had the mouth of a 
yicdncU6. j^^y ^Yl open, extending from S. i E. to S. W. i; 
S. diftant twQ leagues. This bay, which I nam- 
ed Cleveland Bay, appeared to be about five 
or fix miles in extent every way : the eaft point 
I named Capje Cleavelano, and the weft, 
•which had the appearance of an ifland, Mao- 
NETicAL Isle, as we perceived that the compafs 
did not traverfe well when we were near it: they 
are both high, and fo is the main land within 
them, the whole forming a furface the moft rug- 
ged, rocky, and barren of any we had fcen upon 
the coaft; it was not however without inhabi- 
tants, for we faw fmoke in feveral parts of the 
bottom of the bay. The nprthermoft land tha? 
was in fight at this time, bore N. W. and it had 
the appearance of an ifland, for we could not 
not trace the main land farther than W. by N. 
We fleered W. N. W. keeping the main land 
on board, the outermoft part of which, at fun- 
fet, bore W. by N. but without it lay high 
land, which we judged not to be part of it. Ac 
Thurfl. 7. day-break, we were abreaft of the eaftern part 
of this land, which we found to be a group of 
iflands, lyijig about five leagues from the main : 
at this time, being between the two ihores^ we 
advanced flowly to the N. W. till noon, when 
"our latitude, by obfervation, was 18*^ 49' S^ and 
our diftance from the main about five leagues :

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the «6rth«wefl: part of it bore from us N. by W. 
f 4- W. the iflands extending from N. to E* and 
the ncareft being diftant about two miles: 
Cape Ckaveland bore S; 50 E. diftant eighteen 
leagues. Our foundings, in the courfe that We 
had failed between this time and the preceding 
noon, were from fourteen to eleven fathom. 

In the afternoon, we faw feveral large columns 
of fmoke upon the main; we faw alfo fome 
people and canoes, and upon one of the iflands 
what had the appearance of cocoa-nut trees : as 
a few of thefe nuts would now have been very 
acceptable, 1 fent Lieutenant Hicks aftiore, and . 
ivith him went Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, to 
fee what refrefliment could be procured, while I. 
kept ilanding in for the ifland with the ihip. 
About feven o'clock in the evening they re- 
turned, with an account that what we had taken' 
for cocoa-nut trees, were a fmall kind of cab- 
bage palm, and that, ekcept about fourteen or 
fifteen plants, they had itict with nothing worth 
bringing away. While they were afhore, they 
faw hone of the people, but juft as they had put 
oflT, orie of them came very near the beach, and 
fhouted with a loud voice ; it was fo dark that 
they could not fee him, however they turned to- ^ 
wards the fhore, but when he heard the boat 
putting back, he ran away or hid himfelf, for , 
they could not get a glimpfeof him,and though 
they fhouted he made no reply. After the re-

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17^0. turn df the boats> wc ftood away N. by W* for 
c>">^.-^ Che norchermoft land in fight, af which we were 
^f^^* abreaft at three o^clotk in the morning, having 
pafled all the iflands three or four hours before. 
Thtf land, on account of ks figure^ I named 
PoiKT HiLLOciL : it ifi of a confiderable height 
and may be known by a round hillock, or rock^ 
which joins to the Point, but appears to be de- 
tached from it. Between this Cape and Mag<» 
netical Ifle the Ihore forms a large bay, which I 
called Halifax Bav: belbie it lay the group- 
of iflands which has been juft mentioned, and 
fome otbers,^ at a lefs d^ance from the ihore^^ 
By thefe iflandl the Bay is fteltered from all 
winds, atid it affordu good anchorage. The 
land near the. beach^ in the bottom of the Bay^ 
is low and woody, but farther back it is one 
continued ridge of high land, which appeared ta 
be barren and rocky. Having pafled Point 
Hillock, we continued ilanding to the N. N. W. 
as, the land trended, having the advantage of si 
light moon. At fix, we were abreafl; of a point 
of land which lies N. by W. f W^ diftant ele- 
ven miles from Point Hillock, which I named 
Cape Sandwich^ Between thefe two points 
the land is very high, and the furface is craggy 
and barren. Cape Sandwich may be known 
not only by the high craggy land over it, but by 
a fmall ifland which lies eaft of it> at the dis- 
tance of a mile, and fome others that lie about

Between the ihfee outeripoft pf ihefe i(tend% 
and thofe near the fhore, I fouad a cbanne) of 
about a mile bro^d, through which I paired9aAd 
upon one of the neareil iflands we faw with our 
glafles about thirty of the if^iyes, men, women^ 
and children^ all ftaadir^ together, and looking 
with great attention at the fhip ^ the firA iioi* 
ftanoe of curio£ty that we had £ben among theoi : 
they were ail ftark naked, with fltort hair^ afi4 
of the fame cQd^plexion wiith thofe that we h^d 
km before. At Qoon, our latitude, by obiert> 
vatiofl, was 17^ 59', and we were ^breaft x>f liie 
north point of Rockingkam Bay, which bone 
ffoiB us W. at the diftance of a^ut two miles. 
This boundary of the fiay is formed by an 
iflaod of cofifiderabk heigt^ which xn the chart 
kdiftiQ^aidied by the nzmt of DiJNK Islc, and 
wl»eh lies fo nea^ the ibore as AOt to be ^iily 
diftiDguUhed from it. Our longitude was 2 131^ 
57' W. Cape Saikkwich bore g. by E. i E. aifi. 
tant •nineteen no^a, and che norchermoft land in . 
fight W. T W. : our depth of water fi?r the laft

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«770- ten hours had not been more than fixteen, nor 
K^^^u lefs than feven fathom. At fun-fct, the northern 
Fndtyt. extremity of the land bore N. 25 W. and wc 
. kept our courfe N. by W. along the coaft, at 
the diftancc of between three and four leagues^ 
with an eafy fail all night, having from twelve 
to fifteen fathom water. 
Satnrd. 9. At fix o'clock in the morning, we were abreaft 
of fome fmall iflands, which we called Frank- 
land's Isles, and which lie about two leagues 
dtftant from the main land. The mofl: diftant 
point in fight to the northward bore N. by W. 
4. W. and we thought it was part of the main, 
but afterwards found it to be an ifland of con^ 
fiderable height, and about four miles in cir- 
cuit. Between this iQand and a point on the 
main, from which it is diftant about two miles, 
I paffed with the fliip. At noon, we were in the 
middle of the channel, and by obfervation in the 
latitude of i6° 57' S. with twenty fathom waten 
The point on the main, of which we were now 
abreaft, I called Cape Grafton: its latitude is 
16*^ 5J^ S., and longitude 214^ 6' W., and the 
land here, as well as the whole coaft for about 
twenty leagues to the fouthward, is high, has a 
rocky furface, and is thinly covered with wood : 
during the night we had ken feveral fires, and 
about noon fome people. Having hauled round 
Cape Grafton, we found the land trend away 
N. W. by W., and three miles to the weftward 

of 
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cf the Cape we found a bay, in .which wc an- \77o^ 

* • »^ ' June* 

chored about two miles from the iho;re, in four ^-y-- * 
fathom water with an puzey bottom. The caft ^^^'^'^^ 
point of the bay bore S, 74 E., the weft point 
S. 83 W,, and a low, green, woody ifland, 
which lies in the offing, N. 35 E. This ifland, 
which lies N. by E, i E. diftant three or four 
leagues from Cape Grafton, is called in the chart 
Green Island. 

As foon as the fliip was brought to an anchor, 
I went afhore, accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solander. As my principal view was to 
procure fome frefh water, and as the bottom of 
the bay was low land covered with mangroves, 
where it was not probable frefh water was 
to be found, I went out towards the Cape, 
and found two fmall ftreams, which however 
were rendered very difficult of accefs by the furf 
and rocks upon the fhore : I faw alfo, as 1 came 
round the Cape, a fmall ftream of water run over 
the beach, in a fandy cove, but I did not go in 
with the boat, becaufe I faw that it would not he 
eafyto land. When we got afhore, we found 
the country every where rifmg into fteep rocky 
hills, and as no frelh water could conveniently 
be procured, I was unwilling to lofe time by go- 
ing in fearch of lower land elfewhere: we there- 
fore made the befl of our way back to the fhip, 
and about midnight we weighed and ftood to the 
N. W., having but little wind^ with fome Ihowers

At 
tfen, wc hauled off north, in order to get without 
i ftD0 low ifland, which lay at about two 
leagues diftance from the knain> and great part 
of which at this time, it being high-w^ter, wag 
overflowed $ about three leagues to the n^rth- 
wtsft e^ this jfland, clofe under the main land, i$ 
fcftothft ifland, the land of Which rifes to a greater 
Knight-, arid which at noOn bore from us N* 55 
W. dittartt feven or eight miles. At this time 
0\tf latitude Was i6^ 20' S. Ctijpe Grafton bore 
&. i^E. diftant forty miles^ and the norther- 
hK^ft pdirit df land in fight N. ip W. 5 our 
tl^pth of wat^r wa% fifteen fathom. Between 
this point and Cape Grafton, the fhore forrtis ^ 
}arge, but not a very deep bay, which being dif-

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CHAP. IL 

Dangerous Situation of the Ship in her 
Courje frwi Trinity Bay to Endeavour 
Rivfr* 

HITHERTO wc had lafcly navigated 
this dangerous coa(l'» where the fea in all 
parts conceals (hoak that fuddcnly projeft from **"**'' *** 
the fhore, and rocks that rife abjupdy like a 
pyramid from the bottom, for an extent of two 
^d twenty degrees of latioide, roore than one 
thoufand three hundred miles; and therefore 
hitherto none of the names which diftinguilh 
the feveral parts of the country that we faw, are 
memorials of diftrefs; but here we became ac- 
quainted with misfortune, and we therefore 
called the point which we had juft feen fartheft 
to the northward. Cape Tribulat jon. 

This Cape lies in latitude i6® 6' S., and lon- 
gitude 214^ 39' W. We ft^exed along the 
Ihorc N. by W. at the diftance of between three 
and four leagues, having from fourteen to twelve, 
and ten fathom water : in the offing we faw twp 
iilaods, which lie in latitude i &" S.^ and about 
fix or (even leagues from the main. At fix in 
$hc evening, the nortbermoft land in fight bore ' 
G+ N.by 
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^ll^^ N. by W. 4- W,, and two low woody iQands, 
I- -y' ,,,» which fome of us took to be rocks above water,, 
Sunday lo. ^^^^ N. ^ W. At this time we ftiortened fail, 
and hauled ofFflipre E. N. E. and N. E. by E. 
clqfe upon a wind, for it was my defign to 
ftretch off all night, as well to avoici the dangfer 
we faw ahead, as. to fee whether any. iflands lay- 
in the offing, cfpecially as we were now near the 
latitude affigned to ,the iflands which were dif- 
covered by Quiros, and which fome geogra- 
'7^ • phers, for what reafon I know not, have thought 
fit; to join to this land. We had the advantage 
of a fine breeze, and a clear nrioonlight night, and 
in (landing off from fix till near nihe o^clock, we 
deepened our water from fourteen to. twenty- 
one fathom; but while we were at fupper it fud- 
denly ihoaled, arid we fell into' twelve, ten, and 
eight fathom, within the fpace of a few minutes j 
I immediately ordered every body to their fta- 
tion, ^nd all was r^ady to put about and come 
to an anchor, but meeting at the next caft of the 
Jea^ with deep water again, we concluded that 
wc had ffone over the tail of the fhoals which 
we had feen at fun-fet, and that all danger was 
pad: before ten, we had twenty and one and 
twenty fathom, and this depth continuing, tlie 
gentlemen left the deck in great tranquillity, 
and went to bed; but a few minutes before 
■jeleven, the water A'^llowed at once from tv/enty 
to feventeen rathom, and before the lead coul4 
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be caft again, the Ihip ftruck, and remained P?©*

immoveable, except by the heaving of the furge, i^^. ^ ^^ ^ 
that beat her againft the craggs of the rock upon ^""^^ '^ 
which flie lay. In a few moments every body 
was upon the deck, with countenances which 
fuffitiently cxprefled the horrors of our fitua- 
tian. * We had ftood off the Ihore three hours 
and a half, with a pleafant breeze, and therefore 
knew that we could not be very near it, and we 
had too much reafon to conclude that we were 
upon a rock of coral, which is more fatal 
than any other, becaufe the points of it are 
Jharp, and every part of the furface fo rough as 
to grind away whatever is rubbed againft it, 
even with the gentleft motion, In this fituation 
all the fails were immediately taken in, and the 
boats hoifted out to examine the depth of wa- 
ter round the fhip: we foon difcovered that our 
fears had not aggravated our misfortune, and 
that tfie veflel had been lifted over a ledge of the 
fockj and lay in a hollow within it: in fome 
places there was from three to four fathom, and 
in others not fo many feet. The (hip lay with 
hpr head to the N. E.\ and at the diftance of 
about thirty yards on the ftarboard fide, the 
water deejpened to eight, ten, and twelve fathom. 
As foon as the long-boat was out, we ftruck pur 
yards and topmafts, and carried out the ftream 
anchor on the ftarboard bow, got the coafting 
anchor and cable into the boat, and were going 
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>77<>« to carry it out the fame way; but upon foumf- 
^ -v^,j ing a iJjCond fimc round the fliip, the water was 
^^****^ '^ found to be dcepi^ft aftern : the aiichor thcrc- 
fpre was carried out from th^ (larboard quarter 
inftead of the ftarboard bow, that is, from the 
ftcrn inHead of the hcad^ and having taken 
ground, our utmoft force, wgs applied to the 
i:apflern, hoping that if the an^chor did not come 
home, the fliip would be got off, but to our 
great misfortune and difappointment we could 
not move her : during all this time (he contir 
nued to beat w^h great violence againft the 
rock, fo that it was with the utmoft difficulty 
that we kept upon our legs; and to complete the 
fccne of diftrefs, we faw by tht light of the 
moon the iheathing boards from the bottom of 
the velTcl floating away all round her, and at laft 
her falfe keel, fo that every tnoment was making 
way for the Tea ta rulfa in which was to fwallow 
us up. We had now no chance but to lighten 
her, and we had loft-dae. opportunity of doing 
(hat tQ the greateft advantage, for unhappily 
we went on ftiore juft at high water^ and by tni« 
time it had canfiderably fallen^ (b that after flie 
ihould be lightened {6 as to draw ^s much left 
water as the water had funk, w^ fhould be but 
in the fame fuuation as at firft^ and the only 
alleviation of this circumftanpe was, diat as the 
tide ebbed die fhip iettkd to the rocks, and was 
not bea(en agamft tbem with fo |nuch violence. 
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V!ii hzd indeed ibme htpe from the next tide^but 
ic wa:s dpubtfu! whether fhd would hold together 
(o IpDg> cfpecially a$ the roclc kept grating her ^'»^i««* 
bottom under the ftarboard bow with fuch fette 
at to be heard in the fore ftorc«room. This 
however was no time to indulge conjcfture, nor 
was any effort remitted in derpair of fuccefs t 
that no time ipight be loft, the water was imme- 
diately ftarted in the hold, ^nd pumped up ; fix 
pf our gup^, being all we had upon the deck, 
dur Iron and ftOne ballaft, cafks, hoop ftaves, 
oil jarS) deeayed ftores, and many other thinga 
that lay in the way of heavier materials, were 
thrown overboard with the utmoft expedition, 
every one exerting himfelf with an alacrity al* 
moft approaching to cheerfulnefs, without the 
}eaft repining or difcontent; yet the men were 
fo far impreft ^ith a fenfe of their fituation, 
that not an oath was heard among them, the 
habit of profancnefs, however ftrong, being in- . 
(lantly fubdued, by the dread of incurring guilt 
lAitten death feemed to be fo noan 

Whilf we were thus employed, day broke Monday ii« 
upon us, and we faw the land at about dght 
leagues diftance, without any ifland in the in<» 
termediate fpace, upon which, if the ffaip fiiould 
)kave go(ie (q pieces, we might have been fet 
alboie by t^f boat$, and fropi which they might 
have taken us by different turns to the main : 
wind, however gradually died away^ and 
^ carjy 
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1770. early in the forepppn it was a dead calm; if it 
t-^^-j had blown hard, the (hip muft inevitably have 
*^ — *^ ij. jjg^j^ deftroyed. At eleven in the forenoon wc 
' expefted high water, and anchors were got. out, 
and every thing made ready for another effort to 
heave her off if fhe fbould float, but to oqr inex- 
preflible furprifp and concern (he did not flqar by 
a foot and a half, though we had lightened her 
near fifty ton, fo much did the. day- tide fall 
fhort of that in the night. We now proceeded 
to lighten her ftill more, and threw overboard 
pvpry thing that it was pofTible for us to fpare t 
hiti^no (he had not admitted much water, but 
as the tide felj, it jrufhed in fo faft, that two 
pumps, inceflfantly v/orked, could fcarcely keep 
her free. At two o'clock, (he lay heeling two 
pr three ftreaks to (larboard, and the pinnace, 
which lay. under her bows, touched the ground : 
we had now no hope but from the tide at mid- 
night, and to prepare for it we carried out our 
tyvo bower anchors, one on the (larboard quar- 
ter, and the other right a-fterni got the blocks 
and tackle which were to give us a purchafe 
ppon the cables in order, and brought the falls, 
or ends pf them, in abaft, ftraining them tight^ 
that the next effort might operate upon the 
fliip, and by (hortening the length of the cable 
between that and the anchors, dravir her off the 
ledge upon which fhe refied, towardl; the deep 
)va£cn About five o'clock in the' afternoon, 

we 
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ve obferved the tide begin to rife, but we ob- »77o- 

June* 

fcrvcd at the fame time that the leak increafed i- w ^^^J 
to a moft alarming degree, fo that two more ^^^^^^^ 
pumps were manned, but unhappily only one of 
them would work: three of the pumps however 
were kept going, and at nine o'clock the fhip 
righted, but the leak had gained upon us fo 
confiderably, that it w'as imagined Ihe muft go 
to the bottom as foon as Ihe ceafed to be fup- 
ported by the rock : this was a dreadful cir- 
cumftance, fo that we anticipated the floating 
of the (hip not as an earneft of deliverance'^ but 
as an event that would probably precipitdfciour 
deftruftion. We well knew that our boats were 
not capable of carrying us all on fhore, and tha^ 
when the dreadful crifis (hould arrive, as all com- 
mand and fubordination would be at an end, a 
conteft for preference would probably enfue, that 
would increafe even the horrors of (hipwreck, and 
terminate in the deftrufliori of us all by the hands 
of each other ; yet we knew that if any ihould 
be left on board to perifli in the waves, they 
would probably fufFer lefs upon the whole than 
thofe who fhould get on fhore, without any laft- 
ing or efFcftual defence againft the natives, in a 
country, where even nets and fire-arms would 
fcarcely furnifli them with food ; and where, if 
they ftiould find the means of fubfiftence, they 
muft be condemned to languifh out the remain- 
der of life in a dcfolatc wilderiiefs, without the 

pofleflion. 
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1770* poflfeffiDn, or even hope, of any domeftic cotfi^ 

v,J^.>^ fort, and cut off from all copitnerce ^ritb mw-*' 

MojuUjr II. j^in^j^ except the naked favages who prowkd the 

dcfcrt, and who perhaps were fome of the nipft 

rude and uncivilized uppn the earth. 

To thofc only who have w^iited in a ft^t^ of 
fuch fufpenfe, death has approached in at) hia 
terrors; and as the dreadful moment that was to 
determine ov?r fate came on, every one faw his 
owa ienfations pictured in the countenances of 
his ccppanions : however the capftan and wind* 
lace v^ere manned with as many hands as could 
be fp^fed from the. pumps, and the fhip floating 
about twenty minutes aft^r ten o'clock, the 
effort was made, and flie was heaved into deep 
water. It was fome comfort to find that jDbc 
did not now admit more water than Ihe had 
done upon the rock ; and thoujgh, by the gain- 
ing of the leak upon the pumps, there was no 
lefs than three feet nine inches water in the hold, 
yet the men did not relinquifti their labour, and 
we held the water as it were at bay ; but having 
now endured exceffive fatigue of body and agi- 
tation of mind for more than four and twenty 
hours, and having but little hope of fucceeding 
at laft, they began to flag : none of them could 
work at the pump more than five or fix rninutes 
together, and then, being totally exhaufl:ed, they 
threw themfelves down upon the deck, though :» 
ftream of water was running ov^r it from the 

pumps 
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pumps between three and four inches deeps >77c»» 
when thofe who fucceeded them had worked k^ yji 
their fpcll, and were cxhaufted ia their turn, ^••**^««» 
they threw themfclvcs down in the fame manner, 
and the others darted up again, and renewed their 
labour; thus relieving each other till an accident 
was very near putting an end to their eflforts at 
once. The planking which lines the iniide of 
the (hip's bottom is called the cieling, and be- 
tween this, and the oucfide planking, there is a 
fpace of about eighteen inches : the man who 
till this time had attended the well to take the 
depth of water, had taken it only to the cieling, 
ami gave the nieafure accordingly ^ but he be- 
ing now relieved, the perfon who came in his 
Bead, reckoned the depth to the outfide plank- 
ing,. by which it appeared in a few minutes to 
have gained upon the pumps eighteen inches, 
the difference between the planking without and 
vrithin* Upon this, even the braveft was upon 
the point of giving up his labour with his hope, 
and in a few minutes every thing would have 
beeninrolvedinalltheconfuiionofdefpair. But 
thifi accident, however dreadful in its firft confe- 
quenccs, was eventually the caufe of our prcfcr- 
vation: the tniftake was foon detected, and the 
fudden joy which every man felt upon finding 
his fituation better than his &ars had fuggefted, 
operated like a charm, and iccmed to poiTeis 
him with s^ ftrong belief that fcarcely any 

real 
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^770* real danger remained. New confidence and neW 
v-JU^ hope, however founded, infpired new vigour; 
Monaiyii. ^jjj though our ftate was the fame as when the 
men firft began ^o flacken in their labour^ 
through wearinefs and defpondenc/j they now 
renewed their efforts with fuch alacrity and 
fpirit, that before eight o'clock in the morning 
the leak was fo far from having gained upon the 
pumps, that the pumps had gained confiderably 
upon the leak. Every body now talked of get- 
ting the fhip into fome harbour, as a thing 
not to be doubted, and as hands could be 
fpared, from the pumps, they were employed in 
getting up the anchors: the ftream anchor and 
beft bower we had taken on board ; but it was 
found impoffible to fave the little bower, and 
therefore it was cut away at a whole cable : we 
loft alfo the cable of the ftream anchor among 
the rocks; but in our fituation thefe were trifles 
which fcarcely attraded our notice. Our next 
bufinefs was to get up the fore top-maft, and 
fore-yard, and warp the (hip to the fouth-eaft,- 
and at eleven, having now a breeze from the 
fea, we once more got under fail and ftood for 
the land. 

It -was however impoflible long to continue 
the labour by which the pumps had been made 
to gain upon the leak, and as the exa6t fituation 
of it could not be difcovered, we had no hoprcr 
of flopping it within. In this fituation, Mr. 

Monkhoufcy 
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Monkhoufc, one of my midihipmcD, came to ^y^' 
me and propofcd an expedient that he had once ^---^^-^ 
fecn ufcd on board a merchant (hip, which ^ *^'** 
fprung a leak that admitted above four feet wa- 
ter an hour, and which by this expedient was 
brought fafely from Virginia to London; the 
mailer having fuch cbnfidence in it, that he took 
her out of harbour, knowing her condition, and 
did not think it worth while to wait till the leak 
could be otherwife ftopped. To this man, 
therefore, the care of the expedient, which is 
calJed fothering the fhip, was immediately com* 
mittedj four or five of the people being appoint- 
ed to aflTiil him, and he performed it in this '* 
manner: He took a lower ftudding fail, and 
having mixed together a large quantity of oak- 
ham and wool, chopped pretty fmall, he ftitchcd 
it down in handfuls upon the -fail, as lightly as 
poflible, and over this he fpread the dung of 
our fheep and' other filth-, but horfe dung, if 
we had had it, would have been better. When 
the fail was thus prepared, it was hauled under 
the fhip's bottom by ropes, which kept it ex- 
tended, and when it came under the leak, the 
fusion which carried in the water, carried in 
with it the oakham and wool from the furface 
of the fail, which in other parts the water was 
not fufficiently agitated to wafh off. By the 
fuccefs of this expedient our leak was fo far re- 
duced, that inftcad of gaining upon three 
Vol. IV. H pumps, 
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1770- pumps, it was cafily kept under with one- 
w^JIlLi This was a new fource of confidence and com- 
luicfdayi2. £^j.^. the people could fcarcely have expreffect 
more joy if they had been already in port; and- 
their views were fo far from being limited to 
running the fhip aftiore in fome harbour, cither 
of an ifland or the main, and building a veflet 
out of her materials to carw us to the Eaft In- 
dies, which had fo ktely been the utmoll objeffe 
of our hope, that nothing was now thought of 
but ranging along th6 fhore in fearch of a con- 
venient place to repair the datnage (he had fuf^ 
tained, and then profecuting the voyage upon the 
fame plan as if nothing had happenedi Upon 
this occafion I muft obferye, both in juftice and. 
• gratitude to the (hip's company, and the gentle- 
men on board, that although In themidftof our 
diftrefs every onefeemed to have a juft fenfe of 
his danger, yet no paffionate exclamations, or 
frantic gefliures, were to be heard or feen ; every 
one appeared to have the perfeft pofleffion of his 
mind-, and every one exerted himfclf to the ut- 
termoft, with a quiet and patient pcrfeverance,^, 
equally diftant from the tumultuous violence of 
terror, and the gloomy inactivity of defpain 

In the mean time, having lightairs at E. S. E. 
we got up the main-topmaft, and main-yard,, 
and kept edging in for the land, till about fix* 
o'clock in the evening, when we came to an an- 
chor in fcventcen fathom water,, at the diftance

from the ledge of rocks upon which we had 



This ledge or ftioal lies in latitude 15° 45' S., 
and between Gx and fevcn leagues from the 
main. It is not however the only flioal on this 
part of the. coaft, efpecially to the northward ; 
and at this time we faw one to the fouthward, 
the tail of which we pafled over, when we had 
uneven, foundings about two hours before we 
ftruck. A part of this Ihoal is always above 
water, and has the appearance of white fand : a 
part alfo of that upoa which we had lain is dry 
at low water, and in that place confifts of fand 
ftones ; but all the reft of it is a coral rock. 

While we lay at anchor for the night, we 
found that the (hip made about fifteen inches 
water an hour, from which no immediate dan- 
ger was to be apprehended; and at fix o'clock Wcdnef. j^^ 
in the morning, we weighed and flood to the 
N. W. ftrill edging in for the land with a gentle 
breeze at S. S. E, At nine we pafled clofe with- 
out two fmall iflands that lie in latitude 15^41^8. 
and about four leagues from the main: to reach 
thefe iflands had, in the height of our di(lrcfs,been 
the objeft of our hope, or perhaps rather of our 
wiflies,and thereforel called them Hope Islands, 
At noon we were about three leagues from the 
land, and in latitude 15® 37'S.-, the northermoft 
part of the main in fight bore N. 30 W. ; and 
H 2 ' Hope 
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Hope Iflands extended from S, 30 E. to S. 40 E#- 
In this fituation we had twelve fathom water, 
and feveral farid-banks without us. At this^ 
time the leak had not incrtafedj but that we 
might, be prepared foEall events, we got the fail- 
ready for^ another fothering. In the afternoon,, 
having a gentle breeze at S; E. by E., I fent out 
the mafter with two boats, as well to found a- 
head of the fhip, as to look out fop a harbour 
where we might repair our deftds, and put the 
Ihip in a proper trim. At three o'clock, we faw 
an opening that had the appearance of an har- 
bour, and ftood off and on while the boats exa* 
mined it; but they foon found that there was not 
depth of water in it fufficient for the ihip. 
When it was* near fiin-fct, there being many 
{hoals about us, we anchored in four fathom, ac 
the diftance of about two miles from the fhore, 
the land extending from N. f E. to S. by- E. t E. 
The pinnace was ftill out with one of the mates ^ 
but at nine o'clock fhe returned, and rcportpd, 
that about two leagues to leeward Ihe had difco- 
vered juft fuch a harbour as we wanted, in which, 
there was a fufficient rife of water, and every 
'other convenience that could be defired, either 
for laying the fhip afhore, or heaving herd own. 
In confequence of this information, I weighed 
at fix o'clock in the morning, and having fcnc 
two boats ahead, to lie upon the fhoals that we 
f^w in our way, we ran down to the place 5 buc 

not- 
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BOtwithftanding our precaution, we were once in ^77^- 
three fathom^ water. As foon as thefe (hoals .^— v^— ^ 
were paffed, I fent the boats to lie in the channel '^***"^''' '** 
that led to the harbour, and by this time it be- 
gan to blow. It was happy for us that a place 
of refuge was at hand ; for we foon found that 
the Ihip would not work, having twice miffed 
ftays : our fituation, however, though it might 
have been much worfe, was not without danger^ 
we were entangled among fhoals, and I had 
great reafon to fear being driven to leeward, be- 
fore the boats could place thcmfelves fo as to 
prefcribe our courfe. I therefore anchored in 
four fathom, about a mile from the Ihore, and 
then made the fignal for the boats to come on 
board. When this was done I went myfelf and 
huoyed the channel, which I found very narrow; 
the harbour alfo I found fmaller than I expefted, 
but moft excellently adapted to our purpofe; 
and it is remarkable, that in the whole courfe of 
opr voyage we had feen no place which, in our ' 
prefent circumftances, could have afforded us 
the fame relief. At noon, our 'latitude was 15^ 
26' S. During all the reft of this day, and the 
whole night, it blew too frelh for us to venture 
from our anchor and run into the harbour; and 
for our farther fecurity, we got down the top- 
gallant yards^ unbent the mainfail and fome of 
^he fmall fails; got down the fore-top-gallant 
ipnaft, and the gibb boom, and fprit-fail, with a 
H 3 view 
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177^* view to lighten the fhip forwards as much as 

K.J^Jl^ poflible, in order to come at her leak, which we; 

Thurfd. 14, fuppofed iQ be fomewhere in that part 5 for in 

all the joy of our unexpedted deliverance, we 
had not forgot that at this time there was no- 
thing but a lock of wool between us and de- 
ftruftion. The gale continuing, we kept our 
slturd/fe, ftation all the 15th, Gn the 1 6th, it was fome- 
what more moderate; and about fix O'clock in 
the morning, we hove the cable fliort, with a 
defign to get under fail, but were obliged to de- 
fift, and veer it out again. It is remarkable that 
the fea- breeze, which ble>y frelh when we an- 
chored, continued to do fg almoft every day 
^ while we ft^yed herej it was calm only while wc 
were upon the rock, except once; and even the 
gale that afterwards wafted us to the fhore, 
would then certainly have beaten us to pieces. In 
the evening of the preceding day, we bad ob- 
ferved a fire near the beach over againft us; and 
as it would be neceflTary for us to flay fome time 
in this place, we were not without hope of mak- 
ing an acquaintance with the people. We faw 
more fires upon the hills to-day, and with our 
glaffes difcovered four Indians going along the 
Ihore, who flopped and made two fires ^^ but for 
what purpofe it was impoffible we fhould guefs. 
The fcurvy now began to make its appear- 
ance among us, with many formidable fymp- 
toms. Our poor Indian, Tupia, who had fome 

time 
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^ime before complained that his gums were fore '770. 
iand fwelled, and who had taken plentifully of uJUl-i 
*our lemon juice by the forgeon's direftion, had ^^""^' **• 
xiow Hvid fpots upon his -legs, and other indu* 
bitable tedimonies that -the difeafe :had made a 
rapid progrefs, notwithftanding all our remedies, 
among which the bark had been Irberally ad- 
miniftered. Mr. Green, our aftronomer, was 
alfo declining; and thefc, among other circum- 
flances, embittered the delay which prevented 
cour going afhore. 

In the morning of the 17th, though the wind Sundayij. 
"was ftill frcfli, we ventured to weigh, and pufh 
-in for the harbour; but in doing this we twice 
Tun the fhip aground: the firft time fhe went off 
without any trouble, but the fecond time flic 
Auck falL We now got down the fore yard, 
ibre top-mafts, and booms, and taking them 
overboard, made a raft of them alongfide of the 
ihip. The tide was happily rifmg, and about 
ojie o'clock in the afternoon, fhe floated. Wc 
foon warped her into the harbour, and having 
moored her alongfide of a fteep beach to the 
fouth, we got the anchors, cables, and all the 
^awfers on fliore before night.

N the morning of Monday the i8th, a ftage 
was made from the fhip to the fliore, which 
Monday x8. y^^s fo bold that flic floated at twenty feet 
diftance : two tents were alfo fet up, one for the 
fick, and the other for ftores and provifions^ 
which were landed in the cpurfe of the day. 
We alfo landed all the empty water-calks, and 
part of the ftores. As foon as the tent for the 
fick was got ready for their reception, tjiey were 
fent aftiofe to the number of eight or nine, and 
the boat was difpatched to haul the feine, it^ 
hopes of procuring fome fifli for their refrelh- 
ment; but Ihe returned without fucccfs. In the 
mean time, I climbed one of the higheft hills 
among thofe that overlooked the harbour, 
which afforded by no means a comfortable pro- 
^ ' fpeft: the low land near the river is wholly 
over-run with mangroves, among which the falt- 
water flows every tide; and the high land ap- 
peared to be every where ftoney and barren. In

1770* On the 20th, we landed the powd«r, and got 
out the'ftone ballaft and wood, which brought 
the ftiip's draught of water to eight feet ten 
inches forward, and thirteen feet abaft; and tliis 
I thought, with the diffencnce that would be 
made by trimming the coals aft, would be fuf- 
ficient i for I found that the water rofe and fell 
perpendicularly eight feet at the fpring-tides : 
but as foon as the coals were trimmed from over 
the leakt we could hear th« water rufti in a little 
abaft the forenaaft, about three feet from the 
keel : this determined me to clear the hold en- 
tirely. This evening, Mr. Bants obfervcd that 
in many parts of the inlet there were large 
quantities of pumice ftones, which lay at a con- 
Cderable diftance above high-water mark; whi- 
ther they might have been carried eithier by the 
frefhcs or eittraordinary high tides, for there 
could be no doubt but that they came from the 
fea. 
Tkwfd. »f. The next morning we went early to work, 
and by four o'clock in the afternoon 'had got 
out all the coals, call the moorings loofe, and 
warped tl>e (hip a little higher up the harbour 
to a place which I thought moft' convenient for 
laying her afliore in order to flop the leak. Her 
draught of water forward was now fcven feet 
nine inches, and abaft thirteen feet fix inches. 
At eight o'clock, it being high water, I hauled 
her bow clofe alhor e ; but kept her ftern afloat, 

becaufe 
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becaufe I was afraid of neiping her; it was how- 1770. 
ever ncccffary to lay the whole of her as near u^^°^ 
the ground as pofTible. 

At two o'clock in the morning of the 2 2d, the F"^*y*»« 
tide left her, and gave us an opportunity to cxa- ^ 
mine the leak, which we found to be at her floor 
he^ds, a little before the flarboard fore-chains, 
nn this place the rocks h^ nriade their way 
through four planks, and even into the timbers 5 
three more planks were much damaged, and the 
appearance of thefe breaches was very extraordi- 
nary : there was not a fplinter to be feen, but all 
was as fmooth, as if the whole had been cut away 
by an inftrument : the timbers in this place were 
happily very clofe, and if they had not, it would 
have been abfolutely impoffible to have faved 
the fhip. But after all, her prefervation de- 
pended upon a circumftance ftill more remark- 
able: one of the holes, which was big enough 
to have funk us, if we had had eight pumps in- 
ftead of four, and been able to keep them in- 
ceflantly going, was in great meafure plugged 
up^by a fragment of the rock, which, after hav- 
ing made the wound, was left flicking in it ; fo 
that the water which at firft had gained upon 
our pumps, was what came in at the interftices, 
between the ftone and the edges of the hole that 
received it. We found alfo feveral pieces of the 
fothering, which had made their way between 
the timbers, and in a great meafure flopped thofe 

parts 
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I770* parts of the leak which the ftone had left open,' 
1- T'^ Upon further examination, we found that, be-^ 
Fndiyii, ijjjgg ^[jg igj^}^^ confiderable damage had been 
done to the bottom ; great part of the Iheathing 
was gone from under the larboard bow; a con- 
fiderable part of the falfe keel was alfo wanting, 
and thefe indeed wchad feen fwim away ih frag- 
ments from the vejQTcl, while ftie lay beating 
againfl: the rock: the remainder of it was in fo 
fliattered a condition that it had better have been 
gone, and the fore foot and main keel were alfo 
damaged, but not fo as to produce any immediate 
danger: what damage fhe might have received 
abaft could not yet be exaftly known, but we 
had reafon \q think it was not much, as but little 
water made its way into her bottom, while the 
tide kept below the leak which has already been 
defcribed. By nine o'clock in the morning the 
carpenters got to wprk upon her, while the 
fmiths were bufy in making bolts and nails. 
In the mean time, feme of the people were fent 
on the other fide of the water to ftioot pigeons 
for the fick, who at their return reported that 
they had feen an animal as large as a grey- 
hound, of a flender make, a moufe colour, and 
extremely fwift; they difcovered alfo many In- 
dian houfes, and a' fine ftream of frefli water. 
Saturd.aj. The next morning, I fent a boat to haul the 
feine; but at noon it returned with only three 
filh, and yet we faw them in plenty leaping aboiK 

the 
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the harboun This day the carpenter finiflicd the 
repairs that were neceffary on the ftarboard fide; 
and at nine o'clock in the evening, we heeled the *^"' * *^ 
fliip the other way, and hauled her ofF about two 
feet for fear of neiping. This day almoft every 
body had feen the animal which the pigeon- 
fliooters had brought an account of the day be- 
fore > and one of the feamen, who had been ram- 
bling in the. woqds, told us at his return, that he 
verily believed! he had feen the devil : we natu- 
rally inquired in what form he had appeared, and 
his anfwer was in fo Angular a ftyle that I fhali 
fet down his own words-, *' He was, fays John, 
" as large as a one gallon keg, and very like it ; 
« he had horns and wings, yet he crept fo flowly 
" through the grafs, that if I had not been 
" afeard I might have touched him." This for- 
midable apparition we afterwards difcovered to 
have been a batt j and the batts here muft be 
acknowledged to have a frightful appearance^ 
for they are nearly black, and full as large as a 
partridge; they have indeed no horns, but the 
fancy of a man who thought he faw the devil 
might eafily fupply that defeft. 

Early on the 24th, the carpenters began to Sunday 144 
repair the Iheathing under the larboard bow, 
where we found two planks cut about half 
through; and in the mean time I fent a party 
of men, under the direftion of Mr. Gore, in 
fcarch of refrefhments for the fick : this party • 

returned 
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returned about noon with a few palm cabbages^ 
and a bunch or two of wild plantain ; the plan- 
Sttfl^Jajr 24. j^jj^g ^gj.g jj^^. fn^alleft I had ever feen, and the 
pulp, though it was well tafted, was full of 
fmall ftones. As I was walking this morning at 
a little diftance from the (hip, I faw myfelf one 
of the animals which had been (o often defcrib- 
ed: it was of a light moufe colour, and in (ize 
and (hapc very much refembling a greyhound; 
it had a long tail alfo, which it carried like a 
greyhound; and I fhould have taken it for a 
wild dogvif inftead of running, it had not leapt 
like a hare or deer: its legs were faid to be very 
flender, and the print of its foot to be like that 
of a goat; but where I faw it the grafs was fo 
high that the legs were concealed, and the 
ground was too hard to receive the track- Mr. 
Banks alfo had an imperfeft view of this animal, 
^ and was of opinion that its fpecies was hitherto 
unknpwn- 

After the fhip was hauled afliore, all the water 
that came into her of courfe went backwards ; 
fo that although fhe was dry forwards, (he had 
nine feet water abaft : as in this part therefore 
her bottom could not be examined on the infide, 
I took the advantage of the tide being put t^is 
evening to get the mafter and two of the menfto 
* , go under her, and examine her whole larboaffd 
fide without. They found the Iheathing gone 
about the floor heads abreaft of the main-maft, and 

part 
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part of a plank a little damaged; but all agreed 1770. 
that fhe had received no other material injury. . -°- ^ 
The lofs of her flieathing alone was a great mis- ^*"***^ •♦• 
fortune, as the worm would now be let into her 
bottom, w{iich might expofe us to great incon- 
venience and danger ; but as I knew no remedy 
for the mifchief but heaving her down, which 
would be a work of immenfe labour and Ions 
time, >f pradiicabk sK all in our prefent fitua- 
tion, I was obliged to be content. The carpen- 
ters however continued to work under her 
bottom in the evening till thpy were prevented 
by the tide; the morning tide did not ebb out 
far enough to permit them to work at all, for 
we had only one tolerable high and low tide in 
four and twenty hours, as indeed we had expe- 
rienced when we lay upon the rock. The po(i- 
tion of the fliip, which threw the water in her 
abaft, was very near depriving the world of all 
the knowledge which Mr. Banks had endured fo 
much labour, and fo many rifks, to procure;, 
for he had removed the curious colledion of 
plants which he made during the whole voy- 
age, into the bread-room, which lies in the 
after part of the fhip, as a place of tbe greatefl: 
fccurity ', and nobody having thought of the 
danger to which laying her head fo much higher 
than the flerri would expofe them, they were 
this day found under water. Moft of thent 
however were, by indefatigable care and atten- 
& tioQ^ 
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»77o- tion, reftored to a ftate of prefervatioti, butfom^t 

t--.^,,!^ were entirely fpoilt and deftroyed. 

Mondjiyis. The 25th was employed in filling water and 
over- hauling the rigging, and at low water the 
^carpenters finilhcd the repairs under the lar- 
board bow, and every other place which the tide 
would permit them to come at; fame cafks were 
then lafhed under her bows to facilitate her 
floating, and at night, A^^eu it was high water, 
we endeavoured to heave her off, but without 
fuccefs, for fome of the caflcs that were lafhed 
to her gave way. 

Ttaefd»y 26. xhe morning of the 26th was employed in 
getting more caflcs ready for the fame purpofe, 
and in the afternoon we laflied no lefs than 
eight and thirty under the fliip's bottom, but to 
our great mortification thefe alfo proved ineffec- 
tual, and we found ourfelvcs reduced to the 
neccffity of waiting till the next fpring-tide. 

This day, fome of our gentlemen who had 
made an excurfion into the woods, brought 
home the leaves of a plant, which was thought 
to be the lame that in the Wefl Indies is called 
coccos-, but upon trial, the roots proved too 
acrid to be eaten; the leaves however were 
little inferior to fpinnage. In the place where 
' thefe plants were gathered, grew plenty of the 

cabbage trees which have occafionally been men* 
tioned before, a kind of wild plantain^ the fruit 
of which was fo full of flones as fcarcely to be 

eatable ^ 
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eatable ; another fruit was alfo found about the 1 770. 
fize of a fmall golden pippin, but flatter, and of a ^'"^^' 
deep purple colour: when firft gathered from Tuefdayi6. 
the tree it was very hard and difagreeable, but 
after being kept a few days became foft,- and 
tailed very much like an indifferent damafcene. 

The next morning we began to move fome of Wedn€f.a7, 
the weight from the after-part of the Ihip for- 
ward, to eafe her-, in the mean time the ar- 
mourer continued to work at the forge, the 
carpenter was bufy in caulking thci fliip^ and 
the men employed in filling water and over- 
hauling the rigging: in the forenoon, I went 
myfelf in the pinnace up the harbour, and made 
feveral hauls with the feine, but caught only be- 
tween twenty and thirty filh, which were given 
to the (ick and convalefcenr. 

On the 28th, Mr. Banks went with fame of the Thurft.iS, 
feamcn up the country, to (hew them the plant 
which' in the Weft Indies is called Indian kale, 
and which ferved us for greens. Tupia had 
much meliorated the root of the coccos, by giv- 
ing them a Iphg dreffing in his. country oven, 
but they Were fo fmall that we did not think 
them an objeft for the fhip. In their walk they 
found one tree which had been notched for the 
convenience of climbing it, in the fame manner 
with thofe we had feen in Botany Bay: they faw 
alfo many nefts of white ants, which refemble 
thofe of the Eaft Indies, the mod pernicious in- 
VoL. IV. I feds 
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&6ks in the world. The neft; were of a ^pyra:? 
snidical figure, from a few inches to fix feet 
high, 'and very much refecn^d the ftoees ift 
England,, which arefaid co bep^omimentsof the 
Druids. Mf. Gore, who wa;s aUb this day four 
or five n>iles up the country, reported that he had 
feen the footfteps of men, and tracked anim^l^ of 
three or four different forts,^ bMit had not been 
fortunate enough to fee either mm or beaft. 

At two o'clock in the morning of the 2^\ I 
olbferved, in conjundion with Mr. Green* an 
emerfion of Jupiter-s firft fatellitc^ the time here 
was 2** 18' S3' 9 which gave the Igi^itudeof this 
place 214® 42' 30'' W. : its latitude is: 15^ 26' S. 
At break of day,, I fent the boat out agaSii with 
the feine, and in the afternoon, it returned with 
as much fifti as enabled me to give every man a 
pound and an half. One of my midihipmei%, an 
American, who was this day abroad with his* 
gun, reported that he had fcen a wolf^ exafily 
like thofe which he had been ufcd to fee in his 
own country, and chat he had (hot at it, but' did 
not kill it. 

The next morning, encouraged by the fuccefs 
of the day before, I fent the boat again ta haul 
the feine, and another party to gather greens: I 
fent alfo fome of the yming gentlemen to'take a 
plan of the harbour, and went myfelf upon a 
hill, which lies over the fouth point, to take a 
view of the fca. At this time it was low water^ 

and 
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ihA I (aw with great concern, innumerable land 
banks atid (bmh lying all along the coaSt m 
every dftctaiom The innfcfmbft lay about three s**"^-^ 
or four riales&otn t&e fiiorci the outer nnoft et* 
teibded as;far.as i txMald fee wkh my gla6, and 
ma»y of them did but jtift rife abovfe water. 
Theneivas imt appearance of a paflfage to the 
northward^ and I had nb hope of getting dear 
but in that dircCkionj for as the wind blows: con« 
ilacidy from the S« £• it ii^ould have beenxiiffi* • 
cult, if not impoffible, to return back to th* 
fouthward^t : 

Mi*^. Opre rcportpdj that'jhb had this day feeri' 
two aniifnak ^ike dOgs» of a ftfaw oolour, that 
they tap Hk« a bare, and wcfe about the fame . 
fize. Jn the afternoon, thfe people returned 
from hauling the feifte, with ftill better fuccefs 
than before* for I wits now able xJo diftribute two 
pounds and an half to each tiian: the greens 
that had been gathered 1 ordered to be boiled 
among the peas, and they made an excellent 
mefs, which, with, two copious fupplies of filb» 
afforded V^ unfpeakable refrcfhment. 

The next day, July the ift, being Sunday, juiy. 
every body had liberty to go aftiorci except one ** *^ 
from each mefs, who were again fent out with 
the feine. The feine was again equally fuccefs- 
ful, and the people who went up the country 
gave, an account of having feen feveral animals, . 
though none of them were to be caught. They 
I 2 faw 
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faw a fire alfo abduta mile up.- the river; ahdi 
Mr. Gore, the fecond lieutenant^ picked up the - 
hu£k ofa cocoa nrut,- which had been caft upon^ 
the beach, and was full of- barnacles: this pro* 
bably might come from • fiwne ifland to wind- 
ward, perhaps from the Terra del Efpifito Santo 
of Quires J as we were now in the latitude where* 
it-is faid to lie. This day the thermometer in , 
the {bade- rofe to 87, which was higher than it 
had' been on any day fince. we< came ufk)n this 
coaft. : 

Monday a. Early the next morning, I fent the mafter in- 
the pinnace out of the harbour, to foUnd about 
the ihoals in the offing, and look for a channel to" 
the northward: at this' time-we had a breeze from^ 
the land, which continued till about ntne o'clock, 
and was the firft we had had fince our com- 
ing into the riven. At low water we laflied fome 
empty calks under the fliipJs bows, having fome^ 
hope that as the tides were rifingihe woukl float 
the next high water; We ftilt continued to filh- 
with great fuccefs, and at^high water wp again 
attempted to heave the ftiip off, but our utmoib 
' efforts were ftill ineffeftual; 

Tucfdays/ The ttcxt day at noon, the mafter returned^', 
and reported, that he had found a pafiage out 
to fea between the Ihoals, and defcribed its- 
fituation. The Ihoals, he faid, confifled of coraP^ 
rocks, many of which were dry at low water, 
and upon one of which he had been afliore. He^

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-found here fomc cockles of fo enormous a lize >77^'

fthat one of them was more than two men could i-.-^— ^ 

*cat, and a great variety. -of other (hcUfift, ^"* ^^' 

•of wJiichhe brought us a. plentiful fuppljr: in 

the evenings he had alfo landed in a bay about 

three leagues to the north waid of our. ftadon, 

•where he difturbed fome qf <the Jiatives who 

were at fupper : they all fled with the gteateit 

.precipitation at his approach^ leaving fome freih 

fea eggs^ and a fire ready lei ndkd behind them, 

but there was neither houfe nor hovel near the 

place, . We ob&rved, th^t although the fhoak 

that lie juit lyithin fight of the coaft, abound 

with fhell-filhy which may be eafi4y caught at 

low water; yet we faw no fuch fliells about the 

.fire places on Ihore. This day an allcgator was 

feen to fwim about the fliip for fome time, and 

at high water We made another effort to float 

her, which happily fucceeded: we found how- 

rcver that by lying fo long with her head a- 

.ground,, and her ftern a-float, fhe had fprung a 

plank between decks, . a-!^reaft of the main 

chains, fo ^hat it was become neceflTaryrto lay her 

afhore again. 

The next morning was qmployed m trimming Wcdnef.s4. 
her vpon an even keel, and in the afternoon, 
shaving warped her over, and waited for high 
v;arcr, we laid her alhore on the fand bank on 
^hc fouth fide of the river, for the damage ftxc 
I iad received already frorn the , great defcent of 

I 3 the 
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<77^- the grmtnd, made me afraid to lay her broad- 
t ^jLj fide to the fkore in the l^ene id^ce ftom wfaa^li 
'^ we had juft floated her, I wais, n*)^ ve^y de^ 
iirous to make apofher trial xo com;e at hel^ boc* 
torn, where the Ikeatbi^ had been rubbed off^ 
l)ut though file had fcaroely fopr hf^ water UD- 
der her, when the ride w^ out, yet ch^-pirt wa^ 
not dry. 
Tbprfd. 5. On the 5th, I got cme pf the carpcnter^s crew, 
a nian in whom I could confide, to gq down 
again to the fhip^s bottom^ and examine the 
place. He reported, that three ftreaks of the 
Iheathing, about eight feet long, were wanting, 
and that the main ptank had been a little rub- 
bed 5 this account perfedtly agreed with therc« 
port of the mafter, and others, who had been 
under her bottom before: I had the comfort 
however to find the carpenter pf opinion that 
this would be of little confequence, and there- 
fore the other- darr^age being repaired, fee wa5 
again floated iat high water, and moored along- 
iide the beach, where the ftores had betn-depo- 
fired; we then went to work to t^ke the ftores 
on board, and put her in a condition for ;he fea. 
This day, Mr. Banks croffed to the othf^r fide of 
the harbour, where, as he walked along a fandj 
beach, he found innumerable fruits, and many 
pf them fuch as no plants which he had difco- 
Tered in this country produced: among others 
were fopie pocoa nuts, which Tupia faid had 

been 
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been opened by a kind of crab, which from '7 70. 
his defctiption we jtidged to be the fame that <- ■■*■»* ^ 
t'he Dutch call Beuts Krahhe, and which we had '^^'^' *' 
not feen in thefe fea^. All the vegetable ftib- 
ftances which he found in this place^ were en- 
^f ufted with marine ptodudions, and covered 
with barnacles ; a fute fign that they muft ha*e' 
come hv by fea, ^nd, as the trade-wind Wowsr 
right upon the fhore, probably fro'rfi Terra del 
EfpiritO Sant^, which has been tncrrtioned al- 
ready. 

The ftei^t rttOTnin*, Mr. fianks, >^ith Lieute- Friday 6. 
narit Gore, and threfe ftnen, fet o'Cit in a fmall boat 
up the river, with a view to fpend two or three* 
days in an exeuffiofl, tb exfamine* the country, 
arid kill fonie of the iftirfials which had been fa 
often' feeiv at a dirtaiite. 

Ort the 7th, \ fent the mafter again' out to Saturdayy. 
foorid about the fhods, the account which he 
had brought me' of the channel being by no 
means fati'sfa&ory ; ^nd we fpent the remainder 
of this* day, and the ftiorriifig of the neit, in fifh* 
ing, and other neceflary occupations. 

About four o'clock in the afternoon, - Mr. Sunday 1. 
Banks and his party returned, and ga:ve us an 
account of their expedition^ Having proceeded 
about three leagues among fwamps and man- 
groves, they went up into the country, which 
they found to differ but little from what they 
had feen before: they.purfucd their courfis 
I 4 ♦ there* 
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1770. therefore up the river, which at length was con-» 
K^^^^ traded into a narrow channel, and was bounded, 
Sundays. ^^^^ j^y fwaoips and mangroves, but by fteep 
banks, that -v/ere covered with trees of a molt 
beautiful verdure, among which was that which 
in the Weft Indies is called Mobo^j or the bark 
tree, the hibifcus tiliac^usy the land within was. 
in general low, and had a thick covering of long 
grafs: the foil feemqd to be fucb as promifed 
great fertility, to any who fhould plant and im- 
prove it. In the courfe of the day, Tupia faw 
an animal^ whichj by his defcription, Mr- Banks 
judged to be a yrolf : they alfo faw three other 
animals, but could neither catch nor kill one of 
them, and a kind of bat, as large as a partridge, 
but this alfo eluded all their diligence and (kill. 
At night, they took up their lodging clofe to 
the banks of the river, and made a fire, but t;he 
mufquitos fwarmed about them in fuch numbers, 
that their quarters were aJm,oft untenable; they 
followed them into the fmpke, and almoft into 
the fire, which, hot as the climate was, they 
could better endui-e than the^ ftings of thefe in- 
ftds, which were an intolerable torment. The . 
fire, the flies,,and.the want pf a better bed than 
the ground, rendered the night extremely un- 
comfortable, fo that they paffed it not in fleep, 
but in reftlefs wilhes for the return of day, 
"With the firft dawn they fet out in^fcarchof 
game, and in a walk of many miles, they faw 

* four 
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four animals of the fame kind, two of which ^77o. 
Mr. Banks's greyhound fairly chaced, but they *,„ J'. / 
threw him out. at a great diftancc, by leaping suiwUyS*. 
over . the long thick grafs, which prcveAttd his 
running : this animal was obfervcd not .flo run 
upon four legs, but to bound or hop forward 
upon two, like the Jahua^ or Mus Jaculus. 
About noon, they, returned to the boat, and 
again proceeded up the river, which was foon 
contrafled into a £re(h water* brook, where, how* 
ever, the tide rofe to a coniiderable height: as . 
evening approached, it became low water, and it 
was then fo fhallow that they were obliged to ' 
get out of the boat and drag her alopg, till they 
could find a place in which they might, with 
fome hope of reft, pafs the night. Such a place 
at length offered, and while they were getting 
the things out of the boat, they obferved a 
fmoke at the diftance of about a furlong : as 
they did not doubt- but that fome of the natives, 
with whom they had fo long and earneftly de- 
fired to become perfonally acquainted, were 
about the fire, three of the party went imme- 
diately towards it, hopi.hg that fo fmall a num- 
ber would not. put them 'to flight : whert they 
catne up to the place, however, they found it 
deferted, and therefore they conjedured that be- 
fore they had difcovered the Indians, the Indians 
had difcovered them. They found the fire ftill 
burning, in the hollow of an old tree that wa^ 

become 
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"ijl^^ ^cottie totttft-Wob^, and fcvtral branches of 
u-i^L^ t^es newly b^ofcch down, with which chfldrcn 
SiiB(by». jst|>p€ar€d to have been playing: they obfei^cd 
alfo nfiahy fodtfteps upon the fand, bcldw htgh- 
iH^ater mark, which were certain indications that 
the Indians had been recently upon the fpoc. 
Several houfes were found at a little drftance, 
and fome ovens dug in the gtound, in the fame 
manner as thofc of Otaheite, in which viduals 
appeared to have been dreflcd fince the morn - 
idg, and fcattcred about them," lay fome flieHs 
of a kind tA clamm, and fome fragments of 
roots,^ the refofe of the meal. After regretting 
their difappointmerrt, they repaired to their quar- 
ters, which was a broad fand bank, under the 
Ihefeer of a.bttih. Their beds were plantain 
leaves, which they fprcad upon the fand, and 
which were as foft as a mattrefs ; their cloaks 
ferved them fo^ bed-clothcs, and fome bunches 
of grafs for piltows: with thefe accommodations 
they hoped to pafs a better hight than the laft, 
especially as, to their great comfort, not a muf- 
cfuito was to be feen. Here then they lay 
dsxwn, and, fuich is the force of habit, they rePign- 
ed tlhemfelve^ to fleep, without once rcfiefti'ng 
upon the probability and danger of being found 
by the Indians in that fituation. If this appears 
ftrange, lefl us for a moment refled, that every 
ilanger, and every calamity, after a time be- 
comes familiar, and Icfcs its efFedl upon the 

mind.

what^ ao agony of terror and diftrefs would the 
inteUigcplcc be received I yet, being gradoatty 
acquainted with thefe mournful truths, by infea- 
fible dpgr^csyiye fcarce know when, they lofe all 
their force, ai>'d we think no more of the ap- 
proach pf old ■ age and death,'' thair thefe wan- 
derers of an vinknown defert did of a lefs ob- 
vious and certain evil^^ the approach of the na- 
tive favagris, at a time when they muft have 
faBen an eafy priey to their malice or their fears. 
And it is rejnarkable, that the greater part of 
-fhofc who hayp been condemned to fuffer a vto- 
ient death, have flept the night immediately prc- 
f^cdittg theip executionj tkovagh there is perhaps 
no inftance of a perfon accuTed of a capital crime 
having flepl <h€ firft night of his confinement, 
^hus is the- evil of life i^ fome degree a remedy 
for itfelf, and though every man at twenty deprc- 
pates fo\)rfcore, almoft every man is as tenapious 
pf life at fourftope as at twenty •, and if lie does 
' BOt fuffer under any painful difordef, lofes as little 
of th« comforts* that remain by reflefting that he 
is upon the brink of the grave, where the earth 
already crumbles under his feet, as he did of the 

pleafure^ 
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'»77«* -pleafiircs of his better days, when his diffolutioiH 
%i — ^r^ though certain, was foppofcd to be at a dif* 
**^** -tancc. ^ ; 

Our* travelers having flept, without once 
-awaking, till the morning, examined the river, 
and finding the tide favoured their return, and 
-the country promifed nothing worthy of a far- 
•>tUer fcarch, they reimbarked in their boat, and 
jnade the beft of their way to the ihip. 

Soon after the arrival of this party, the Maf- 
cteralfo returned, having been feven leagues ou£ 
xo fqa, and he wa^ now of opinion th^t there was 
Jio getting out where before he thought there had 
, -been a paflage ; his expedition, however, was by 
.no means without its advantage, for having been 
a.fecond time ujjon the rock where he had feen 
^he large cockles, he met with a great number 
of turtle, three of which he caught, that toge- 
ther weighed feven hundred and ninety- one 
j)ounds, though :he had no better inftrument 
xhan a boat-hook, 
asniday^. The. next morrting, therefore, I fent him out 
^gain, viith .proper inftruments for taking them, 
and Mx. Batiks went with him,' but the -fuccefe 
did not at all anfwer ourcxpedations; for, by the 
unaccountable conduft of the officer, not a 
fingle turtle was takcp^ nor could he be perfuad- 
.cd to return : Mr. Baftks, however, went afhorc 
xipon the reef, where he faw feveral of the large 
cockles, ^ndiiavingrCoUefted many (bells, and 

marine 
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ttiarme produftions, he returned at clevcir X77^^ 
o'clock at night, in his own fmall boat, the v-Jl!v>' '^ 
Mafter ftill continuing with the large one upon Monday j* 
the rock. In the afternoon, feven or eight o£ 
the natives had appeaifed on.the fouth fide of the 
river, and two of them came down to riie fandy 
point, oppofite to the ihifx; but upon feeiijig.me 
put ofF in a boat to fpeak with them, they all ran. 
away with the greateft precipitation. . : 

As the mafter continued abfentwith the boatr 
all night, I was forced tp fend the fecond lieute- 
nant for him, early the next morning in the TutWay m^. 
yawl-5 and foon aftet four of the natives appear-, 
ed upon the fandy point, on the jiorth fide of the 
river, having with them a fmalL wooden canoe,, 
with out-riggers: they fcemed for feme time to 
be bufily employed in ftriking fiJh: fome of our! 
people were for going over to them in a boat,, 
but this I would by no means permit, repeated 
experience having convinpcd me that .it was- 
more likely, to prevent, than procure an inter* 
view. I was determined to try \what could be 
done by a contrary method, and accordingly let 
them alone, without appearing to take the leafb 
notice of them: this.fuccecded fo well, that at. 
length two o£ them came in the canoe within ^ 
mulket (hot of the Ihip, and there talked a great \ 

deal in a very loud tone : we underftood nothing 
that they faid, and therefpre could anlwer their 
harangue only by Ihouting, and mailing all the 

figna. 
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177^* Bff^ of kiviution and kindnefs that we CQiil<i 
vt^ -.,1-',^ devffe. During this conference^ tfacy catne^ iii'^ 
Tucfdayio. f^jj^^yy^ ne^cr and rjearcr, holding up their 
lances, not in a threatening niailiner, but a^ 
if to intimate that if we^ffei^ed therti any injuiy^ 
they had weapons to revenge it. When they 
were almoft along-fide. of us, we threw them 
fome cloth, naib, beads, paper, aftd other trifles^ 
which they received without the leaft appear-* 
ance of fatisfa€lion : at laft, orte of the people 
^ happened to throw them a fmall fifll-, at this they 
cxpreffed the greateft joy imagirtable, andj imi- 
mating, by figfts, that they would fetch theif 
companions, immediately paddled away towards 
the fliorc. In the mean time fome of ouf 
people, and among them Tupia, landed on the 
oppofite fide of the over : the canoe, with all the 
four Indians, very foon returned to the (hip, and 
came quite along-fide, without expreffing any 
fear or diftru'ft. We diftributed fome more 
prefents among them, and foori after they left 
us, and landed on the fame fide of the river 
where our people had gone afltore : every mart 
carried in his hand two lances, and a fl;ick, 
which is ufed in throwing them, and advanced 
to the place where Hf upia and the reft of our 
people were fitting; Tupia foon prevailed upon 
them to lay down* their arms, and come forward 
without them : he then made figns that they 
fliould fit down by him, with which they com- 
plied, 
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pUfd, and ik^mtd to ht under no appcebenlaoa iT'j!'* 
or conilr^iiKc^^ leveral mwc of ub tbrn going c^i^s/"-^ 
a^re> they ctpfeflod: fame jeatoufy left wc^ T«e«iri«-

colate . colour ;. their hair was l>lack, buc noc 
woolly i it was fhprt cropped^ in Hm^c lank^ and 
in others curled. Damjpier fays., th^ the people . 
whon> he faw on the we(lern Xoaft of this 
country,, wanted two of their fore-teeth^ -but 
thefe had no fuch defed : fome' part of their 
bodies had been painted red, and the upper lip^ 
and bfcaft.of one of them vms painted with 
ftrcaks of white, which he called Carbanda-^ 
their features were far from difagneeable, fheir 
€yes were lively, and their teeth «ven and white. 
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i77<>* their voices were foft and tupable, and they rt-»^ 
c— ■"Il.jy. peated many words after us with great facility. 
Toifdayio, j^^,^^ night, Mr. Gore and the Matter returned 
with .the long-boat, and brought one turtle aind 
a-fcw Ihell.fifli. The yawl had been left upon 
the ll^oal with.fix men, to make a farther trial 
for turtle. * 

Wednef.ii. The ncxt morning, we had another vifit from 
four of the natives; three of them had been 
with us before, but the fourth was a ftranger, 
whofe name, as we learnt from his companions 
who introduced him, was Yaparico. This 
gentleman was diftinguifliedby an ornament of 
a very ftriking appearance: it was the bone of a 
bird, nearly as thick as a man's finger, and five 
or fix inches long, which he had thruft into a 
hole, made in the griftle that divides the noftrils j 
of this we had feen one inftance, and only one, 
in New Zealand; but upon examination, wc 
found that aniong all thefe people this part of the 
nofe was perforated, to receive an ornament of 
the fame kind : they had alfo holes in their ears, 
though nothing was then hanging to them, and 
had bracelets upon the upper part of their arms, 
niiade of plaited hair, fo that, like the inhabitants 
of Terra del Fuego, they feem to be fond of 
ornament, though they are abfolutely without 
apparel ; and one of them, to whom I had given 
part of an old ftiirt, inftead of throwing it over 
any part of his body, tied it as a fillet round his 

head 
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htaiS. THey brought with them a fifli^ i*Mch '77J|- 
they gave us^ as we foppoibd^ ia retuni for the \., ^^ml^ 
BOk thiat wc had given them the d«y before. ^**"^»** 
They ktmcd to be i^uch pleafed^ and in no 
hafte txrkave ns^ biat fdoiag fomt of oUr gentle^ 
men examinie their caoitse with greati curiofiiy 
and attention^ they wetfc^ ajarmed, and jumping 
i(nmediately into it»> paddidd away ^^ithoob 
fpeaking a word; 

About two the next aaorning, the yawly Thorfl.it; 
which bad 4Dcen hft upoa the &oal, ret^med^ 
wkk three tuitks and a large ficeftt. A» it feem- 
ed tiow probabk^that this^fi(hety vtAght be pro- 
feciMtXtd mtii ardv^antagi, t fcht her out again, 
aft^ b#^afefaft, for a f<jf thcr fiipply. 3oon af- - 
ter, thit6 lAdians ventured dowh t6 Tupia's 
tentj^and were fo well pleafed with theilr rccep- 
tioti, ihitt one of them went with the catiocf to 
letch (WO others whom wchad ncfverfeen: when 
he retul^d^ he introduced the ftrangers by 
name,, a ceremony which, upon fuch occalions. 
Was never omitted. As they had received the 
fi{h tiiat was thrown into their canoe, when they 
firft approached the (hip, with fo much plcafurc, 
&aM fi(h was offered to them now, and we were 
greatly furprifed to fee that it w^s received with 
the greateft indififercnte : they made figns, how- 
ever, to forae of thtf people, that they Ihould 
drefe il? fot them, which was immediately done, 
but after eating a little of it, they threw the reft 
Vol. IV.

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YJ^* to Mr. Banks's dog. They ftaid with lis all the 
^.i^-L; forcnacMi, but would never venture above twenty 
TJwriii.i2. y^j.jj fj,Qjj^ jj^^jj. canoe. We now perceived 

that the colour of their (kin was not fo dark as it 
appeared, what we had taken for their com- 
plexion, being the eSeds of dirt and fmdce, in 
which, we imagined, they contrived to fleep, 
notwithftanding the heat of the clin^ate, as the 
only n?.eans in their power to keep off the muf- 
quitos. Atpohg other things that we had 
given them when we jirft faw them, were fome 
medals,; which we had hung round their, necks by 
a riband I and thefe ribands were fo changed by 
fmokc, that we couH not eafily diftinguifti of 
what colour they had been : this incident led us 
more narrowly to examine the colour of their 
fkin. While thefe people were with us, we faw 
two others on the point of land that lay on the 
oppofite fide of the river, at the diftance of 
about two hundred yards., and by our glafies 
difcovered them to be a wpman and a boy; the 
woman, like the reft, being ftark ^naked. We 
obfcrvcd, that ail of them were remarkably 
cleanlimbed, and exceedingly aftive and 
nimble. One of thefe ftrangers had a necklace 
of Ihells, very prettily made, and a bracelet upon 
his arm, formed of feveral firings, fo as to re- 
femble what in England is called gymp: both 
of them had a piece of bark tied over the fore- 
head, and were disfigured by the bone in 

the 
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the nofc. We thought their language more ^7^0- 
harfh than that of. the Iflanders in the' South *-r^'-^. 
Sea, and they were continually t-epeatihg the "' ' '*' 
vjotd chercaii^ ^hich we imagined to be a term 
cxprefling^ admiration, by the manner in Which 
it was uttered: thty alfo cried out, when they 
faw any thing new, cher^ tut^ tuty tut^ tut! 
which probably had a fimilar fignification. 
Their, canoe was not above ten feet long, and 
very narrow, but it was fitted with an outrigger, 
much lijce thofe of the iflands, though in every 
refpc<5l.vcry much inferior: when it was in (hal- 
low' warer, they fet it on with poles, and when 
in deep, they v;briied it with paddles about four 
ftet long: it contained juft four people, fo that 
the .people who vifited us to-day went away at 
two turns. Their lances were like thofe that 
Ve had fcen in Botany Bay, except that they had 
but a fingle point, which in fome of them was 
the fting of the ray, and barbed with two or 
three Iharp bones of the fame fi(h : it was indeed 
a moft terrible weapon, and the inftrument 
which they ufcd in throwing it, feemed to 
be formed v;ith more art than any we had 
feen before. About twelve o'clock next day, Friday 13. 
the yawl Vcturned, with another turtle, and a 
large ding-ray, and in the evening, was fent out, 
again. 

The next morning, two of the Indians came siturd. 14. 
on board, but after a fhort ftay^ went along the 
K 2 Ihorc, 
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i77Cr fliore, and ^plied themfelve3 with great diti^ 
V-..-W-. i gence to the ftrikbg of SSh. Mr^ Gore, who 
»*tora, H* y^j^i oMt thi5 d4y with his gun^ bad th^ good 
fortuni? to kill one of the anitnals which ha4 
been fq much thefubjefk of our fpeculation : an 
idea of it will heft be conceived by the cut, plate 
XX, wichout which, the moft accurate verbal 
dcfcription would anfwer very littk purpofc, as 
. it has noc fimilicude enough to any animal al-^ . 
ready kjiown, to admit of illuftration bfy re- 
ference. In form, it is moft like the gerbua, 
which it aMb refembles in its motion, as has been 
pblerved already, but it greatly differs in fize, 
the grrbua not being larger than a common rat, 
and this animal, when full grown,, being as big 
as a (heep : this individual was a young one, 
much under its Tull growth, weighing only thirty- 
^ight pounds. The head, neck, and flioulders, 
are Very fm all in proportion to the other parts 
of the body; the tail is nearly as long as the 
body, thick near the rump, and tapering to- 
wards the end: the fore legs of this individual 
were only eight inches long, and the hind-fegs 
two and twenty: its progrefs is by fucceflive 
leaps or hops, of a great length, in an ereft 
pofture; the fore-legs are kept bent clofe to- the 
breaft, and fcemed to be of ufe only for digging: 
the flcia is covered with a fhort fur, of a dark 
moufc or grey colour, excepting the head and 
ears, which bear a flight refemblancc to thofe 
8 of 
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of a hare. This animafis called by the natives '77^r 
Kanguroo. v^"vw. 

The next day, our Itanguroo was drefled fofr Sunitiy 15, 
dinner, and proved moft excellent meat-^ we 
might now indeed be faid to fare fumptuoufly 
every day, for we had turtle in great plenty, and 
we all agreed that they were much better than 
any we had tailed in England, which we imput- 
ed to their "being eaten frelh from the fea, before 
their natural fat had been wafted, or their juices 
changed by a diet and fituation fo different from 
what the fea affords them, as garbage and a tub. 
Moft of thofe that we caught here, were of the 
kind called green turtle, and weighed from two 
to three hundred weight, and when thcfe were 
killed, they were always found to be full of 
turtle grafs, which our naturalifts took to be a 
kind of conferva : two of them were logger- 
heads, the flclh of which Was much lefs delicious 
and in their ftomachs nothing was to be tound 
but {hells. 

. In the morning of the i6th, while the people Monday 16. 
wefe employed as ufual in getting the fhip ready 
for the fea, 1 climbed one of the hills on the 
Horth lidc of the river, from which I had an ex- 
tenfive view of the inland country, and found it 
agreeably diverfified by hiUs> vallies, and large 
plains, which in many places were richly covered 
with wood. This evening, we obfcrved an 
cmerfion of Jupiter's firft fatellite, which gave

pf this place weft of Greenwich. 
Tu9«ay 17. On the 1 7th, I ftnt the Matter and one of the 
. Mates in the pinnace tq look for a channel tp 
the northward i and I went rpyfelf with Mr. 
Banks and Dr. Solander into the woods pn the 
pther fide of the water. Tupia, who had beeri 
thither by himfelf, reported, that he had feen 
three Indians who had given him fome roots 
^bout as thick as a rrjan's finger, in Ihape not 
much unlike a rhadifl^, and of a verv agreeable 
tafte. This induced us to go oyer, hoping that 
we fhould be able to improve our acquaintance 
wifh the natives ; in a very little time we difco- 
vered foi|r of them in a canoe, who as foon as 
they faw us came alhore, and, though they wcr? 
all ftrangcrs, walked up to us, without ^ny figns 
of fufpicion or fear. Two of thefe had neck- 
laces of fhells,' which we could not perfuade 
them to part with for any thing we could give 
them : we prefentcd them however with fome 
beads, and after a fhort ttay they departed. We 
attempted to follow them, hoping that they 
would conduft lis to fome place where we 
fliould find more of them, and have an opportu* 
^ niry of feeing their women; but they made us 

Vnderftand, by figns, that they did not defire 
pur company. '..•..;•. 
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At eight o'clock^ the next morning, we were 
vifited by feveral of the natives, who were now 
become quite familiar. One. of them, at our de« 
. fire, thrcjw his lance, which was about eight feet 
long: it flew with a fwiftnefs and fteadinefs that 
furprifed us, and though it was never more than 
four feet from the ground, it entered deeply into 
a tree at fifty paces diftance. After this they 
venturjed on board, where 1 left them, to all ap- 
pearance, much entertained, and went a^ain with 
Mr. Banks to take a view of the country.; but 
chiefly to indulge an anxious curiofity, by Ipok- 
ing round us upon the fea, of which our wiihes 
almofl: pcrfuaded us we had form.ed an idea more 
difadvantageous than the truth. After having 
walked about fcven or eight miles along the 
fliore to the nonhward, we afcended a very high' 
hill, and were foon convinced that the danger of 
our fituation was at leaft' equal to pur ^prehen- 
fions; for in whatever dircftion we turned our 
eyes, wc faw rocks and Ihoals without number, 
^nd no pafTage out to fea, but through the wind- 
ing channels between them, which could not 
be navigated without the laft degree of difficulty 
and danger. We returned therefore to the fliip, 
not in better fpjrits than when we left it : we 
found Icveral natives ftill on board, and we were 
told that the turtles, of which we had no lefs* 
than twelve upon the deck, had fixed their at- 
tention incjre than any thing elfe in the Ihip.

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ir'jo. 0h the 19th in the morning, we were vifited 
\ ^r^ , by ttn of the natives, the greacier part from the 
Thuifd. 19. ^^YicT fide of the river, where we faw fix or fcvcn 
more, moft of them women, and like all the reft 
of the people we had feen in this country, they 
were ftark naked. Our gucfts brought with 
them a greater number of lances than they had 
ever done before, and having laid them up in a 
tree, they fee a man and a boy to wsitch them : 
the re(l then came on board, :tnd we foon per* 
criveci that . they had -determined to get one of 
our turtle, which was probably as great a dainty 
to them as to us. They firft aflced us by figns, 
to give them one. ; and being refufcd, they ex- 
preffed, both by looks and geftures, great difap- 
. pointment and anger. At this time we happen- 
ed to have no visuals drefled, but 1 offered 
pne of them fom.e bifcuif, which he fnatched 
ftnd threi? overboard with great difdain. Onfe of 
^hem renewed his requeft to Mr." Bank3, and 
upon a refufal ftamped with his foot^ and puih- 
sd him from him ip a tranfport of refentment 
^n4 indigpatiop: having applied by turns tQ 
almoft eyety perfon who appeared to have any 
pomm^nd in thjc (hip, without fuccefs, they fud- 
deuly fcized two of the turtles, and dragged 
them toward^ the. fid,e of th^ (hip where their 
canoe lay : our people fpon forced them ouj; of 
their hands, and r^pliped them with the reft. 
Xhpy would pot however relinquifli their enter- 

prife. 
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prife, bet made fevcral other attcmpt$ of the 

fame kind, in all wfiich being equally difap- 

pointed, they fuddenly leaped into their canoe ''^"^* ^ 

in a rage, and began to paddle towards the 

fiicM^e. At the fame time, I went into the boat 

with Mr. Banks, aod five or fix of the (hip's. 

crew, and we got afhore before them, where 

many more of our peo|>le were already engaged 

in variovs employments; as foon as they lanckd, 

thry fcized their arms, and before we were aware 

of their defign, they fnatched a Srand from under 

a pitch ketde which was boiling, and making a 

circuit to the windward of the few things we had 

on fl&ore, they fet fire to the grafs in their way, 

v^ith furprifing quickneis and dexterity: the 

grais,' which was five or fix feet high, and as 

dry as Hubble, burnt with amazing fury; and 

the fire made a rapid progrefs towards a tent of 

Mr. Banks's, which had been fet up for Tupia 

when he was fick, taking in its courfe a fow and 

pigs, one of which it fcorched to death. Mr. 

Banks leaped into a boat, and fetched fomc 

people from on board, juft time enough to fave 

his tent, by hauling it down upon the beach 5 . ^ 

but the fmith's forge, at lead fuch part of it as 

^ould burn, was confumed. While this was 

doing, the Indians went to a place at ibme dif- 

tance, where fevcral of our people were.waihing, 

tiptd whereoiir nets, -among which was the feine, 

iftd a, ^al»^wa«tity of linen, iirere laid out to 

dry; 
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^77^ dty ; here they again fet fire to the grafs, entire- 
w-C-l^ ly difrcgarding both threats and entreaties. 
Tiwiffi.19. y^^ ^^j,^ therefore obliged to difcharge a muf- 
quer, loaded with fmall fliot^ at ojie of them, 
which drew blood at the diftance of about, forty 
yards, and this putting then» to flighty we extin- 
guiibed the fire at this place before/it had made 
much, pTOgrefs; but where the grafs had been 
firft kindled, it fpread into the woods to a great 
diftatice* As the Indians were ftill in fight, I 
fired a n^ufquet, charged with ball, abreaft of them 
among the mangroves, to convince them that 
they were not yet out of pur reach : upon hear- 
ing the ball they quickened their pace, and wc 
foon loft fight of, them. We thought they 
would now give us no more troubk •> but foon 
after wc heard their voices in the woods, and 
perceived, that they came nearer and nearer. 1 
fet out, therefore, with Mr. Banks and three or 
four more, to njeet them : when our parties 
came in fight of each other, they halted ; except 
one old man, who came forward to meet ys: at 
length be ftopped, and . having uttered fome 
words, which we were very forry we could not 
. underftand, he went back 1:0 hi§ companions, 
and the whole body flowly r^freated. We 
found mews however to Jeize fom^e of their) 
darts, and continued to follow them. about ^ 
mile: wc then fat dpwn. uppn fomp,rwksi /ppm 
which ;We coul4'OJ>f§riye U>tir i]af>tiw§, ^{.they 
; ^ ^ alfo 
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glfo fat down at about an hundred yards dif* i77<^ 

tance. After a fbort time, t^e old man again v^ivW 

advanced towards us, carrying in .his hand' a ^^"^^'^9^ 

lance without a point : he flopped feveral times, 

at different diftanccs, and fpoke; we anfwered 

by beckoning and making fuch (igns of amity 

as we could devife ; upon which the meiTenge^ 

of peace, as we fuppofed him to be^, turned and 

fpoke aloud to his companions, who then fet up 

their lances againft a tree, and advanced towards 

us in a friendly manner; when they came up, 

we returned the darts or lances that we hgc| 

taken from them, and we perceived with great 

fatisfa<5tiQn that this rendered the reconciliation 

complete, We found in this party four perfon^ 

whom we had never feen before, who as ufual 

were introduced io. us by name; but the man 

who had been wounded in the attempt to burn 

our nets apd linen, was not among them ; we 

knew however that he could not be dangeroufly 

hurt, by the diftancc at which the (hpt reached 

Jiim. We made all of them prefcnts of fuch 

trinkets as we had about^us, aqd they walked 

back with us towards the fhip: as we went 

along, t;hey told us, by figns, that they would 

not let fire tq the grafs any morej and we diftri- 

buted ariiong'thein fome mufquet balls, and en-* 

(Jeavpured to make them undprftand th^ir ufe 

^lid'effcft. When they came abreaft o( the, 

|hip^ ihey fat down,'buf could not'be prevailed . . 

' ' ' upoq 
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»T!^ Mptn tor come on board -, ^c therefbre left thetii, 
Wr^^ Md iri abbot two hours tliey went away, ibon 
Tiiuia* 1^ ^£p^^ ^j^j^^ ^^ perceived the woods on fire at 

ftbtmt two mi}es diilance. If this accident had 
happened a very Iktle while fooner, the cOnfe- 
quence might have been dreadful 5 fbr our pow- 
dcr had been aboard but a few days, and the 
ftore-tent, with many valuable things which it 
contained, had not beeri removed many hours. 
We had no idea of the fury with which grafs 
would burn in this hot climate, nor confequcntly 
of the difficulty of extinguifliing it; but we 
determined, that 'if it Ihould ever again be ne- 
ceflary for us to pitch our tents in fuch a fitua- 
tion, our firft meafure ihould be to clear the 
ground round us. 

In the afternoon we got every thing on board 
the fliip, new birthed her, and let her fwing with 
the tide-, and at night the Matter returned, 
with the difcouraging account that there was no 
paffage for the fliip to the northward. 

Friday 20. '^^^ ^^^^ mOPning, at low water, I went and 
founded and buoyed the bar, the fhip being 
now ready for fea. We faw no Indians this day, 
but all the hills round us for many miks were 
on fire, which at night made a moft ftriking and 
[ beautiful appearance. 

Saturday 21, The 21 ft paffed without our getting fight of 
any of the inhabitants, and indeed without a 

Sunday 22. finglc irfcrdcrif'worth noticc. On the 2 2d, we

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kilkd a turtk for. tha day's fifq^i&ont Upon irp^ 
opening which VK^/QiJiidi a wooden harpoon or. \,.p^^^ 
turtle- peg, aboqt aa tbkk as a man's finger^ near **•*•» —^ 
fifteen inches long, and. bearded at the end^fuch 
as wp had feen anw(% th;^ natives, flicking 
through both fhoulders : it appeared to have 
been ftruck a coni^derable time, % the wound 
had perfedly hc^kd up oyer the weapon. 

Early in the motoing of the zjdj I fent fomc Monday is, 

people into the country ta gather a fupply of 

the; gsrcens which have been be&ufe mentioned 

by the name of Indian Kalev one of th^m bav* 

log (Iraggled frqn:^.the reft^ fuddenly fell in with 

four Indians, three men and a boy*, whom he did 

not fee till, by turning flior^t in the wood, he 

found Himfelf among them. They had kindled 

a fire» and were broiling a bird of fome kindi 

^nd part of a Kanguroo, the remainder of which„ 

and a cockatoo, hung at a little diftance upon ^ 

tree: tljie manv t^mg unarmed, was at; 0rft 

greafily tcTrifiedi W he had th« pcdence «£ 

mind not to run away, judging v^ry rightly, that 

he wa/s mQft likely to mcur danger by appearing- 

to apprehend it; on the contrary, he wencand 

&t down by them> and, with an air of chearfuN 

nefs^and good humoui:, offered them his knife, 

the only thing he bad about hini which he 

thought would be acceptable ta them^ they* re^ 

ccivcd it, and having handed it from* one to the 

other, they gave it him again : he then made an 

offer 
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6ffer to leave them -, but this they feemcd not 
difpofed ta permit: ft ill however he diflfembled 
his fears, and fat down again ; they confidered 
him with great attention and curiofity, particu- 
larly his clothes, and then felt his hands and 
face, and fatisfied themfelves that his body was 
of the fame texture with their ownl They treat- 
ed him with the greateft civility, and having 
kept him about half an hour, they made figns 
that he might depart: he did hot wait for a 
fecond difmiflion, but when he left them, not 
taking the direft way to the (hip, they came 
from their fire and direfted him ; fo that they 
well knew whence he came. 

In the mean time, Mr. Banks, having made an 
excurfion on the other fide of the river to gather 
plants, found the greateft part of the cloth that 
had been given to the Indians lying in a heap 
together, probably as ufelefs lumber, not worth 
carrying aw^y ; and perhaps,- if- he had fought 
further, he might have found the other trinkets; , 
for they feemed to fet very little value upon any 
thing we had, except our turtle, which was a 
commodity that we were leaft able to fpare. 
Tuefday»4^ Thc blowing wcathcr, which. prevented our 
attempt to get out to fca, ftill continuing, Mr. 
Banks and Dr. Solander went out again on the 
24th to feewhether any new plant could be picked 
up : they travcrfed the woods all day without 
fuccefsj but as they were returning through a 

deep 
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deep valldy, the fidc^ of which, though altnofl: «77o. 
as perpendicular as a wall. Were covered with y J" _ j>^ 
trees and bofhes ; they ifound lying upon the T«flaja4. 
ground feverai marking nuts, the Anacardium 
orientale\ thefe put them upon a new fcent, and 
they made a moft diligent fearch after the tree 
that bore them; which perhaps no European bo- 
tanift ever faw; but to their great mortification 
they cou)d not find it t fo that, after fpending 
much time, and cutting down four or five trees, 
ihey returned quite exhauftcd with fatigue to 
the Ihip; 

On the 25th, having made an excurfion tip the wedneCac, 
river, I found a canoe belonging to our friends 
the Indians, whom we had not feen fince the 
aflPair of the turtle; they had left it tied co 
feme mangroves, about a mile diftant from the 
fliip,'and I could fee by their fires that they were 
retired at leaft fix miles direftly inland. 

As Mr. Banks was again gleaning the country 
for his Natural Hiflory on the 26th, he had the Thwa«i. 
good fortune to take an animal of the Opoffum 
tribe : it was a female, and with it he took two 
yo\ing ones: it was found much to refemble the 
remarkable animal cf the kind., which Monf de 
BufFon has defcribed in his Natural Hiftory by 
the name of Phalanger, but it was not the fame. 
Monf Buffon fuppoles this tribe to be peculiar 
to America, but in this he is certainly mi(^ 
taken; and probably, as Pallas has obfcrved in 

his 
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X770* his Zoology, the Phalug^r hfdf is a native of 
c- .yl ■> the Eaft Indies, as the animal which was caught 
Tiiwfi. a6. j^y ^j.^ Banks refcnUdcd it in the eaftraordinary 
conformatioa of the feet, in which it differs from 
aniniak of every other tribe. 
Friday 27. Qn the 27th, Mr. Gore (hot a Kanguroo^ 
which, with the fkin, entrails, and head, weighed 
eighty*four pounds. Upon examination, how* 
ever, we found that this animal was not at its 
full growth, the innermoft grinders not beii^ 
Situfd. aS, yet formed. We dreffed it for dinner the next 
day 5 but to our great difapppintment, we found 
it had a much worfe flavour than that we bad 
eaten before. 

The wind continucdjn the fame quarter, and 
with the fame violence^ till five o'clock in the 
Svoaayag. moming of the 29th, when it fell calm i foon 
after a light breeze fprung up from the land, 
and it being about two hours ebb, I fent a boat 
to fee what water was upon the bar; in the 
mean time we got the anchor up, and made all 
ready to put to fea« But when the boat came 
back, the officer reported that there was only 
thirteen feet water upon the bar, which was fix 
- inches lefs than the ftiip drew. We were there- 
fore obliged to come to, and the fca breeze fet* 
ting in again about eight o'clock, we gave up 
all hope of failing that day. 
Monday jo, Wc had /refli gales at S. E. with hazy wea- 
Tucfday 31. thcr and rain, till two in the morning of the 31ft, 

when 
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tvhen the weather being fomething more mode* '?7o- 
rate, I had thoughts of trying to warp the fliip 



out of the harbour i but upon going out ni^felf "* '^^'^ 
firft in the boat, I found it ftiU blow too frefb 
for the attempt. During all this time the pin- 
nace and yawl continued to ply the net and hook 
^ith tolerable fucrefs; fometimes taking a 
turtle, and frequently bringing in from two to 
three hundred weight of fi(h- 

On the iftof Auguft, the carpenter examined ^^^*; 
the pumps, and to our great mortification, found' 
them all in a date of decay, owing, as he faid, 
to thtt fap's having been left ia the wood; one 
of them was fo rotten as, when hoifted up, to 
drop to pieces, and the reft were little better; fo 
that our chief truft was now in the foundnefs of 
bur veflel, which happil/did not admit more 
than one inch of water ip an hour. 

At fix o'clock in the morning of Friday the Fridiy j, 
5dj we made another unfuccefsful attempt to 
Warp the^fhip out of the harbour; but at five 
o'clock in the morning of the 4th, our efibrts smviUmj^ 
had a better efFcft, and about fcven, we got/ 
once more under fail, with a light air froni the 
land, which foon died away, and was foUowcd 
by the fea-breezcs from S. E. by S. with which 
we flood off to fca E. by N., having the pin- 
nace ahead, which was ordered to keep found* 
ing continually. The yawl had been fent to the 
turtle bank, to take up the net which had been 
Vol. IV.

fow)^ and which lies in latitude 15** i6' S., lon- 
gitude 214^ 45' W., bore N. 20 W.> diftant 
three leagues and a half; but to the N. £• of 
tbji$ C^pe we could fee land which had the ap* 
pearaYice of two high iflands: the turtle banks 
bore^aft^ diidant one pile: our latitude by ob- 
fervation was ^5*^ 3^2" S., and our dqpthof watitr 
ip {landing pff* from the land w;as &mn three 
and an half to fifteen fathom.

to make the harbour ftill more difficult of accefs ; 
the fafeft approach is. from the fouthward, keep- 
ing the main land dole upon the board all the 
way. Its fituation may always be found by the 
latitude, which has been very accurately laid 
down. Over the fouth point is fome high land, 
but the north point is formed by a low fandy 
he^ch, which extends about-three miles to the 
northward, where the.land begins again to be 
high. 

The chief refrclhment that we procured here, 
was turtle, but as they were not to be had with- 
out going five leagues out to fea, and the wea- 
ther was frequently tempeftuous, we -did not 
abound with this dainty: what we caught, as 
well as the fifli, was always equally divided 
among us all by weight, the meaneit perfon on 
board having the fame ihare as myfelf; and I 
think every commander, in fuch a voyage as 
this, will find it his intereft to follow the fame 
rule. In feveral parts of the fandy beaches, and 
fand hills near the fea, we found purflain, and a 
kind of bean that grows upon a ftalk, which 
Creeps along the ground : the purflain we found 
very good when it was boiled, and the beans are 
not to be dcfpifed, for we found them of great 
fervice to our fick: the beft greens, however, 

. • . that 
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that could be procured here, were the tops of^the j^'^^^^ 
COCCOS5 which have been mentioned alreadyit as ■^ — -s^ - -^ 
known in the Weft Indies by the name of ln4ian ^*"'^- *• 
kale : thefc were, in our opinion, not much infe- 
rior to fpinhage, which in taftc they fomewhaC 
fefernble; the roots indeed are not good, but 
they might probably be meliorated by proper 
cultivation. They are found here chiefly in 
boggy ground. The: few cabbage palms that 
•we met with, were in general fmall, and yielded 
fo little cabbage that they were not worth feek* 



ing. 



Befides the kanguroo, and the opofTum, that 
have been already mentioned, and a kind of 
polecat, there are wolves upon this part of the 
coaft, if we were not deceived by the tracks up- 
on the ground, and feveral fpecies of ferpents; 
fome of the ferpents are venomous, and fon>e 
iarndefs'; there are no tame animals here except 
dogs, and of thcfe we faw but two or three, 
•which frequently came about the tents, to pick 
up the fcraps and bones that happened to lie 
fcattcre^d near them. There does not indeed 
fcem to be many of any animal, except the kan- 
guroo; we fcarcely faw any other above once, 
but this we met with almoft every time we 
went into the woods. Of land fowls we faw 
crows, kites, hawks, cockatoos ,of two forts, one 
white and the other black, a very beautiful

F4wn Cape Flattery the land trends away N. W. 

and N. W, by. W. We fteered along the feore 

N. W. by W. till one o'clpck, for what we 

thought the open chaoncl, when the petty officer 

at the maft*head cried out that ho iaw lat&d ar 

head, extending <^uitc tound to the iflands that 

lay 
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>77o. lay without ais, and a large reef between us and 
»-JJl,L> them : upon this I ran up to the maft head my- 
^riday lo, ijbjf^ g.^j„ whence I very plainly faw the reef, 
which was now fo far to windward, that we could 
not weather it, but the land ahead, which he had 
fuppofed to be the main, appeared to nie to be 
only a clufter of fmall iflands. As ibbn as I got 
clown from the maft-'hcad, the Mgfter^ and fome 
others wient up, who aH infifted that the land 
ahead was not iflands, but the main, and to 
make their report ftill more alarming, xkty faid 
that they faw breakers aU round us. In this 
dilemma, we hauled upon a wind in for the land, 
and made the fignal for the boat that WTd^ 
founding ahead to come on board, but as fire 
was far to leeward, we were oblfged to edge 
away to take her up, and foon a^Der W€ came to 
an anchor, under ^ point of the main, in fomewhac 
iefs than five fathom, and at about the diftance<rf 
a mile from the Ihore. Cape Flattery now bore 
•S, E. diftant three leagues and an half: As foon 
as the fliip was at anchor, I went afhore upon 
the point, which is high, and afforded me a 
good view of the fea coaft, trending away N. W. 
by W. eight or ten leagues, which, the wea- 
ther not being very clear, was as far as I could 
fee. Nine or ten fmall low iflands, and fome 
(hoals, appeared off the coaft -, I faw alio fome 
large flioals between the main and the three 
high iflands, without which, I was clearly jrf 

opinio^ 
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opinion there were more iflands, and not any 1770- 
part of the main. Except the point I was {^l^^lj 
now upon, which I called Point Look-out, Friday m* 
and Cape Flattery, the main land, to the north-* 
ward of Cape Bedford, is low, and chequered 
with white fand and green bufhes, for ten or 
twelve nrriies inland, beyond which it rifes to a 
conCderable height. To the northward of Point 
Look-out, the coaft appeared to be Ihoal and 
flat, for a confiderablcdifta'ncc, which did not en* 
courage the hope that the channel we had hitherto 
found in with the land would continue. Upon 
this point, which was narrow; and confided of 
the fineft white fand we had ever feen, we difco- 
vered the footfteps of people, and we faw alfo 
ftnoke and fire a^ a diftahcc up the country. 

In the evening, I returned to the Ihip, and 
refolved the hex* morning t-6 vifit one of the , 

high iilandf in the offing, from the top of which, 
as they lay five leagues out to fea, I hoped to 
difcover more diftinftly , the fituation of the 
flioals, and the channel between them. 

In the morning therefore of the nth, I ftt Sttwrdayit^ 
out in the pinnace, accompanied by M n Banks, 
whofe fortitude and curiofity made him a party 
in every expedition, for the northermoft and 
largeft of the three iflands, and at the fame time 
I fent the Mafter. in the yawl to leeward, to 
found between the low iflands and the main. 
In my way, I pafled over a reef of coral rock

this however made mt think that there wete oi» 
flioak beyond cfaeon^ and I txineebed hopeti of 
getting without their, fift I peroeivod ibvcRd< 
breaks or opesi&gs in the xee^ and dn^ i^aoer 
between that and the iflanda. I continued i^n 
this kiQ till funfet, but the weather was fo bsaiY 
during the whde time diat I caois down .oMxh 
difappoinced. After refefting upon what I had 
&en, and iTomparing the intelligence I had 
gained with what I expe£faed, I deaemiined to 
ftay upon the ifland all nighty hoping that the 
oDining .might be ckattr^ and afford me a more

adv^aiUQge. While I was bufy in my furvey, Mn 

B«)k« was attentive to his fav^wite pu«fitit» an^ 

piched k»p feveral ^hints which he had not befi^re 

feen. We fovtxl the itand, which iA vifible at 

twelve leagues diftaiice, to be about eight 

Italics in circufi^erence, and in general very 

rocky and barneo. On the^nocth^weft (fide, how* 

ever, there ^e fcrnie fandy bays, and fome low 

land, which is povered with long thin grafs, and 

trees t>f the fame kind with thofe upoo the 

main : this part alio abounded with lizaids of a 

very large fize» ibme of which we took. We 

found 
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»77o» found alfo frefli water in two pizCcs ; 6ne was af 
k^.^^'^Lj running ftream> but that was a Iktle br^cIcilU 

Other was a ftanding pool, clofe behind the 
fandy beach, and this was perfedly fweec atid 
good. Notwithllanding the diitance of thisf 
ifland from the main, we faw, to our great fur*^ 
prife, that it was fometimes vifited by the na^ 
tives; for we found fcven or eight frames of 
their huts, and vafl: heaps of (hells, the fifh of 
which we fuppofed had been their food. We 
obierved that all thefe huts were buik upon emi- 
nences, and entirely expofed to the S. £•, con- 
trary to thofe which we had feen upon the main ; 
for they were all built either upon the fide of a 
hill, or under fome buflies which afforded thenl 
Ihelcer from the wind. From thefe huts, and their 
iituation^ we concluded that at fome feafons of 
the year the weather here is invariably calm and 
fine ; for the inhabitants have no boat which 
can navigate the fea to fo great a diftance, in 
fuch weather as we had from the time of our 
firft coming upon the coaft. As we faw no 
Animals upon this place but lizards, I called it 
Lizard Island; the other two high iiOands, 
which lie at the diftance of four or five miles 
from it, are comparatively fmall ; and near them 
lie three others fmaller ftill, and low, with feveral 
flioals or reefs, efpecially to the S. E. : there is 
however a clear paflage from Cape Flattery to 
6 thefe 
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thiefe iflandS) and even ^uite to the outward 
reefs, leaving Lizard Ifland to the north-weft, 
and the others to the fouih-caft. ^"^^'^ "• 

Ac two in the afternoon, there being no hope 
of clear weather, we fet out from Lizard Ifland 
to return to tl)e (hip, and in our way landed up* 
on the low fkndy ifland with trees upon it, which 
^e had remarked in our going out. Upon this 
ifland we faw an incredible number of birds, 
chiefly fea-fowl : we found alfo the neft of an 
eagle with young ones, which we killed ; and the 
ncft of fome other b\rd, we knew not what, of $ 
mofl: enormous fize^ it was built with flicks 
upon the ground, and was nolefs than fix and 
twenty feet in circumference, and two feet eight 
inches high. We found alfo that this place had 
been vifited by the Indians, probably to eat 
turtle, many of which we faw upon the ifland 
and a great number of thehr fliells, piled one up* 
on another in different places* 

To this fpot we gave the name of Eaglv 
Island, and after leaving it, we fleered S. W. 
direffcly for the fliip, founding all the way, and 
we had never lefs than eight fathom, nor more 
than fourteen J the fame depth of water that I 
had fidund between this and Lizard Ifland. 

When I got on board, the Matter informed 

me that he had been down to the low iflands^ 

between which and the main I had direfted him 

to found; that he judged them to lie about three

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1770- that every moment threatened us with deftruc^' 
V..JJJ1J; tion; frequently paffing our nights at anchor 
Monday 13. ^i^hin he&fing of the furge that broke over 
them; fometimes driving towards them even 
while our anchors were out> and knowing that 
if by any accident, to which an altnoft continual 
tenipefl: expofed us, they fhould not hold, we 
miift in a few minutes inevitably perifh. But 
now, after having failed no Icfs than three hun- 
dred and fixty leagues^ without once having a 
) man out of the chains heaving the lead, even 
for a minute, whith perhaps never happened to 
any other vcffcl, we found ourfelves in an open 
fea, with deep water; and enjoyed. a flow of 
fpirits,'^ which was equally owing to our late 
dangers and our prcfent fecUrity : yet the very 
waves, which by their fwell convinced us that 
we had no rocks or fhoals to fear, convinced us 
, alfo that we could not fafely put the fame con- 
fidence in our vefTel as before fhe had ftruck; 
for the blows fhe received from thenfi fo widened 
her leaks, that fhe admitted no lefs than nine 
inches water an hour, which, confidering the 
itate of our pumps, and the navigation that was 
flill before us, would have been a fubjeft of more 
ferious confideration, to people whofe danger 
had not fo lately been fo much more imininent. 
The paffage or channel, through which we 
pafTed into the open fea beyond the reef, lies in 
latitude 14'' 32^ S., and may always be known 

by 
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together, till we cpuld approach k with lefs dan* '77^. 
ger. v,.^- J 

In ihe morniBg, therefore, at Iw-eak of day, ^""^^m* 
v^e got under fail, and ftpod out N. £. for the 
nortb-wei|k.en4 Qf l^i^ard Ifland, leaving Eagle 
iOfffi^ X^. wimlward, {sind fome other iQaods an4 
ihoals tp t^ leeward, and having the pinnace 
ahead to afcertain the depth of water in every 
part of ovur courle. Id this channel we had 
from nine to fourteen fathon?. At noon,, th^ 
nQrt;h-weft end of Lizard Ifland bore JE. S- E. 
diftant one xnile; our^ latitude by obfcrvation 
was 14^ ^S'; and our depth of w^icr fourteen 
f ^thpp^ We had a jfteady gale at S. £•, and by 
two p'clocfe: we juft fetched to windward of one 
of the. channels or opening iq i;he outer reef^ 
which i had fcen froni the iiland. We now 
tacked,, and made a (hprt trip to the S. W, 
whiile the Mafter in the pinnace examined the 
channel; he foon made the iignal for the fliip to 
follow, and in a fliort time fhc got fafe out. 
As foon as we had. got without the breakers, we ^ 
had no ground with one hundred and fifty fa- 
thom, . and found a large fea rolling in from the 
S. 'E., a certain fign that neither land nor fhoals 
were near us in that direftion. 

Our change of fituation was now vifible in 

every countenance, for it was moft fcnfibly felt 

in every breaft; we had been little U{$ than 

three ;ftonths entangled among Ihoals and rocks.

As foon as we' were without the Vecf, wc 
brought to, an4 having hoifted, in the boats, wc 
flood off and on upon a wind all night ; for I 
was not willing to run to leeward till t had a 

Tuefday 14. wholc day before me. In the morning, at day- 
break, X-izard. I fland bore S. 15 E,, diftant ten 
leagues ; and we then made fail and flood away 
N. N. W, \ W; till nine o'clock,, when we flood 
N. W. 4 N., having the advantage of a frelhi 
gale at S. E. At noon, our latitude by obfer- 
vation was i^^ 46' S., and at this time we had 
no land in fight. At fix in the evening we 
Ihortened fail and brought. the fliip to, with her 

w«dncf.is. head to the K, E. ; and at fix in the mcM-ning 
made fail and fleered weft, in order to get with- 
in fight of the land, that I might be fure not to 
overflioot the paflage, if a paflTage there was, 
between this land and New Guinea. At noon, 
our latitude by bbferyation was 13^? 2'S., lon- 
gitude 216'° W. J which was i^ 23' W. oiF 
liizard liland: lit this time we had no land in 
fight ; but a little before one o'clock, we faw 
Wgh land from the maft-head^ bearing W. S. 
W. At two. We faw more land to the N. W. of 
that we had feeh before t it appeared in hills, 
like i'flands^; b.iit we judged it to be a continua- 
tion of the main land. About three, we difco- 
_ ^ * vered 
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vered breakers between the land and the (hip, ^^ro-^ 
extending to the Iputbward farther than we ^ — ./-^ 
could fee j but to the north we thought we faw ^^^"•^•'«* 
them terminate abreaft o^- us. What we took 
for the end of them in this direftion, however, 
foon appeared to be only an opening in the reefs^ 
for we prefcntly faw them again, extending 
northward beyond the reach of our fight. Up- 
on this we hauled clofe upon a wind, which wa& 
now at E. 8. E., and we had fcarccly trimiBed 
our fails before it came to E. by N. which was 
right upon^the reef, and confequently made our 
elearfng rt ddubtful. At funfet the northermoft 
part of It that was in fight bore from us N. by 
E., and was two or three leagues diftant ; this 
however being the* beft tack to clear it, we kept 
ftanding to the northward with all the fail we could 
fct till midnight ; when, being afraid of ftanding 
too far in this direftion, we tacked and ftood to the 
fouthward, our run from funfet to this time be- 
ing fix leagues N. and N. by E. When we had 
ftood about two miles S. S. E. it fell calm ; we 
had founded fcveral times during the night, but 
had no bottom with one hundred and forty fa- 
thom, neither had we any ground now with the 
fame length of line-^ yet, about four in the 
morning, we plainly heatd the roariog of the ThuiCi. 16. 
furf, and at break of day faw it foaming to a 
vaft height, at not more than a mile's diftance. 
Our diftrefs now returned upon us with double 
M 4 force; 
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^77^* force 5 the waves which rolled in upon the reef, 
C-v li carried us towards it very £4(1 ^ we. could reach 
Tiiuffd, 16. ^^ ground with an anchor, and had not a breath 
of wind for the fail. In this dreadful fituation, 
j)o refource was left us but the boats; and to 
aggravate our misfortune the pinnace was under 
repair: the longboat and yawl however were put 
into the water, and fent ahead to tow, which, by 
the help of our fweeps abaft, got the ftiip's head 
round to the northward ; which, if it could not 
prevent our deftrudlion, might at leaft delay it. 
But it was fix o'clock before this was eSe£bed, 
and we were not then a hundred yards from the 
rock upon which the fame billow which walhed 
the fide of the fliip, broke to a tremendous height 
the very next time it rofe 5 fo that between us 
and deftruftion there was only a dreary valley, ^ 
no wider than the bafe of one wave, and even 
now the fea under us was unfathomable, at leail 
tio bottom was to b^ found with a hundred and 
twenty fathom. During thi^ fcene of diftrefs the 
carpenter had found means to patch up the pin- 
nace ; fo that file was hoified out, and fent ahead, 
in aid of the other boats, to tow ^ but all our 
efforts would have been inefFe(9;ual, if, juft at 
this crifis of our fate, a light air of wind had not 
fprung up, fo light, that at any other time we 
fliould not have obferved it, but which was 
enough to turn the fcale in our favour, and, in 
fonjunftion with the affifl:ancc, which was 

afibrded 
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:sLflrocded us by the boats, to give the fhip a per-^ 
ceptible motion obliquely from the reef. Our 
hopes now revived; but in lefs than ten, mi- 
nutes it was again a dead calm, and the Ihip 
was again driven towards the breakers, which 
were not now two hundred yards diftant. The 
fame light breeze however returned before we 
had loft all the ground it had enabled us to gain, 
and lafted about ten minutes more. During 
this time we difcovered a fmall opening in the 
reef, at about the diftance of a quarter of a 
mile : I immediately fent one of the Mates to 
examine it, who reported that its breadth was 
not more than the length of the Ihip, but that 
within it there was fmooth water : this difcovcry 
feemed to render our efcape poflible, and that 
was all, by pufhing the Ihip through the open- 
ing, which was immediately attempted. It was 
unceruin indeed whether we could reach it; 
but if we fliould fucceed thus far, we made no 
doubt of being able to get through : in this 
however we were difappointed, for having 
reached it by the joint affiftance of our boat^ 
and the breeze, we found that in the mean time 
it had become high water, and to our great fur- 
prize we met the tide of ebb rufliing out of it; 
like a mill-ftream. We gained however fome 
advantage, though in a manner dircftly contrary 
to our expedtations ; we found it impoflible to 
gp through the opening, but the ftream that 

prevented 




Thurfd, iS« 
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^77o* prevented us, carrkd us out about a quarter of 
a mile ; it was too narrow for us to keep in it 
longer ; yet this tide of ebb fo much^ffifted the 
boats, that by noori we had got an offing of near 
two miles. We had, however, reafon to defpair 
of deliverance, even if the breeze, which hiad 
now died away, Ihould revive, for we were ftill 
Embayed in the reef j and the tide of ebb being 
fpent, the tide of flqod, notwithftandihg our ut- 
moft efforts, again drove the fhip into the bight. 
About this time, however, we faw another open- 
ing, near a mile to the weftward, which I imme- 
diately fent theFirft Lieutenant, Mr. Hicks, in 
the fmall boat to examine : in the mean time 
we ftruggled hard with the flood, fortietimes 
gaining a little, and fometime^ lofing ; but every 
man ftill did his duty, with as much calmnefs 
and regularity as if no danger had been near. 
About two o'clock, Mr. Hicks returned with an 
account that the opening was narrow and dan* 
gerous, but that it might be pafled : the poflibi- 
lity of pafllng it was fufficient encouragement 
to make the attempt, for all danger was lefs 
imminent than that of our prefent fituation. 
A light breeze now fprung up at E. N. E., with 
Vhich, by the help of our boats, and the very 
tide of flood that without an opening would 
have been our dellruftibn, we entered it, and 
were hurried through with amazing rapidity, by 
a torrent that kept us from driving againft 

either 
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cither fide of the channel, which was'tidt mor* ''^'^^i 

than a quarter of a mile irt breadth. While we % y.^ 

Were ihooting this gulph, our foundings were '^^^^*^* 
from thirty to feven fathom, very irregular^ and 
the ground at bottonn very foul. 

As fbon as we had got within the reef we an* 
chorcd in nineteen fathom, over a bottom of 
coral, and fhclls. And now, fuch is the vicifli**^ 
tude of life, we thought ourfclves happy in hav- 
ing regained a fituation, which but two days be- 
fore it was the utmoft objeft of our hope to 
quit. Rocks and flioals are always dangerous 
to the mariner, eVen where their fituation has 
been afcertained 5 they are more dangerous in 
feas which have' never before been navigated^ 
and in this part of the globe they arc more dan- 
gerous than in any other; for here they are 
reefs of coral rock, rifing like a wall almoft 
peri^ndicularly out of the unfathomable deep, 
alw^s overflowed at high-water, and at low- 
water dry in many places ; and here tHe enor- 
mous waves of the vaft Southern Ocean, meet* 
ing with fo abrupt a refiftance, break, with in- 
conceivable violence, in a furf which no rocks 
or ftorms in the northern hemifphere can pro- 
duce. The danger of navigating unknown 
parts of this ocean was now greatly increafed by ' ^ • * 
our having'a crazy Ihip, and being Ihort of prQ- 
, vifions and ^very other neceflary •> y^t the dif- 
. tinftipn of a firft difcoverer made us chearfuUy 
2 encounter

C-— V — ' convenience ; and we chofe rather to incur the 
ITbuta j6. cpnfure of imprudence and temerity, which the 
idle and voluptuous fo liberally beftow upon 
unfuccefsful fortitude and perfeverance, than 
leave a country which we had difcovered unex- 
plored, and give colour to a charge of timidity 
and irrefolution. 

Having now congratulated ourfelvcs upon 
jgetting within the reef, notwithftanding we had 
' fo lately congratulated ourfelves upon getting 
without it, I refolved to keep the main land on 
. board in my future route to the northward, 
whatever the confcquence might be ; for if we 
had now gone without the reef again, it might 
have carried us fo far from the coaft as to pre- 
vent my being able to determine, whether this 
country did, or did not, join to New Guinea; a 
queftion which I was determined to refolve from 
my firft coming within fight of land. IRow- 
ever, as I had experienced the difadvantage of 
having a boat under repair, at a time when it 
ivas poffible I might want to ufe her, I deter- 
mined to remain faft at anchor, till the pinnace 
was perfeftly refitted. As I had no employ- 
ment for the other boats, I fent them out in die 
Ff«iyi7. niorning to the reef, to fee what refrefliments 
could be procured, and Mr. Banks, in his little 
boat, accompanied by Dr. Solander, went with 
them. In this fituation I found the variation by 

amplitude 
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amplitude and azimuth to be 4^ 9' £•; and at 
noon, our latitude by obfervation was 12^ sS^'St, 
and our longitude 216^ 45' W. The main "^'> 
land e3f tended from N, 66 Vf. to S. W. by &♦ 
and the neareft part of it was diftant about nine 
leagues. The opening through which we had 
pafl[ed» I called Providential Channel ; and 
this bore E. N. E. diftant ten or twelve miles: 
on the main land within us was a lofty pro* 
montory which I called Cape Weymouth 5 on 
the north fide of which is a bay, which I called 
Weymouth Bay : they lie in latitude 12* 42^ 
S., longitude 217^ 15' W. At four o'clock in 
the afternoon the boats returned with two hun- 
dred and forty pounds of the meat of fhell-fifliV 
chiefly of cockles, fome of which were as much 
as two men could move, and contained twenty 
pounds of good meat. Mr. Banks alfo brought 
back marty curious fhells, and Mollufca^y befides 
many fpecies of coral, among which was that 
called the TuBipora muftca. 

At fix o'clock in the morning, we got under satwd. is. 
fail and ftood away to the N. W., having two 
boats ahead to direft us; our foundings were 
very irregular, varying five or fix fathom every 
caft, between ten and twenty-feven, A little 
before noon, we pafied a low fandy ifland, which 
we left on our fliarboard fide, at the diftance of : 
two miles. At noon, our latitude was la"* 28', 
and our diftance frpm the main about four

name of Forbes's Islands, and lie about five 
leagues from the main, which herp forms a l>igh 
point that we called Bolt Head, from which 
the land trends more wefterly, apd is in that 
. diredion all low and fandy ; to the fouthwajrd it 
is high and hilly even near the fea. 
Sunday 19. * At fix in the morninjg we got ^gain under fail* 
^d fteered for an ifland which, lay at a fmall 
. diftance from the^ main, and at this time hove

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from us N. 46 W., difttat about five fcaguca: ^7^ 
our coUrfe was foon interrupted by flioals i how^ v^J!^^,^-/ 
ever, by the help of the boats, and a good look- *^***' *••* 
out from the top of the maftv^t got into a fair 
channel that kd us down to the ifland^ between . 
a very large fhoal on our (larboard fide ancT 
feveral fmall ones towanis the mainc in this 
channel we had from twenty to thirty fathoni 
water. Betwewi ekven atid twelve o'dock w« 
hauled round the north-taft fide of the fOand^ 
leavmg it between us and the main, from which 
it is diftant about feveh or eight miles. This 
ifland lis about a league in ciixruit, and we fa# 
xipon it iiveof iht natives, two of whom had 
lances in their hands ^ Sthdy eame down.up^ a 
^omt^ and having lobked a iittle while at th^ 
Ihip^ retired. To the N. W. of it are feveral 
low iilaiids and quays, which lie not fkr from the 
main ; and to the northward and eaftward are 
feveral other iflands and flioais ; f6 that we were 
noift vniiompafled wi every fitte: but having 
lately been expofedfo much greater danger, aisd 
rodcs and fhoals being grown familiar, we look*- 
ed at them comparatively with little concern. 
The main knd fappeaced to be low and barren, in*- 
te^ffMrfedi^ith langepatches of the very (ine white 
iirnd, which we had found up^n Liaard Ifland 
and different parts of thk mmA. The bdats had 
ifeen »atey turtle upon the ftoals which rhey 
p(^«d, but it bW coo hard for them to takt 
J any. 
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»77o. any. At noon, our latitude by obfervation wai 

^ — .r-l' 12S and our longitude 217^ 25': our depth of 

«i.a^3f »«• water was fourteen fathom ; an^ our courfe and 

diftance, reduced to a ftraight line, was, between 

this time and the preceding noon N. 29 W. 

thirty-two miles. 

The main land within the iflands that have 
been juft mentioned forms a point, which I call* 
ed Cape Grenvillb: it. lies in latitude ii^ 
^S\ longitude 217** 38'; and between it and 
Bolt Head is a bay, which I called Temple 
Bay. At the diftance of nine leagues from 
Cape Grenville, in the dire&ion of £• i N. lie 
feme high iflands, which I called Sir Charles 
Hardy'^ Isles; and thofe which lie off the 
Ca,pe. I, called Cockburn's Isles* Haying lain 
by for the boats, which had got oOt of their 
ftation, till about one o'clock, we then took the 
yawl in tow ; and the pinnace having got a head, 
we filled, and ftood N. by W, for fomc fmall 
iflands which lay in that diredion ; fuch at leaft 
they were in appearance, but upon approaching 
them we perceived that they were joined toge- 
ther by a large irecf : upon this we edged away 
M. W. and left them on our ftarboard hand; we 
fleered between them and the iflands that lay 
off the main, having a clear paflfage, and from 
fifteen to twenty-three fathom water. At four 
o'clock, we difcovered fome low iflands and 
rocks, bearing Wt N. W., and ftood diredlly for 

them : 
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them ; at half an hour after fix, we anchored on j^77o^- 
the north- eaft fide of .the northermoft. of them, '^ — sr^ 
at one , mile diftance, and. in fixtecn fathonu ^""^'''^ 
Thefe iflands lie N. W; four leagues from Cape 
GrcnviUe, and from the number of Wrds that I 
faw upon them, 1 called them Biro Isles. A 
little before fun-fet, we were in fight of the-rtwin 
land, which appeared .all very low arid fandy, 
extending as far to the northward as N. W. by 
N., fome (hoals, quays, and low fandy * ifles 
ftretching away to the N. E. 

"'- At fix o'clock in the inorning, we got igain Monday ao, 
itode^ fail^ with a frelh breeze at E., arid ftood 
awayfJ. N. W, for fome low iflands in thit di- 
reftioo, but werelfoon obliged to haul clofe up- 
on .ffivond to weather ^a ihoal which we; difeo- 
vered upon* our larb0ar<l bow, having at the 
fame titae others to the eaft ward : ty tfie time 
we had weathered this Ihoal to leeward, we had 
brought the iflands well upon our lee-bow, but 
feeing'fome flioals run off from them, and fome 
rocks on our ftarboard bow, which we did not 
difcover till we were very near thcfm, I' was 
afraid to go to windward of the iflands, and 
therefore brought to, and having made the fig- 
nal for the pinnace,, which was ahead, to come 
on board, I fent her to leeward of the iflands, 
with orders to keep along the edge of the flioal, 
which ran off from the fouth fide of the fouther- 
moft ifland, fending the yawl at the fame time, 
yoL-lV, N W 
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1770J to run over tlic fhoal in feardi of turtle. A$ 
foon as the pinnace had go« to a proper dif- 
tance^ we wore, and ftood after her : as we ran 
to leeward of this land, we took the yawl in 
tow, (be having fecn only one fmali turtk, and 
therefore made but little ftay upon the fhoal. 
The ifland we found to be a ftnall fpot of faud 
with fome trees upon it, and we cofuld difcern 
many huts, or habitatbns of the natives whom 
we fuppofed occafionaKy to vilit thefe iflland^ 
from the main, they being pniy five teagud 
diftant, to catchy turtk, when they c^me afhore 
Xo lay their eggs. We leofltinued t& ftand afccr 
the pinnace N. N* E, aftd N. h$r E. fcr two 
other low iflands, having two fltoals without us, 
and one between us aod the maiA. Ait noon, 
we were about four leagdes from the btmn, 
which we fa^w extendi!^ to the aort^hward^ as far 
as N« W. by N. all flat and fandy* Oor lati- 
tude, by obfervation. Was 11^ ^3^ & *a9rid out 
longitude 217^ 46' W., our fbiindtngs were 
from fourteen to twtertty-three &thomi but 
thefe, as well as the fhoals and iflands^ which 
are too ncmierous to be particularly mentioned, 
will be beft feen upon the chart. By one 
o'clock^ we had run nearly the length of the 
fouthermoft of the two iflands in fight, and find« 
ing that the going to windward of them would 
carry us too far from the main, we bore up aod 
ran to leeward, where finding a fair optn p^- 
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fage, we fleered N. by W. in a dircdion partU |J7o- 
lel to the main^ leaving a fmall ifland which lay «^ — v^— ^ 
between it and the fhip, and feme low fandy 
ifles and Iboals without us, of all which we loft 
fight by four o'clock, and faw no more before 
the fun went down: at this time the fartheft 
part of the land in fight bore N. N. W. 4. W.^ . 
and foon after we anchored in thirteen fathom, 
upon foft ground, at the diilance of aboiat five 
leagues from the land, where we lay till day-» 
light. 

Early in the morning, we made fail agaki, To«fttyu. 

and fleered N. >I. W. by compais, for the

£• At eight o'clock;, we difcovered ihoala 

ahead) and on our larboard bow, and fgw that 

the northermoft land, which we h^ taken for 

the main, was detached from it, and that we 

might pafs between them, by running to leeward 

of the &oals on our larboard bow, ^htch were 

now mear us: we therefore wore and brought 

to, lending away the pinnace and yawl to direft 

us, and then fteered N, W. alohg the S. W. or 

infide of the ihoals, keeping a gopd look-out 

from the mail-head, and having another (hoal 

on our larboard fide : wie found however a good 

cfaa^oel of a mile buoad between them, in which 

we had ifrotn ten to fourteen fathom. At ele-^ 

ven o'clock) we were nearly the length of the

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r7.7^V lihd detached from the main, and there appear* 
<„ ■^v^i.^y ed to be no cbftruftiori in the paflage between 
Tucfdayat. j-^ej^j^ y^^ having the long-boat aftern, and rig- 
ged, we fent her away to keep in Ihore upon 
our larboard bbw, 'and at the fame time dif- 
patched the pirinace- a-ftarboard; precautions 
which I thought neceffary, as we had a ftrong 
flood thlat carried us an end very faft, and it was 
near high water: as foon as the boats were 
ahead,'W^ flood after them, and by noon, got 
through the pafTage. Our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was then lo^ ^6', and the neareft part of 
thcf niain,' which we' foon after found to be the 
northermcrft, bore W. 2 Sj^, diftant betweien three 
or four miles: we found the land which was 
detached from the main, to be a finglc ifland, 
extending from N, to N. 75 E., diftant between 
two and three miles ; at the fame time we faw 
other iflands at a conGderable diftance, extend- 
ing from N. by W. to W. N. W., and behind 
them another chain of high land, which we 
judged alfo to be iflands ;' there were ftili other 
iflands, extending as far- as N. 71 W'., which at 
this time we took for the main. 

The point of the main which forms the fide of 
the channel through which we paflcd, oppofite 
to the ifland, is the northern promontory of the 
country, and I called it York Cape. Its lon- 
gitude is 2 1 8^ 24" W., the latitude of the north 
point is 10^ sfi and of the eaft point 10^ 4a' S.

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The land o er the caft point, and ta the fouth- ^77^f^^ 
ward of ir, ii rather low, and as fstr as the eye 
can reach, very flat,'^i>iof abarren;^ppearance. 
To the fouthward of the Cape jdiip ftore^fprms a 
large open bay, whiph I called ^iewcastle 
Bay, and in which are/fome fmall Jptyifl^nds 
and fhoals; the land adjacent U alfo^yejry low, 
. flat, and Tandy. The land of the northern part 
of the Cape is more hilly,, the vallics feem to be 
well clothed with wood^ and the ihore forms 
fome fmall bays, in which there appeared to be 
good anchorage. Clofe to the eaftem point of 
the Cape are three fmall iflands, from qne of 
which a fmall ledge pf; rocks runs out into the 
. fea : there is alfo an ifland clofe to the northern 
point. The ifland that forms the fi:reight or 
channel through which we had pafled, lies about 
four miles without thefe, which, except two, are 
very fnpall: the fouthermofl: is the largefl, and 
mu(;h higher than any part of the main land. 
.On . the nprth-weft fide, of this ifland there ap- 
peared to be good anchorage, and on fliore, val- 
lies that promifed both wood and water. Thefe 
iflands, are diftinguiftied in the chart by the 
j)ame of York Isles. To the fouthward, and 
fouth-eaft, and even tatheeafl:wardan4Aorth ward

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1770. We flood along the Ihdrc to the weft ward, 
u—v— ^ with a getitk bi^cczc at Sw £• by S., and when 
Tucfday»i. ^^ i^^j advanced between three and four miles, 
we difcovered the land ahead, which, when we 
firft faw it, we took for the main^ to be iflands 
detached from it by feveral channels : ypon thU 
we fcnt away the b6ats, with proper inftruftiow, 
to lead us dirough that channel which was next 
the main; but foon after difcovering rock^ anfl 
Ihoals in this channel, I made a fignal for the 
^tjoats to go through the next channel to the 
northward, which lay between thefe iflands, 
leaving fome of them between us and the main: 
the (hip followed, and had never lefs than five 
fathom water in the narroweft part of the chan- 
nel, where the diftance from ifland to ifland was 
about one mile and an half. 

At four o'clock in the afternoon, we anchored, 

being about a mile and a half, or two miles, 

within the entrance, in fix fathom aiSd a half, 

with clear ground : the channel here had begun 

to widen, and the iflands on each fide of us were 

diftant about: a mile : the main land ftretched 

away to the S- W., the farthefl: point in view 

bore S. 48 W., and the fouthermoft point of the

Upon this ifland we had fecn '''■^*y*** 
oibany of the inhabitants \iyhen we firil came to 
s^n anchor, ^nd when I went into the boat, with 
^ party of men, accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solandcr, in order to go affaore, we faw ten 
of them upon a hill : nine of tfiem were armed 
with fuch lances as we had been ufed to fee, and 
the tf nth had a bot^, and a ^^mdle of arrows, 
which w? had PSY^r ff jjfl in the pofleflion of the 
natives of this country before : we alfo obfervedi 
(hat two of them had lar^ ornaments of mother 
of pead hanging round their necksf. Three of 
thefe, one of whom was the bowman, pluced 
ihemfelve^ upon th^ bf 4ch abreaft of us, and we 
expe^4 lh%% ^hcy would have oppofed our 
landing, itut v^hctx we came within about a muf- 
k€t'$ (Hot of the beach, they walked leifturely 
away. We immediately climbed the highcft 
hill, which was nof more than three times as 
high as the m4ft-head» and the moft barr^^n of 
apy we h;^ feen* From this hill, no land cotild 
be fesen between the S.* W. and W. S. W., fo 
that I had no doubt of finding a channel through^ 
The land to the nortbfwcft of it confifted of a 
great number of iflands of various extent, and ' 
different heights, ranged one behiiid another, aa 
far to the northward and we|byard as I could fee, 
which could not be left than thirteen leagues, 
N 4 As 
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>77<^. As I was now about to quit thd eaftern coaft of 
L^-v-^ New Holland, which I had coafttd from lati- 
Toefdiyzi. ^y^g 38 to this place, and which I am confident 
no European had ever feen before, I once more 
hoifted Englifli colours, and though I had already 
taken ^ofleffion of Teveral particular parts, I now 
took pofleflion of the whole eaftern coaft, from 
latitude 38^ to this place, latitude 10^ S. in 
right of his Majefty King George the Third, by 
the name of Ntw South Wales, with all the 
bays, harbours, rivers, and iflands fituated upon 
it: we then fired three voUics of fmall arms, 
which were anfwered by the fame number from 
the fliip. Having performed this ceremony up- 
on the ifland, which we called Possession 
Island, we reimbarked in our boat, but a rapid 
ebb tide fetting N. E. made our return to the 
veffel very difficult and tedious. From the time 
of our laft coming among the fhoals, we con- 
ftantly found a moderate tide, the flood fetting 
to the N. W. and the ebb to the S. E. ■ At this 
jplace, it is high water at the full and change of 
the moon, about one or two o'clock, and the 
water rifes and falls perpendicularly about 
twelve feet. We faw fmoke rifing in many 
places from the adjacent lands and iflands, as we 
' had done upon every part of the coaft, after our 
laft return to it through the reef, 
wedjicf.ii. ' .We continued at anchor all flight,, and be- 
tween feven and eight o'clock' in the morning, 

we 
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wc faw three or four of the natives upon the 
beach gathering ihcll-fifti; we difcovered, by 
the help of our glafles, that they were women, *^^'"' **• 
and, like all the other inhabitants of this country, 
ftark naked. At low water, which happened 
about ten o'clock, we got undfcr fail, and flood 
to the S. W. with a light breeze at E. which 
afterwards veered to N. by E. : our depth of 
water was from fix to ten fathom, except in one 
place, where we had but five. At noon, Pof- 
fcflion Ifland bore N. 53 E., diftant fourleagute, 
the weftcrn extremity of the main land in fight 
bore S. 43- W., diftant between four and five 
leagues, and appeared to be extremely low, the 
fouth-weft point of the largeft ifland on the 
north- weft fide of the paffage bore N. 7rW., 
diftant eight miles, and this point I called Cape 
Cornwall. It lies in latitude 10^ 43' S., lon- 
gitude 219^ W. ; and fome low lands that lie 
about the middle of the paffage, which I called 
Wallis's Isles, bore W. by S. i S., diftant 
about two leagues: our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was 10* 46' S. We continued to advance 
with the tide of flood W. N. W. having little 
wind, and from eight to five fathom water, At 
half an hour after ope, the pinnace, which was 
a head, made the fignal for fhoal water, upon 
which we tacked, and fent away the yawl to

After we had<:ome to an anchor, I feint away 
dhfi Mafter in the long- boat to found, who, upoxi 
hss return in the evening, reported, that there 
was a bank (Iretching north and fouth, upon 
which there were but three fathom, and that 
beyond it there were fevea. About this time it 
fell calm, and continued lb till nine the next 
noming, when we weighed, with a light breeze 
at S. S. E., and fteered N. W. by W. for the 
fmall ifland which was juft in fight, having firft 
ient the boats ahead to found : the depth of 
water was eight, feven, fix, five, and four fa- 
thom, and three fathom upon the bank, it being 
now the laft quarter ebb. At this tinoe, the 
northermoil ifland in fight bore N. 9 E., Cape 
Cornwall E., diftant three leagues, and Wallis's 
I(fes S* 3 E., diftant three leagues. This bank, 
at les^ft fo much as we have founded, extends 
pearly N. and S., but tq what diftancc I do not 

know : 
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know : its breadth is not more than lialf a milo >77o* 
at the ucmoft. When we had gpt over the bank, i.— v^ 
we deepened our water to fix fathom three '^^'^^^^^ 
quarters, and had the fame depth all the way to 
the fcnall ifland ahead, which we reached by . 
noon, when it bore S., dillant about half a mile. 
Our depth of water was now jBve fathofR» and 
the tiorthermoft land in fight, which is part of 
the fatne chain of iflands that we had feen tp the 
northward from the time of our firft entering 
the ftreight, bore N. 71 E. Our latitude, by 
obfervarion, was jo^ 33' S., and our longitude 
219^ Z.I' W, : in this fituation, no part of the 
main was in Tight. As we were now near the 
ifland, and had but little wind, Mr. Banks and 
I landed upon it,^ and found it, except a &w 
patches of wood, to be a barren rockj the haunt 
pf birds, which had frequented it in Uidk nvim^ 
bers, as to make die furface almoft tuiifonnly 
white with their dung: of theie birds, the 
greater part feen^ to be boobks, and i tfaeccr 
fore called the place Booby Isl ansl After a host 
|lay, we returned to the (hip, and in the n^an 
tirne the wind bad go^ to the S. W. ; it was hoc 
a gende breeze, yet ic/was acoocnpanied tqr a 
fwell from the fami^ quarter, which, with other 
circum{knoes> confirmed my (pinion tlist we 
were got tp the W(tftward of Carpent^rici, or the 
northern extremis of New Hpllwd, and had 
now an opea fea to the weft^ard^^ wl^ich gavfs^nc 

great 
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great fatisfaftion, not only bccaufe the dangers 
and fatigues of the voyage were drawing to an 
**' **^' end, but becaufe it -would no longer be a doubt 
whether New Holland and New Guinea were 
two feparate iflands, or different parts of the 
fame. 

The north-eaft entrance of this paffage or 
ftreight, lies in the latitude of lo*" 39' S., and in 
the longitude of 218^ 36' W. It is formed by 
the main, or the northern extremity of New 
Holland, on the S. E., and by a congeries of 
iflands, which I called the Prince of Wales's 
Islands, to the N. W,, and it is probable that 
thefc iflands extend quite to New Guinea; 
They differ very much both in height and circuit, 
and many of them feemcd <o be well clothed 
with herbage, and wood: upon moft, if not all 
of them,: we faw. fmoke, and therefore there can 
be no doubt of. their being inhabited : it is alfo 
probable, that, among them there are at lead as 
good paffages as that we came through, per- 
haps better, though better would not need to be 
dcfired, if the accefs to it, from the eaflward, 
were lefs dangerous : that a lefs dangerous ac- 
cefs may be difcovcrcd, I think there is Bttle

this ftreight, and ofthe fituations of the fevcral 

iflands and fhoals on the eaftef n coaft of New 

Wales, 1 refer to the chart, where they are deli<- 

ncated with all the accuracy- that circumftances 

would admit i yet, with itfpeft to the Ihoals; 

I cannot prefendthat one half of them are laid 

down, nor cm it. be fuppofed poflible that oiie 

half 
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half of them fhould be difcovercd in the Courfc 
of a fingle navigation : many iflands alfo muft 
ThwcU. »3. i^y^ efcaped my pencil, efpecially between lati- 
tiade 20^ and 12% where we faw iflands out at 
icsL as far as^n ifland could b^ diftinguiflied ; it 
BJuft not therefore be fuppofcd^ by future navi* 
gatorS) that where no fiioal or ifland is laid down 
in my chart, no ihoal or ifland will be found in 
theie feas : it is enough that the fituation of 
thofe that appear in the chart is faithfully afcer« 
tained^and, in general, 1 have the greateft reafon 
to hope that it will be found-as free from error 
as any that has not been corrected by f^bfequent 
and fuGceflive obfervationft. The latitudes and 
ioQgitudes of ail, or moSt of the principal head 
land¥ ^aod bays, may be confided in, for we fel- 
dom failed of getting an observation once at 
kaft every day, by which to corredt the latitude 
^ our reckoning, and obfervations for fettling ' 
the longitude were equally caimerous, no oppor- 
tunity that was o&red by the fun and moon be-» 
ing ilifFef ed to efcape. It would be injurious €0 
the memory of Mr, Gceen, not to take this op- 
portunity of atteftin^ that he v^as indefatigable 
both m making ohrerV;ation$ ^md calculating 
upon them i and that» by his inftruftions and 
aflaftaoice, many of tbe^eity officers wereenaUed 
both to obferve and isalculate with great exa&* 
nefs.

atwaf s be depended iipon within half a degree, 
which is fufficient for all nautical purpofes. If, 
therefore, obferving and calculating were conii- 
dered as neceflaf y qualifications for every fea 
officer, the iabours.of the fpeculative theorift to 
folve this problem might be remitted, without 
much injury to mankind : neither wiU it be ib 
difficult to acquire this qualification, or put it in 
practice, as may at firft appear ; for, with the 
afliftanci of the nautical ilmanack, and aftmno- 
mical ephemeris, the calculations for finding the 
iongitude wiR take up Kctle more time than the 
calculation of an azimuth for :finding the varia-:

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C H A P. VI._ 

Departure from Neiv South Wales ; a parti- 
cular Defcription of the Country ^ its Pro- 
duSlSy and People : A Specimen of the 
Language^ andfqme Obferyation^ upon the 
• Currents and Tides. , ^. 

OF this country^ its prpdu£i:3 an4 its people, 
many particulars have already been re- 
lated in the coyrfe of the narrayve, being fo 
interwoven with the events, as not to admit 
of a feparation. I fhall now give a more full 
and circumftantial defcription of each, in which, 
if fome things fhould happen to be repeated, 
the greater part will be found new. 

New Holland, or, as I have now called the 
caftern coaft. New South Wales, is of a larger 
extent than any other country in the known 
world that does not bear the name of a conti* 
nent : the length of coaft along which we failed, 
reduced to a ftraight line, is no lefs than twenty- 
feven degrees of latitude, amounting to near 
20CO miles, fo that its fquare furface muft be 
much more than equal to all Europe, To the 
Southward of 33 or 34, the land in general is 
low and level % farther northward it is hilly, but 

in 
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in no part can be called mountainous, and the 
hills and mountains, taken together, make but a 
fmall part of the furface, in comparifon with the 
vallies and plains. It is upon the whole rather 
barren than fertile, yet the rifing ground is 
chequered by woods and lawns, and the plains 
and vallies are in many places covered with , 
herbage : the foil however is frequently fandy, 
and many pf the lawns, or favannahs, are rocky 
and barren, efpecially to the northward, where, 
in the beft ipots, vegetati&n was lefs vigorous 
than in the.fouthern part of the country; the 
trees were not fo tall, nor was the herbage fo 
rich. The grafs in general is high, but thin, 
and the treies, where they are largeft, are feldom 
lef§ than forty feet afunder j nor is the country 
inland, as far as we could examine it, better 
clothed than the fea coaft. 'The banks of the 
bays are covered with mangroves, to the diftance 
of a mile within the beach, under which the 
foil is a rank mud, that is always overflowed by a 
fpring tide; farther in the country we fometimes 
me^ with a bog, upon which the grafs was very 
thick and luxuriant, and fometimes with a val- 
ley, that was clothed with underwood : the foil 
in fome parts feemed to be capable of improve- 
ment, but the far greater part is fuch as can ad- 
mit of no cultivation. The coaft, at leaft that 
part of it which lies to the northward of 25° S., 
abounds with fine bays and harbours, where 
Vol. IV.

for this fubftance is known to be thd^rbdlicfc of 
more than one plant. It is mentioned by T^z)^ 
pifer, and i& perhaps tiie fame th^t Tafrriaa 
found upon Diemen*s Land; where he fays It6 fa# 
** Gum of the trees, and gum lac of the grorihd.'*^ 
The other ti^nber tree is tihat ^^icfc grows 
fomewhat like our pines, and has been p^hicu* 
krJy mentioned iri the account of Bdtany Bay.

The fecond fort bore a much greater 
refeffifblance tathefrue cabbage tree of the Weft 
llidietf ) i& kaves were large and pinnated; like 
f bdfe 6( the cocoa-nut ; and thcfe alio produced 
a eubbage, which though not fo iweet as the 
other, was much larger. The third fort, which 
Tike the fecofld, was found only in the northern 
parts, was feldom more than ten feet high, with 
fmall pinnated leaves, refemblmg thofe of fomc 
kind of fern r it bore no cabbage, but a plenti- 
ful crop of nuts, about the ffze of a large chcf- 
nutj but rounder: as we found the hulls of 
tliefe fcattered round the places where the In- 
dians had made their fires, we took for granted 
that they were fit to eat; thofe however who 
made the experiment paid dear for their know- 
ledge iff the contrary, for they operated both as 
an emetic and cathartic with great violence. 
O 2 Still, 
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StiH, however, we made no doubt but that they^ 
were eaten by the Indians ; and judging that 
the conftitution of the hogs might be a$ ftrong 
as theirs, though our own bad proved to be fa 
much inferior, we carried ^thcm to the ftye; the 
hogs eat them, indeed, and for fome time wa 
thought without fuffering any inconvenience; 
but in about a week they were ib much difor* 
dered that two of them died, and the reft were 
recovered with great difficulty. It is probable, 
however, that the poifonous quality of thefc 
nuts may lie in the juice» like that of the caflada 
of the Weft Indies \ and that the pulp, when 
dried, may be not only wholefomc, but nutri- 
cious. Befides thefe fpecies of the palm, and 
mangroves, there were feveral fniall trees and 
Ihrubs altogether unknown in Europe; particu- 
larly one which produced a very poor kind of 
fig y another that bore what we called a plum, 
which it refembled in colour, but not in fliape, 
being flat on the fides like a little cheefe : and a 
third that bore a kind of purple apple; which, 
after it had been kept a few days, became eat- 
able, and tafted fomewhat like a damafcene. 

Here is a great variety of plants to enrich the 

coUedion of a botanift, but very few of thtm 

. are of the efculent kind. A fmall plant, with 

long, narrow, graflTy leaves, reftmbling that 

kind of bulruQi which in England is called the 

.Cat's-tail, yields a refin of a bright yellow co- 

, - . lour. 
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lour, exaftly refcmbling gambouge, except that ^«77^* 
k docs not ftain ; it has a fwcet fmcll, but its ^ 
properties we had no opportunity to difcover, 
any more than thofe of many others with which 
the natives appear to be acquainted, as they 
have dtftinguiftied them by names. 

I have already mentioned the root and leaves 
of a plant refcmbling the cocoos of the Weft- 
Indies, and a kind of bean-, to which may be 
added, a fort ;of parfley and purfelain, and two 
kinds of yams; one (haped Tike a rhadifh,. and 
the other round, and covered with ftringy fibres : 
both forts ate very fmall, but fweet ; and we 
never could find the plants that produced them, 
though we often faw the places where they had 
been newly dug up; it is probable that the 
drought had dcftroyed the leaves, and we could 
riot, like the Ihdians, difcover them by the 
ftalks. 

Moll of the fruits of this country, fuch as 
they are, have been mentioned already. We 
found one ' in the fouthern part of the country 
refemblinj^ a cherry, except that the ftone was 
foft-, and another not unlike a pine apple in 
appearance, but of a very difagreeable jtafte, 
which' is well known in the Eaft Indies, and is 
called by the Dutch Pyn Appel Boomen^ 

Of the quadrupeds, I have already mentioned 
the dog, and particularly dcfcribed the kangu* 
roo^ ancl the animal of the opoflum kind, re-

threw themfelves upon us, and gave us intole- 
rable pain with their flings, efpecially thofe who 
took poffeffion of our necks and our Hair, from 
whence they weje not eafily driven : the fting 
was fcarcely lefs painful thari that of a bee; but, 
except it was repeated, the pain did not laft 
more than a minute. 
- Another fort arc quite black, and their ofpcra- 
tions and manner of life are not lefs 'extraordi- 
nary. Their habitations are the-infidc of the ' 
branches of a tree, which they contrive to exca- 
vate by working out the pith almoft to the extre- 
mity of the flendereft twig ; the tree at the fame 
time floiiriftiing, as if it had no fdch inmate. 
When we firft found the tree, we gathered fomc 
of the branches, and were fcardely lefa aflfeniflied 
than we fliould have been to find that we had 
prophaned a confeerated groVe, where every tree, 
upon being woyqded) gave fighs of life ; for we 
were.inftantly covered with legions of thefe ani- 
mals, f warming from every broken bough, and 

• inflitaing their ftings- with inceffant violence. 
They ^re mentioned by Rumphius in his Herba- 

' rium Amioinenfiy vol. ii. p. 257. ; but the tree in 
which' he faw their dwelling, is very different 
from that in which we fpund theni. 

A third kind we found nefted ia the root of ^ 
plant, which grows on the bark of trees in the 
IP^nner of ipifletoe, and| whigh t,hey h$d perfo- 
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rated for that ufe. This root is commonly '^77^^; 

as big as alafge turnip, and fometimes mtich \^2.^^ » 

biggier : when we cut it, we fbiind it interfe<9:ed 

by ihnumerabte winding pafrages^ all fillM' with 

thcfe animals^ by which however the vegetation 

of the plant did not appear to have fufFered any 

.injury. Wc never cut one of thcfe root^ that 

was not inhabited, though fome were not bigger 

•than a hazle nut. The animals themfelves arc " 

very fmall, not more than half as big as tl^ 

common red ant in England, They had Hings, 

but fcarcely force enough to niake them felt; 

they had however a power of tormenting us in 

an equal, if not a greater degree; for the 

'moment' we/handlcd the' root, they fwarnirf 

fron^ innumerable holes, and running about 

,thofe paFts of the body that were uncoiw^cred, 

produced a titiUation more intolerable thahpain, 

? except it is: increafed to great violence. Runl- 

phius has alfo given an account of this bulb and 

its inhabitants, vol. vi. p, 120. where he men- 

' tions another fort that arc black. 

Wc found a.iFourth kind; which are perfectly 
harmlefsi and almoft exiftly r^femble the white

T^he pieople whom h^ few were indeed inhabit* 
tm$ ^f a part <)f the coaft very diftant from 

that 
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that which we vifitc'd ; but we alfo faw inhabit* 
ants upon parts of the coaft very. diftant from 
fach ocher» and their bieing a pe:rfeA uniformity 
'm perfon and cuiloms among them all, it is rea- 
fonable to conclude, that diftance in another 
direftion^^has not.cpnfidcrably broken it. 
1 The numbtcr of inhabitants in this country 
appears to be very fmall in proportbn to its ex- 
tent. We never faw fo many as thirty of them 
together. but once, and that was at Botany Bay^ 
inrhen men, women,, and children, ailembkd 
ppon a rock to.fee the ihip pais by : when they 
niaaifeftly formed a refoiucion to engage us» 
they; never cauW muftcr above fourteen or. fif- 
teen fighting, men; and we never faw a number 
of their iheda or Ihoufes together that could 
accommodate ^ larger party* It is true, indeed^ 
th^t we faw only ...the fca coaft on: the 4;afterni

.whpMy unexplored : but there is great reason tq 
bc^eye that this' immenfe traft ia either wbotlyl 
llffol^te, pr at leaft ftill more thinly inhabited 
than the parts we vifited. It. is^ impoffible that 
th^ i«}and country (hpuld fubfift ii^abitants at 
all fcafons without cultivation ; Jt is extremely imr 
probable that the 4phab}tant:s of the coaft ihould 
bp totally ignorant pf arts of cultivation^, whiah 
.were praftifed iivl^nd ^ and it is equally impro;^ 
table that, )£ thpy kpewfHch ar^s^ thi^re fliQuW 

be 
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he no traces of them among* them* It is certain 
that we did not fee one foot of ground in a ftate 
of cultivation in the whole country ; and there-* 
fore it may well be concluded that where the fea 
does not contribute to f<:ed the inhabitants, the 
country is not inhabited. 

The only tribe with which we had any inter- 
courfe, we found where the Ibip was careened ; 
it confifted of one and twenty pcrfons ; twelve 
men, feven women, one boy, and one girl: the 
women we never faw but at a diftance; for 
when the men came over' the river they were 
always left behind. The men here, and in 
4>ther places, were of a middle fize, and in gene- 
r4 well made, dean limbed, and remarkably 
vigorous, aftive, and nimble : their countenances 
were not altogether without expreflion, and their 
voices were remarkably fofc and effeminate. 

Their (kins were fo uniformly covered with 
dirt, that it was very difficult to afcertain then: 
true colour : we made fcveral attempts, by wet- . 
ting our fingers and rubbing it, to remove the 
incruftations, but with very little efFed, With 
the dirt they appear nearly as black as a Ne- 
groe ; and according to our beft difcoveries, the 
ikin itfelf is of the colour of wood foot, or what 
is commonly called a chocolate colour. Their 
features are far from being difagreeable, their 
nofes are not flat, nor are their lips thick; their 
t^th are white and even, and their hair natiiraUy

Both fexes, aa I have already Mtrrtdi ga 
ftark naked, and feefti to ha^ no mere fenft q£ 
indecency in difcov^fing the whole tfodYf Ihan 
we have in difoovering our hand^ aild faCd. 
Their principal ornanoent is the bone which they 
thrult through the cartilage that divides the 
jioftrils from each othef: wha« perVerfion of 
tafte could make them think this a deoofation, 
or what could prompt them^ before they had 
worn it or fccn it worn, to fuffer the pain and 
inconvenience that muft of ncceffity attend it> is 
perhaps beyond the power of human fagacic^ 
€0 determine : as this bone is as thick as a 
Oian's finger^ and between five and fix inches

Befid^i thtfe, fome of them had gorgets of fhelli 
hangihg round the heck, fb> as to reach crofi 
the brcaftr But though tfiefe people wear no 
clothes, their bodies have a Govtfring befides th4 
dirt, for thty paint them both white and red r 
the ltd is commonly laid on in broad patches 
iapoh the /houlders and bread ; imd the white \A 
Stipes, fdnie narrow, and foifne broad: the nar^ 
?ow i^crfc drawn over the limbs, arid the broad 
oVefr the body, not witfiout fome degree of taftei, 
Thfe white Mras al& laid on in fmall patches 
Upon the face, and drawn in a circle round each 
frjre. The red feemed to be ochre, but what the 
ithite was we could not difcover ; it was clof^ 
grained^ faponaceous to the touch, and almoft 
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J770- as heavy as white lead ; poffibly it might be a 
V "^" ' ' kind of Steatites^ but to our great regret we 
could not procure a bit of it to examine. They 
have holes in their ears, but we never faw any 
thing worn in them. Upon fuch ornaments as^ 
\ they had, they fet fo great a value, that they, 
would never part with the leaft article for any 
thing we could ofer •, which was the more ex- 
traordinary as our beads and ribbons were orna* 
ments of the fame kind, but of a more regular 
form and more fhowy materials. They had in- 
deed no idea of traffic^ nor could we communi- 
cate any to them : they received the things that 
we gave them ; but never appeared to under- 
ftand our figns when we required a return. The 
fame indiflference which prevented them from 
buying what we had, prevented them alfo from 
attempting to Ileal : if they had coveted more, 
they would ha¥e been lefs honefl: ; for when, we 
refufcd to give them a turtle, they were enraged, 
and attempted to take it by force, and we hapl 
nothing clfe upon which they feemed to fet the 
leaft value; for, as I have before obfcrved, 
many of the things that we had given them, we 
found left negligently about in the woods, like 
the playthings of children, which pleafe only 
while they are new. Upon their bodies we faw 
no marks of difeafe or fores, but large fears in 
irregular lines, which appeared to be the remains 
of wounds which they had inflifted upon them- 

felvcg 
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iel ves with fome blunt inftrumcnt, and which we '77o« 
underftood by ligns to have been memorials of 
grief for the dead. 

They appeared to have no fixed habitations, 
for we faw nothing like a town or village in the 
whole country. Their houfes, if houfes they 
may be called, feem to be formed with Icfs art 
and induftry than any we had feen, except the 
wretched hovels at Terra del Fuego, and in 
fome refpefts they are inferior even to them. 
At Botany Bay, where they were beft, they were 
juft high enough for a man to fit upright in ; 
but^ not large enough for him to extend himfelf 
in his whole length in any direftion : they are 
built with pliable rods about as thick as a man's 
finger, in the form of an oven, by (ticking the 
two ends into the ground, and then covering 
them w:ith palm leavfes, and broad pieces of 
bark: the door is nothing but a large hole at 
one end, oppofite to which the fire is made, as 
we perceived by the aihes; Under thefe houfes, 
or fheds, they fleep, coiled up with their heels 
to their head -, and in this pofition one of them 
will hold three or four perfons. As we ad- 
vanced northward, and the climate became 
warmer, ^e found thefe Iheds ftill more flight : 
they were built, like the others, of twigs, and 
covered with bark ; but none of them were 
more than four feet deep, and one fide was en- 
tirely open: the clofe fide was always oppofed 

Vol. IV. P to 
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to the courfe of the prerailing wind^ arid oppi> 
fite to the open fide was the fire» probably more 
as a defence from the mufquitos than the cold. 
Under thefe hovels it is probable, ihH they 
thruft only their head* and the upper pan of their 
bodies, extending their feet towards the fire. 
They were fet up occafionally by a wandering 
hord in any place that would furnifh thdm for a 
time with fut^iftence, and left. behind them 
when, after it was exhauftcd, they went away : 
but in places where they remained only for a 
night or two, they flept without any fhelter, ex« 
cept.the bulhes or grafs, which is here near two 
feet high. We obferved, however, that though 
the deeping huts which we found upon the 
main, were always turned from the prevailing 
wind, thofe upon the iflands were turned to- 
wards it •, which feems to be a proof that they 
have a mild feafon here, during which the fea is 
calm, and that the fame weather which enables 
them to vifit the iflands, makes the air welcome 
even while they fleep. 

The only furniture belonging to thefe iunifes 
that fell under our obfervation, is a kind of ob- 
long yeifel made of bark, by the fimple con* 
trivance of tying up the two ends with a withy, 
which not being cut off ferves for a handle ; 
thefe we imagined were ufed as buckets td fetch 
water from the fpring, which may be fuppofed 
fometimes to be at a confiderable dtftalice«

They have hofwever a fmall bag, about the fize ^^77^^ 
of a moderate cabb^e-DCt, v/hkh is made by 
laying threads loop within loop, fomewhat in the 
manner of knitting ufed by our ladies to make 
purfes. This bag the man carries loofe upon 
his back by a fmall firing which paflfes over his 
head 5 it generally contains a lump or two of 
paint and refin, fome fifh-hooks and lines, a fhcU 
or two, out of which their hooks are made, a 
few points of darts, and their ufual ornaments, 

, which includes the whole worldly treafure of the 
richell man among them. 

Their fifh-hooks are very neatly made, and 
fomcof them are exceedingly fmall. For ftrik- 
ing turtle they have a peg of wood which is 
about a foot long, and very well bearded 5 this 
fits ipto a focket at the end of .a ftafFof light 
wood, about as thick as a man*s wrift, and 
about feven or eigljit feet long : to the ftafF is 
tied. one end of a loofe line about three or four 
fatffom long, the other end of which is faftened 
to the peg. To ftrike the turtle, the peg is 

' fixed into the focket, and when it has entered 
his body, and is retained there by the barb, the 
ftaff flies off and fcrves for a float to trace their 
viftim in the water j it aflifts alfo to tire hiim, 
till they can ^overtake him with their canoes, and 
haul him afliore. One pf thcfe pegs, as I have 
mentioned already, we found buried in the body 
of a turtle, which had healed up over it. Their 
lioes are from the thicknefs of a half inch rope 
P 2 to 
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to the finenefs of a hair, and ^re made of fome 
vegetable fubftance, but what in particular wc 
had no opportunity to learn. 

Their food is chiefly filh, though they fome- 
tinies contrive to kill the kanguroo, and even 
birds of various kinds-,, notwithftanding they 
arc fo fhy that we found it difficult to get within 
reach of them with a fowling-piece. The only 
vegetable that can be cojifidered as an article of 
food is the,yam ; yet doubtlcfs . they cat the 
feveral fruits which have been mentioned among 
other produftions of the country ; and indeed 
we faw the (hells and hulls of feveral of them 
lying about the places where they had kindled 
their fire. 

They do not appear to eat any animal food 
raw ; but having no velTel in which water can 
be boiled, they* either broil it upon the coals, or 
bake it in a hole by the help of hot ftones, in the 
fame manner as is praftifcd by the inhabitants of 
the ] (lands in the South Seas. 

Whether they are acquainted with any plant 

that has an intoxicating quality, we do not 

knowj but we obferved that feveral of tlvem 

held leaves of fome fort conftantly in their 

mouths, as an European docs tobacco, and an 

Eaft Indian betele : we never faw the plant, but 

when they took it from their moutjis at our re- 

quefl; poflibly it might be a fpecies of the betele, 

but whatever it was^ it had no cffcft upon the 

teeth or the lips^ 

... .^^ 
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As they have no ncts^ they catch fi(h only by^ >77o- 
ftriking, or with a hook and line, except fuch as ^^ -y O . 
they find in the hoUpws of the rocks, and (hoals, 
which are dry at half ebb. 

Their manner of hunting-we had no opportu- 
nity to fee; but we conjedlured by the notches 
which they had every where cut in large trees in 
order to climb them, that they took their ftation 
near the tops of them, and there watched for, 
fuch animals as might happen to pafs near 
enough to be reached by their lances : it is pof- 
fible alfo, that in this (icuation they might take 
birds when they came to rooft. . 

I have oblcrved that when they went from our 
tents upon the banks of Endeavour River, we 
could trace them by the fires which they kindled 
in their way ; and we imagined that thefe fires. 
were intended fome way for th^ taking the kan- 
guroo, which we obferyed to hi fo much afraid 
of fire, that our dogs could fcarcely force it over 
places whigh had been newly burnt, though the 
fire was extinguilhed. 

They produce fire with great facility, and 
fpread it in a wonderful manner. To produce, 
it they t^e two pieces of dryfoft wood, one is 
a ftick about eight or nine inches long, the other 
piece is flat : the ftick they ihape into an obtufe 
point at one end, and.preffing it upon the other, 
turn it nimbly by holding it between both their 
hands as we do a chocolate mill, often fbiftifig 
P 3 their 
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J770* their hands up, atid then moving them down 
upon it, to increafe the preffurc as much as pof- 
fiblc. ^ By this method they get fire in lefs thin 
two minutes, and froni the fmalleft fpark they 
increafe it with great Fpieed and dexterity. We 
have often feeri one, of them i-uti along the fliore, 
to all appearlnde with nothing in his hand, ^ho 
ftooping down for a moment, at the dift^Art of 
every fifty br a hundred yards, left fire behind 
him, as we cbuld fee firft by the ftnoke and then 
by the flame aniong the drift wood, and other 
litter which was fcattered along the place. We 
had the curiofity to examine one erf" thefe planters 
of fire, when he fct ofF^ and we faw him wrap up 
a fmall fpark in dry grafsj Which, when lie had 
pun a little way, having been fanned by the air 
that his motion produced, began to blaze ; he 
then laid it down in a place convenient for his 
purpofe, inclofing a fpark of it in another quan- 
tity of grafsj and lb continued his courfe. 

There ate perhaps ^few things in the hiftory 
of mankind more extraordinary thart the difcor 
very and apj)licatidn of fire: it will fcarccly be 
difputed that the manner of producihg it, Whe- 
ther by coUifion or attrition, was difcdvcrcd by 
chance: btit its firft cfFefts vould naturally 
ftrike thofc to whom it Was a new pbjift, with 
confternation and terror : it would appear to be 
4n enemy to life and naitlire, and to torment and 
tfcilroy ^hitcyer Was capable of beiftg deftroyed 

or 
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or tormented 5 and therefore it feems not eafy to 
concei\re what Ihould rncline thofe who firft faw 
it receive a tranlient exiftence from chance, to 
reproduce it hy deGgn. It is by no means pro- 
bable that thofe who firft faw fire, approached it 
^ith the fame caution, as thofe who are familiar 
with its efiedts, ib as to be warmed only and not 
burnt I and it is reafonable to think that the in* 
tolerable pain which, at its firft appearance, it 
ntiuft produce upon ignorant curipfity, would 
fow perpetual emnity between this elenient and 
mankind; and that the fame principle which in* 
cites them to crufh a ferpent, would incite them 
to deftroy fire, and avoid all means by which it 
would be produced^ as foon as they were known. 
Theie circumftances confidered, how men be- 
came fufficiently familiar with it to render it ufe- 
ful, feems to be a problem very difficult to 
folve: nor is it eafy to account for the firft ap- 
plicadon of it to culinary purpofes, as the eating 
bodi animal and vegetable food raw, muft have 
become a habit, before there was fire to drefs it, 
and thofe who have confidered the force of habit 
will readily believe, that to men who had always 
eaten the flefti of animals raw, it would be as dif- 
agreeable drefled, as to thofe who have always 
eaten it drefled, it would be raw. It is remarkr 
able that the inhabitants of Terra del Fuego 
produce fire from a fpark by coUifion, and that 
P 4 the 
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^770- the happier natives of this country, New Zca.^" 
land, and Oraheite, produce it by the attrition 
of one combuftible fubftance againft another : is 
there not then fome rcafon to fuppofc that thefe 
different operations correfpond with the man- 
ner in which chance produced fire in the neigh- 
boyrhop4;of the torrid and frigid zones ? Among 
the rode inhabitants of a. cold country, neither 
any operation of art, or occurrence of accident, 
could be fuppofed fo cafily to produce fire by- 
attrition, as in a climate where every thing is 
hot, dry, and aduft, teeming with a latent fire 
which a flight degree of motion was fufficient to 
call forth 5 in a cold country therefore, it is na- 
tural to fuppofc that fire was produced by the 
accidental collifion of two metallic fubilances, 
and in a cold country, for that reafon, the fame 
expedient was ufcd to produce it by defign : but 
in hot countries, where two combuftible fub- 
ftances eafily kindle by attrition^ it is probable 
that the attrition of fuch fubftances firft produced 
fire, and here it was therefore natural for art to 
^dopt the fame operation, with a view to pro- 
jJuce tl^e fame cffeft. It may indeed be true 
that lire is now produced in many cold coun- 
tries by attrition, and in many hoc by a ftroke ; 
but perhaps upon inquiry there may appear 
ireafon to conclude that this has arifen from the 
ppmmunication of one country with another, an^ 

that 
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tha^ with refpcdt to the original produdion of 
lire in hot and cold countries, the diftinftion is 
well founded* 

There may perhaps be fome reafon to fup- 
poie that men became gradually acquainted with 
the nature and efFeds of fire, by its permanent 
exiftence.in a volcano, there being remains of 
yokanoes, or veCliges of their effeds, in almoft 
every part of the world: by a volcano, how- 
ever, no method of producing fire, otherwife 
than by contaft, could be learnt ; the produc- 
tion and application of fire therefore, flill feem 
to afford abundant fubjedt of fpeculation to the 
curiousi . . 

The weapons ofthefe people are fpears or 
lances, and thefe are of different kinds: fome 
that we faw upon the fouthern part of the coaft 
had four prongs, pointed with bone, and barbed; 
the points were alfo fmeared with a hard refin, 
which gave them a polifh, and made them enter 
deeper into what they ftruck,. To the north- 
war CJ9 the lance has but one point : the ih^ft is 
made of cane, or the (talk of a plant Ibmewhat 
fcfembling 4 bulrufh, very ftraight and light, 
^nd from eight to fourteen feet long, confifting 
of .fevcral joinfs, where the pieces are let into 
each, other, and bound together-, to this are 
fittpd points of different kinds; fome are of 
hard heavy wood, and fome are the bones of 
f^: we faw fcvcral that were pointed with the 

ftings 
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A^oft. ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^ ftti>g'r»y, the krgeft that they 
c-^y-.-^ could procure, and barbed with feveral that were 
fma]kr,«faftened on in a contrary direftbn ; the 
points of wood were difo fometiTnes armed with 
iharp pieces of broken ihells, whidi were fhick 
in, and at the jundutes covered with refin : the 
lances that are thus barbed, are indeed dreadful 
weapons, for when once they have taken place, 
they can nerer be drawn back without tearing 
away the flefli, or leavrng the fharp ragged fplin-». 
ters of the bone or fliell which forms the beardy 
behind them in the wound. Tbefe weapons are 
thrown with great force, and dexterity 5 if in- 
* tended to wound at a fliort diftance, betwe^a 

ten and twenty yards, (imply with the hand, but 
if at the diftance of forty or fifty, with an inftru- 
ment which we called a throwing ftick. This 
is a plain fmooth piece of a hard reddifli wood, 
very highly poli(bed, about two inches broad, 
half an inch thick, and three feet long, with i 
fmall knob, or hook at one end, and a crofii 
piece about three or four inches long at the 
other v-the knob at one end is received in a 
fmall dent or hollow, which is made for that 
purpofe in the fliaft of the lance near the point, 
but from which it eafily flips, upon being m* 
pelled forward: when the lance is laid sdong 
upon this machine, and fecured in a proper po- 
fition by the knob, the perfon that is to throir it 
holds it over his Ihoulder, and after (hakingit^ 

delivers 
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delivers both the throwing ftick anct lance wiiK 1770. 
all his forcfe, but die ftic^ being ftopped by the u-v— J^ 
crofs piece which comes againft the fhoulder, 
with a fudden jerk, the Uncc flies forward witft 
incfedible fwiftnefi, and with fo good an aim, 
that itt the diftance of fifty yards thefc Indians 
wfere moTt farfe of thiir mark than we Could be 
with a tingle bullet. Befidei^ thefe lances, we 
faw no offchfive weapon upon this coaft, except 
when we took our laft View of it with our 
g!ifles, and then we thought We faw a man with 
a bow and arrows, in which it is poffible we 
might be miflaken. We faw, howfever, at Bo- 
tany Bay, a Ihield or target of ah oblong fhape, 
about three feet long, iand eighteen inches broad, 
^hich ^as made of the baifk of a tree : this was 
fetched out of a hut by one of the men that op- 
pofcd our landing, who, when he ran away, left 
it behind him, and upon taking it up, we found 
that jt had beeii pierced through with a fingle 
pointed lance near the center. Thefe ihields are 
certainly in frequent ufe among the people here; 
for though this was the only one that we faw in 
their poffeflion, we frequently found trees from 
whicli they appeared manifeftly to have been 
cut, the marks being 'eafily diftinguiflied from 
thofe that were made by cutting buckets : fome- 
titties difo we found the fhields cut out, but not 
yet taktn oflf ftdm the tree, the edges of the 
bark 'ohly being a little raifed by wedges, fo that 

thefe 
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>77<^- thefe people appear to have difcovered that the* 
bark of a tree becomes diicker and ftrongcr by 
being fuffered to remain, upon the trunk after it 
has been cut round. 

The canoes of New Holland are as rtiean and 
rude as the houfes. Thofe on the fouthern part 
of the coaft are nothing more than a piece of 
bark, about twelve feet long, tied together at 
the ends, and kept open in the middle by fmall 
bows of wood : yet in a vcffel pf this conftruc- 
tion we once faw three people. In fliallow wa-. 
ter they are fet forward by a pole,, and in deeper 
by paddles, about eighteen inches long, one of 
which the boatma^ holds in each hand ; mean as 
they are, they have many convcniencies, they 
draw but little water, and they are very light, 
fo that they go upon mud banks to pick up fhell 
fifh, the moft important ufe to which they can 
be applied, better perhaps than veffcls of any 
other conftrudtion. We obferved, that in the 
middle of thefe canoes there was a heap of fea> 
weed, and upon that a fmall firej probably that 
the jfi(h may be broiled and cat^n the mqment it 
is caught. 

The canoes that we faw when we advanced 
farther to the northward, are not made of bark, 
but of the trunk of a tree hollowed, perhaps by. 
fire. They are about fourteen feet long, and, 
being very narrow, are fitted with an outrigger 
to prevent their overictting. Thefe are worked 

with 
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with paddles, that arc fo large as to require both 1770. 
hands to manage one of them : the outfide is \ ■ y^ .' 
wholly unmarked by any tool, but at each end 
the wood is left longer at the top than at the bot- 
tom, fo that there is a projeftion beyond the 
hollow part refcmbling the end of a plank -, the 
fides are tolerably thin, but how the tree is felled 
and fafhioned, we had no opportunity to learn. 
The only tools that we faw among them are an 
adze, wretchedly made of ftone, fome fmall 
pieces of the fame fubftance in form of a wedge, 
a wooden mallet, and fome (bells and fragments 
of coral. For polifhing their throwing flicks, 
and the points of their lances, they ufe the leaves 
of a kind of wild fig-tree, which bites upon 
wood almofl as keenly as the fhave^grafs of 
Europe, which is ufcd by our. joiners: with 
fuch tools, the making even fuch a canoe as I 
have defcribed, muft be ^ mofl difficult and te- 
dious labour: to thofe who have been accuf- 
tomed to the ufe of metal, it appears al* 
together in^iia(5licable ; but there are few 
difficulties that will not yield to patient per- 
feverance, and he who does all he can, will cer* 
tainly produce efFcdts. that greatly exceed his ap- 
parent power. 

The utmoft freight of thefe canoes is four 
peopk, and if more at any time wanted to come 
over the river, one of thofe who came firft was 
obliged to go back for the ref!: from this cir- 

cumftance. 
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« 770. cumft^Dice, we cQi>J€(aur€d tJnaf thp boat we fywt 
when we were lying in Enijeavoyr R^ver^ ^ya? 
^e only one in the neightiourhood : we b^ve 
however fome refifon to believe that the b^rk 
canoes are alfo ufcd where this wooidcn ones 
are tonftrg£ted, for iipon one of the fmall 
iflands where the natives b^ tiecn fiihing for 
turtle, we found one pf the little p^dles whjich 
had belonged to fuch a boat, and would have 
been ufelefs on bo^rd any othef • 

By what mean^ the inhabitants pf this CQuqtry 
9re reduced tp fpch a number ^ it can fubSft* 
is not perhap* very eafy to gwfe ; whetjier, like 
the> iiihabitants of ^ew Zealand, they are 4^- 
ftroyed by the han4s of each other in coritefts 
for food ; whether tbcy arc? fwept off by acci- 
dental famine, or whether there is any cauf^ 
which prevents the increafe of the fpecies, louft 
be left for future ^venturers to determine. 
That they have wars, appears by their weapons; 
for fuppofing the lances to icrve merely for the 
firiking of £fh, the fhield could beintended for 
nothing but a defence againft men^ the only 
mark of hoftility, however, which we faw among 
them, was the perforation of the {hiel4 by a 
fpear, which has been juft mentioned^ for none 
of them appeared to have bem wx)unded by an 
enemy. Neither can we determine whether they 
arepufiUanimous or brave ; the reiblution with 
which two of them attempted to prevent our 

landingi 
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landing, when we had two boats full of men, in 
Botany Bay, even after one of them was wound* 
ed with fmall fliot, gave us reafon to condude 
that they were not only naturally courageous, 
but that they had acquired a familiarity with 
the dangers of hoftility, and were, by habit as 
well as nature, a daring and warlike people \ 
but their precipitate flight from every other 
place that wc approached, without even a me- 
nace, while they were out of our reach, was an 
indicadoQ of uncommon tamenefs^ and timidity^ 
fuch as th(^ who had only been occafionally 
warriors muft be fuppofed to have fhaken off*, 
whatever might have been their natural difpofi- 
tion. I have faithfully related fads, the reader 
muft judge of the people for himfelf. 

From the account that has been given of our 
commerce with them, it cannot be fuppofed that 
we ihould know much of their language ; yet 
as this is an objed of great curiofity, efpccially 
to the learned, and of great importance in their 
refearches into the origin 6f the various nations 
that have been difcovered, we took fome pains 
to bring away fuch a fpecimen of it as might, in 
a certain degree, an^er the purpofe, and I (hall 
now ^ve an account how it was procured. If 
we wanted to know the name of a ftone, we took 
a ftonie up into our hands, and as well as we 
could, intimated by iigns, that we wifhed they 
ihould name it : the word that they pronounced 
2 tipon 
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upon the occafion, wc immediately wrote down* 
This method, though it was the beft we could 
contrive, might certainly lead lis into many mif- 
takes ; for if ah Indian was to take up ^a (lone, 
and afk us the name of it, we might anfwer a 
pebble or a flint ; fo when we took up a ftone, 
and alked an Indian the name of ir, he might 
pronounce a word that diftinguiihed the fpecies 
and not the genus, or that, inftead of flgnifying 
ftone fimply, might fignify a rough ftone, or a 
fmoDth ftone -, however, as much as poflible 
to avoid miftakes of this kind, feveral of us 
contrived, at diflFerent times, to get from them 
as many words as we could, and having noted 
them; down, compared our lifts: thofe which 
were the fame in" all, and which, according to 
every one's account, fignified the fame thing, we 
ventured to record, with a very few others, 
which, ' from the fimplicity of the fubjedt, and 
the eafc of cxpreffing our queftion with plain- 
nefs and precilion by a fign, have acquired

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'770. the coaft. From latitude ji*', and fotnewhat 
' r higher, down to Sandy Cape, in latitude 24^ 46', 
we conftantly found a culrent fetting to the fouth- 
ward, at the rate of about ten or fifteen miles a 
day, being more or lefs, according to our diftance 
from the land, for it always ran with more force in 
fiiore than in the offing; but I could never fa- 
tisfy myfclf whether the flood-tide came from the 
fouthward, the eaftward, or the northward; I in- 
clined to the opinion that it came from the fouth- 
caft, but the firft time we anchored off the coaft, 
which was in latitude 24^ 30"^, about ten leagues to 
the fouth-eaft of Buftard Bay, I found it come from 
the north-weft; on the contrary, thirty leagues 
farther to the north- weft, on the fouthfidc of Kep- 
pel Bay, I found that it came from the eaft, and at 
the northern part of that Bay it came from the 
northward, but with a much (lower motion, than 
k had come from the eaft : on the eaft fide of the 
Bay of Inlets, it fet ftrongly to the weftward, as far 
as the openkig. of Broad Sound ; but on the north 
fide of that Sound, it came with a very flow motion 
from the north-weft ; and when we lay at anchor 
before Repulfe Bay, it came' from the northward: 
to account for its courfe in all this Variety of direc- 
tions, we need only admit that the flood-tide 
comes from the eaft pr fouth-eaft. It is well 
known, that where there are deep inlets, and large 
creeks into low lands, running up from the fea, and

fiot pctafioncd by rivers of frefli water^ there will j^^^ 
always be a great indraught of the flood-tide, the k^'^'^m^ 
diredioiv of which will be determined by thepoTi-^ 
tion or direflion of the coaft which forms the 
entrance of fuch inlet, whatever be its courfe At 
fea 5 and where the tides trt weak, which vipon 
this coaft is generdly the cafe, a largt inlet will, 
if I may be allowed the expreffion, attradt the 
flood-tide for many leagues, 

A view of the chart will at once illuftrate this 
pofition. To the northward of Whitfunday'sPaf- 
fage there is no large inlet, confequently the flood 
fets to the northward, or north weftward, accord- 
ing to the direftion of the coaft, and the ebb to 
the fouth, or fouth eaftward, at feaft fuch is their -" 

courfe at a little diftance from the land j for very 
near it they will be influenced by fmall inlets. 1 
alfo obferved, that we had only one high tide in 
twenty-four hours, which happened in the night* 
The difference between the perpendicular rife of 
the water in the day and the night, when there is 
a fpring-tide, is no lefs than. three feet, which, 
where the tides are fo inconfiderable as thev are 
here, is a great proportion of the whole differ- 
ence between high and low water. This irre- 
gularity of the tides, which is worthy of notice, 
we did not difcover till we were run afhore, and 
perhy>|. farther to the northward it is ftill 
greater: after we got within the reef the fecond 
lime, we found the tides more confiderable than 
0^2 we 
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wc had ever done before, except in the Bay of 
Inlets, and poflibly this may be owing to the 
water being more confined between the flioals ; 
here alfo the flood fets to the north-wejQ:, and 
continues in the fame direftion to the extremity 
of New Wales, from whence its diredlion is weft 
and fouth-weft into the Indian fea« 
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CHAP. VII. 

The Paffagefrom Neiv South Wales to Nenv 
Guinea^ ivifh an Account of whaf Ijap^ 
. fencd upon Iqndiv^ there. 

IN the afternoon of Thgrfday Auguft the *77P, 
23d, after leavfrig Booby Ifland, we fteered cJ^!^!^ 
W. N. W. with light airs fropi th.e S.S. W. till '^^'?'^^'*3. 
iive oMock^ when it fell calm, and the tide of 
ebb foon after fetting to the N. ]^., we came to 
an anchor in eight fathom water, witfr a' foft 
fandy bottom. Booby Ifland bore S. 50 E.» 
diftant five miles, and the Prince of Wales's 
Ifles extended from N. E, by N. to S. 5^ E. j 
between thefe there appeared to be a clear open 
paflage, extending from N. 46 E. to E. by N. 

At half an hioqr after five, in the morning of Friday »4.. 
the a^th^ a§ we were purchafing the anchor, the 
cable parted at about eight or ten fathom from 
the ring : the (hip then began to drive, but I 
immediately dropped another anchor, which 
brought her up before fhe got more than a 
cable's length from the buoy; the boats were 
then lent to fweep for the anchor, but could 
not fucceed. At noon our latitude, by obfer- 
vation, was loS 30' S. As I was refolved not 
0.3 t9 
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1770. to leave the anchor behind, while there remained 
u- -^1-L; a poffibility of recovering it, I.fent t^e boats 
Friday 24- again after dinner, with a finall line, to difcovcr 
where it lay, this being happily effcfled, we 
fwept for it with a hawfer, and by the fame 
hawfer hove the fhip up to it : we proceeded to 
weigh it, but juft as we were about to fbip it 
the hawfer flipped, and we had all our kbour 
to repeat : by this time, it was dark, and we 
were obliged to fufpend our operations till the 
morning. 
Satuid. 25. As foon as it was light, we fweeped it again» 
and heaved it to the bows : by eight o'clock, 
we weighed the other anchor, got under fail, 
and, with a fine breeze at E, N. E. flood to the 
xiorth-weft. At noon, our latitude, by obferva-» 
tion, was 10^ 18' S,,, longitude 219^ 39' W, 
At this time, we had no land in fight, but about 
fwo miles to the fouthward of us lay ^ large 
(hoal, upon which the fea broke with gr^at vio^ 
lence, and part of which, I believe, is dry at 
low water. It extends N. W. and S.. E., and is 
about five leagues in circuity Our depth of 
water, from the time we weighed till now, wm 
nine fathom, but it foon Ihallowcd to feven 
fathom ; and at half an hour after one, having 
run eleven miles between noon and that time, 
the boat which was a-head made the fignal fop 
ihoal water; we immediately let go an anchor, 
^i|d brought the Ihip up with all the fails ftand- 
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ing, for the boat having juft been relieved, was 
at but a little diftance ; upon looking out from 
the (hip, we faw Ihoal w^rer almoft all round us, ^**''^*^» 
both wind and tide at the fam^ time fetting up- 
on it. The (hip was in fix fathom, but upon 
founding round her, at the diftance of half a 
cable's length, we found fcarcely two* This 
ihoal reached from the eaft, round by the north 
and weft, as far a^ the fouch-weft, fo that there 
was no way for us to get clear but that which 
we came. This was another hair^s^breadth 
efcape, for it was near high- water, and there run 
a (hort cockling fea, which mufl: very (oon have 
bulged the (hip if (he had (truck y and if her 
dire£Bon had been half a cable's length more 
either tq die right or left, (he muft have ftr^ick 
before the Cigna} for ^he 4M>ai was made. Th^ 
ihoals which) ii)ce thefe, lie a fathom or twQ 
under water, are the moft dangerous of any, for 
they do AOC ^ifcover themfdves till the v^ffd is 
juft upon rhern, and then indeed the water looks 
brown, as if it remedied a dark cloud. Between 
three and four o'clock the tide of ^bb began to 
make, and I fcnt the Matter to found to the 
fqufhward and fouth weftward, and in the meaci 
time, as the (hip tended, I weighed anchor, an4 
with a little fail ftood firft to the fouthward, and 
afterwards edging away tp the weftward, got 
once more out of danger.. At funfct, we an-

Sunday «6. ^j; fi^ jn the morning, we weighed again andi 
ftood weft, haYiHg,.^s ufual, firft fent ^ boat 
a-head tofovind. I h^d intended to deer N, W. 
till I had made the foi)th coaft of New Guinea, 
defigning, if poflibie, to touch upon it| but 
upon meeting with thefe Ihpals, I altered my 
courfe, in hop^$ .of finding a cleacer channel, 
and deeper water. In this I fucceeded, for by 
noon our depth of water was gradually incrcafed 
to feventeen fathprti* Our latitude was now, t>y 
obfervatiqn, ip^ io'3-; and our longitude 220/ 
la'W. No land was in figljt. We (continued 
to ftjser \yeft till funfet, our depth of water being 
from twenty-feven to twcnty-thre? fathom : lye 
then fhortened fail, and kepf upon a ^qd all 
nights four hours on one tack and four oa 

jfc|ondaya7, another. At day-light, we made all f:he fail wc 
. could, and fleered W. 1>I; W* till sight o'clock, 
and then N. \y. At nppn, pur latitude by ob- 
fcryatiop was 9^ 56' S.-, longitude 22;^ W.j 
variation 2? 30' E. We coptinupd our N. W. 
courfe till fupfet, when we again fhortened fail, 
and hauled clofe upon, a wind to the northward: 
pur depth of water was twenty- one fathpgji. At 
eight, we tacked and ftood tp the foqthward 
till twel'/e ; then flood to the northward with 

jucfdayas. jittlc fail till day-light : our foundings were 
from twenty-five to feventeen fathom, the water 

growing 
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grossing gradually fballow as we flood to the ?77o- 
northwarjl. At this time we made fail and ftood v— v— 1^ 
to the i\orth, in or^er to make the land of New "** *^^^ 
Guinea : frgm the time of our making fail till 
noon, the depth of water gradually decreafed 
from feventeen to twelve fathom, with a ftoney 
and fhclly bottom. Our latitude by obferva* 
tion was now 8^ 52' S., which is in the fame 
parallel as that in which the fouthern parts of 
New Guinea are laid down in the charts ; but 
there are only two points (o far to the fouth, 
and I reckoned that we were a degree to the 
yreftward of them both, and therefore did not 
IjsB tjie lapd, yvhich trends more to the norths 
•jvard. We found the fea her^ to' be in many 
parts covered with a brown fcum, fuch as failors 
generally call fpawn. Whep I firft faw it, I 
yras alarmed, fearing that we were among fhoals; 
but upon founding, we found the fame depth of 
lyat^r a; in other places. Thi$ fcum wa3 exa- 
mined both by Mr, Banks and Dr. Solandcr, 
but fhcy could npt determine what it was : it waj 
forpied of innumerable fmall particles, not more 
than half a line in length, each of which in the 
micpfcope appeared to confilt of thirty or forty 
^ubesj and each tube was divided through its 
jvhole length by fmall partitions into many cells, 
Jike the tubes of the conferva : , they were fup- 
pofed to belong to the vegetable kingdom, be- ' 
pufe upon burning them they produced no 
."" ' !^ ' fmcll 
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fmell like that of an animal fubftaoce. The 
£une appearance had been obferved upon the 
T«ciap7i« ^j^jj ^f B^j^j^ij 3n^ Ng^ Holland, but never a€ 

any confiderable diftance from the fliore. Id 
the evening a fmaU bird hovered about the (hip, 
and at night, fettling among the rigging, was 
taken. It proved to be exaftly the fame bird 
which Dampier has defcribed, and of which ho 
has given a rude figure, by the name of a Noddy 
from New Holland. [See his Voyages, vol. iii. 
p. 98. Tab. of Birds, Fig, 5-3 

.We continued (landing to the northward wich 
a freih gale at £• by S. and S. £. till fix in th^ 
evening, having very irregular foundings, the 
depth changing at once from twenty-four farthoni 
to feven. At four, we had feen the land from the 
maft head, bearing N. W. by N. 5 it appeared 
to be very low, and to ftrctch from W. N. Vf. 
to N. N. E., diftant four or five leagues. We 
now hauled clofe upon a wind till feven, then 
tacked and flood to the fouthward till twelve, at 
which time we wore and flood to the northward 
till four in the morning, then laid the head of 
Wedncf.ip. the veflel off till day-light, when we again faw 
the land, and flood in N. N. W. direftly for it, 
with a frefli gale at E. by S. Our foundings 
during the night were very irregular from feven 
to five fathom, fuddenly changing from deep to 
Ihallow, and from Ihallow to deep, without in 
the leaft correrponding with our diftance from 

the 
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the knd. Ac half an hour after fix in the morn- J77o- 
ing a fmall low ifland, which Jay at the diftance* uiZ^llt 
of about a league from the m^in^ bore N, by W, ^^"^-^9* 
diftant five miles : this iflind lies in latitude. 
8^ 13^ S., longitude 221^ 25' W. j and I find it 
laid down in' the charts by the nftmes of Bartho- 
lomew and Whermoyfen. We now decree} 
N-'W. by W„ W. N. W., W. by N., W. by S.^ 
and S. W. by W., as we'foutid the land lie, 
with from five to nine fathonfi ; and* though we 
reckoned we ^^ere not more than four leagues 
^rom it, yifct it was fo low and level that we 
could but juft fee it from the deck. It appear- 
ed howcvfcr to be well covered with wood, and 
among either trees, we thought we could diftin- 
guifti the cocoa-nut. We faw fmoke in feveral 
places, and therefore knew there were inhabit- 
ants. At noon we were about three leagues 
from the land ; the weftermoft part of which 
that Yras in fight bore S. 79^ W. Our latitude 
by obfervation was 8® 19' S., and longitude 
421^ 44' W. The ifland of St. Bartholomew 
l)ore N. 74 E. diftant 20 miles. 

After fteering S. W. by W. fix miles,' we had 
flioal water on our ftarboard bow, which I fent 
the yawl to found, and at the fame time hauled 
off Upon a wind till four o'clock, and though 
during that time we had run fix miles, we had 
not deepened our water an inch. I then edged 
^way S. W. four miles more •, but finding it 

ftill 
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^77^^ ftill ihoal water, I brought to and called the 
i— ^J^ boats aboard. At this time, being between 
^edue, If. ^j^^^^ ^^^ £.^^^ leagues from the (hore, and the 

yawl having foond only three fathpm water in the 
place to whjiclj I had fcnt her to found, I hauled 
off clofe upon % wind, and weatherpd fjie (hoal 
about half a mile. 

Between one and two o^clock, wc pafled a 
bay or inlet before whiph l^es a fmall ifland that 
feems to (helteritfrorri the foutherly winds ; but 
I very much doubt whethier there is fpfljcient 
depth of water behind it for Ihipping. I could 
not atterppt to determine the queftion, becaufe 
the S. E, trade-wind blows right into thp bay, 
sind lye had not as yet had any breeze ffon? the 
land. 

We ftretched off to fea till twpire o'clock,. 
when we were about eleven leagues from tl^e 
land, and had deepened our water to twenty- 
nine fathom. We now tacked and, ftqod in till 
ThniR, 30, five in the morning ; when, being in fix fathom 
and an half, we tacked and laid the head of the 
veftel off till day-light, when we faw jhe l^nd, 
bearing N. W. by W., ^t about the. i^ance of 
four leagues. We now made fail, and ftecrcd 
firft W. S. W. then W. by S. ; bpt coming into 
five fathom and an half, we hauled off S. W. till 
we deepened our water to eight fathom, and 
then kept away W. by S. and W., having nine 
fathom, and the land juft in fight from the deck*, 

' * * we 
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we judged it to be about four leagues diftari't^ ^77o* 
and i^ was ftill very low and woody. Great l^-s, — ^ 
quantities of the brown fcum continued to ap* '^^^'^^ 3<^ 
pear upon the water, and the failors having 
giv^n tjp the notion of its being fpawn, found a 
new nanvefor it, and called it Sea-^faw-duft. At 
noon, our latitude by obfervation was 8^ 30' S. j 
our longitude 222*^ 34' W. 1^ and Saint Bartho* 
lonaew's Ifle bore N, 69 £•, diftaht ieventy-four 
miles. '..:.; 

As all this coaft appears to have been very 
minutely examined by the Dutch, and as our 
track with the foundings will, appear by the 
chart, it is fufficient to fay, that we continued 
our courfe to the northward with very fhallow 
water, upon a bank of mud, ac fuch a diidance 
from the fhorc as that it could fcanc^ly be: kea 
from the . ftiip, till the third jof September^ 
During this time we made many attempts to get 
near enough to goon fhore, but wicbp.yt fuccefs; 
and having nqw loft fix days of fair wind, at a 
time wheil we knew the ibuth.-ieaft monfoori .to 
be neafly at an erjd, we began, to be impatient, 
of farther delay, and determined to rim the (hipr 
in as near to theihore as po(nble» a!nd then land 
with the pinnace, while Ihe kept pjying off and 
on, to examitle the produce of the country, and 
the difpofition of the inhabitants^/ For the two 
laft days we had early in the: morning a light 
breeze from the fligre, which' was ftrpngly im- 
pregnated 
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Sc'wmUr P^^g'^^t^d wi^h the fragrance of the y^^ 
1^— V — ^ ihrubs, and herbage that covered it, the f^ 
being fooiething like that; of Gum Ben- r. 
Monday. 3» ix^in. On the 3d of ScpteipJDcr, ^t day-rbrf:rJ:j 
we faw the land ^trading from N. by E:'?>^ 
4 S. E., at about four leagues diftafice, and nre 
then kept ftanding in for it with a frfclh gale at 
E. S, E. and E. by S. till nii» o'clock^ when 
being within about three on four miles of tt, and 
in three fathom water, we brought to. The 
pinnace being hoifted out, I fet off from the 
(hip with the boat's crew, accompanied by Mr. 
Banks, who alfo took his fervants, and Dr. 
Solander, being it^ all twelve perfons well 
armed i we rowed diredly towards the fhone, 
but the water was lb (hallow that we could 
not reach it by about tmo huBdned yards : we 
waded howewr the reft of the way> having left 
two of the ieamen CO take cat^ of the boot. 
Hitherto we had feen no figns df inhabitants ttt 
this place; but as Toon as We ^ot afborie wb dii^ 
covered the prints of humah feet, which could 
not long have been imprcffed upon the fand, as 
they were bfek>w high water mark,: we therefore 
concluded cbat the peopte were at no grcsit 
diftance, and^nas ^ thick wood can^e* down within 
ah^undred yardsx)f the watet;, we thought it nc& 
ccflary to proceed with cauci6n, left we fliould 
fall into an iimbufcade and obr retreat to the 
boat be cut ^ff. We walked along the fcJrts of 

the 
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:^^'ll wood, and at the diftaace of about two sepiLbcr. 
- V^undrcd yards' from the place where we landed, *— v — -^ 
^ ^^fwc came to a grove of cocoa-nut a^cs, which °" *^ ^' 
'' .!^^bod upon the banks of a little brook of brackifti 
• ^^ tiratcr. The trees were of a fmall growth, but 
^ well hung with fruit -, and near them was a (hcd 
^ ' or hut, which had been covered with their leaves, 
^^ though moft of them were now fallen off: about 
the hut lay a great number of the (hblls of the 
fruit, fome of which appeared to be juft frelh 
from the tree. We looked at the fruit very 
wiihfully, but not thinking it fafe to climb, wc 
Were obliged to leave it without tafting a fin^c 
nut* At a little diftance from this place we 
found plantains, and a breadfruit tree, but it 
had nothing upon it; and liaving now ad^- 
▼anced about a quarter of a mik &om the boat, 
three Indians ruflied out of the wood with a 
hideous Ihout, at about the diftance of a hun-* 
dred yards; and a$ they rati towands us, the 
foremoft tjirew fomething out of bis hand, which 
flew on pne fide of him, and burnt ex^^ljr. like 
gunpowder, but made no report : theot-her two 
inftantly threw their lances at us ; aod| as «a 
time was now to be loft, wedifchargedourpieccss 
which were loaded, with fmall ihot. It is pix>- 
bal|le tbj^ttbey di4 not feel the ihot, for thpugfa. 
they halcedta^ oiomeDt, they><did not retf eat ; .t«nct 
a third da^t. was thrown tA u^. As we thought 
their farther approach Tsijght be prev^fited with

^ ,^^-,— .y ourfelves againfl: their attack if they fhould 
Monday 3. ^q^^ nearer, we loaded our pieces with ball, and 
fired a fecond time : by this difchargc it is pro- 
bable that fortie of them were woundfed ; yet wc 
had the fatisfaftion to fee that they all ran away 
with great agility. As I was not difpofed 
forcibly to invade this country, either to gratify 
our appetites or our curiofity, and perceived that 
nothing was to be done upon friendly terms, we 
improved this interval, in which the deftrucfUoh 
of the natives was no longer ncccffary to our 
own defence^ and with all expedition returned 
towards our boat. As we were advancing along 
the fliore, we perceived that the two men on 
board made fignals that mbre Indians were com- 
ing down; and before we got into the water we 
faw feveral of them coming round a point at the 
diftance of about five hundred yards : it is pro^ 
bable that they had met with the three who firft 
attacked us 5 for as foon as they faw us they 
Raited, and feemed to wait till their main body 
fliould come up. We entered the water, and 
waded towards the boat ; and they remained at 
their ftation, without giving us any interruption. 
As foon as we were aboard we rowed abfeaft of 
them, and their number then €ppeared^to be be- 
tween fixty and a hundred. - We nowtdok a view 
of them atourleifure; they made much the faine^ 
appearance as the New Hollanders, being nearly 

of 
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t>f the fame ftature, and having their hair (hort se\embef 
cropped: iikc them alfo they were all ftark < " *'v*>^ 
nakcdi but we thQught the colour of their fkin ^ *^ 
was not quite fo dark ; this however might pcr- 
.haps be merely the effcdt of their not being 
quite fo dirty. All this while they were fhout- 
ing defiance, and letting oflf their fires by four or 
five at a time. What thefe fires were^ or for 
i;7hafc pilrpofe intended, we could ;iot imagine : 
thofe who difcharged them, had in their hands 
a fhort piece of ftick, poffibly a hollow cane, 
.which they fwung fideways from thehi, and we ^ 
immediately faw fire and fmoke, exaftly re- 
fembling thbfe of a mufquet, and of no longer 
deration. This wonderful phaenomenon was 
obferved from the ftiip, and the deceptibn was 
fo great that the people on board thought they 
had fire arms ; and in the boat, if we had not 
been fo near as that we mull have heard the re- 
port, we ftiould have thought they had been 
firing volleys. After we had looked at thcna 
attentively fome time, without takir^g any notice n 
of their flalhing and vociferation, we fired fome 
mufquets oVer their h^ads: Upon hearing the 
balls rattle among the trees, they walked lei- 
fureiy. away, and we returned to the fhip. Up- 
on examining the weapons they had thrown at 
us, we found them to be light darts, about four 
feet long, very ill made, of a reed or bamboo 
cane, and pointed With hard wood, in which 
Vol. IV.

This place lies in the latitude of 6^ 15'S., and 
about fixty-fiv^e leagues to the N- E. Of Pdft 
Saint Atiguftine, or Walche Caep, and is tican^ 
what is called in the Charts C. de ia Colta de Su 
Bona Ventura. The land here, like that in every 
other part of the coaft, is very low, but covered 
with a luxuriance of wood and herbage that can, 
fcarcely be conceived. We faw the Cocoa-nut, 
the bread-fruitt and the plantain tree, all flou- 
riihing in a date of the bigbefl: perfection, 
though the cocoa-mics were green, and the bread-^ 
friiit not in feafon; befides mod of the trees, 
jQiVubs, and plants that are common to the 
.South Sea iDands, New Zealand, and New 
Holland. 

Soon after our return to the Ihip, we hoifted 
in the boat and made fail to the weftward, baing 
refolved to fpend no more time upon this coaft, 
to the great fatisfaAion of a very confiderable 
majprity of the ftiip*s company. But I am forry 
to fay that I was ftrongly urged by fome of the 

officers 
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i^fficers to fwd t patty of men aihorc, atad cot ^^I'l^^^ 
dowfi the cocOa^ntit trees for die fake of the 
ftQit. Thh I pcmnptorily refufed, « trquaHjr 
unjuft and cruel. The natives had attackcrd us 
merely for landing xipon their coaft, when ^e 
attempted to take nothing away, and it wad 
tiiefcfore morally certain that they wouia have 
ftWKJe a vigorous effbrt to defend their property if 
k had been invaded, in which cafe many of them 
muft have fallen a facrifice to our attempt, and 
perhaps alfo fome of out own people. 1 Ihopld 
have regretted the necetity of fuch a meafure^ if 
I had been in want of the necelTaries of life ; and 
certainly it would have been highly criminal 
when nothing Wa$ to be obtained but two or 
three hundred of green cocoa-nuts^ which would 
at mod have procured us a mere tranfient gra-^ 
tification. 1 might indeed have proceeded far- 
ther srlong the coaft to the northward and weft- 
ward, ill fearch of a place where the Ihip might 
have lain fo near the fliore as to cover the people 
with her guns when they landed ; but this would 
have obviated only part of the mifchief, and 
though it might have fecured us, would pro- 
bably in the very aft have been fatal to the na- 
tives. Befides, we had reafon to think tbat |be« 
fore fuch a place would have been found, we 
fhoQld have been carried fo far to the weftward 
as to have been obliged to goto Batavia, on the 
north fide <^ Java ; which I did not think fo 
R 2 fafc 
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1770- fafc a paflagc as to the fouth of Java, through 
4— -y- J the Streights of Sunday : the fhip alfo was fo 
Moada; 3. j^gjj^y ^j^^t I doubtcd whether it would not be 
neccflary to heave her down at Batavia, which 
was another *reafon for making the beft of our 
way to that place-, efpecially as no difcovery 
could be expeded in feas which had already 
been navigated, and where every coafl: had been 
laid down by the Dutch geographer?. The 
Spaniards indeed, as well as the Dutch, feem. to 
have circumnavigated all the iflands in N^ 
Guinea, as almoft every place that is diftinguifh- 
ed in the chart has a name in both languages. 
The charts with which I compared fuch part of 
the coaft as I vtfited, are bound up with a 
French work, intitled, ** Hiftoire des Naviga- 
«• tiones aux Terres Auftrales," which was pub- 
lilhed in 1756, and I found them tolerably 
cxaft J yet I know not by whom, nor when they 
were taken: and though New Holland and New 
Guinea are, in them reprefcntcd as two diftinft 
countries, the very hiftory in which they are 
bound up, leaves it in doubt. I pretend how- 
ever to no more merit in this part of the voy- 
^ age, than to have eftablifhed the faft beyond 
all controverfy. 

As the two countries lie very near each other, 
and the intermediate fpace is full of iflands, it is 
reafonable to fuppofe that they were both 
peopled from one commoi) (lock : yet no inter- 

cpurfc 
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courfe appears to have been kept up between gJ^Jte 
them; for if there had, the cocoa-nuts, bread- u.*.v^ 
fruit, plantains, and othfer fruits of New Guinea, ^^^^ ^' 
which are equally neceffary for the fupport of 
life, would certainly have been tranfplanted to 
New Holland, where no traces of them are to * 
be found. The Author of the " Hiftoirc des 
" Navigationes aux Terres Auftrales,*' in his 
account of La Mairc's voyage, has given a vo- 
cabulary of the language that is Ipoken in An 
ifland near New Britain, and we find, by com- 
paring that vocabulary with the words which wc 
learnt in New Holland, that the languages are 
not the faime. If ther<efore it fhould appear, 
that the languages of New Britain and Ne^ 
Guinea are the fame, there will be reafon to 
fuppofe that New Britain and New Guinea were 
peopled from a common dock ; but that the 
inhabitants of New Holland had a different 
origin, notwithftanding the proximity of the 
COWntries.

At half an hour after one in the morning of 
the next day, we paflTed a fniall iOand which 
bore from us N. N. W., diftant between three 
and four miles ^ and at day -light we difeovered 
another low ifland, extending from N. N. W. to 
N. N. E.» diftant about two or three leagues. 
Upon t;hi3 ifland, which did not appear to be 
very fmall, 1 believe I fhould have landed to 
examine its produce, if the wind had not blown

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too ff efii ta adiDit of iu When ve pafiibd this 
iiknd we bad ofily ten lathEom water, i/stth a 
ipockf bottom; and therefore 1 was afraid of Thurfl.i. 
raiMiifig dowa to leeward^ left I ihould meet 
witk fliroal yffUtr and focii geound.

We contkitic* to fteer W^ S. W^ at the rate of 
kmr Qiite9 atid am- h«lf an hour, tift ten o'clock 
at night, vvhen we had forty- two fathonn, at ele- 
ven we had thirty- fcvei>, at twelve forty-flve, at 
one in the morning forty-nine, and at three 1 20, 
after which we had m) ground. At day-light, 
we madp all the hil we could, and at ten 
o'clock, law land, extending from N. N. W. to 
W. by N., diftant between five and fix leagues s 
at noon, it bore from N. to W., and at about the 
iaauK diftance : it appeared to be kvel, and of a 
modcpftte height: by our diftance from New 
Guinea, it ought to have been part of the Arrou 
Iflands, l?ut it lies a degree farther to the fouth 
than any of thefe iltands are laid down in the 
charts; and by the latitude ftioukJ be Timor 
Laoet: we founded, but had no jground with 
fifty fathom. 

As I was not able to fatisfy myfelf from any 

chart, what land it was that I faw to leeward,

f»l^«y^« At day-break in the morning^ we ftccrec^ 
W. S. W*j and afterwards W. by S., which by 
noon brought' us ;intp the latitude of 9^ 30^ S., 
longitude 229° 34^ W«, and by our run froni 
New Guinea? we ought tp haye been withli\ 
fight of Wcafcl lUcs, wjiich in thp charts are, 
laid down at the diftance pf twenty or twenty*, 
five leagues frpm the coaft of New Holland j 
we however f^w nothing, and therefore they, 
muft have been placed prroneou(|y ; nor can thi^ 
be though? ftrapgc, when it is cpnfidcred that, 
not only thefe iflands, but the ppaft which 
Ipunds fhis fea, h^ve been difcpvered ^ad ex- 
plored by (liferent people, and at different 
times, and.th^ ?h^rts upon whigh |:hcy'are deli- 
neated, put fogethej: by otl^ers, perhaps at the 
djftance of more than z century after the difco- 
yeri(:s liad beep ma^e ; pot t;p mention that the 
difcoverers themfelves had not all the requifites 
Ibr keeping an accurate journal, of which thofc 
gf ^|ie prefcnt age are poifcflcdi 
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Wc contin43ed our courfe, (leering W. till the » 77o- 
(Veiling of the 8th, ^hen the variation of the clv-^ 
^ooipaisy by feveral azimuths, was 12^ W., and ^^"***y** 
by the amplitude 5' W. At noon, on the 9th, Sunday 9. 
our latitude, by obfcrvation, was 9*^ 46' S*» ion^ 
gitude 232^ 7' W. For the laft two days wc * 
l>ad .ftccred due W., yet, by obfcrvation, wc 
ipad^ f»;te$fi miles fouthing, fix miles from 
noon on the 6th to nopn on the jth^ and ten 
liiiles from noon on the 7th to noon on the 8th, 
by which ijt appeared that there was a current 
letting to the fouthward. At funfet, we found 
the variation to be 2 W., and at the fame time, 
faw an appearance of venr high land bearing 
N. W. . 

In tb& niorning of ^he loth, we faw clearly Monday 1% 
that what had appeared to be land the night be- 
fore, was Timor. At noon, our latitude, by 
obfcrvation, was 10? i' S., which was fifteen 
miles to the fouthward of that given by the log ; 
Qur longitude, by obfcrvation, was 233* 27' W* 
Wc fte^red N. W. in order to obtain a more 
diftinA view of the land in fight, till four 
o'clock in the morning of the nth, when the T^dtjn^ 
Y^ind came to the N. W. and W*, with which

diftinguiSi naked fpotsof a conliderable extent^ 
which had the appearance of having h^tti 
ckated by art. At five o'ckck in the after* 
iijQon, we were within a nule and a half of the 
0K>re, in fixceen fathoo^ wacer^ and abreaft of a 
fmall inlet into the low land, which Iks in lati- 
tude 9^ 34 S^ a^d probabiy is the fame that 
Patnpier entered with his boat, for, it did not 
fcena toi have fufficient depth of water for a Ihip^ 
The landf here anfwered well to the defcriptioo. 
that he has give0 of ic : clpfe to the beach it 
was covered *with high fpiry trees, wtuch^ he 
mcntbns ^s hwing the appearance of pines ^ 
behind thefe there feemed to be fait water 
Cfoe^s, and many laangfoves,. interfpprfed hofrw 
evier ii^th qDcoa-nut trees : the flat land at the 
bfrack. appeared in ibme places, to extend mwa,T4 
two* or three miles before the rife of the firft 
yiU'3 in this part, however, wefawno appear « 
vce of plantatinna or boufes, but gre^ ferctltef ^ 
and from the number of fires, wr jildgedthat thifr 
place muft be well peopled. 

Wb^n ^e had apf3roadied wttfcin a mile mi 

aa half of tl» fliore, we tacked and fixK)d ofl^ 

and the extremes of the coa^ then extended

^ — sr-^ wcfterly extremity was a low point, diftant from 
* '** us about three leagues. While we were ftandw 
ing in for the (hore, we founded feveral times» 
but had no ground till we came within about 
two miles and a half, and then we had five and 
twenty fathom, wifh a foft bottom. After we 
had tacked, we flood off till midnight, with the 
the wind at S. ; we then tacked and flood two 
hours to the weftward, when the wind veered to 
S. W, and W. S, W,, and we then flood to the 

T^^» i3« fouthward again. In the morning, w€ found the 
variation to be i® lo' W. by the amplitude, and 
by the azimuth i** 27'. At noon, our latitude 
was, by obfervation, 9** 45' S., our longitude 
234^ 12' W. ; we were then about feven 
leagues diftant from the land, which extended 
from N. 31 E. to W. S, W. 4. W. • 

With light land breezes from W. by N. for ^ 
few hours in a "morning, and fea breezes from 
S; S. W. and S. we advanced to the weftward 

f>i^B4* but flowly. At noon on the 14th, we were be- 
tween fix and feven leagues from the land, 
^hich extended from N. by E. to S. 78 W. ; we 
ftrlbfaw fmoke in many places by day, and fire 
by night, both upon the low land and the moun- 
tains beyond it. We continued ftcering along 

$9it>rd. J5« the ftiore, till the morning of the i^th, the land 
ftill appearing hilly, but not fo high as it had been x 
the hill? in general came c|uite down to the fea, 

an4 
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«hd where they did not, wc faw inftead of flats «77^ 
and mangrove land, immcnfe groves of cocoa- t^-vw 
nut trees, reaching about a mile up from the ^•^"*'y«5- 
beach : there the plantations and houfes com- 
menced, and appeared to be innumerable. The 
houfes were fliaded by groves of the fan palm, 
or hcrajfusy . and the plantations, which were in- 
clofed by a fence, reached almoft to the tops of 
the higheft hills. We faw however neither 
people nor cattle, though our glaflfes were conti- 
nually employed, at which we were not a little 
furprifed. * • 

. Wc continued our courfe, with little variation, 
till nine o'clock in the morning of the i6th, Sunday 4. 
when we faw the fmall ifland< called Hot te; 
and at noon the ifland Semau, lying off the 
ibuth.end of Tipior, bore N. W. 

Dampier, who has given a large defcription 
of the ifland of Timor, fays, that it is feventy 
leagues long, and (ixteen broad, ajnd that it lies 
nearly N. E. and S. W. I found the eaft fide 
of it to lie nearcft N. E. by E. and S. W* by W., 
and the fouth end to lie in^ latitude 10^ 23' S., 
longitude 236^^ 5' W. We ran about forty-five 
leagues along the eaft fide, and found, the navi* 
gation altogether free from danger. The land 
which is bounded by the fea^ exqept near the 
fouth end, is low for two or three miles within 
the beach, and in general interfe£ted by fait 
creeks; behind the low land are mountains, 
^ which

*^!!!i;i!^^ fcciglit. Wc iibccred W. N. W. tiU two in the 
suiuiajr *^. afcemoofl, when, being wichin t ibiftll dilbaiice

N. N. W. in order to go. between it and Semau : 
after (leering three leagues \if)on this Gomrfe, "ve 
edged away N» W. and W.> and by fi«j wc were 
clear of all die iflands. At this time, the fouth 
part of Semxu, which lies in latitade lO* 15' S., 
bore N. £., diftant four leagues, md the iflaot} 
of Rotte extended as far to the fbuthvaid as S. 
36 W. The north end of this iflandy aind the 
foudi end of Titnor^ lie N. ^ £• and S. f W., and 
are about thieeor four leagues diftant from each 
other. At tte weft end €f the paflVge between 
Rotte and Semau, aie two fmall iflancb, one of 
which lies, near the Rotte Ihore, atxl ttle odiw off 
dbe fouth'-wcft point 4>f SeoMra : there is a good 
ch^innei between thton, about fist miles broad, 
through whidi we ps^Sni* T)ie iSe of Rotte 
has not To lo^y and mountainous an appear- 
ance as Timor, though it is agreeably diverfified 
by kili and valley : on the north fide, there are 
many Tandy beaches, near which grew ibme 
trees cf the fan^lm, ^ the far greater part 
Was oo^wed with a kind of brufiiy wood, tbat 
was ifntliout leaves* The appearance of Semau 
was nearly the fame with that of Timor, but not 
quite fo high. About ten o'clock at night, we 
obferved a pbsenomenon in the heavens, wivch

lifted of a duH reddifh lij^t, and reached abotit *"'""' 
twenty degrees above the horizon: its eTrtent 
was very different at different times, but it was 
never iefe than eight or ten points of the com- 
pafsi through and out of this paffcd rays of 
light of a brighter colour, which vanished, and 
,were renewed nearly in the fame time as thofe 
of tftie aurora borealis, but had no degree of the 
tremulous or vibratory motion which is obfervcd 
in that pbaenomenon: the body cf it bore 
S. S. E. from the fhip, and it continued, without . 
any diminution of its brightncfs, tiH twelve 
o'elocTc, when we retired to fleep, but how long 
afterwards, i cannot telh 

Being clear of ill the iBands, ^ich are laid MMi^if. 
down in the maps we had on board, betweeft 
Timor aiid Java, we fleered a weft courfc till 
fix o*cit)ck the next morning, when we unex^ 
peftedly faw an ifland bearing W. S. W,, and at 
firtt I thought we had made a new difcovery. 
We ftccred dircdly for it, and by ten o'clock 
were clofe in with the north fide of it, where we 
faw houfes, cocoa-nut trees, and to our very 
agreeable furprife, numerous flocks of flieep. 
This ivas a temptation not to be refitted by 
people in our fituation, efpecially as many oif 
us were in a bad ftate of health, and many ftill 
tepming at my not having touched at Timor : it 

was

ifondaj iy. ^j^ ^^ ft^ply our many ncceflities, and remove 
at once the ficknefs and difcontent that had got 
footing among us. The pinnace was hoifted out, 
and Mr. Gore, tlie Second Lieutenant, fent to 
fee if there was any convenient place to land, 
taking with Kim fome trifles, as prcfents to the 
natives, if 'any of them fliould appear. While 
be ivas gont, we faw from the fhip two men on 
horfcback, who feemed to be riding upon the 
hills for thdr amufement, and often flopped to 
look at the Ihip. By this we knew that the 
place had been fettled by Europeans, and hoped, 
that the many difagreeablc circumftances which 
dways attend the firft eftablifhment of commerce 
with favages, would be avoided. In the mean 
time, Mr. Gore landed in a fmall fandy cove 
near fome houfes, and was met by eight or ten 
of the natives, who, as well in their drcfs as 
their perfons, very much refemWed the Malays : 
they were without arms, except the knives which 
it is their cuftom to wear in their girdles, and 
one of them had a jack afs with him : they, 
courteoufly invited him alii6re, and convcrfcd 
with him by figns, but very litde of the mean- 
ing of either party could be underftood by the 
other. In a fhort time he returned with this 
report, and, to our great mortification, added, 
that there was no anchorage for the fliip. I 

feat 
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fcnt him however a fccond time, with both mo- ^ ^77<;*

ney and goods, that he might, if poffible, pur- ^— v — ' 
chafe fome rcfrbfliments, at lead for tHe fick; ^^^^^^7" 
and Di^. Solander went in tlie boat with him. 
In the mean time I kept ftahding on and off 
with the fhip, which at this time was within 
about a mile of the fhore. Before the boat' 
could land, we faw two other horfcmen, one of * *• 

whom was in a complete European drefs, con- 
fiding of a blue coat, a white waiftcoat, and a 
laced hat : thefe people, when the boat came to 
the fliore, took little notice of her, butfauntered 
about, and feemed to look with great curiofity 
at the Ihip. We faw however other horfemen, 
and a great number of perfons on foot, gather 
round our people, and, to our great fatisfadlion, 
perceived feveral cocoa-nuts carried into the 
boat, from which we concluded that peace and 
commerce were eftablilhed between us. 

After the boat had been afhore about an hour 
and a half, (he made the (ignal for havihg intel- 
ligence that there was a. bay to leeward, where 
we might anchor : we ftood away direftly for it, 
and the boat following, foon came on board. 
The Lieutenant told us, that he had fcen fome 
of the principal people, who were dreffed in fine 
linen^ and had chains of gold round their necks : 
he faid, that he had not been able to trade, be- . 
caufe the owner of the coqoa-nuts was abfent, 
but that about two dozen had been fent to the 
Vol. IV. S boar ' 
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i??^' boat as a prefent, and that fome linen had been 
k!LvX-^ accepted in return. The people, to give him the 
Monday 17. information that he wanted, drew a map upon 
the fand, in which they made a rude reprefenta- 
tion of a harbour to leeward, and a town near it: 
they alfo gave him to underftand, that Iheep, 
hogs, (owls, and fruit might there be procured 
^. ^ in great plenty. Some of them frequently pro- 
nounced the word Portuguefe, and faid fome- 
thing of Larntuca upon the ifland of Ende : 
from this circumftance, we conjeftured that 
there were Portuguefe fomewherc upon the ifland, 
and a Portuguefe, who was in our boat, attempt- 
ed to converfe with the Indians in that Ian** 
guage, but foon found that they kneve only a 
word or two of it by rote : one of them how- 
ever, when they were giving our people to un- 
derftand that there was a town near the har- 
bour to which they had direfted usj intimated, 
that as a token of going right, we fhould fee 
fomewhat, which he exprefled by croflSng his 
fingers, and the Portuguefe inftantly conceived 
that he meant to exprefs a crofs. Juft as our 
people were putting off, the horfeman in the 
European drefs came up, but the officer not 
having his commiffion about him, thought it . 
beft to decline a conference. 

At feven o'clock in the evening, we came to 
an anchor in the bay to which we had been di- 
reded^ at about the diftance of a mile from the 

Ihore^ 
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fhore, in ihirty-eight fathom water, with a clear ^JJJ^^^^^ 
fandy bottom. The north point of the bay < — v— -rf 
bore >f. so E., diftant two rpiles and an half, °" *^'^* 
and the fouth point, or weft end of the ifland, 
bore S. 63 W. Juft as we got round the north 
point, and entered the bay, we difcovercd a 
large Indian town or village, upon which wd 
ftood on, hoifting a jack on the fore top-maffi 
head : foon after, to our great furprife, Dutch 
colours were hoiftcd in the town, and three guns 
fired ; we ftood on, however, till we had found- 
ings and then anchored. 

As foon as it was light in the mornilig, wd Tacfd^y tii 
faw the fame colours hoifted upon the beachj 
abreaft of the ftiip ; fuppofing therefore that the 
Dutch had a fettlement here, I fent Lieutenant 
Gore alhore, to wait upon the Governor, or the 
chief perfon refiding upon the fpot, and acquaint 
him who we were, and for what purpofe we had 
touched upon the coaft. As foon as he camd 
aftiore, he was received by a guard of between 
twenty and thirty Indians, armed with mufquets 
who condufted him to the town, where the co- 
lours had been hoifted the, night before, carry- 
ing with them thofe that had been hoifted upon thd 
beach, and marching without any military regu- 
larity. As foqn as he arrived, he was intro- 
duced to the Raja, or King of the ifland, and by 
a Portuguefe interpreter, told him, that the fhip 
S 2 wad 
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1770- was a man of war belonging to the King of 
K.^^.^ — / Great Britain, and that ihe had many lick on 
Tucfdajis. bQ^rd, for whom we wanj:ed to purchafe fuch 
refrcflimcnts as the iftaod afforded. His Ma- 
jefty replied, that he was willing to fupply us 
with whatever we wanted, but, that being in 
alliance with the Dutch Eaft India Company, 
he was not at liberty to trade with any other 
people, without having firft procured their con- 
fcnt, for which, however, he faid he would im- 
mediately apply to a Dutchman who belonged 
to the company, and who was the only white 
man upon the ifland. To this man, who refided 
at fome diftance, a letter was immediately dif- 
- patched, acquainting him with our arrival and 
requeft : in the mean time, Mr. Gore difpatched 
a meffenger to me, with an account of his fitua- 
tion, and the ftate of the treaty. In about three 
hours, the Dutch refident anfwered the letter 
that had been fent him, in pcrfon : he proved 
to be a native of Saxony, and his name isjohan 
Chriftopher Lange, apd the fame perfon whom 
we had feen on horfeback in a European drefs : 
he behaved with great civility to Mr. Gore, and 
aflurcd him, that we were at liberty to purchafe 
of the natives whatever we pleafed. After a 
Ihort time, he exprefled a defire oif coming on 
board, fo did the King alfo, and feveral of his 
attendaots: Mr. Gore intimated that he was 
' ready 
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ready to attend them, but they defired that two >7?o- 
of our people might be left aihore as hoftages, ^.^-v-^ 
and in this alfo they were indulged. '^'^^^^ '^' 

About two o'clock, they all came aboard the 
ihip, and our dinner being ready, they accepted 
our invitation to partake of it: I expefted 
them immediately to fit down, but the King 
feemed to hefitate, and at lafl:, with fome con- 
fufion, faid) he did not imagine that we, who 
were white men, would fuffer him, who was of a 
different colour, to fit down in our company ; a 
compliment foon removed his fcruplcs, and we 
^11 fat down together with great cheerfulnefs 
and cordiality : happily we were at no lofs for 
interpreters, both Dr. Solander and Mr. Sporing 
underftanding Dutch enough to keep up a con- 
verfation with Mr. Lange, and fcveral of the 
feamen were able to converfe with fuch of the 
natives as fpoke Portuguefe. Our dinner hap* 
pened to be mutton, and the King expreffed a 
defire of having an Englifh ftieep -, we had but 
one left, however that was prefented to him: 
the facility with which this was procured, en- 
couraged him to aflc for an Englifti dog, and 
Mr. Banks politely gave up his greyhound: 
Mr. Lange then intimated that a fpying glafs 
would be acceptable, and one was immediately 
put into his hand. , Our guefl:s then told us, that 
the ifland abounded with buffaloes, flieep, 
hogs, and fowls, plenty of which ftiould be 
S 3 driven

i77^f driven down to the beach the next day, that we 
v2!!3I-^ might purchafe as many of them as we Ihould 
Ti»p<*d*y*8 think fit: this put us all into high fpiriis, and 
the liquor circulated rather fafter than either the 
Jndiaiis or the Saxon could bear-, they inti- 
mated their defire to go away, however, before 
they were quite drunk, and were received upon 
deck, as they had been when they came aboard, 
by the marines under arms. The King ex- 
preffed a curiofiiy to fee them exercife, in which 
he was gratified, and they fired three rounds: 
he looked at them with great attention, and was 
much furprifed at their regularity and expedi- 
tion, efpecially in cocking their pieces ; the nrft 
time they did it, he ftruck the fide of the fliip 
With a (lick that he had ii\ his hand, and cried 
out with great vehemence, that all the locks 
made but one clink. They were difmiOed with 
piany prcfents, and when they went away faluted 
with nine guns : Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander 
went alhore with them j and as foon as they put 
pff they gave us three cheers. 

Ovir Gentlemen, when they came aihore, 
walked up with them to the town, which con- 
fifts of m^ny houfes, and fome of them are largej 
they are however nothing more than a thatched 
roof, fupported oyer a boarded floor, by pillars 
nbout four feet high. They produced fome of 
their palm-wine, which was the frefli unferment- 
fd juice of the O'eej it had a fweet, but not a 

difagrec- 
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difagreeable tafte; and hopes were conceived 5^^,^^^;^ 
that it might contribute to recover our fick v— v — » 
from the fcurvy. Soon after it was dark, Mr. "* *^ 
Banks and Dr, Solander returned on board. 

In the morning of the 19th, I went afliore Wcdnef.19. 
with Mr. Banks, and feveral of the officers and 
gentlemen, to return the King's vifit; but my 
chief bufinefs was to procure fome of the buf- 
faloes, (heep, and fowls, which we had been 
told (hould be driven down to the beach. We 
were greatly mortified to find, that no fteps had 
been taken to fulfil this promife; however, we 
proceeded to the houfe of aflcmblyr which with 
two or three' more had been erefted by the 
Dutch Eaft India Company, and are diftin- 
guilhed from the reft by two pieces of wood 
refembling a pair of cow's horns, one of which 
is fet up at each end of the ridge that terminates 
the roof; and thefe were certainly what the In- 
dian intended to reprefent by croffing his fingers, 
though our Portuguefe, who was a good Catho- 
lic, conftrued the fign into a crofs, which had 
perfuaded us that the fettlement belonged to his 
countrymen. In this place we met Mr. Liange, 
and the King, whofe name was A Madocho 
Lomi Djara, attended by many of the principal 
people. We told them that we had in the boat 
goods of various kinds, which we propoled to 
barter for fuch refrcfhments as they would give 
us in exchange, and defircd leave to bring them 
S 4 on 
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'770- on fhorc; which being granted, they were

^ -^- _f brought alhore ^accordingly. Wc then attempt- 
wedner.,9. gj ^Q |-^j^.jg ^Yit price* of the buffaloes, (hccp, 
hogs, and other commodities which we propofed 
to purchafe, and for which we were to pay in 
money ; but as foon as this was mentioned, Mr, 
Lange left us, telling us that thefe preliminaries 
muft be fettled with the natives : he faid, how- 
ever, that he had received a letter from the Go- 
vernor of Concordia in Timor, the purport of 
which he would communicate to us when he re- 
turned. X 

As the morning was now far advanced, and 
we were very unwilling to return on board and 
cat fait provifions, when fo many delicacies fur- 
rounded us aftiore, we petitioned his Majefty for 
liberty to purchafe a fmall hog and foaie rice, 
and to employ his fubjefts to drefs them for us. 
He anfwered very gracioufly, that if we couldi 
eat viftuals drefled by his fubjedls,' which he 
could fcarcely fuppofe,'he would do himfclf the 
honour of entertaining us. We expreffed our 
gratitude, and immediately fent on board for 
liquors. 

About five o'clock, dinner y^as ready ; it was 
ferved in fix and thirty difties, or rather bafkets, 
containing alternately rice and pork; and three 
bowls of earthen ware, filled with the liquor in 
which the pork had been boiled: thefe were 
ranged upon the floor, .and mats laid round them 

for 
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for ns to fit upon. We were then condufted by I77Q.

turns to a hole in the floor, near which ftood a » — ^v— -> 
man with water in a veflel, made of the leaves ^^^'^^^-.^^ 
of the fan-palm^ who affiftcd us in wafhjng our 
hands. When this was done, we place4 Qur- 
ielves round the vidluals, and waited for \hip 
King. As he did not come, we inquired for hini^ ' 
and were told that the cuftom of the country 
did not permit tfie perfon who gave the enter- 
tainment to fit down with his guefts ; but that, 
if we fufpefted the victuals to be poifoned, he 
would come and tafte it. Wc immediately de- 
clared that we had no fuch fufpicion, a^d de^* 
fired that none of the rituals pf hofpitality might 
be violated on our Recount. The prime minifter 
and Mr. Langewere of our party, and we madq 
a moft luxurious meal: we thought the por^ anc^ 
rice excellent, and the broth not tq bq defpifed j 
but the fpoons, which were ipade of Iqayes, were 
|b fmall, that few of us had patience to ufe 
theni. After dinner, our wine paffcd brifkly 
about, and wq again inquired for our royal 
koft, thinking that though the cuftom of his 
country would not allow him to eat with us, he 
might at leaft Ihare in the jollity of our bottle ; 
but he again excufcd himfelf, faying, that the 
matter of a feaft fhould never be drunk, which 
ihefe was no certain way to avoid but by not 
^tafting the liquor. \Ve did not however drink 
our wine where we had eaten our viduals ; but 
7 as 
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«77o. as foon as we had dined made room for the fca-

», ^^^^ men and fcrvants, who immediately took our 
*Wcdaei;i9. p|^^^^ . ^j^^y could not difpatch all that we had 
left, but the women who came to clear away the 
bpwls and bafkets, obliged them to carry away 
with them what they had not eaten. As wine 
generally warms and opens the heart, we took 
zn opportunity, when we thought its influence 
began to be felt, to revive the fubjeft of the 
buffaloes and fheep, of which we had not in all 
this time heard a fyllable, though they were to 
have been brought down early in the morning. 
l3ut our Saxon Dutchman, with great phlegm^ 
began to communicate to us the contents of the 
letter which he pretended to have received from 
the Governor of Concordia* He faid, that after 
acquainting him that a veffel had fleered from 
^ thence towards the ifland where we were now 
alhore, it required him, if fuch fhip (hould ap- 
ply for provifions in diftrefs, to relieve her ; but 
not to fufFer her to flay longer than was abfo- 
Jutely neceflary, nor to make any large prefents 
to the inferior people, or to leave any with thofc 
of fuperior rank to be afterwards diftributed 
among them : but he was gracioufly pleafed to 
add, that we were at liberty to give beads and 
other trifles in exchange for petty civilities, and 
palm«>wine. 

It was the general opmion that this letter was 
a fi6tionj that the prohibitory orders were 

feigned 
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feigned with a view to get money from us for >770;

breaking them; and that by precluding our \ — ,r-^^ 
liberality to the natives, this man hoped more ^^^^^' '^' 
cafily to turn it into another channel. 

In the evening, we received intelligence from 
our trading- place that no buffaloes or hogs had 
been brought down, and only a few fheep, 
which had been taken away before our people, 
who had fent for money, could procure it. 
Some fowls however had been bought, and a 
large quantity of a kind of fyrup made of the 
juice of the palm-tree, which, though infinitely 
•fuperior to molaffes or treacle, fold at a very 
low price. We complained of our difappoint- 
ment to Mr. Lange, who had now another fub- 
tcrfuge •, he faid, that if we had gone doWn to 
the beach ourfelves, we might have purchafed 
what we pleafcd ; but that the natives were 
afraid to take money of our people, left it Ihould 
be counterfeit. We could not but feel fome 
indignation againft a man who had concealed 
this, being true; or alleged it, being falfe. I 
ftarted up, however, and went immediately to 
the beach, but no cattle or (heep were to be 
feen, nor were any at hand to be produced. 
While I was gone, Lange, who knew well 
enough that 1 ftiould fucceed no better than my 
people, told Mr. Banks that the natives were 
difpleafed at our not having offered them gold 
for their ftock ; and that if gold was not offered, 

nothing 
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1770- nothing would be bought. Mr. Banks did not 
%lIS^lf think it wortl> his while to reply, but foon after 
ITedatr. 19. j.Q^g yp^ ^jj^ we all Returned on board, very much 
diflatisfied with the iflue of our negociations. 
During the courfc of the day, the King had 
promifed that fome cattle and (beep Ihould be 
brought down in the morning, and had given 
a reafon for our difappointment fomewh^t more 
plaufible; he faid that the buffaloes were far up 
the country, and that there had not been time to 
bring them c^own to the beach. 
Tiiorrd. ao. The nc}Lt mornjng we went aihore again : Dr. 
Solandcr wpi^t up to the town to fpeak to 
Lange, and I remained upon the beach, to fee 
what could be done in the purchafe of provi- 
£ons. I found here an old Indian, who, as he 
appeared to have fome authority, we had among 
ourfclves called the Prime Miniftcr •, to engage 
thjs man \n our intereft I prefented him with 9 
fpying-g}afs, butlfaw nothing at market except 
one fmaU buffalo. I inquired the price of itj and 
was told five, guineas : this w^s twice a$ rpuch 
as it was worth 9 howevpr, I offered thr^e^ which 
I could perceive the qian w|io treated with me 
thought a good price ; but he faid he muft ac- 
quaint the King with what I had offered before 
he could take it. A meffcnger was immedi- 
ately difpatchcd to his Majefty, who foon re.- 
turned, and faid, that the buffaloe would nqt 
be fold for any thing Icfs than fiv? guineas. 

Thi^ 
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This price I abfolutcly. refufcd to give*, and « Y" ter 
another meflcnger was fent away with an account l— v— -^ 
of my refufal: this meffenger was longer abfent '^*'""' *•• 
than the other, and while I was waiting for his 
return I faw, to my great aftonilhment. Dr. 
Solander coming from the town^ followed by 
above a hundred men, fome armed with muf- 
quets and fome with lances. When I inquired 
the meaning of this hoftile appearance, the 
Doiftor told me, that Mr. Lange had interpreted 
to him a meffage from the King, purporting 
that the people would not trade with us, becaufe 
we had refufed to give them more than half the 
value of what they had to fell ; and that we 
Ihould not be permitted to trade upon any terms 
longer than this day. Befides the officers who 
commanded the party, there came with it a man 
who was born at Timor, of Portugucfe parents, 
and who, as we afterwards difcovered, was a 
kind of colleague to the Dutch fador 5 by this 
man what they pretended to be the King's order 
was delivered to me, of the fame purport with 
that which Dr. Solander had received from 
Lange. We were all clearly of opinion that 
this Was a mere artifice of the fadkors to extort 
money from us, for which we had been pre- 
pared by the account of a letter from Con- 
cordia 5 and while we were hefitating what ftep 
to take, the Portuguefe, that he might the fooner 
accomplifii his purpofe, began to drive away 

the 
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1770. the people who h^d brought down poultry and 
^_.r- ^-_f lyrup, and others that were now coming in with 
TKurfd.ao. buffaloes and (heep. At this time, I glanced 
my eye upon the old man whom I had compli- 
mented in the morning with the fpying-glafs, 
and I thought, by his looks, that he did not 
heartily approve of what was doing ; I there- 
fore took him by the hand, and prefented him 
with an old broad fword. This inftantly turn- 
ed the fcale in our favour; he received the 
fword with a tranfport of joy, and flourilhing it 
over the bufy Portuguefe, who crouched like a 
fox to a lion, he made him, and the officer who- 
commanded the party^ fit down upon the ground 
behind him : the people, who, whatever were the 
crafty pretences of thefe iniquitous faftors for a 
Dutch company, were eager to fupply us with 
whatever we wanted, and feemed alfo to be more 
dcfirous of goods than money, inftantly im- 
proved the advantage that had been procured 
them, and the market was ftocked almoft in an 
inftant. To efl:abli(h a trade for buffaloes, how- 
ever, which I moft wanted, I found it necelTary 
to give ten guineas for two, one of which 
weighed no more than a hundred and fixty 
pounds; biit I bought feven more much 
cheaper, and might afterwards have purchafed 
as many as I pleafed almoft upon my own 
terms, for they were now driven down to the 
water fide in herds. In the firfi: two that I 
- 2 bottghr

bought fo dear, Lange had certainly a (hare, 
and it was in hopes to obtain part of the price 
of others, that he had pretended that we mud Tfcwtt. ••• 
pay for them in gold. The natives however 
fold what they afterwards brought down much 
to their fatisfaftion, without paying part of the 
price to him as a reward for exafting money 
from us. Moft of the buffaloes th^t we bought, 
after our friend, the Prime Minifter, had pro- 
cured us a fair market, were fold for a mufquet 
a piece, and at this price we might have bought 
as many as would have freighted our fhip. 

The refrelhments which we procured here^ 
confifted of nine buffaloes, fix fheep, three hogs, 
thirty dozen of fowls, a few limes, and fomc 
cocoa-nuts ; many dozen of eggs, half of which 
however proved to be rotten; a litde garlic, 
^d feveral hundred gallons of palm-fyrup. 
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C H A P. IX. 

ji particular Defcription of the IJland of 
Sq,vu^ its Produce and Inhabitants^ nvith 
a Specimen of their Language. 

1770. fTtHI S ifland is called by the natives SaVu ; 
September. J^ ^j^^ middle of It lies in about the latitude 
10° 35' S., longitude 237" 30' W. 5 and has in 
general been fo little known that I never faw a 
a map or chart in which it is clearly or accu- 
rately laid down. I have feen a very old ond, in 
w^hich it is called Sou, and confounded with 
Sandel Bofch. Rumphius mentions an ifland 
by the name of Saow ; and he alfo fays that it is 
the fame which the Dutch call Sandel Bofch : 
but neither is this ifland, nor Timor, nor Rotte, 
nor indeed any one of the iflands that we have 
feen in thefe feas, placed within a reafonable 
diftance of its true fituation. It is about eight 
leagues long from eaft to weft j but what is its 
breadth, I do not know, as I faw only the north 
fide. The harbour in which we lay is called 
Seba, from the diftrift in which it lies : it is On 
the north-weft fide of the ifland, and well flicl- 
tered from the fouth-weft trade-wind, but it lies 
open to the north weft. We were told, that 

there 
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khei-e were two other bays where fliips might 1790. 
anchor; that the beft, called Timo, was on the ^J^-^" /^ 
fouth-wieft fide of the fouth-eaft point : of the 
third we learnt neither the name nor fituation. 
The fea-Goafti in general, is low; but in the 
middle of the ifland there are hills of a confider- 
ablc height. We were upon the coaft at the 
latter end of the dry feafon, when there had 
been . no rain for feven months 5 and we were 
told that when the dry feafon continues fo long, ^ 
there is no running ftream of frefli water upon 
the whole ifland, but only fmall fprings, which 
are at a confiderable diftance from the fea-fide : 
yet nothing can be imagined fo beautiful as the 
profpeft of the country from the fhip. The 
level ground next to the fea-fide was covered 
with cocoa-nut trees, and a kind of palm called 
Arecas •, and beyond them the hills, which rofe 
in a gentle and regular afcent, were richly 
clothed, quite to the fummit, with plantations 
of the fan palm, forming an almoil impenetrable 
grove. How much even this profped: muft be 
improved, when every foot of ground between 
the trees is covered with verdure, by n^aizc, and 
millet, and indico, can fcarcely be conceived but 
by a powerful imagination, not unacquainted 
with the ftatelinefs and beauty of the trees tha^ . 
adorn this part of the earth. The dry feafon 
commences in March or April, and enda in 
Oftober or November.

palm, the cocoa-aut, tamarind, limes, oranges^ 
and mangoes y and other vegetabk produftions* 
are make, Guinea eorn^, rke, miilec, callevancesy 
and water-melons. We faw alfo one fugar- 
eane, and a few kinds^ of European garden-ftuff;. 
particularly cellery, marjoram, fennel, and gar- 
lic. For the fupply of luxury, it has betele, 
areca, tobacco^ cotton> tndico, and a fmall 
quantity of cinnamon, which feems to be plant- 
td here only for curiofity ; and mdecd wc 
doubted whecher k was the genuine plants 
knowing that the Dutch are very careful not to 
truft the fpices out of their proper iflands. Thcra 
are however feveral kinds of fruit, befides thofc 
which have been already mentioned; particu?* 
larly the fweet fop^, which is welt known to the 
Weft Indians, and a fmall oval fruit, called the 
BlimH^ both of which grow upon trees^ The 
blimbi b about three or four inches long, and 
in the middle about as thick as a man's finger^ 
taperin^g towards each end : it is covered with a 
very thin fkin of a light green colour, and m 
the infide are a few feeds difpofed in the form 
of a ftar : its flavour is a light, dean, pleafant 
acid, but it cannot be eaten raw ; 1% is faid to be 
excellent as a pickle; and ftewed, it made z 
moft agreeable four fauce to our boiled diflies. 

The tame animals are buffaloes, (beep, goats, 
hogs, fowk, pigeons^ horfes^; affes^ dogs and 

cats; 
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cats; and of all thefe there is great plenty. ^770* 
The buffaloes differ very confiderably from the 
horpcxi' cattle of Europe in feveral particulars; 
their cars are much larger, their fkins are almoft 
without hair^ their horns are curved towards 
each other, but together bend dircftly back- 
wards, and they have no dewlaps. We faw fe- 
veral that were as big as a well grown European 
ox, and there muft be fome much larger; for 
Mn Banks faw a pair of horns which meafured 
from tip to tip three feet nine inches and aii 
half, acrofs their wideft diameter four feet one 
inch and an half, and in the whole fweep of their 
femicircle in front feven feet fix inches and a 
half. It muft however be obferved, that a buf- 
falo here of any given fize, does not weigh above 
half as much as an ox of the fame fize in Eng- 
land : thofe that we guefTed t6 weigh four hun- 
dred weight did not weigh more than -two hun- 
dred and fifty ; the reafon is, that fo late in the 
dry feafon the bones are very thinly covered 
with flefh I there is not an ounce of fat in a 
whole carcafe, and the flanks are literally no- 
thing but Ikin and bone : the flefh however is 
well tailed and juicy, and I fuppofe better than 
the flefh of an Englifh ox would he if he was to 
ftarve in this fun- burnt country. 

The horfes are froni eleven to twelve hands 

^iglij but though they are fmall, they are fpirited 

and nimble, cfpecially in pacing, which is their 

T 2 commoa 
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i77<^* com'mon ftep: the inhabitants generally ride 
them without a faddle, and with no better 
bridle than a halter. The ftieep arc of the 
kind which in England are called Bengal flieep, 
and differ from ours in many particulars. They 
are covered with hair inftead of wool, their cars 
are very large, and hang down under their horns, 
and their nofes are arched -, they are thought to 
have a general refemblance to a goat, and for 
that reafon are frequently called cabritos : their 
flefli we thought the worft mutton we had ever 
.eaten, being as lean as that of the buffalo's, and 
without flavour. The hogs, however, were 
fome of the fatteft we had ever feen, though, 
as we were told, their principal food is the out- 
fide hulks of rice, and the palm fyrup difTolvcd 
in water. The fowls are chiefly of the game 
breed, and large, but the eggs are' remarkably 
fmalL 

Of the filh which the fea produces here, we 
know but little: turtles are fometimes found 
upon the coaft, and are by thefe people, as well 
as all others, con fidered as a dainty. 

The people are rather under, than over the 
middling fizc; the women efpecially are re- 
markably (hort and fquat built: their com- 
plexion is a dark brown, and their hair univer- 
fally black and lank. We faw no difference in 
the colour of rich and poor, though in the South 
Sea iflands thofc that were expofed to the wea- 
1 ther

thcr were almoft as brown as the New Hoi- 1770- 
landers, and the better fort nearly as fair as the 1 *^'^"' ^' 
natives of Europe. The men are in general 
well-made, vigorous, and adive, and have a 
greater variety in the make and difpofition of 
their features than ufual: the countenances of 
the women, on the contrary, are all alike. 

The men faften their hair up to the top of 
their heads with a comb, the women tie it be- 
hind in a club, which is very far from becom- 
ing. Both fexes .eradicate the hair from under 
the arm, and the men do the fame by their 
beards, for which purpofe, the better fort al- 
ways carry a pair of filver pincers hanging by a 
ftring round their necks ; fome however fufler a 
very little hair to remain upon their upper lips, 
but this is always kept fhort. 

The drefs of both fexes confifts of cotton 
cloth, which being died blue in the yarn, and 
not uniformly of the fame Ihade, is in clouds or 
waves of that colour, and even in our eye had.not 
an inelegant appearance. This cloth they ma- 
nufafture themfelves, and two pieces, each about 
two yards long, and a yard and a half wide, 
make a drefs : one of them is worn round the 
middle, and the other covers the upper part of 
the body : the lower edge of the piece that goes 
round the middle, the men draw pretty tight juft 
below the fork, the upper edge of it is left loofe, 
fo as to form a kind of hollow belt, which lerves 
T 3 them 
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Se'wmb* them as a pocket to carry: their knives, and other 
Up- v ^.^ little implements which it is convenient to have 
about them. The other piece of cloth is pafled 
through this girdle behind, and one end of it 
being brought over the left ihoulder, and the 
other over the right, they fall down over the 
breaft, and are tucked into the girdle before, lb 
that by opening or clofing the plaits, they can 
cover niore or lefs of their bodies as they pleafc; 
the arms, legs, and feet are always naked. The 
difference between the drefs of the two fexes 
confifts principally in the manner of wearing the 
waift piece, for the women, inftead of drawing 
the lower edge tight, and leaving the upper 
edge loofe for a pocket, draw the upper edge 
tight, and let the lower edge fall as low as the 
knees, fo as to form a petticoat ; the body-piece, 
inftead of being pafled through the girdle, is 
faftened under the arms, and crofs the breaft, 
with the utmbft decency^ I have already ob* 
ferved, that the men faftened the hair upon the 
top of the head, and the women tie it in a club 
behind, but there is another difference in the 
head-drefs, by which the fexes are diftinguiflied : 
the women wear rK)thing as a fuccedaneum for 
a cap, but the men conftantly wrap fomething 
round their heads in the manner of a fillet ; it 
is fmall, but generally of the fineft materials 
that can be procured : we faw fome who ap- 
plied fUk handkerchiefs to this purpofe, and 

others 
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4«fhcrsthat wore fine cotton, or muflin, in the ^17^-

manner of a (hiall turban. 

Thefe people bore their teftlmony that the 
love of finery is z, univerfal paffion, for their 
ornaments <^erc very numerous. Some of the 
better foA wore chains of gold round their 
necks, but they were made of plaiced wire, and 
cbnfequcntly were light and of little value; 
others had rings, which were fo mucli worn that 
they feemed to have defcended through many 
generations; and one perfon had a filver-hcaded 
cane, marked with a kind of cypher, confiding 
of the Roman letters V, O, C, and therefore 
probably a prcfent from the Dutch Eaft India 
Company, whofe mark it is : they have alfo or- 
naments made of beads, which feme wear round 
their necks as a folitaire, and others, as bracelets, 
\ipon their wrifts: thcfe are common to both 
fexes, but the woinen have befides, firings or 
girdles of beads, which they wear round their 
waifts, and which fcrve to keep up their petti - 
^ coat. Both fexes had their ears bored, nor was 
there a fingle exception that fell under our no- 
tice, yet we never law an ornament in any of 
the«i-; yft never indeed faw either man or wo- 
man in any thing but what appeared to be their 
ordinary drefs, except the King and his mini- 
fter, who in general wore a kind of night-gown 
cf coarfe chintz, and one of whom once receiv- 
T 4 cd 
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1770. ed us in a black robe, which appeared to b« 
made of what is called prince's ftuff. We faw 
fornc boys, about twelve or fourteen years old, 
yi^ho had fpira} circles Of thick brafs wire pafre4 
three or four times round their arms, above the 
elbow, and fpme mpn wore fings of 4vory, two 
inches in breadth, ^nd above an jnch in thick- 
nefs, upon the fame part of the arm : thefe, we 
were told, were the fons of the Rajas, or Chiefs, 
who wore thefe cumbrous ornaments as badges 
of their high birth. 

Almoft all the men had their names traced 
Vipon their arms, in indelible chanaders pf a 
black colour, and the women had a fquare or- 
nament of flourifhed lines, impreffed in the 
fame manner, juft under the bend of the elbow. 
We were ftruck with the fimilitude between 
thefe marks, and thofe made by tattowing in 
the South Sea iflands, and upon inquiring into 
its origin, we learnt that it had been praftifed 
by the natives long before any Europeans came 
among them; and that in the neighbouring 
iflands the inhabitants were marked with circlcis 
upon their necks and breafts. The univerfality 
pf this praftice, which prevails among favages 
in all parts of the world, from the remoteft li- 
mit^ of North America, to the iflands in the 
South Seas, and which probably differs but 
ii^tle from the method of flaining the body 

that 
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^hat was in ufe among the ancient inhabitants 1770- 
of Britain, is a curious fubjedl of fpccula- yJ^^^Hj 
tion *. 

The houfes of Savu are all built upon th« 
fame plan, and diflFer only in fize, being large 
in proportion to the rank and riches of the pro- 
prietor. Some arc four hundred feet long, and 
fome arc not more than twenty : they are all 
raifed upon pofts, or piles, about four feet high» 
one end of which is driven into the ground, and 
-upon the other end is laid a fubftantial floor of 
wood, fo that there is a vacant fpace of four 
feet between the floor of the houfe and the , 
ground. Upon this floor are placed other poflis 
or pillars, that fupport a roof of floping fides, 
which meet in a ridge at the top, like thofe of 
our barns : the eaves of this roof, which is 
thatched wi^h palm leaves, reach within two 

• In the account which Mr. BofTu has given of fome Indl* 
ans who inhabit the banks of the Akanza, a river of North 
America, which rifes in New Mexico, and falls into the Mif- 
fiffippi, he relates the following incident : ** The Akanzaf, 
fays he, have adopted me, and as a mark of my privilege, 
have imprinted the figure of a roc-buck upon my thigh, which 
was done in this manner : an Indian having burnt fome ilraw, 
diluted the afhes with wa:er, and with this mixture, drew the 
^gurc upon my Ikin^ he then retraced it, by pricking the * 
lines with needles, fo as at every pundlure juft to draw the 
blood, and the blood mixing with the afhes of the iUaw, 
forms a figure which can never be effaced,'* Set Travels 
fhroqgh Louifiana, vol. i. p. 107.

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1770* fc€t of the floor, and over*hang it as much : the 
" i fpace wkhin is generally dividod kngthwife into 
three equal parts ; the middle parr, or center, is 
inclofed by a partition of four fides, reaching 
about fix feet above the floor, and one or two 
fmall rooms are alfo fometimes takrea off from 
the fides, the reft of the fpace under the roof is 
*open, fo as freely to admit the air and the light : 
the particular ufes of thefc different apartments, 
our fiiort ftay would not permit us to learn, except 
that the clofe room in the center was approprii* 
ated to the women. 

The food of thefe people confifts of every tanac 
animalin the country, of which the hog holds 
the firft place in their eftimation, and the horie 
the fccond; next to the horfe is the buffalo, 
next to the buffalo their poultry, and they pre- 
fcr dogs and cats to (heep and gpats. They are 
not fond of fifh, and, I believe, it is never eaten 
but by the poor people, nor by them, except 
when their duty or bufincfs requires them to be 
upon the beach, and then every man is furnilh- 
ed with a light cafting net, which is girt round 
him, and makes part of his drefs *, and with this 
he takes any fmall fifh which happen to come in 
his way. 

The efculent vegetables and fruits have been 
mentioned already, but the fan-palm requires 
more particular notice, for at certain times it is 
a fuccedaneum for all other food both to man 

and 
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$Sud beaft. A kmd of wine, called toddy, n ^»77o- 
procured from this tree, by cutting the . buds 
which ere to produce flowers, foon after their 
af^pearatice, and tying under them ftnali baflctrtSt 
2tM(le of th^ kaves, which are fo cioie as cq 
bold liquids without leaking. The juke which 
trickles into thefc vcfiels, is cdlcftcd by pcrfont 
. who climb the trees for that purpofe, morniflg 
a^Mi evening, and is the com.mon drink of every 
individual upon the iflai^d ; yet a much greater 
quantity is drawn off than is confusned m this 
ufe, and of the furplus they make both a fyrup 
and coarfe fugar. The liquor is calkd Wm, or 
duac^ and both the fyrup and fugar, gula. Th«; 
fyrup is prepared by boiling the liquor *down in 
pots of earthen ware, till it is fufficiently infpif* 
fated ; it is not unlike treacle in appearance, biac 
is fomewhait thicker, and has a much more sl^ 
greeable tafte : the fugar is of a reddifh browQ^ 
perhaps cht fame jvii^h the Jugata fugar upon 
the continent of India, and it was more agree** 
able to oiir palates than any cane fugar, unre-^ 
Ened, that we had ever tafted. We were at 
6f ft afraid that the fyruii>, of which fome of our 
peopJe eat very great quantities, would have 
brought on fluxes, but its aperient quality was 
ic^ very flight, that what effeA it produced was 
rather falutary than hvrtfuL I have already ob* 
fcrved, that it is given with the hulks of rice M 
tbe bogs^ ^nd ibat they grow eaormoufly fat 

3 without 
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1770- without taking any other food: we were told 
alfo, that this fyrup is ufed ta fatten their dogs 
and their fowls, and that the inhabitants them- 
fclvcs have fubfiftcd upon this alone for fcvcral 
months, when other crops have failed, and ani- 
mal food has been fcarce. The leaves of this 
tree are alfo put to various ufes, they thatch 
houfes, and make bafkets, cups, umbrellas, and 
tobacco-pipes. The fruit is leaft eftecmcd, and 
as the bloflbms are wounded for the tuac or 
toddy, there is not much of it : i< is about as 
big as a large turnip, and covered, like the co- 
coa-nut, with a fibrous coat, under which arc 
three kernels, that muft be eaten before they are 
ripe, for afterwards they become fo hard that 
they cannot be chewed; in their eatable ftate 
they tafte not unlike a green cocoa-nut, and, 
like them, probably they yield a nutriment that 
is watery and unfubftantial. 

The common method of dreffing food here is 
by boiling, and as fire-wood is very fcarce^ and 
the inhabitants have no other fuel, they make 
ufe of a contrivance to fave it, that is not wholly 
unknown in Europe, but is feldom praftifed ex- 
cept in camps. They dig a hollow under 
ground, in a horizontal diredion, like a rabbit 
burrow, about two yards long, and opening 
into a hole at each end, one of" which is large 
and the other fmall : ^by the large hole the fire is 
put in, and the (mjiU one fcrves for a draught.^ 

ThQ 
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The earth over this burrow is perforated by cir* ^ 1770. 
cular holes, which communicate with the cavity 
below ; and in thefe holes are fct earthen pots, 
generally about three to each fire, which arc 
large in the middle, and taper towards the bot- 
tom, fo that the fire afts upon a large part of 
their furface. Each of thefe pots generally con- 
tains about eight or ten gallons, and it is fur- 
prifing to fee with how fmall a quantity of fire 
they may be kept boiling •, a palm leaf, or a 
dry ftalk, thruft in now and then, is fufEcient : 
in this mariner they boil all their viduals, and 
make all their fyrup and fugar. It appears by 
Frazier's account of his voyage to the South 
Sea, that the Peruvian Indians have a contri- 
vance of the fame kind, and perhaps it might 
be adopted with advantage by the poor peo- 
ple even of this country, where fuel is very 
dear. 

Both fexes are enQaved by the hateful and per- 
]^icious habit of chewing beetle and areca, which 
they contra6t even while they arc children, and 
pradlife inceflantly from morning till night. 
With tjiefe they dways mix a kind of white 
lime, made of coral ftone and fhells, and fre- 
quently a fmall quantity of tobacqo, fo that 
their mouths are difguftful in the higheft degree 
both to the fmell and the fight: the tobacco 
taints their breath, and the beetle and lime make 
the teeth not; only as black as charcoal, but as 

rotte^ 
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1770- rotten too. I have fccn men between twenty 
^^^"^ '^' and thirty, whofe fore teeth have been confum-' 
ed almoft down to the gums, though no two of 
riiem were exactly of the fame length or thick- 
neft, but irregularly corroded like iron by ruft* 
This lofs of teeth is, 1 think, by all who have 
written upon the fubjeft, imputed to the tough 
and ftriiigy coat of the areca nut j but I impute 
it wholly to the lime : they are not loofened, or 
ktfoken, or forced out, as might be expeded if 
they were injured by the continual chewing of 
hard and rough fubftances, but they are gradu-i 
ally wafted like metals that are expo&d to the 
aftion of powerful acids; the ftumpk ^way$ 
adhering firmly to the focket in the jaw,, when 
there, is no part of the tooth ^bovt the gums : 
and poflibly thofe who fuppofe that fugar has a 
bad eflFeft upon the teeth of Eorppeaiw, may 
not be miftaken, for it is well known that refioed 
loaf fugar contains a confidcrabk quantity of 
lime ; and he that dou;bts whether lime will dc- 
ftroy bone of any kind,^may eafily afc^rtam the 
fa£t by experiment. 

If the people here are at any time without 
thi& odious mouthful, they are fmoking. This 
operation they perfojrm by rolling up a fmall 
quantity of tobacco, and putting it into one end 
®f a tube about fix inches long, and as thick as 
s goofe qiiill, which they make of a palm leaf. 
As the quantity of tobacco in thefe pipes is very 

fmallf 
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Imall, the effeft of it is increafed, efpecially , ^77°' 
among the womeUt by fwallowing the fmokc. 

When the natives of this ifland were firft 
formed into a civil fociety, is not certainly 
known, but at prefent it is divided into five 
principalities or nrgrecs : Laai, Seba, Regeeua, 
TiMO, and Massara, each of which is govern- 
ed by its refpeftive Raja or King. The Raja 
of Seba, the principality ki which we were 
afhore, fceiBcd to have great authority, without 
much external parade or fhow, or much ap- 
pearance of perfonal refpeft. He was about 
five and thirty years of age, and the fatteft 
man we faw upon the whole ifland : he appear- 
ed to be of a dull phlegmatic difpofition, and 
to be direfted almoft implicitly by the old man 
who, upon my prefenting him with a fword, 
had procured us a fair market, in fpight of the 
craft and avarice of the Dutch fadtors. The 
name of this perfoft was Mannu Djarme, and 
ft may reafonably be fuppofed that he was a man- 
of uncommon integrity and abilities, as, not- 
withftanding his pofleflion of power in the cha- 
rafter of a favourite, he was beloved by the 
whole principality. If any difference arifcsr 
among the people, it is fettled by the Raja and 
his cottnfellors, without delay or appeal, and, as 
we were told, with the moft folcmn deliberation 
a^d impartial juflice. 

We 
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1770. We were informed by Mr. Lange^ that the 
eptem n ^|^j^£^ ^^^ j^^j fuccclfivcly prcfided over the 
five principalities of this ifland, had lived for 
time immemorial in the ftridkeft alliance and 
moft cordial friendfhip with each other-, yet he 
faid the people were of a warlike difpofition, and 
had always courageouQy defended themfelvcs 
againft foreign invaders. We were told alfo, 
that the ifland was able to raife, upon very (hort 
notice, 7300 fighting men, armed with mulkcts, 
Ipears, lances, and targets. Of this force, Laai 
was faid to furnidi 2600, Seba 2000, Regeeua 
1:500, Timo 800, and Maflara 400. Befides 
the arms that have been already mentioned, 
each man is furnifhed with a large pole ax, re- 
fembling a wood bill, except that it has a 
ftraight edge, and is much heavier : this, in the 
hands of people who have courage to come to 
clofe quarters with an enemy, muft be a dread- 
ful weapon -, and we were told that they were 
fo dexterous with their lances, that at the dif- 
tance of fixty feet they would throw them with 
fuch cxadtnefs as to pierce a man's heart, and 
fuph force as to go quite through his body. 

How far this account of the martial prowefs 
of the inhabitants of Savu may be true, we can- 
not take upon us to determine $ but during our 
ftay, we faw no appearance of it. We faw in- 
deed in the town-houfe, or houfe of iffembly, 

about 
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about one hundred fpears and targets, which ^77o- 
ferved to arm the people who were fcnt down to vi 
intimidate us at the trading place ; but they 
ifeemcd to be the refufe of old armories, no two 
being of the fame make or length, for fome 
were fix, and fome fixteen feet long : we faw no 
lance among them, and as to the mufkets, though 
they were clean on the outfide, they were eaten 
into holes by the ruft within ; and the people 
themfeives appeared to be fo little, acquainted 
with military difcipline, that they marched like 
a diforderly rabble, every one having, inftead of 
his target, a cock, fome tobacco, or other mer- 
chandife of the like kind, which he took that op- 
portunity to bring down to fell, and few or 
none of their cartridge boxes were furnilhed 
with either powder or ball, though a piece of 
paper was thruft into the hole to fave appear- 
ances. We faw a few fwivel guns and pateraros 
at the town-houfe, and a great gun before it ; 
but the fwivels and pateraros lay out of their 
carriages, and the great gun lay upon a heap of 
ftones, almoft confumed with ruft, with the 
touch-hole downwards, poffibly to conceal its 
fize, which might perhaps be little lefs than that 
bf the bore. 

We coyld not difcover that among thefe 
people there was any rank of diftin<5lion between 
the Raja and the land-owners : the land-owners 
Ivere refpcftable in proportion to their poffet 
. Vol. IV. U fionsj 
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1770*. fions; the inferior ranks confilt of mantp^ 
^^-.^ fafturcrs, labouring pooi% and (laves. The 
flaves, like the peafants m fome parts of Eiirope,^ 
are conneAed with the eftate,, and both defcend 
together ; but though the land-owner can felt 
his ftave^ he has no other power over his peribn, 
not even to correft him, without the privity and 
approbation of the Raja. Some have five hui>- 
' dred of thefe (laves, and fbme not half a dozen.: 
the common price of them is a fat hog^ When 
a great man goes out, he is con(tamt7 attended 
by two or mord of them: one of them carries 9 
9ffOfdi OP hanger, the hih of which is common^ 
of filver, and adorned with large taflkh of 
horfe hair ; and another carries a bag which 
contains betel, areca, lime^ and tobacco. In 
thefe attendants confi(bs ail their magn^cence, 
for the Raja himielf has na other mark of di& 
tinEbioR. 

The chief objeft of pride among thefe pe<^Ie, 
like that of a Welchman, is a long pei^jgifee of 
refpeftable anceftors, and mdeect a veneratibo 
for antiquity fcemS to be carried; far.th^ here 
than in any other coiintry : even a hogie thaf 
has been welt inhabited for many genqratjoQS^ 
becomes almo(t facred, and few articles either of 
ufe or luxury bear fo high a price 4s ftones, 
which^ having been long (at upon, aret^Qome 
even and fmooth : thofe who can purqha(e fuch. 
flx>nes^ or are po(l^(Ibd 0^ them by tb^rit«oce,

place them round their boufes, where they fcrve ^77^* 
ds feats for their dependants. 

Every Raja fets up in the principal town of 
his province, or nigree, a large ftone, which 
ferves as a memorial of his reign. In the prin- 
cipal town of Seba, where we lay, there are 
thirteen fuch ftones^ befides many fragments oF 
others, which had been fet up in earlier times, 
and are now mouldering away : thefc monu- 
ments feem to prove that fome kind of civil efta- 
Uiftiment here is of confiderabte antiquity. The 
laft thirteen ceigns in England make fomething 
more than 276 years. 

Many of thcfe ftoncs are fo large, that it is 
difficult to conceive by what means they were 
broo^t to their preient ftatibn, efpecially as ic 
is the fumcnit of a hill ; but the world is full of 
memorials of human ftrength, in which the me« 
chanical powers that have been fince added hf 
otathematical: fcience,. fe^m to be furpaficd ; and 
(tf fuch DQoauments there are not a few among 
the rema'ms of barbarous antiquity in our owa 
country, befides thofe upon Salifbury plain. 

Thde ftones not only record the reigns of fuc* 
ceffive princes, but fcrve for a purpofe much 
more extraordinary, and probably altogether 
peculiar to this country. When a Raja dies, » 
general feaft is proclaimed throughout his domi*v 
nions, and all his fubjeds afiemble round thefe 
ftonea : almoft every living creature that can be 
y 2 caught 
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1 770. caught is then killed, and the feaft lafts for a 
lefs or greater number of weeks or months, as 
the kingdom happens to be more or lefs fur- 
niflied with live flock at the timej the ftonea 
fcrve for tables. When this madnefs is over, a 
faft muft necefiarily enfue, and the whole king- 
dom is obliged to fubfift upon fyrup and water, 
if it happens in the dry fcafbn, when no veget-. 
ables can be procured, till a new ftock of ani- 
mals can be raifed from the few that have efcaped 
by chance, or been preferved by policy from the 
general niafiacre, or can be procured from the 
neighbouring kingdoms. Such, however, is 
the account that we received from Mr. Lange. 

We h^d no opportunity to examine any of 
their manufaftures, except that of their cloth, 
which they fpin, weave, and dye; we did not 
indeed fee them employed, but many of the in* 
ftruihents which they ufe fell in our way. We 
law their machine for clearing cotton of its 
feeds, which is made upon the fame principles 
as thofe in Europe, but is fo fmall that it might 
be taken for a model, or a toy : it conflfts of 
two cylinders, like our round rulers, fomewhac 
lefs than an inch in diameter^ one of which, be-t 
ing turned round by a plain winch, turns the 
other by means of an endlefs worm; and the 
whole machine is not more than fourteen inches 
long, and feyen high : that which we faw had 
been much ufed, and many pieces of cotton were 

hanging 
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hanging about it, fo that there is no reafon to ^77^- 
doubt its being a fair fpecimen of the reft. We .^-"-^ 
alio once faw their apparatus for fpinning % it 
confided of a bobbin, on which was wound a 
fmall quantity of thread, • and a kindofdiftafF 
filled with cotton; we conjcdured therefore 
that they fpin by hand, as .the women of Eu* 
rope did before the introduftion of wheels ; and 
I am told that they have not yet found their way 
into fome parts of it. Their loom feemed to be 
in one refpeft preferable to ours, for the web. 
was not ftretched upon a frame, but extended by 
a piece of wood at each end, round one of which 
the cloth was rolled, and round the other the 
threads : the web was about half a yard broad, 
and the length of the (huttle was equal to the 
breadth rf the web, fo that probably their 
work goes on but flowly. That they dyed this 
cloth we firft guelHcd from its colou^r, and from 
the indigo which we faw in their plantations -, 
and our conjefture was afterwards confirmed by 
Mr. Lange's account. I have already obferved, 
that it is dyed in the yarn, and we once faw 
them dying what was faid to be girdles for the 
women, of a dirty red, but with what drug we 
did not think it worth while to inquire. 

The religion of tjiefe people, according to 

Mr. Lange*s information, is an abfurd kind of 

paganifm, every man chufing his own god, and 

determining for himfelf how he ftiould be wor- 

U 3 fhipped 5 
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(hipped % b chat there are almofl; as many gods 
aod modes of worfliip as people. In their aso* 
rals, however, they are faid to be irreproachable^ 
even upon the principles of Chriftianity : oo 
man is allowed more than one wife; yet an 
illicit commerce between the fexes is in a man* 
ner unknown among them: inftances of theft 
are very rare ^ and they are fo far from reyeng* 
ing a fuppofed injury by murder, that if any dif- 
ference ariies between them, they will uof, (o 
much as make it the fubjed of debate, left tkcf 
fliould be provoked to reientment and ill-will« 
but immediately and implicitly refer it to the 
determination of their King. 

They appeared to be a heaithy and long- 
lived people } yet £>me of them were nfiarked 
with the fmalUpox, which Mr. Lange told us 
had levcral times made its appearance anaong 
them, and was treated with the fame precau- 
tions as the plague. As hon as a peribn was 
feized with the diftemper, he was removed. to 
fome folitary place, very reofioce froon any ha- 
bitation, where the difeafe was left to take its 
courfe, and the patient fupplied wu;^ daily food 
by reaching it to him at the end of a long 
pole. 

Of their domeftic a^conomy we could learn 
but Uttlc: m one inftancc however their deli- 
cacy and cleanlinds are very remarkable. Many 
cf us were aiborc here three fucccflive da,ys, 
3 from 
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fyom a very early hour in the morning till it s^J77o^ 
was ^ark ; yet we never iaw the Icaft trace of 
^n oflSsrif^ to Cloacina» nor couid We fo much 
as guefs wb€*€ they were fnafde. In « colmtry 
lb poffulotts this ifi vety difficult to be accounted 
for, and perhaps there is no other countiy 
m the World whei« the fecret is fo tffe^afl|r 
kept. 

The boats in ule here arc a kind of proa. 
This iflbnd WaS fettled by chc l^^rCUguefc d* 
moft as foon a^ they firft foumi their way iftt^ 
this part of the ocean 5 but they were in a ^ott 
time fupplanted by dtc Dutch. The Dutch 
however did not take pofieffion of it, but only 
i^nt floods to trade with the natl^^s, pr^bftbly 
for provifions to fupport the inhabitants of thdl* 
i|>i€e iQaiids, who applying themfelffos wholly 
CO the CttkiVatioli of that impoftant article df 
trade, and layii^ out all their ground in planta^ 
lions, can breed few animals: poflibly their 
fupplies by this occafional traffic were precari* 
ous i poffibly they were jealous of being fup* 
planted in their turnj but however that be> 
their Eaft India Company, about ten years ago^ 
entered into 4 treaty with the Rajas, by which 
t^ Company ftipulaced to furnifli each of them 
with a certain quantity of filk, fine linen, cutlery 
ware, arrack, and other articles, every year *y and 
the Rajas engaged that neither they nor their 
fubje&s ihould crade with any peribn except the 
U 4 Company, 
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1770. Company, without having firft obtained their- 

Sgptef^jer*^ confent, and that they would admit a refidcnt on 

behalf of the Company, to refidc upon the 

ifland, and fee that their part of the treaty was 

fulfilled : they alfo engaged to fupply annually 

a certain quantity of rice, maize, and calevances. 

The maiz« and calevances are fent to Timor in 

ft 

floops, which arc kept there for that purpofe,- 
each of which is navigated by ten Indians ; and 
the rice is fetched away annually by a fliip which 
brings the Company^s returns, and anchors altera 
nately in each of the three bays. Thefc return^ 
i^re delivered to the Rajas in the form of a pre- 
fent» and the calk of arrack they and their prin- 
cipal people never ceafe to drink, as long as a 
dropof it remains. 

In confequence of this treaty, the Dutch 
placed three perfons upon the ifland : Mr. 
Lange, his colleague, the native of Timor, the 
fon of an Indian woman by a Portuguefe, and 
one Frederick Craig, the fon of an Indian 
woman by a Dutchman. Lange vifits each 
of the Rajas once in two months, when he makes 
the tour of the ifland, attended by fifty flaves 
on horfeback. He exhorts thefe Chiefs to plant, 
if it appears that they have been remifs, and ob- 
ferves where the crops are got in, that he may 
prder floops to fetch it •, fo that it pafles imme- 
diately from the ground to the Dutch ftore- 
l^oufes at TimOf. In thefe excurfigns he al- 

way^ 
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ways carries with him fomc bottles of arrack, »77o- 
which he finds of great ufe in opening the hearts 
ef the Rajas with whom he is to deal. 

During the ten years that he had refided upon 
this ifland he had never feen a European befides 
ourfelves, except at the arrival of the Dutch 
Ihip, which had failed about two months before 
we arrived ; and he is now to be diftinguifjied 
from the natives only by his colour and his drefs, 
for he fits upon the ground, chews his betele, 
and in every refpeft h^s adopted their charaftcr 
and manners : he has married an Indian woman 
of the ifland of Timor, who keeps his houfe af- 
ter the fafliion of her country ; and he gave that 
as a reafon for not inviting us to vifit him, fay- 
ing, that he could entertain us in no other man- 
ner than the Indians had done, and he Ipoke no 
language readily but that of the country. 

The office of Mr. Frederick Craig is to in- 
itruft the youth of the country in reading and 
writing, and the principles of the Chriftian reli- 
gion ; the Dutch having printed Verfions of the 
New Teftamcnt, a catechifm, and feveral other 
trails, in the language of this and the neighbour-^ 
ing iflands. Dr. Sdlander, who was at his houfe, 
faw the books, and the copy-books alfo, of his 
fcholars, many of whom wrote a very fair hand. 
He boafted that there were no lefs than fix hun- 
l3rcd Chriftians rn the townfhip of Sebaj but 
what the Dutch Chriftianity of thefe Indians may 
be, it is not perhaps very cafy to guefs, for there 

is 
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t77o> is not a church, nor even « orieft, in the whole 
•^'^- ifland. 

While we were ac tkis ^ce, we made fewrA 
kiquiries concerning the neighbouring iflands^ 
and the incelligenoe wMch we i«ceived is co the 
following effect : 

A (maU ifland to the weftward of Saw, the 
nacne of which we did not learn, produces no* 
th'uig of any confequence but areca-nuts of 
which the Dutch receive annually the freight of 
two floopS) in return for pnefents that they ml^e 
to the iflanders. 

TiaK>r is the chiefs and the Dutch refidents 
on the other iflands go thither once a year to 
pafs their accounts. The place is nearly in the 
fame date as in Dampier's time, the Dutch hav* 
ing there a fort and ftorehoufes i and by JLange's 
account we might there have been fuppUed with 
every neceflary that we expelled to procure at 
Batavia, fal.c provifions and arrack not excepted* 
But the Portuguefe are ftiH in pofleflion of feve- 
ral towns on the north fide of the ifland, particu- 
larly Laphao and SefiaL 

About two years before our arrival, a French 
ihip was wrecked upon the cafl: coaft of Timor 5 
and after flie had lain fome days upon the (hoal, 
a fudden gale broke her up at once, and drown*^ 
ed the Captain, with the greateft part of the 
crew : thofe who got afliore, among whom was 
one of the Lieutenants, made the beft of their 

way 
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wter to Concordia } they were four days upon >77o> 

Scptfim bur* ■ 

the Toad, where they were obliged to leave jwrt 

of tbeir cooap^iny through fatigue, and the reft» 

u> the niunber of about eighty, arrived at the 

towfu They were fiipplkd with every neceflary, 

sod feot bade to the wreck, with proper aflift- 

aocCy for recovieriiig what could be filhed up :^ 

they fortunately get up aU their buUiofit which 

was kicheiU, and ieveral of their guns, which 

weic very large. They then returned to the 

town, but their companions who had been left 

upon the road were miffing, having, as it was 

fappofed, been kept among the Indians, either 

by perfuafion or force ; for they are very deQrous 

of having Europeans among them, to inftrud: 

diem in the art of war* After a ftay of more 

than two month* at Concordia, their number 

was diminilhed nearly one half by ficknefs, in 

coniequence of the fatigue and hardlbip which 

they had fuf&red by the ihip¥rreck, and the 

iorvivors were fent in a fmall veflel to Europe. 

Rotte is in much the fame Iicuation as Savu^ 
a Dutch fa&or refides upon it to manage the 
natives, and look after its produce, which con- 
fifts, among other articles, of fugan Formerly 
it was made only by bruiling the canes, and boil- 
ing the juice to a fyrup, in the fame manner as 
Toddy i but great improvcmeiits have lately 
been made in preparing this valuable commd-* 
dity. The three Untie iflanda called the Solars 

> arc 
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1770, are alfo under the influence of the Dutch fettle-' 
Jl^l^^^' ment at Concordia : they are flat and low, but 
abound with provifions of every kind, an4 the 
middlemoft is faid to hive a good harbour for 
Ihipping. Ende, another little ifland to the 
weftward of the Solars, is ftill in the hands of 
the Portuguefe, who have a good town and har- 
bour on the north eart corner of it called Larn- 
tucar they had formerly an harbour on the 
fouth fide of it, but that, being much inferior 
to Larntuca, has for fome time been altogether 
negleded. 

The inhabitants of each of thefe little iflands 
fpeak a language peculiar to themfelves, ^nd it 
is an objeft of Dutch policy to prevent, as much 
as poflible, their learning the language of each 
other. If they fpoke a common language, they 
Would learn, by a mutual intercourfe with each 
other, to plant fuch things as would be of more 
value to themfelves than their prefent produce, 
though of lefs advantage to the Dutch; but 
their languages being different, they can com- 
municate no fuch knowledge to each other, and 
the Dutch fecure to themfelves the benefit of 
fupplying their feveral neceflities upon their own 
terms, which it is reafonable to fuppofe are not 
very moderate. It is probably with a view to 
this advantage that the Dutch never teach their 
own language to the natives of thefe iflands, and 
have been at the expence of tranflating the Tef- 
4 tament 
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tament and catechifms into the different languages 
of each j for in proportion as Dutch had become 
the language of their religion, it would have be- 
come the common language of them all. 

To this account of Savu, I (hall only add afmall 
fpecimen of its language, by which it will appear 
to have .fome affinity with that of the South Sea 
iflands, many of the words being exaAly the fame, 
and the numbers manifcftly derived from the faipc 
fource*

IN tke momiiig of Ftiday^ the 2 ift of Sep-* 177^ 
tember^ tfyo^ we got under fail^ and ftood f^^^"^ 
away tp the weftwavd, along the noxth fide of Fi&iaif nu 
the iiland o£ Savu^ md t>f the: finaUeit that \m 
toi thft wefl;waicd of it, whidb^ at noon bcure from 
us S«.

for which I know not how to account. At 
Thurfd.a7. nOoh on the 27th, our latitude by obferVation 
was 10** 5 / S., which Was agreeable to the log; 
and our longitude Was 252® 11' W/ We fteer- 
tridayis. ed N. W. all day on the 28th, in order to make 
SAtwd.a9. the land of Java; and at noon on the 29th9 
our latitude by obfcrvation was 9^ 31' S., lon- 
gitude 254*^ 10' W. ; and in the morning of the 
8«iiaay3o. 30th j I took into my pofieffion the log*book 
and journals, at lead all I could find, of theQ& 
ficers, petty officers, and feamen, and enjoined 
them fecrccy with refpcdt to where- they had 
been. 

• At Icvert in the evenirig, being in the latitude 
6f Java Head, and not feeing any land, I con*^ 
eluded that we were t©o far to thfc weftward : I 
therefore hauled up E. N. E. having before 
fteered N. by E. In the night, we had thunder 
and lightning; and about twelve o^dock, by 
the light of the flalhes, we faw the land bearing 
eaft- I then tacked arid flood to the S'. W. till . 
jbaoher. four o'clock in the morriingof the ift of Ofto- 
ber ; and at fix, Java Head, or the weft end of 
Java, bore S. E. by E., diftant five leagues: 
foon after we faw Prince's IQand, bearing E. -J 
S. ; and at ten, the ifland of Cracatoa, bear^ 

ing 
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log. N; E. Cracatoa is a remarkably high- »77o. 
peaked ifland, and at noon * it bore N. 40 £. u.-y^lj 
diftant fevcn leagues. ^""^^^ '• 

I muft now obfcrvc that, during our run froni 
Savu, I allowed twenty minutes a-day for the 
wefterly current, which I concluded muft run 
ftrong at this time, efpecially off the coaft of 
Java, and L found that this allowance was juft 
equivalent to the effect of the current upon thq 
fliip. . 

At. four a'clock in the morning of the 2d, we Tocfday »♦ 
fetched clofe in with the coaft of Java, in fifteen 
fathom J we then ftood along the coaft, and ear- 
ly in the forenoon, I fent the boat afhore to try 
if fixe could procure fome fruit for Tupia, who 
was very ill, and fome grafs for the buffaloes 
that were ftill alive. In an hour or two fhe re- 
turned with four cocoa-nuts, and a fmall bunch 
of plantains, which had been purchafed for a 
filling, and fome herbage for the cattle, which 
the Indians not only gave us, but aflfifted our 
people to cut- The country looked like one 
qontinue^ wood, and had a very pleafant ap--; 
pearance* 

AbQut eleven o*clock> -wc faw two Dutch 
ihips lying off Anger Point, and I fent Mr. 
^icks on boar4 of one. of theni to inquire news* 
of our country, from which we liad been abfent . 
fo long. In the mean time it fell calm, and 
about noon I anchored in eighteen fathom with .

that in the firflr book many (hips, p^rticularlji 
Pbrtuguefe, had made entries of the fame kind 
ivith that for which it was prefented to us. Mf. 
X 2 Hicks, 
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17 70' Hicks, however. Having written the name o£ 
V— v*-^ ^he. fhip, only . added " from Europe/* He 
w«^«^'3- took notice of this, but faid, that he was fatiC- 
ficd with any thing we thought fit to write, it 
being intended merely for the information of 
thofe who fhould inquire after us from motives 
c)f friendfliip. 

Having made feveral attempts to fail with a 
wind that would not Item the current, and as 
often come to an anchor, a proa came along-fide 
Friday 5. Qf ^g in the morning of the 5th, in which was 
a Dutch officer, who fent me down a printed 
paper in Englifh, duplicates of which he had in 
other languages, particularly in French and 
Dutch, all regularly figned, in the name of the 
Governor and Council of the Indies, by their 
fecretary: it contained nine queftions, very ill 
jtxprefled, in the following terms : 

" I. To what nation the (hip belongs, and 
"its name? 

" 2. If it pomes from Europe, or any other

Of thefe queftions I anfwered only the firft 
^nd the fourth; which when the officir faw, 
he faid ahfvvers to the reft were of no confc- 
quence: yet he immediately added, that he 
muft fend that very paper away to Batavia, and 
that it would be there the next day at noon. I 
have particularly related this incident, becaufe 
rhaveT)een credibly informed .that it is but of 
late years that the Dutch have taken upon them 
to examine fhips that pafs through this Streight* 

At ten o'clock the fame morning, we weigh- 
ed, with a light breeze at S.W, •, but did little 
more than Item the currerxt, and about two 
o*clock anchored again under Bantam Point, 
where we lay till nine ; a ligh^ breeze then 
fpringing up at S. £• we weighed and ftood to 
the eaftward till t<fn o'clock the next morning, Satur4.€. 
wb^p the current obliged us again to anchor in 
X 3 twenty- 
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^7.10* tw.enty- two fathom, Pulababi bearing E. l?y 8, 
v.,^_^-I1j 4 S. idiftant between three ^ four mik$. Hav- 
Saturd. e. ipg altprp^tely weighed and ^chore^ fevcwl 
$i)iid9y 7, times, tjU fpur in the afternoon qf jliLe 7th, we 
then jftpo4 tp.tlic eaftwiu-fj, with a very faint 
t)'i3ec;?e ?t N. E. wd paffcd ^apep Ifl^pd, a^d 
the firft iQand fo the caftward pf.it ; w^n the 
wind dying away, wp were carried \>y thij cur- 
renf between the firfl and fcpbnd pf thp iflands 
that^ic to the eaftward of Wapeh lifl'and, where 
we were obJijged to anchor in thirty fathom, 
beisig y^ry near a ledge of F6cks that run out 
from one of the iQand^. At two th^ next 
rnorftinfe wc weighed with the land wind at 
fouthj^ and flood out tfcar of the ihoal j but be- 
fore libpn werp pbh'ged to comp tp again in 
twenty-eight fathom, near a fmall illand ampn^ 
thofe that arp called the thoufand Iflands, whic^ 
yic did nof find laid doiyn m 4ny phart. Pulo 
Pare ^p this time bore E. N. E, diftancc be- 
tween T}x and feven mijes. 

Mr. Bank? and Dr. Splarider went affjore qp-r 
on the iiland, which they found not to be more 
than fiyc hundred yards long, and one hundred 
broad i yet (here w^$ a houfe uppn it, and a 
fmall plant^tipn, where among other things was 
^he Palmfl Chrlftiy frpm which the caftor oil is 
made in the Weft I'ndies : they macje a fmal} 
fidduipn to (heir cpllqdion of plants, and fhpt 4 
^^t^ whof^ wjng^ wlien extended meafured three

we faM thit a whole dbllslr iVas greatly tbb 
inuch J to which he readily aflented, but defired 
that ve WouW cut one and gii^e hirti a jjaft : it 
iaft, however, a fine (htnrng Portuguele pcftack 
tempted hitiij and for that he fold us his ^hofe ^ 
^ck:k of pUmpkini, being in number twenty- 
fix. At parting, he madfc figns that we A'ould 
4iOt t^ll rft Batavia that any bo^ had b'edn aboard ' 
us. 

We were not able to weathdr j^ulo Ptre this 
.day, bnt getting thfc ^and Wind at fouth about 
ten o'clock at night, we weighed and ftood to 
the E. S. E. ail night. At terf itl th'e mofhing, Tucfday^ 
we anchoted ^in, to Wait ft¥ tfift fta bfeeze ; 
jmd at nioon it fprutfg tip at N. N. E. with 
Wl^cii we AOQiA i|i for Batavkr iroad, Wh*e*

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1770.. at four o'clock in the aftcrnpQn we came to att 

u-v-^ anchor. 

Tueiiiayg. i^^ found hcfc thc Hafcouft Indiaman from 
England, two Englifh private traders of that 
country,. thirteen fail of large Dutch (hips, and 
a confiderable number of fmajl veffek. A boat 
came immediately on board from a {hip which 
had a broad pendant flying, and the officer who 
commanded having inquired. who we were, and 
whence we came, immediately returned with 
fuch anfwcrs as we thought fit to give him : 
both he and his people were as pale as fpe£tres, 
a fad prefage of our fufierii\gs in fo unhealthy a 
country; but our peopJi^, who^ except Tupia^ 
were allrofy and plump, feemed tp think tHem- 
fclves fo feafoned by various climates that no- 
thing could hurt them. In . the mean time, t 
fenc a Lieutenant afhore to acquaint the Gover- 
nor of our arrival, and to make an excufe for 
our not faluting; for as I could falute with 
only three guns, except thc fwivels, which I was 
of opinion would not be heard, 1 thought it was 
better to let it alone. As foon as the boat was 
difpatchf d the carpenter delivered me an account 
of the defedts of the Ihip, of which the follow- 
ing is a copy : 

" The defeds of liis Majefty's bark Endeavour, 
" Lieutenant James Cook Commander. 
" The fliip very leaky, as (he makes from 
V twelve to fix inches water an hour, occafioned

** 1 imagine the greateft leak is, but could not 
" come at it for the water: one pump on the 
*' larboard fide ufciefs-, the others decayed 
** within an inch and an half of the bore. Other- 
*< wife mails, yards, boats, and hull, in pretty 
** good condition," 

As it was the univerfal opinion that the (hip 
could not fafely proceed to Europe without an 
examination of her bottom, I determined to 
apply for leave to heave her down at this place ; 
:ind as I underdood that it would be neceflary to 
make this application in writing, I drew up a 
requeft,'and the next morning, having got it Wedncf.to. 
tranflated into Dutch, we all went afliore. 

We repaired immediately to the houfc of 
Mr. Leith, the only Engliftiman.of any credit 
who is rcfident at this place ; he received us 
with great politenefs, and engaged us to dinner t 
to this gentleman we applied for inftruftipns 
how to provide ourfelves with lodgings and 
i^ceffaries while we fliould ftay aftiore, and he 
told us, that ther^ was a hotel, or kind of inn, 
kept by the. order of government, where all 

merchants 
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i77o» merchants and Grangers il^efe obliged to refidet 
*j paying half per cent upOQ the valiie of their 
^ goods for waithoufe room9 which the mailer of 
the houfe was obliged to provide; but that as wc 
came in a King's fliip^ w^ Ihould be at liberty 
to live where we pleafed, upbn diking the Go* 
vcri)or*s pertriiflion, which would he granted of 
courfe. He foid, that it would be cheaper for 
us to take a houfe in the town,' and bring our 
own fervants alhore, if we had any body upoa 
whom we could depend to buy in our prcrvi* 
£on5 \ but lis this was not the cafe, having no 
perfon among us who could fpeak the Malajr 
language. Our gentlemen determined t6 go to 
the hotel. At the hotel, therefore, beds Were 
tn>mediately hired, and word was fent that we 
ihould fleep there at night. 

At five o*cl6ck in the afternoon^ 1 was intro- 
duced to the Governor-^eneral, who received 
n^e very courteoufly ; he told me, that I Ihould 
have every thing I wanted, and that in tiie 
morning my requeft (hould be laid b^re the 
council, which I was defired to attend. 

About nine o'clock, we had a dreadful ftorm 
of thunder, lightning, and rain, during whicli 
the main^maft of one of the Dutch 'Eaft India* 
men was fplit, and carried away by the deck; 
the main-top-mail: and top-galhnt-maft were 
Ihivered all to pieces ; fhe had an iron fpindJe 
at the main*top-gallant-maft-head, which pro* 
4 bably 
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bably dircftcd the ftrokc, Tt)is ihip lay not ^^^;^ 
more than tfce diil ance of twpc^^bles' length v .-^v^- r^i 
from burs, ancj in all probability wc IJiould have ***'**'^' '^ 
Shared the f^me fgtp, but for %he eledrical chaia 
-which, wp had but jufl: got up, and which con- 
dudted the lightning over {he fide pf the (hip y 
but though we efcapcd the lightning^ the explo- 
(ion ihopk us like an earthc^^uake^ th^c chain ac 
the fame time appearing like a line pf fire : $ 
fceritipel was in the a^ion of charging his piece, 
and the fhoclc forced the muiket out of his 
hand, apd broke the rammer rod. Upon this 
pccafidn, J cannop but earneftly recommend 
phairis of the fame kind to eyery (hip, whatever 
be her dejlinatbri, and I hope that the fate o^ 
the Putchman will be a warning to all who ihall 
read this narrative, againft having an iron 
fpindle at the maft-head. 

The next morning, 1 attended at the council- Th«ifa, h. 
phamhcr, and was told that I fhould have every 
thing I v^anted. In the mean time, the gende* 
pien afliqrc ajgreed with the keeper of the hotel 
for their Ipdging ^d board, at the rate of two 
rix-doUars, or nine (hillings fterling a day for * 
pach 5 and as there were five of them, and they 
would probably have many vifitors from the 
fhip, he agreed tp keep them a feparate table, 
upon condition that they (bould pay one rix« 
dollar for the dinner of every ftranger, and 
^npihef for his fupper and bed^ if he fhould 
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oV^ flccp afhorc Under this ftipularion ihcy were 

C^^ 'a to be furriiQied' with tea, coffee, ptiiich, pipes 

Thur*d. II. ^^^ tobacco, f6r them felves and their friends, as 

much as they could confumc •, they were alfo to- 

pay half a rupee, or ohelhilling and three pence 

a day, for e^ch of their fervants. 

They foon learnt that thefc rates were more 
thaiitlouble the common, charges of board and 
lodging in the town, and their table, though 
it had the appearance of magnificence, was 
wretchedly ferved. Their dinner confifted'of 
One courfe of fifteen dilhcs, and tlieir fupper of 
one courfe 6f thirteen^ but nine or ten of them 
Cdnfifted of bad poultry, varioufly drefled, and 
often ferved up the fecond, thifd, arid even the 
fourth time : the fame duck having appeared 
ifnorc thian once roaflred, found his way again to 
the table as a fricafce, arid a fourth time In the 
form of forced meat. It was not long, how-^ 
ever, before they learnt that this treatment was 
Only by way of cflay, ^nd that it 'vvas the invari- 
able cuftom of the houfe', to fupply all ftrangfers, 
at their firft coming-, with fucK fare as ce)uld be 
procured for the leaft money, and cohfequently 
would produce the moil gain : that if either 
through indolence or good-nature they were 
content, it was cotitinueid for the benefit of the 
hoft, but that 'if they complained, it was gra- 
dually amended till they were fatijsSedi which 
fomcti'mes happen&d befofe they had the' worth 

7 of 
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of d>cir money. . After, this.difcovery, they. re- ^^^^l, 
mbnftrated, and their fare became better ;. how* l— >^..-i 
ever, after a- few days, Mr- Banks hired a little. Th.rfl,itr 
houfe, the next, door on the left hand, to the 
hotel, for himfclf and his party, for which he 
paid after the rate- of ten rix-dollars, or two 
pounds five fhillings fterling a month -, but here, 
they were very far from having either the con-, 
vcnience or the privacy which they expefted -, no, 
perfon was permitted to flcepin this private houfe 
occafionally, as a gueft. to the perfon who hirccj^ 
it, under a penalty, but ahnoft every Dutch- 
man that went by ran in without any ceremony, 
to afk what they foil, there having been very, 
feldom any private pcrfons at Batavia who had, 
not fomething to fell. Every body here hires a. 
carriage, and Mr. Banks hired two. Tliey are 
open chaifes, made to hold, two people, and. 
driven by a man fitting, on a coach-box j for 
each of thefe he paid two rix-dollars a day. 

As foon as he was fettled in his new habita- 
tion, he. fent for Tiipia, who til,l now had con-- 
tinucd on board, upon account of his illnefs, 
which was of the bilious kind, and for which he, 
had obftinately refufcd to take any medicine. 
He foon came alhore, with^ his boy TayetQ, and 
though while he was on bpard, and after he 
Came into the boat, he was exceedingly liftlefs 
and dejeded, he no fooner entered the town 
than, he feemed to be animated with a new foul. 
The houfes, carriages, flreets, people, and a 

multiplicity 
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wMltiplkitf of oilier (AijeAs^ ^ tteWf wAic^ 
mfiidd upott bim ac once, prodiKe^ an eSt& 
like the foddc» ahd fto-ot power t)kat is^ ima- 
gined of fafcinati^. Taycto cxprcffed his? 
wonder and delight itith ftill left reftrainr^ 
Md danced aleng the ftrcet in a kind of qctzfy^ 
examining every objed with a reftiefs and eager 
curiofrty, wli^ich waS every moment exerted and 
gratified. One of the firft things that Tapia 
remarked, was the rarious drcflcs of the pafUng 
iBiikitude, concerning which he made many 
inquiries ^ arid when he was told that in thisi 
place where people of many dilTefent nation^ 
were aflembled, every one wore the' habit of bi^ 
country, he defired that he might conform to 
the cuftom, and appear in that of Otaheite. 
South Sea cloth was therefore fent for ftoni the' 
fliip, and he equipped himfclf with great expe- 
dition and dexterity* The people who had feen 
Otourou, the Indian who had been brought 
hither by M. Bougainville, inquired whether 
Tupia was. not the fame perfon : from thefe in- 
quiries> we learnt who it was that we had fup- 
pofcd to be Spaniards, from the Recounts that 
had been given of two fhips by the Iflanders. 

In the mean time, I procured an order to thef 
fuperintendant of the iflapd of Onruift, where 
the (hip was to be repaired, to receive her 
there ; and fent by one of the (hips that failed 
for Holland, on account of pur arrival here,

The expenses that would be incurred by re* '^^•^•'^ 
paiung and rating the fliip, rendered at neorf- 
fary for me to take up moacy in this place,, 
which 1 imagbed might be done without diffi- 
culty, but I fioiind myfelf miftak^n ^ fot after 
the moft diligent inquiry^ i could not find any 
private peifoq that had ability and inclination ta 
advance the fum that I wanted. In this difficulty 
I. applied to the Governoi hknfel^ by a written 
requ^, in qoaiequence of which, the Sheban- 
dftr had ^ei» to &pply me vdth what money 
I ihoMld rcspic^ CMjKi o£ thfi Company's Trea* 

Oft (he x8l|i». asfeo^^'it wHs lighlt, having Thm«i.« 
by fQv^a) accidents, asud miftakes fiifiered a de» 
l^y of mai^ dskys, I took up the anchor, and 
f^a dowQ^ U> Qnnift : a few days afterwards. 
Vie went ajong-fide of the wharf, on Cooper's 
IQapd, whWh liiQS clofe tQ Onruft, in order ta 
t^kfioutour ftoresb 

By this time, having been here only nine 
days, we began to feel the fatal efFeds of the 
climate and fvuation. Tupia, after the flow of 
fpirits which the novelties of 'the place pro- 
duced upon his firft landing, funk on a fudden, 
and grew every day worfc and worfe. Taycto 
was feized with an inflammation upon his lungs, 
Mr. Banks's two iervants became very ilU and 

himfelf 
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1770, himfclf and Pr. Soiander were attacked by 
x,,^,.^^) f€ver3 : in a few days, almoft every perfon both 
Thuiais. Q^ board and alhdre were fickv affeded, no 
doubt) by the low fwampy lituatidn of the 
place, and the numberlefs dirty canals which 
intcrfcft the town in all direftions. On the 
26th) 1 fet up the tent for the reception of the 
ihip*s company, of whom there was but a fmall 
number able to dp duty. Poor Tupia, of whofe 
life we now begaa to dcfpair, and who till this 
time had continued afhore with Mr. Banks, 
defircd to be removed to the (hip, where, he 
faid, he (hould breathe a;freier air than among 
the numerous houfes: which obftrufted it a^ 
fhore: on board the Ihip, however, he could 
. not go, fca* Qit was unrigged, and preparing to 
be laid down at the carcening-place ; but onf 
Siioday St. the 28th, Mr. Banks went with him to Cooper's 
Ifland, or, as it is called here, Kuypor, where 
(he lay, and as he feemed pleafed with the fpot, 
a tent was there pitched for h,im : at this place 
both the fea breeze and the land breeze blew 
diredly over him, and he expr^flcd great fatis- 
faction in his fitoation. Mr. Banks, whofe.hu-* 
manity kept him two days with this poor Indian, 
Tucfdayjo. rctumcd to the town on the 30th, and the fits 
of his intermittent, which was now become a > 
regular tertian, were fo violent as to dcprivCv 
' him of his fenfcs while they laftcd, and leavt 
him fo weak that he was fcarcely able to crawK 

down 
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i k down flairs : at this time,.Dn Solandcr's difor- ^'77^ 
^^ der alfo increafed, and Mr. Monkhoufe, the i^J^HLJ 
M Surgeon, was confined to his bed. 
' i On the 5th of November, after many delays ^^"^*^ ^' 
»li in coiiieqiience of the Dutch fliips coming 
I ^ along fide the wharfs to load pepper, the (hip 
' - was laid down, and the fame day,^ M^ Monk- 
^^ houlcj our Surgeon, a fenfible (kiiful man, fell the 
- firft facrifice to this fatal country, a lofs which 
ii was greatly aggravated by our fituation. Dn 
i;£ Solander was joft able to attend his funeral, but. 
k Mr. Banks was confined to ^his bed. Our dif- 
ag trefs was now very great, and the profpeft be- 
s fore us difcouraging in th^ higheit degree : our 
danger was not fuch as we could furmount by 
m any efibrts of our own; courage^ ikiU, and 
;? diligence were all equally ioefie^ual, and death 
i was every ,day makiqg advances :upon jus, where 
f we dopW«ei|her refift nit)r,fly. Malay fervants 
, were hired .to attend the fick, but they, had fo 
little fcnfe either of duty or humanity, that 
they could not be kept within call, and the pa- 
tient, was frequently obliged to get out of bed 
tofcek.them. On. the 9th, we loft our poor ^'^^•^9. 
Indian tbpy . Tayeto, and Tupia was fo much 
aflfeded, . that it was doubted whether he would 
funrive till the next day. 
♦ In. the mean time, the bottom of the (hip be- 
ing examined, was found to be in aworfe con- 
dition than we apprehended : the falfe keel was 
Vol. IV.

I770* all gone to within twenty feet of the ftcrn poft;^ 
i,^-.ay^,J the main keel was confiderably injured in many 
f"<*»y9- places; and a great quantity of the fhcatfaing. 
was torn off, and feveral planks were much 
damaged ; two of them, and the half of a third, 
under the main channel near the keel, wcre^ for 
the length of fix feet, fo worn, that they were 
not abQve ^n eighth pact of an inch thick,^ and 
here the w^rtns had made their way quite into 
the timbers ; yet ia this condition fhe had failed 
many huadsred teagws, where navigation is as 
dangerous as. in any part of the world : how 
much: mi&ry did we efcape, by being ignorant 
that fo confiderable a p^t of the bottom of the 
vefTel was thinner than the fole of a fhoe, and 
that every life on board depended upon fo flight 
and fragile a barrier between us and the unfa- 
thomable ocean ! It feemed, however, that we 
had been preferved only to perifli here 5 Mr. 
Banks "and Dr. Solander were fo bad that the 
phyfician declared they had no chance for reco- 
very but by removing into the country ; a houfc 
was therefore hired for them at the diftaiice of 
about two miles from the town, which belonged 
to the matter of the hotel, who engaged to fur- 
' nilh them with provifiohs, and the ufe of-flav^er. 
As they had already experienced their want of int^ 
fluenceover flaves that had other mafters, and the 
unfeeling inattention of thefc fellows tp the fick, 
they bought each of them a Malay womaOi. 

whkh 
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which removed both the caufcs of their being ^'^^^• 

ib ill- ferved ; the women were their own pro- w ^J 

perty^ and the tenderncfs of the fex, even here^ ^"*^*^ *• 
made. them good nurfes. While thefe prepa- 
rations were making, they received an accouni: 
of the death of Tupia, who funk at once after 
the Ipfs of the boy, whom he loved with the 
cei^dernefs of a parent. 

By the 14th, the bottom of the (hip was Wcdiwf.14. 
thoroughly repaired, and very much to my fa- 
tisfaftion: it would, indeed, be injuftice to the 
oHicers and workmen of this yard,, not to de- 
clare that, in my opinion, there is not a marine 
yard in the : world, where a Ihip can be laid 
down: with more convenience, fafety, and dif- 
patcV'99r repaired with more diligence ahd 
fkill.: ..At this place they heave down by twQ 
mads, a method which we dp not now pradife^ 
it is, however, unqueftionably more fafe and ex- 
peditious to heave down with two mails than 
on^, and he muft have a good fliare of bigotry 
to old cuftoms, and an equal want of common 
fenfe, who will not allow this, after feeing with 
what fjacility the Dutch heave down their largeft 
fliips at this place. 

Mr. flanks and Dr. Solander recovered flowly 
at their country -houfe, which was not only open 
to the &a breeze, but fituated upon a running 
litream,. which greatly contributed to the circu- 
lation of the air : but I was now taken ill my- 
Y a felf 5 
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^ '770- felf ; Mn Sporing, and a fcaman who had at-

^^ — V--0 tended Mr. Banks, were alfo feiied with intcr- 
°^^' '*• mittents ; and indeed there was not more than 
ten of the whole (hip's company that were able 
to do duty. 

We proceeded however in rigging the (hip, 
and getting water and (lores aboard : the water 
we were obliged to procure from Batavia, at the 
rate of fix (hillings and eight pence a leager, or 
one hundred and fifty gallons. 
Monday 26. About the 26th, the weftcrly monfbon fetin, 
which generally blows here in the night from 
the S. W. and in the day from the N. W; or N. 
For fome hights before this, we had very heavy 
rain, with much thuhder j and in the night be- 
tween the 25th and 26th, fuch rain as we had 
feldom feen, for near four hours without inter- 
miflion. Mt Banks's houft admitted the wa- 
ter in every part like a (ievc, and it ran through 
the loV^cr rooms in a ftream that would have 
turned a mill : he was by this time fu(Hciently 
recovered to go out, and upon his entering Ba- 
tavia the next morning, he was much furpri(ed 
to fee the bedding every where hung out to 
dry. 

The wet feafon was now fet in, though we had 
fome intervals of fair weather. The frogs in 
the ditches, which croak ten times louder than 
any frogs in Europe, gave notice of rain by an 
ince(rant noife that was almofl: intolerabley and

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tfae gnats and mufqui^s, which had been very „»77o. 
troublefome even during the dry weather, were ^t v ^-^* 
now become innumerable, fwarming from every •" '^ * • 
plafh of water like bees from a hive ; they did 
not, however, much incommode us in the 
day, and the ftings, however troublefome at 
firft, never continued to itch above half an 
hour, fo that none of us felt in the day, the 
cfFcfls of the wounds they had received in the 
night. 

On the 8th of December, the (hip being per- December. 
feflly refitted, and hiiving taken in moid of her 
water and ftorcs; and received the fick on board, 
we ran up to Batavia Road, and anchored in 
four fathom and an half of water. 

From this timCj^ to the 24th, we were em- Monday 24. 
ployed in getting, on board the remainder of our 
water apd provifions,- with fome new pumps, 
and in feveral other operations that were necef- 
fary to fit the Ihip for the fea, all which would 
have been effefted much fooner, if ficknefs and 
death had not difabled or carried o9^ a great 
number of our men. 

While we lay here, the Earl of Elgin, Cap- 
tain Cook, a fhip belonging to the Englilh Eaft 
India Company, came to an anchor in the RoacJ. 
She was bound from Madrafs to China, but 
having loft her paffage, put in here to wait for 
the next fcafon. The Phcenix, Captain Black, 
Y 3 an 
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J 770. an Englilh country Ihip, from Bencooleo, al£i 

cm^^-t *» came to an anchor at this place. 

Monday a4. j^^ ^^ aftcmoon of Chriftmas eve, the 24th, 
I took leave of the Governor, and fevcral of the 
principal gentlemen of the place,, with whom I 
had formed connexion^, and from whom I recjeiv- 
cd every poffible civility and aiCftapce ; but in the 
mean time an accident happened, which might 
have produced difagreeable confequences« A 
Teaman had run away from one of the Dutch 
fhips in the Road, and entered on board of 
mine: the Captain had applied to the Govern 
nor, to reclaim him as a fubjeft of Holland, 
and an order for that purpofe was procured : 
this order was brought to me foon after I re- 
turned from my laft vifit, and I faid, that if the 
man appeared to be a Dutchman, he ftiould 
ceriainly be delivered up. Mr. Hicks com- 
manded on board, and I gave the Dutch officer 
an order to him, to delivej- the man up under 
that conditio^. I flept royfclf this night onfliore, 

Tueftdayis. ^^^ j^^ the morning, the Captain of the Dutch 
Commodore came and tojd ipe th^f h.e had car- 
ried my order on bq^rd,. but that the ofiic?r had 
refufed to deliver up the man., alleging, not on- 
ly that he was not a Dutchman, but that he wa^ 
a flibjea of Great Britain, born in Ireland ; I 
replied, that the officer had peirfeftly executed 
my orders, and that if the man was an Englifii 
fubjea, i^ could |ipt be expefted that I Ihould 

delive^ 
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deliver him up. The Captain then faid, that r.^y7?'

he was juft come from the Governor, to de- i— -^^ — » 
xnand the man of me in his name, as a fubjecl '^'^^y^s* 
of Denmark, alleging, that he flood in the 
Ihip's books as born at Elfineur. The claim of 
this m^n as a fubjeft of Holland, being now 
given up, lobfcrved to the Captain, that there 
appeared to be fome miftake in the Generars 
-meiTage, for that he would certainly never de- 
mand a Danifli feaman from me, who had com- 
mitted no bther crime than preferring the fer-. 
vice of the Englifli to that of the Dutch, I 
added, however, to convince him of my fincere 
defire to avoid difputes, that if the man was a 
Dane he fhould be delivered up as a courtefy, 
though he could not be demanded as a right ; 
but that if I found he Was an Englifli fubjeft, 
I would keep him at all events. Upon thefe 
terms we parted, and foon after I received a 
letter from Mr. Hicks, containing indubitable 
proof that the feaman in queftion was a fubjeft 
- of his Britannic Majefty. This letter I imme- 
diately carried to the Shebander, with a requeft 
that it might be fliewn to the Governor, and 
that his Excellency might at the fame time be 
told, I would not upoii any terms part with the 
man. This had the defired efFeft, and I heard 
no more (rf the affair. 

to the evenings I went on board, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Banks, and the reft of the gentle- 
Y 4 men 
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»77o* men twho had conftantljr refided on fhorc, and 
i-^y^/ who, though better, were not yet perfcftly rc«- 

Tucfday.s. covered. 

Wedncf.26, At fix in the morning of the 26th, we weigh- 
ed ^nd fct fail^ with a light breeze at S. W, 
The Elgin Indiaman faluted us with three 
cheers and thirteen guns, and the garrifon with 
' fourteen, both which, with the help of our fwi- 
vels, we returned, and foon after the fea breeze 
fet in at.N^.hy W., which obliged us to anchor 
juft without the ihips in the Road. 

At this time the number of fick on board 
amounted to forty, and the reft: of the fhip's com- 
pany were in a very feeble condition. Every in- 
dividual had been fxck except the fail-maker, an 
old man between feventy and eighty years of 
age, and it is very remarkable that this old 
man, during our ft^y at this place, was con- 
flantly drunk every day : we had buried fevea, 
the Surgeon, three featnen, Mr. Green's fervent, 
Tupia, and Tayeto his ^)oy. AH but Tupia 
fell a facrifice to the unwholcfome, ftagn^nt, pu- 
trid air of the country, and he who from his 
birth had been ufed to fubfift chiefly upon vege- 
table food, particularly ripe fruit, foon con- 
trafted all the diforders that are incident to a 
fea life, and would probably have funk under 
them before we could have completed pur 
voyage, if we had not been obliged to go to 
}iatavia to refitt

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CHAP. XL 

Some Account of Batavia, and the adjacent 
Country; ivith their Fruits^ F/oruuers^ and 
other Frodu^ionSf

AT A VI A, the capital of the Dutch do- 1770. 
minions in India, and generally fuppofed 



to have no equal among all the poflcflions of 
the Europeans in Afia, is fituatcd on the north _ 
fide of the ifland of Java, in a low fenny plain^ 
where feveral fmall rivers, which take their rife 
io the rnountains called Bkeuwen Berg, about 
forty miles up the country, empty themfelvcs 
into the fea, ancJ-Vhcre the coaft forms a large 
bay, .galled fhe Bay of Batavia, at the diftance 
of. about eight leagues from the ftreight of 
Sunda.. It lies in latitude 6^ 10' S., and lon- 
gitude 106*^ 50' E. from the meridian of Green- 
wich, as appears from aftronomical obfervations 
piade upon the fpot, by the Reverend Mr. 
Mohr, who has built an elegant obfervatory, 
which is as well furnifhed with inftruments as 
moft in Europe, 

The Dutch feem to have pitched upon this 
fpot for the convenience of water-carriage, and 
jn th^t it is indeed a fecond Holland, and fupc- 

rior 
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^77^' rior to every other place in the world. There 
i_-^ , ^* are very few ftrccts that h^ve not a canal of 
confiderable breadth running through them, or 
rather ftagnating in them, and continued for 
fcveral miles in almoft every direction beyond 
the town, which is alfo interfefted by five or 
fix rivers, fomc of which are navigably thirty or 
forty miles up the country. As the houfes arc 
large, and the (Ireets wide, it takes up a much 
greater extent, in proportion to the number of 
lioufcs it contains, than any city in Europe. 
Valentyn, who wrote an account of it about the 
year 1726, fays, that in his time there were, 
inrithin the walls, 1242 Dutch houfes, and 
1200 Chinefe; and without the Walls 1066 
Dutch, and 1240 Chinefc, befides 12 arrack 
lioufes, making in all 4760: but this account 
appeared to us to be greatly exaggerated, efpc- 
cially with rcfpe£l to the number of houfes 
within the walls. 

The ftreets are fpacious and handfome, and 
the banks of the canals are planted with rows of 
trees, that make a very pleafing appearance; 
but the trees concur with the canals to make 
the fituation unwholefome. The ftagnant ca- 
nals in the dry feafon exhale an intolerable 
ftench, and the trees impede the courfe of the 
air, by which in fome degree the putrid effluvia 
would be diflipated. In the wet feafon the in- 
convenience is equal, for then thefe fefervoirs 
6 of 
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ofcormpted water overflow their b^nks in the «77o. 
lower par4 of the town, efpeciailjr in the neigh- "*"" ^' 
bourhood of the hotel, and fill the lower dories 
of the houfes, where they leave behind them an 
inconceivable quantity of (lime and filth: yet 
thefe canals are fometimes cleaned *, but the 
cleaning them is fo managed as to become as 
gre^ a liuifance as the foulnefs of the water ; 
for the black nfiud that is taken from the bot- 
tom is fuflfered to lie upon the banks, that is^ 
in the middle of the ftreet, till it has acquired a 
iufficient degree 6f hardnefs to be made the 
lading of a boat, and carried away. As this 
mud con^^ chiefly of human ordure, which is 
regularly thrown into the canals every morning, 
there not being a neceflary-houfe in the whole 
town, it poifbns the air while it is drying to a 
confiderable extent* Even the running ftreams 
become nuifances in their turn, by the naftinefs 
or negligence of the people ; for every now and 
then a dead hog, or a dead horfe, is ftranded 
.upon the (hallow parts, and it being the bufi* 
ncfs of no particular perfon to remove the nui- 
fance, it is negligently left to time and accident. 
While we were here, a dead buflPalo lay upon 
the (hoal of a river that ran through one of the 
principal ftreet« above a week, and at laft was 
carried away by a flood, 

' The hoiifes uc in geheral well adapted to the 
climate 5 they confift of one very large room or

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1770- hall on the ground floor, with a door at each. 
end, both which generally ftand opeo : at one 
end a room is taken off by a partition, wheic 
Hhe mafter of the houfe tranfads his bufinefs^ 
and in the middle between each end there is a 
court, which giv.es light to the h^l), ^nd ac the 
fame time increafes the drayght of air. From 
one corner of the hall the ft^irs go up to the 
floor ^bove, where alfo the rooms are fpacious 
and airy. In the alcove, which i$ formed by 
the court, the family dine; apd at other times 
it is occupied by the female flaves, who arc not 
gUowed to fit down; any where elft. ; 

The public l>uildings are, moft.of them, old, 
heavy, and ungraceful ; but the new church is 
not inelegant; it is built with a dome, that is 
feen from a great diftance at fea, and though 
the outfidc has rather a. heavy appearance, the 
infide forms a very fine room : it is furniihcd 
with an organ of a proper fize, being very larger 
^nd is mofi: magnificently illuminated by chan- 
deliers. 

The town is inclofed by a ftone wall, of a 
moderate height ; but . the whole of it is old, 
and many parts are much out of repair. This 
wall itfclf is furrounded by a river, which in 
fonie places is fifty, and infome a hundred yards 
wide : the ftream is rapid, but :thc' waiter is fljal- 
low. The wall is alfo lined within by a canal, 
which in different ^parts is of different breadths^ 
. : ' .' fo 
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fo that, in paffing cither out or in through the 1770. 
gates, it is neceffary to crofs two draw-bridges ; ^"*'"*^'*- 
and there is no acccfs for idle people or ftrangefs 
to walk upon the ramparts, which feem to be 
but ill provided with guns. 

In the north eaft corner of the town ftands 
thecaftle or citadel, the walls of which arc both 
higher and thicker than thofe of the town, 
cfpecially near the landing-place, where there is 
depth of water only for boats, which it corii- 
pletely commands, with fevcral large guns that 
make a very good appearance. 

Within this caftle are apartments for the 
Goycrnor-general, and all the Council of India, 
to which they are enjoined to repair in cafe of a 
fiege. Here are alfo large ftofehoufes, where 
great quantities of the Company's goods are 
kept, cfpecially thofe that are brought from 
Europe, and where almoft all their writers, tranf- 
a£i: their bulihefs. In this place alfo are laid up 
a great number of cannon, whether to mount' 
updn the walls or furnifh (hipping, we could 
not learn ; and the Company is faid to be well' 
fupplied with powder, which is difperfed in via- 
rious magazines, that if fome fhould be deftroyed 
by lightning, which in this place is very fre- 
quent, the reft may efcape. 

Befides the fortifications of the town, nume- 
rous forts are difperfed about the country to 
the diftance of twenty or thirty miles ; thefe 

feem 
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1770. fccni to have been intended merely to keep- the 
natives in awe, and indeed they are fit for no- 
thing elfe. For the fame purpofe a kind of 
houfes, each of which mounts about eight guns, 
are placed in fuch fituaJdons ^s command the 
navigation of three or four canals, and confer 
quently the roads upon their banks : fome of 
thefe are in the town itfelf, and it was from one 
of thefe that all the bell houfes belonging to the 
Ghinefe were levelled with the ground in the 
Chincfe rebellion of j 740. Thefe defences are 
fcattered over all p^rts of Java, and the otijxer 
iflands of which the Dutch haye got pofleifion 
in thefe feas. Of one of thefe fingular forts, or. 
fortified houfes, we fhould have procured a 
drawing, if our Gentlemen h^d not been con* 
fined by ficknefs almoft all the time they were 
upon the ifland. 

If the Dutch fortifications here are not for« 
midable in themfelves, they become fo by their 
fituation ; for they are among moraiTes wherqi 
the roads, which are nothing more than a bank 
thrown up bet>yeen a canal and a ditch, may 
eafily be deftroyed, and confequently the ap* 
vproach of heavy artillery either totally prevented 
or greatly retarded: for it would be exceeds 
ingly difficult, if not impoflible, to tranfport 
them in boats, as they all. muftcr every n%ht 
under the guns of the caftle, a fituation from. 
which it would be impofiible for an eacmy ta 

take 
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ti^e them*. Befides, in this c0iiBCiyy. delay is ^'77^^ 
death ; fo that whatever resaiHdjS ^ eaemy, will u-y^^j* 
deftroy him. In leis than a week^ we were 
ienfible of the . unhealthinefs cf the climate i 
and in. lefs than a month half the fhip's com- 
pany were unable to do their duty. We were 
told, that of a hundred foldiers who arrive here 
from Europe, it was a rare thing for fifty to 
furvive the firft year; that of thofe fifty, half, 
would then be in the bofpiul, and not ten of the 
reft in perfed: health : pofllbly this account may 
be exaggerated; but the pale and feeble wretchejs 
whom we faW crawling about with a mufquec,. - 
which they were fcarcely able to carry, inclin- 
ed us to believe that it was true^ Every white 
inhabitant of the town indeed is a ibldier; the 
younger are eonftantly muftered, and thole who 
have ferved five years are liable to be called out 
when their afiiftance is thought to be necefiary y. 
but as neither of them are ever exercifed, or do 
any kind of duty, much cannot be . expeded 
from them. The Portuguele, indeed, are in ge* 
neral good markfmen, becaufe they employ 
themfdves. much in ihooting wild hogs and 
deer: neither the Mardykers nor the Chinefe 
know the ufe of fire-arms ; but as they are faid 
to be brave, they might do much execu^JM 
with their own weapons, fwords, lances, and 
daggers. The Mardykers are Indians of all na- 
tions.

' But if it is difficuk to attack Batavia by 
fehd, it is utterly impoflible to attack it by fea : 
for the water is (o fliallow, that it will fcarcely 
admit a longboat to come within cannon (hot 
of the walk, except in a narrow channel, called 
the rivier, that is walled on bdth^ fides by ftrong 
piers, and runs about half a mile into the har- 
boun At the other end, it terminates under 
the fire of the ftrongcfl: part of the caftle ; and 
here its communication, with thie canals that in- 
tctfeft the town is ciit off by a large wooden 
boom, which* is* (hut every night at fi?c o'clock, 
and upon no pretence opened till the next niarn- 
ing. The harbour of Batavia is accounted the 
fineft in India, and to all appearance ^ith good 
reafon •, it is lit^e eridugh to cdntam any num- 
ber of ihips, and the. ground Is lb good that one 
anchor will hold till the cabte decays: it never 
admits any fea that is' trotiblefome,-aftd its oriy 
inconvenience is the fhoal water^ between the 
road and the riven* "When the fea breeze blows 
frefti, it makes a cockling fea that is dangerous 
to boats : our longboat once ftrudc two or three 
times as flie was attempting to come- out, and 
regained the river*^ mouth with foraie difficulty. 
A Dutch boat, laden with fails and rigging for 
one of the Indiamen, was entirely loft.

Round the harbour, on the outfidcj lie many «77o- 

»ni i-it-.^ii t December 

iflands^ which the Dutch have taken poffeffion 
of, and apply to different ufes. To one of 
them, called Edam, they tranfport all Europeans 
who have been guilty of crimes that are not 
worthy of death : fomc are fentenced to remain 
there ninety-nine years, feme forty, fome twenty, 
fome lefs, down to fiye, in proportion to their 
offence; and during theii;bani(hment, they are 
employed as flaves in making ropes, and other 
drudgery. In another ifland, called Purmerent, 
they haye an hofpital, where people arc faid to 
recover much fatter than at Batavia. In a 
third, called Kuyper, they have warehoufes be- 
longing to the Company, -chiefly for rice, and 
other merchandife of fmall vaRie ; and here 
the foreign (hips, that are to be laid down at 
Onruft, another of thefe iflands, which with 
Kuyper has been mentioned before, difcharge 
their cargoes at wharfs which are very conve- 
nient for the purpofe. Here the guns, fails, and 
other ftores of the Falmouth, a man of war 
which was condemned at this place when fhe 
was returning from Manilla, were depofited, 
and the (hip herfelf remained in the harbour 
with only the warrant officers on board for many 
years. Remittances were regularly made them 
from home; but no notice was ever taken of 
the many memorials they fent, defiring to be 
recalled. Happily for them, the Dutch thought 
Vol. IV. Z • fit, 
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^77o. fit, about fix months before our arrival, to fell 

v^-vw the vcifel and all her ftores, by public aviAion, 

and fend the officers home in their own (hips. 

At Onruil, they repair all their own (hippingi 

and keep a large quantiey of naval ftores. 

The country round Batavia is for fome miles 
a continued range of country houfes and gar- 
den5« Many of the gardens are very large, and 
by fome ftrange fatality, all are planted with 
trees almo0; as thick as they can (land ; fo that 
the country derives no advantage from its being 
cleared of the wood that originally covered 
K, except the fruit of that which has been 
planted in its room. Thefe impenetrable fo- 
refts ftand in a dead .fiat, which extends ibme 
miles beyond them, an4 is interfe£ted in many 
diredioas by rivers, and mote ftill by canals, 
which are navigably for fmaU veflels. Nor b 
this the worft, for the fence of every field and 
garden is a ditch *, a(|d interiperfed amoog the 
cultivated ground there are many filthy fe»s» 
bogs, and morafTcs, as well frefh 4s fak* 

It is not ftrange that the iohabitafits of fucb a 
country fhould be familiar with dij^eafe and 
death : preventative medicines' aire taken almoft 
as regularly as food ; and every body expefts 
the returns of ficknefs, as we do the feafons of 
the year. We did not fee a fingle face in Ba« 
tavia that indicated perfect healthy for thqre b 
not the leaft tmt of colour in the qheeka either 

of 
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of mtn or womah : the women indeed are moft J77o* 
delicately fairi but with the appearance of 
difeafe there never can be perfed beauty. 
People talk of death with as much indifference 
as they do in a camp ^ and when an acquaint* 
ance is faid to be dead, the common reply k% 
" Well, he owed me nothing 5** or, ** I muft gel 
** my money of his executors." 

To this defcription of the environ^ of Batavia 
there are but two exceptions. The Governor's 
country houfe is fituated upon a riling ground ; 
but its afcent is fo inconfiderable, that it is 
known to be above the common level only by 
the canals being left behind, and the appearance 
of a few bad hedges : his Excellency, however, 
who is a native of this place, has, with fomd 
trouble and expence, contrived to inclofe hid 
own garden with a ditch ; fuch is the influence 
of habit both upon the tafte and the underftand* 
ing. A famous market alio, called PalTar Ta- 
nabank, is held upon an eminence that rifes per** 
pendicularly about thirty feet above the plain 1 
and except thefe fuuations, the ground, for an 
extent of between thirty and forty miles round 
Batavia, is exaflly parallel to the horizon. At 
the diftance of about forty miles inland there 
are hills of a conliderable height, where, as we 
were informed, the air is healthy, and compara*^ 
lively codl Here the vegetables of Europe 
RwtrWek in great perfeAion, particularly ftraw« 
Z a berries^ 
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1770- berries, which can but ill bear heat; and the in- 
habitants are vigorous and ruddy. Upon thefc 
hills feme of the principal people have country 
houfes, which they vifit once a year ; and one 
was begun for the Governor, upon the plan of 
Blenheim, the famous feat of the Duke of Marl- 
borough in Oxfordfhire, but it has never been 
finiflicd. To thefe hills alfo people are fent by 
the phyficians, for the recovery of their health, 
and the efFefts of the air are faid to be almoft 
miraculous : the patient grows well in a fliort 
time, but conftantly relapfes foon after his return 
to Batavia. 

But the fame fituation and circumftances which 
render Batavia and the country round it unwhole- 
fome, render it the bell gardener's ground in the 
world. The foil is fruitful beyond imagination, 
and the conveniences and luxuries of life that it 
produces are almoft without number. 

Rice, which is well knowh to be the corn of 
thefe countries, and to ferve the inhabitants in- 
ftcad of bread, grows in great plenty : and I 
muft here dbfcrvc, that in the hilly parts of 
Java, and in many of the eaftern iflands^ a fpecies 
of this grain is planted, which in the weftcrn 
parts of India is entirely unknown. It is called 
by the natives Paddy Gunungy or Mountain rice; 
this, contrary to the other fort which muft be 
under water three parts in four of the time of 
its growth, is planted upon the fid^s of hills 

where 
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^herc no water but rain can come: it 'is how- _^77o- 

, Decembrr, 

ever planted at the beginning of the rainy fea- l— v--^ 
fon, and reaped in the beginning of the dry. 
How far this kind of rice mighc be ufeful in 
our Weft Indian iQands, where no bread corn is 
grown, it may perhaps be worth while to in- 
quire. 

Indian corn, or maize, is alfo produced here ; 
which the inhabitants gather when young, and 
toaft in the ear. Here is alfo a great variety of 
kidney beans, and lentiles, which they call C^J- 
jangj and which make a confiderable part of 
the food of the common people ; befides millet, 
yams both wet and dry, fweet potatoes, and 
European potatoes, which are very good, but not 
cultivated in great plenty. In the gardens, there 
are cabbages, lettuces, cucumbers, rhadifhes, 
the white rhadifhes of China, which boil almoft 
as well as a turnep; carrots, parfley, celery, 
pigeon peas, the egg plant, which broiled and 
eaten with pepper and fait, is very delicious 5 a 
kind of greens refembling fpinnage ; onions, 
very fmall, but excellent; and afparagus: be- 
fides fome European plants of a ftrong fmell, 
particularly fage, hyfop, and rue. Sugar is alfo 
produced here in immenfe quantities; very 
great crops of the fineft and largeft canes that 
can be imagined are produced with very little , 
care, and yield a much larger proportion of 
fijgar than the canes in the Weft Indies. White 
Z 3 fugar 
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1770- fugar is fold h^re at two pence half-penny a 

y ^^- J pound } and the molaifes makes the arrack, of 
which, as of rum, it is the chief ingredient ; a 
fmall quantity of rice, and ibme cocoa-nut wine, 
being added, chiefly^ I fuppofe, to give it fla- 
voun A fmall quantity of indigo is alfo pro- 
duced here, not as an article of trade, but 
merely for home confumption. - 

But the mod abundant article of vegetable 
luxury here, is the fruit; of which there is no 
kfs than fix and thirty different kinds, and I 
(hall give a very brief account of each. 

I. The pine apple*, Br omelia Ananas. This 
fruit, which is here called Nanas^ grows very 
tat^e, and in fuch plenty that they may (bme- 
timcs be bought at the firft hand for a farthing 
a piece; and at the common fruit (hops we got 
three of them for two pence half^penny. They 
are very juicy and well flavoured; but we all 
agreed that we had eaten as good £rom a hot-^ 
Jhoufe in England : they are however fo luxuriant 
in their growth that moffc of them have two or 
three crowns, and a great number of fuckers 
frocn the bottom of the fruit; of thcle Mr. 
Banks once counted nine, and they are U> for** 
ward that very often while they flili adhered ta 
the parent plant they fhotout their fruit, which, 
by the time the large one became ripe, were of 
no inconfiderable fize. We fevaral times faw 
three upon one apple, and were told that a plant 
I once 
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omrc produced a cluftcr of nine, bcGdes the prift- „ ^'77^-

cipal : this indeed was confidered as fo great a 
ctariofity, that it was preferved in fngar, and 
fent to the Prinee of Orange. 

2. Sweet oranges. Thefe are very good, but 
while we were here, fdd for fix pence a piece. 

3. Pumplemoefes, which in the Weft Indies^ 
are called Shaddocks. Thefc were wcH flavour- 
ed, but not j nicy ; their want of juice however 
was an accidental effeft of the feafon. 

4. Lemons. Thefc were very fcarce ; but the 
want of them was amply compenlated by the 
plenty of limes, 

5. Limes. Ifhefe were excellent, and to be 
bought at about twelve pence a hundred. We* 
faw only two or three Seville oranges, which 
were alrtloft all rind;, and there are many forts, 
both of oranges and lemons, which I fhall not 
particularly mention, becaufe they are neither 
cfteemed by Europeans nor the natives them- 
felves, 

6. Mangos. This fruit during our ftay was 
fo infefted with maggots, which bred in the in- 
fide of them, that fcarcely one in three was eat- 
able; and the beft of them were much inferior 
to "thofe of Brazil : they are generally compared 
h^ Europeans to a melting peach, which, in- 
deed, they refemble in foftnefs and fweetnefs, 
but Certainly fall much fhort in flavour. The 
climate here, we were told, is too hot and damp 

Z 4 • for 
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»77o- for them; but there are as many forts of them 
AS there are of apples in England, and fome are 
much fuperior to others. One fort, which Is 
called Mangba Cowanij has fo ftrong a fmell that 
a European can fcarcely bear one in the rooni ; 
chefe, however, the natives are fond of. The 
three forts which are generally preferred, are 
the Mangba Doodaol^ the Mangba San^ockj and 
the Mangba Gure, 

7. Bananas. Of thefe alfo there are innume- 
rable forts, but three only are good ; the Pijang 
Mas J the Pijfang Radja^ and the Pijfang Ambou: 
all thefe have a pleafant vinous tafte, and the 
reft 4re ufeful in different ways ; fome are fried 
in batter, and others are boiled and eaten as 
bread. There is one which deferves the parti- 
cular notice of the botanift, becaufe, contrary 
to the nature of its tribe, it is full of feeds, and 
is therefore called Pijfang Batu^ or Pijfang Bu^ie ; 
it has however no excellence to recommend it to 
the tafte, but the Malays ufe it as a remedy for 
the flux. 

8. Grapes. Thefe are not in great perfedtion, 
but they are very dear ; for we could not buy a 
moderate bunch for Jefs than a (hilling or eigh- 
teen pence. 

$. Tamarinds. Thefe arc in great plenty, 
^nd very cheap : the people however dp not put 
tbenviaj^ in the manner praftifed by the Weft 
Indians, "bi^t cure them with fa|t, by which 

mean% 
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means they become a black mafs, fo difagreo-^ 
able to the fight and tafte, that few £uro|cafis 
chule to meddle with thtrjn. 

10. Water melons. Thcfe are in great plen* 
ty, and very good. ^ 

11. Pumpkins. Thefe are beyond compari- 
Ibn the moft ufeful fruit that can be carried ta 
fra ; for they will keep without any care feveral 
months, and with fugar and lemon-juice, make 
^ pyc that can fcarccly be diftinguifhcd from one 
made of the befl; apples ; and with pepper and 
fait, they are a fubftitute for turneps, not to.be 
deipifed. 

1 2. Papaws. This fruit when it is ripe is full 
of fefds, and almoit without flavour; but if 
when it is gre^n it is pared, and the core taken 
out, it is better than the beft turnep. 

1 3. Guava. This fruit is much commended 
by the inhabitants of our iflands in the Weft In- 
dies, who probably have a better fort than we 
met with here, where the fmell of them was fo 
difagreeably ftrong that it made fome of us fick; 
thofe who tafted them, faid, that the flavour 
was equally r^nk. 

14. Sweet fop. The jinnona fquammofa of 
Linnaeus. This is alfo a Weft Indian fruit ; it 
confifts only of a mafs of large kernels, from 
which a fmall proportion of pulp may be fuck- 
fd, whicl) is very fweet, but has little flavour. 

15. Cuftard 
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!2Z2l ' *5* Cuftard apple. Th^ Atrnpna reticulata oi 

Mnpfeus. The quality of this fruit is weil ex- 

jjarcffed by its Englifli name, which it acquired 

rt^^thc Weft Indies $ for it is as like a cuftardy 

^nd a giod one too, as^ can be imagined. 

1 6. The caihew apple. This is ieldom eaten 
on account of its aftringency. The nut that 
grows upon the top of it is well known in Eu- 
rope* 

17. The cocoa-nut. This is alfo well known 
in Europe ^ there are fevcral forts, but the bell: 
of thofe wc found here is called CaUapfi Edfou^ 
and is eafily known by the rednefs of the flefli 
between the fkin and the iheil. 

1 8. Mangoftan. The Gareinia Mangofiana 
of Linnaeus. This fruit, which is pwuliar to 
the Eaft Indies, is about the fize of the crab ap- 
ple, and of a deep red- wine colour : on the top 
of it is the figure of five or fix fmall triangles 
joined in a circle, and at the bottom fercral hol- 
low green leaves, which are remains of the blof» 
fom. When they are to be eaten, the flcin, or 
rather flefli, muft be taken off, under which 
are found fix or feven white kernels, placed in 

, a circular order, and the pulp with which thefe 
are inveloped, is the fruit, than which nothing 
can be more delicious r it is a happy mixture of 
the tart and the fwcet, which is no lefs whole- 
fome than pleafant ; and with the fwegt orange, 
this fruit is allowed in any quantity to thofe who 

^e 
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are afflicted wUh jfevers, either of the putrid or 
inflamjEnatory kind. 

19. Th6 jatnixK). The Eugenia Mallacanfk 
of Limueua. This fruit is of a deep^ red coToor^ 
and an oval fliape ; the largrft, which are always 
the beft, are not bigger than a fmall apple § they 
are pleafant and cooling, though they have not 
much flavour. 

ao. The jambu-eyen A fpecics of the.£v« 
genia of Linnaeus. Of this fruit there arc two 
ibrts of a fimilar jbape, refembling a bell, but 
differing in colour; one being red, the other 
white; They (broe w hat exceed a large cherry in 
jize, and in tafte have neither flavour nor even 
fweetneis^ containing nothing but a watery juice, 
(lightly acidulated y yet their cOQlnefs recom- 
mends them in this hot country. 

ai. Jambu-eyer mauwar. The Eugenia janh 
t»s of Linnaeus. This is more grateful to the 
fmell than the tafte; in tafte it refembles the 
cofiferve of rofes, and in fmell the frefli fcent of 
(hoTe flowers. 

22* The pomgranate. This is the fame fniit 
that is known by the fame name all over £u* 
rope* 

23. Duribn. A fruit that m (hape rcfcmUes 
a fix^l ntelon, but the fldn is coveted with fharp 
conical fpine$, whence its name ; for durej in 
the Malay language) fignifies pricks. When 
it is ripe» it divides longitudinally into ieven or 

eight 
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»77o- ci^ht compartments, each of which contains fix 
Of ii^en nuts, not quite fo large as chefnuts, 
iriiich are covered with a fubftance that in co- 
loyr and confiftencc very much refembles thick 
cream : this is the part that is eaten, and the na- 
tives are fond of it to excefs. To Europeans it 
)S generally difagreeable at firft ; for in tafte, it 
fomewhat refembles a mixture of cream, fugar, 
and onions ; and in the fmell, the onions predo- 
minate. 

24. Nanca. This fruit, which in fome parts 
of India is called Jakes, has, like the Durion, 
a fmell very difagreeable to ftrangers, and fome- 
what refembltng that of mellow apples mixed 
with garlic : the flavour is not more adapted Co 
the general tafte. In fome countries that are fa- 
vourable to it, it is faid to grow to an immenfc 
fize. . Rumphius relates, that it is fometimes fo 
large that a man cannot eafily lift it ; and we 
were told by a Malay, that at Madura it is fottte- 
times fo large as not to be carried but by the 
united efforts of two men. At Batavia, how- 
ever, they never exceed the fize of a large me- 
lon, which in (hape they very much refemble : 
they are covered wit|i angular prickles, like the 
ihootings of fome chryftals, which however are 
not hard enough to wound thofe who handle 
them. 

25. Champada. This differs from the Nan^^ 
ca in little except fize, it not being fo big- 

26. R*m- 
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• 26- Rambutan. This is a fruit little known i77o» , 

. . December. 

to Europeans; iti appearance it very mtjjcn re^ 
fcmbies a chefnut with the huflc on, and like 
that, is Covered with fmall points, which .are 
foft and of a deep red colour : under this (kin is 
the fruit, and within the fruit a ftone 5 the eat- 
able part thereof is fmall in quantity, but its 
acid is perhaps more agreeable than any other in 
the whole vegetable kingdom. 

27. Jambolan. This in fize and appearance 
is not unlike a damafcene ; but in tafte is dill 
more aftringent, and therefore lefs agreeable. 

28. The Boa Bidarra ; or Rhatnnus Jujuba of 
Linnaeus. This is a round yellow fruit, about 
the fize of a goofeberry ; its flavour is like that 
of an apple, but it has the'aftringency of a crab. 

29. Nam nam. The Cynometra Cauliflora of 
Linnseus. This fruit in (hape fomewhat refem- 
bles a kidney ; it is about three inches long, and 
the outfide is very rough : it is feldom eaten 
raw, but fried with batter it makes a good 
fritter. 

30,-31. TheCatappa, ox Terminalia Catappa% 
and the Canare, the Canarium commune of Lin- 
naeus •, are both nuts, with kernels fomewhat 
refembling an almond ; but the dilEculty of 
breaking the (hell is fo great, that they are no 
where publicly fold. Thofe which we tailed 
were gathered for curiofity by Mr. Banks, from 
the tree upon which they grew. 

32. The 
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g2. The Madja^ or Limam of Linnaeus; 
concauK» under a hard brittle (hell, a li^tljr 
acid pulp, which cannot be eaten without fu^ 
gar; and with it, is not generally thought {^ea* 
fant. 

33^ Suntul. The SViVMVf of Ltnnseui. This 
19 the worft of all the fruits that I (hall particu* 
larly mention : in fize and fliape it refembles the 
Madja ; and within a thick fkin contains kernels 
like thofe of ihe Mangoftan, the tafle of which 
is both acid and aftringent^ and fo difagreeable 
that we were furprifed to fee it expofed upoa 
the fruit-ftalls. 

S4» 35» 3^- The Blimbing^ or Averrboa B^ 
Imiii the Blimbing Beile, or Averrboa Caram*^ 
hlai and the Cherrema, or Avtrrh^a aeida of 
Linnaeus, are three fpecies of one genus : and 
though they differ in fhape, are nearly of the 
fame tafte. The Blimbing Befib is the fweetcft: 
the other two are fb aufterely acad, that they 
cannot be ufed without drefling; they make 
however excellent pickles and four fauce. 

37. The Salack ; or Calamus Roiang ZaJacca 
of Linnaeu8« This is «he fruit of a prickly 
bufii; it is about as big as a walnut, and co^ 
yered with fcales, like thofe of a lizard : below 
the fcales are two or three yellow kernels, in 
flavour fomewbat refcmbling a (trawberry. 

Befides thefe, the ifland of Java^ and parti- 
cularly the country round Batavia, produces 

many 
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nuuiy kinds of fruit which ^reie not in feafon j*^^?* 
during oiir ftty ^ we were alfo told that apples, y^^^^ 
ftrawberries, and many other fruits frotq £u* 
rope, had been planted up in the mountains^ 
and flouriflied there in great luxuriance. We 
iiaw feveral fruits preferved in fugar, that we did 
not fee recent from the tree, one of which is 
called Kimkit^ and another Bea Atap : and here 
are feveral others which are eaten only by the 
natives, particularly the Kellor, the Guilindina^ 
the Monngay and the Scccum. The Soccum is 
of the fame kind with the bread-fruit in the 
South Sea iflands, but fo much inferior, that if 
it had not been for the fimilitude in the outward 
appearance both of the fruit and the tree, wc 
ftould^ot have referred it to that clafs; Thefe 
and fome others do not merit to be particularly 
mentioned. 

The quantity of fruit that is confumed at 
Batavia is incredible; but that which is pub- 
licly expofcd to fale is generally over-ripe. A 
ftranger however may get good fruit in a ftceet 
called Paflar JPiflTang, which lies north from th^s 
great church, and very near it« This ftreet is 
inhabited by none but Chinefe fnsit«(cllers, wfaa 
are fupplied from -the gardens of gemlemen in- 
IJie neighbourhood of the towa^ with fuch as is 
frelh, and excellent in its kind, for which how« 
ever they nmfl be paid more than four times the 
market price« 

The 
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1770- . The town in general is fupplied from a confi-* 
^^!^^ derable diftance, where great quantities of land 
are cultivated merely for the produftion of fruit. 
The country people* to whom thefe lands be- 
long, meet the pec^le of the town at two great 
markets ; one on Monday, called Paffar Sineen y 
and the other on Saturday, called Paflar Tana* 
bank. Thefe fairs are held at places confider- 
ably diftant from each other, for the convenience 
of different dift rifts i neither of them however 
are more than five miles diftant from Batavia* 
At thefe fairs, the bed: fruit may be bought at 
the cheapcfl: rate ; and the fight of them to a 
European is very entertaining. The quantity 
of fruit is aftonifhxngi forty or fifty: cart loads 
of the fineft pine apples, packed as carelefsly as 
turneps in England, are common, and other 
fruit in the fame profufion. The days however 
OR which thefe markets are held are ill con- 
trived; the time between Saturday and Monday 
is too fhort, and that between Monday and Sa- 
turday too long : great part of what is bought 
on Monday is always much the worfe for keep- 
ing before a new ftock can be bought, cither by 
the retailer or confumer ; fo that for feveral days 
in every week there is no good fruit in the 
hands of any people but the Chinefe in Fafiar 
Pifiang. 

The inhabitants of this part of India pra&ifc 
a luxury which feems to be but little attended to 

in 
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in other countries; they are continually burn- _'770' 
2Dg aromatic woods and refins, and fcatter odours 
round them in a profufion of flowers, poflibly 
as an antidote to the noifome effluvia of their 
ditches and canals. Of fweet fmcUing flowers 
they have a great variety, altogether unknown 
in Europe, the chief of which 1 Ihall briefly de- 
fcribe. 

1. The Cbampackui or MiebeUa Champacca. 
This grows upon a tree as large as an apple tree, 
and confifts of fifteen long narrow petala, which 
give it the appearance of being double, though 
in reality it is not fo : its colour is yellow, and 
much deeper than that of a jonquil, to which it 
has fome refemblance in fmell. 

2. The Cananga^ or Uvaria Cananga^ is a 
green flower, not at all refembling the bloflbm 
of any tree or plant in Europe : it has indeed 
more the appearance of a bunch of leaves than 
a flower ; its fcent is agreeable, but altogether 
peculiar to itfelf. 

3. The Mulattij or NySianthes Samhac, This 
is well known in Englifli hot-houfcs by the 
name of Arabian jeflfamine : it grows here ill 
the greatefl: profufionj and its fragrance, like 
that of all other Indian flowers, though exqui-» 
fitely pleafing, has Hot that overpowering 
ftrength which diftinguifhes fome of the fame? 
forts in Europe. 

• Vot. IV- A a 4j 5. 
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177c. 4, 5, The C$mbang Caracnaffi^ and Combang 
Tonquiftj Percularia Glabra. Thefc arc fmall 
flowers, of the dog*s-bane kind, very much rc- 
fembling each other in fhape and fmell, highly 
fragrant, but very different from every produA 
of an Englifti garden. 

6. The Bonga *Tanj(mgy or Mimu/ops Elengi of 
LinnsBUs. This flower is (haped like a ftar of 
feven or eight rays, and is about half an inch in 
diameter ; it is of a yellowifli colour, and has 
an agreeable fmcll. 

Befides thcfe, there is the Sundal Malam^ or 
Potiantbes Tuberofa. This flower, being the 
fame with our own tuberofe, can have no place 
among thofe that are unknown in. Europe, but 
1 mention it for its Malay name, which figntfies 
♦' Intriguer of the Night," and is not inelegantly 
conceived. The heat of this climate is fo great, 
that few flowers exhale their fweets in the day ; 
aild this m particular, from its total want of 
fcent at that time, and the modefty of its colour, 
which is white, feems negligent of attrafting ad- 
mirers, but as £bon as night comes on, it dif- 
fufes its fragrance, and at once compels the 
attention, and excites the complacency of all 
who approach it. 

Thcfe are all fold about the ftreets every 

evening at funfet, cither ftrung upon a thread,, 

in wreaths of about twa feet long, or made up 

into nofegays of different forms, either of which 

2 may 
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may be purchafed for about a halfpenny. Be* 1770. 
fides thcfc, there are, in pnvate gardens^ many 
other fvvcet flowers, which are not produced in 
a fufficient quantity to be brought to market. 
With a mixture of thefc flowers, and the leaves 
of a plapt called pandang^ cut into fmall pieces^ 
perfons of both fexes fill their hair and thetf 
clothes, and with the fame mixture indulge a 
much higher luxury by ftrewing it on their beds, 
fo that the chamber in which they flecp, breathes 
the richefl: and pureft of all odours, unallayed 
by the fumes which cannot but arife where the 
fleeper lies under two or three blankets and a 
quilt, for the bed covering here is nothing more 
than a fingle piece of fine chintz. 

Before I clofe my account of the vegetable 
productions of this part of India, I mufl: take 
fame notice of the fpices. Java originally pro- 
duced none but pepper. This is now fcnt from 
hence into Europe to a great value, but the 
quantity confumed here is very fmall : the in- 
habitants ufe Cafficum^ or, as it is called in Eu- 
rope, Cayan pepper, almoft univerfally in its 
Head. Cloves and nutmegs, having been mo- 
nopolized by the Dutch, are become too dear 
to be plentifully ufed by the other inhabitants 
of this country, who are very fond of them. 
Cloves, although they are faid originally to have 
been the produce of Machian, or Bachian, a 
fmall ifland far to the eaftward, ^nd only- fifteen 
A a 2 miles 
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1770- miles to the northward of the line, and to have 
\^^^1/ been from thenCe difleminated by thcDatch, at 
their firft coming into thefe parts, over all the 
eaftern iflands, are now confined to Amboina, 
and the fmall iQes that lie in its neighbourhood ; 
the Dutch having, by different treaties of peace 
between them and the conquered kings of all the 
other iflands, llipulated, that they (hould have 
only a certain number of trees in their domi* 
nions, and in future quarrels, as a punifhment 
for difobedience and rebellion, leilened the quan- 
tity, till at laft they left them no claim to any. 
Nutmegs have in a manner been extirpated in all 
the iflands except their firil native ibil, Banda, 
which eafily fupplies every nation upon earth, 
and would as eafily fupply every nation in an- 
other globe of the fame dimenfions, if there 
was any fuch to which the induftrious Hollander 
could tranfport the commodity j it is, however, 
certain, that there are a few trees of this fpice up- 
jon the coaft of New Guinea. There may per- 
haps be both cloves and nutmegs upon other 
iflands to the eaftward; for thofc, neither the 
Dutch, nor any other European, feem to think 
it worth while to examine. 

The principal tame quadrupeds of this coun* 
try are horfcs^ cattle, buffalos, fhcep, goats, 
and hogs. The horfes are fmall, never exceed- 
ing in fize what we call a ftout galloway, but 
(hey are ninible and fpirited, and are reported to 

have 
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iave been found here when the Europeans firft ^J^^^^;^ 
came round the Cape of Good Hope. The 
horned cattle arc faid to be the fame fpecies as 
thofe in Europe, but they diflFcr fo much in ap- 
pcarance, that we were inclined to doubt it: 
they have indeed the paUaria or dewlaps which 
naturalifts make the diftinguilhing charafteriftic 
of the European fpecies, but they certainly are 
found wild, not only in Java, but feveral of the 
eaftern iflands. The flefti of thofe that we eat 
at Batavia, had a finer grain than European beef, 
but it was lefs juicy,, and miferably lean. Buf- 
falos are plenty, but the Dutch never eat them, 
nor will they drink their milk, being prepofleff- 
cd with a notion that both are unwholefome, 
and tend to produce fevers ; though the natives 
and Chinefe eat both, without any injury to 
their health. The (beep are of the kind which 
have long ears that hang down, and hair inftead 
of wool ; the flelh of thefe is hard and tough, 
and in every refped the worft mutton we ever 
faw : we fpund here, however, a few Cape Iheep, 
which are excellent, but fo dear that we gave 
five and forty Ihillings a-piece for four of them, 
the heavieft of which weighed only five and 
forty pounds. The goats are not better than 
the (heep, but the hogs, efpecially the Chinefe 
breed, are incomparable, and fo fat, that the 
purchafer agrees for the lean feparately/ • The 
bvitphcr, who is always a Chinefe, without the 
A a 3 lead 
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1770* lead fcruple cuts off as much of the fat as he is 
y_,-~ , ^^ dcfired, and afterwards fells it to hb country- 
men, who melt it down, and eat it inftead of 
butter with their rice : but notwithftanding the 
excellence of this pork, the Dutch are fo ftrong- 
ly prejudiced in favour of every thing that 
comes from their native country, that they eat 
only of the Dutch breed, which are here fold as 
much dearer than the Chinefe, as the Chinefe 
arc fold dearer than the Dutch in Europe. 

Befides thcfe animals, which are tame, they 
have dogs and cats, and there are among the 
diftant mountains fome wild horfes and cattle : 
buffalos are not found wild in any part of Java, 
though they abound in Macaflar, and feveral 
other caftern iflands^ The neighbourhood of 
Batavia, however, is plentifully fupplied with 
two kinds of deer, and wild hogs, which are fold 
at a reafonable price by the Portuguefe, who 
ihoot them, and are very good food. 

Among the mountains, and in thedefart parts 
pf the ifland, there are tygers, it is faid, in great 
abundance, and fome rhinocerofes ; in thefe 
parts alfo there.are monkies, and there are a few 
of them even in the neighbourhood of Batavia. 

Of fifb, here is an amazing plenty ; many 
forts are excellent, and all are very cheap, ex- 
cept the few that arc fcarce. It happens here, 
lis in other places, that vanity gets the better 
fv^n of appetite : the cheap fifh, moft of which 

i5 
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is of the bed kind, is the fpod only of Oaves, and j.^^'®* 
that which is dear, only becaufe it is fcarce, and 
very much inferior in every refpcft, is placed 
upon the tables of the rich. Afenfible houie* 
keeper once fpoke to us freely upon the fubje<5t. 
I know, faid he, as well as you, that I could 
purchafe a better difh of fi(h for a &illing, than 
what now cofts me ten y but if I fhould make 
fo good a ufe of my money, I Ihould here be as 
much defpifcd, as you would be in Europe, if 
you were to cover your table with offals, fit on- 
ly for beggars or dogs. 

Turtle is alfo found here, but it is neither fo 
fweec nor fo fat as the Weft Indian turtle, even 
in London ; fucb as it is, however, we fhould 
confider it as a dainty ( but the Dutch, among 
other Angularities, do noi eat it. We faw fome 
lizards, or Iguanas, here of a very large fize ; we 
were told that fome were as thick as a man's 
thigh, and Mr. Banks (hot one that was five 
feet long : the flefh of this animal proved to be 
very good foodt 

Poultry is very good here, and in great plen- 
ty : fowls of a very large fize, ducks, and geefe 
are very cheap ; pigeons are dear, and the price 
of turkies extravagant. We fometimes found 
the flelh of thefe animals lean and dry, but this 
was merely the effeft of their being ill fed, for 
thofe that we fed ourfelves were as good as any 
A a 4 of 
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1770- of the fame kind that we had tailed in Europe, 
i ^-^ and we fometimes thought them even better. 

Wild fowl in general is fcarce. We once law 
a wild duck in the fields, but never any that 
were to be fold. We frequently faw fnipes of 
two kinds, one of them exaflly the fame as that 
in Europe, tmd a kind of thrufli was always to 
be had in great plenty of the Pottuguefe, who, 
for I know not what reafon, feem to have mono- 
polized the wild fowl and game. Of fnipes, it 
is remarkable, that they are found in more 
parts of the world than any other bird, being 
common almoft all over Europe, Afia, Africa, 
and America. 

With refpeft to drink. Nature has not been 
quite fo liberal to the inhabitants of Java as to 
fome whom (he has placed in the lefs fruitful re- 
gions of the north. The native Javanefe, and 
inoft of the other Indians who inhabit this ifland, 
are indeed Mahometans, and therefore have no 
reafon to regret the want of wine : but, as if 
the prohibition of their law relpcftcd only the 
manner of becoming drunk, and not drunken- 
nefs itfelf, they chew opium, to the total fub- 
ycrfion not only of their underftanding, but their 
health. 

The arrack that is made here, is too well 
|cnown to need a defcription: befides which, 
the palm yields a wine of the fame kind with 
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ihat which has already been defcribed in the ac- '779^ 
coupt of the ifland of Savu 5 it is procured from 
the fame tree, in the fame manner, and is fold in 
three ftates. The firft, in which it is called 
Tuac manife^ differs little from that in which 
it comes from the tree; yet even this has 
received fome preparation altogether unknown 
to us, in confequence of which it will keep 
eight and forty hours, though otherwife it 
would fpoil in twelve: in this date it has an 
agreeable fwcetnefs, and will not intoxicate. In 
the other two ftates' it has undergone a fer- 
mentation, and received an infufion of certain 
herbs and roots, by which it lofes its fweetnefs, 
and acquires a tafte very auftere and difagree- 
able. In one of thefe ftates it is called Tuac cras^ 
tod in the other I'uac cuning^ but the fpecific 
difference I do not know -, in both, however, it 
intoxicates very powerfully. A liquor called 
Tuac is alfo made from the cocoa-nut tree, but 
this is ufed chiefly to put into the arrack, for 
ji^ that which is good it is ^n eflential ingredient. 
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CHAP- XII. 

» 

Some Account of the Inhabitants o/Batavia^ 
and the adjacent Country^ their Manners^ 
Cujiomsy and Manner of Life. 

*77^ rr^HE town of Batavia, although, as I have 
X already obfcrvcd, it is the capital of the 
Dutch dominions in India, is fo far from being 
peopled with Dutchmen, that not one fifth part, 
even of the European inhabitants of the town, 
and its environs, are natives of Holland, or of 
Dutch extraftion; the greater part are Portu* 
guefe, and befides Europeans, there are Indians 
of various nations, and Chinefe, befides a great 
number of negro flaves. In the troops, there 
are natives of almoft every country in Europe, 
but the Germans are more than all the reft put 
together ; there are fome Englifh and French, 
but the Dutch, though other ^Europeans are 
permitted to get money here, keep all the 
power in their own hands, and confequently 
poflefs all public employments. No man, of 
whatever nation, can come hither to fettle, in 
any other charafter than that of a foldier in the 
Company's fervice, in which, before they are 
accepted, they muft covenant to remain five 

years. 
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Years. As foon however as this form Has been ^770. 

^ December. 

complied with, they arc allowed, upon appuca- 
tion to the council, to abfent themfelves from 
their corps, and enter immediately into any 
branch of trade, which their money or credit 
will enable them to carry on 5 and by this means 
it is that all the whit« inhabitants of the place are 
foldicrs. 

Women, liowever, of all nations, are per- 
mitted to fettle here, without coming under 
any rcftriftions ; yet we were told that there 
were not, when we were at Batavia, twenty 
women in the place that were born in Europe, 
but that the white women, who were by no 
means fcarce, were defendants from European 
parents of the third or fourth generation, the 
gleanings of many families who had fucceffively 
Come hither, and in the male line become ex- - 
tinft -, for it is certain that, whatever be the 
caufe, this climate is not fo fatal to the ladies as 
to the other fcx. 

Thefe women imitate the Indians in every 
particular ; their drefs is made of the fame ma- 
terials, their hair is worn in the fame manner, 
and they are equally enflaved by the habit of 
chewing betel. 

The merchants carry on their bufinefs here 
with lefs trouble perhaps than in any other part 
of the world : every manufafture is managed 
by the Chinefe, who fell the produce of their 

labour 
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1770* labour to the merchant fcfident here, for thejr 
arc penpitted to fell it to no one elfe ; fo that 
v^hen a (hip comes in, and befpeaks perhaps a 
hundred leagers of arrack, or any quantity of 
qt\\tr commodities, the merchant has nothing 
tp do but to (end orders to his Chinefe to fee 
them delivered on board: he obeys the com- 
mand, brings a receipt figned by the matter of 
the (hip for the goods to his employer, who re- 
ceives the money, and having deluded his pro- 
fit, pays the Chinefe his demand. With goods 
that are imported, however, the merchant has 
a little more trouble, for thefe he muft examine, 
receive, and lay up in his warehoufe, according 
to the praftice of other countries. 

ThePortugu^fe are called by the natives Or^»- 
ferancy or Nazareen men (Oran, being Man in 
the language of the country), to diftingqifh 
them from other Europeans ; yet they are in- 
cluded in the general appellation of Caper^ or 
Caflvy an opprobrious term, applied by Maho- 
metans to all who do, not profefs their faith. 
Thefe people, however, are Portuguefe only ia 
name -, they have renounced the religion of 
Rome, and become Lutherans: neither have 
they the leaft communication with the country 
of their forefathers, or even knowledge of it : 
they fpeak indeed a corrupt dialed of the Por- 
tuguefe language, but much more frequently 
ufe the Malay : they are never fgffered to em- 
I ploy 
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ploy thcmfelvcs in any but mean occupatiohS : 1770. 
many of them live by hunting, many by walh- *^*" 
ing linen, and fome arc handicraftfmen and arti- 
ficers. They have adopted all the cuftoms of the 
Indians, from whom they are diftinguilhed chief- 
ly by their features and complexion, their fkin 
being confiderably darker, and their nofes more 
(harp i their drefs is exaftly the fame, except itt 
the manner of wearing their hair. 

The Indians, who are mixed with the Dutch 
and Portuguefc in the town of Batavia, and the 
country adjacent, are not, as might be fuppofed, 
Javanefe, the original natives of the ifland, but 
natives of the various iflands from which the 
Dutch import flaves, and are either fuch as have 
themfelves been manumized, or the defcendants 
of thofe who formerly received manumiffion; 
and they are all comprehended under the gene- 
ral name of Oranjlamj or Ifalam^ fignifying Be- 
lievers of the true Faith, The natives of every 
country, however, in other refpc6ts, keep them- 
felves diftinft from the reft, and are not lefs 
ftrongly marked than the flaves by the vices or 
virtues of their refpedive nations. Many of 
thefe employ themfelves in the cultivation of 
gardens,, and in felling fruit and flowers. The 
betel and areca, which are here called Siri and 
Pinang^ and chewed by both fexes and every 
rankjn amazing quantities, are all grown by 
tliefe Indians: lime^ is alfo mixed with thefe 

root^ 
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1770. roots here as it is in Savu, but it is Icfa pcrntci* 
ous to the teeth, becaufe it is Brfl (laked^ and^ 
bcfides the lime, a fubftance called gambirj 
which is brought from the continent of India; 
the better fort of women alfo add cardamum* 
and many other aromatics, to give the breath an 
agreeable fmell. Some of the Indians, however, 
are employed in fiOiing, and as lightermen, to 
carry goods from place to place by water j and 
fonie are rich, and live with much of the fplen- 
dour of their country, which chiefly confifts in 
the number of their flaves. 

In the article of food thefe Ifalams are re- 
markably temperate : it confifts chiefly of h&X* 
ed rice, with a fmall proportion of buffalo, ^ fifli, 
or fowl, and ibmetimes of dried fifb, and dried 
fiirimps, which are brought hither from China $ 
every difh, however, is highly feaibncd with 
Cayan pepper, and they hav« many kinds of 
paftry made of rice flower, and other things to 
which I am a ftranger ; they eat alfo a great de^ 
of fruit, particularly plantanes. 

But notwithftanding their general temperance, 
their feafts arc plentiful, and, according to their 
manner, magnificent. As they are Mahome- 
tans, wine and ftrong liquors profefliedly make 
no part of their entertainment, neither do they 
often indulge with them privately, contenting 
themfelves witl) their betel and opium. 

The 
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The principal fokmnity amoog them is a -^7°- 
wedding, upon which occafion both the fami- 
lies borrow as many ornaments of gold and 
filver as they can, to adorn the bride and bride- 
groom, fo that their drefles are very ftiowy and 
magnificent. The feiafts that are given upon 
thefe occafions among the rich, lafts fometimes 
a fortnight, and fometimes longer ; and during 
this time, the man, although married on the 
ikft day, is, hy the women, kept from his 
wife. 

The language that is fpoken among all thefe 
people, from what place ibever they originally 
came, is the Malay ; at lead it is a language fo 
called, and probably it is a very corrupt dialed 
oi that fpoken at Malacca. Every little ifland 
indeed has a language of its own, and Java has 
two or three, but this lingua franca is the only 
language that is now fpoken here, and, as I am 
told, it prevails over a great part of the Eaft 
Indies. A diftionary of Malay and Englilh was 
publifhed in London by Thomas Bowrey, in the 
year 1701. 

Their women wear as much hair as can grow 
upon the head, and to tncreafe the quantity, 
they ofe oik, and other preparations of various 
kinds. Of this (wnament Nature has been very 
liberal •, it is univerfally black, and is formed in- 
to a kind of circular wreath upon the top of the 
head, where it is faftened with a bodkin, in a 

taftc 
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1770- taftc which we thought inexpreifibly elegant: 
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the wreath of hair is furrounded by another of 
flowers, in which the Arabian jefTamine is beau- 
tifully intermixed with the golden ftars of the 
Bonger Tanjong. 

Bbth fcxes conftantly bathe themfelves in the 
river at leaft oftce a day, a pradlice which, in 
this hot country^ is equally ncceffary both to 
perfonal delicacy and health. The teeth of 
thcfe people alfo, whatever they may fufFer in 
their colour by chewing beetle, are an objedt of 
great attention: the ends of them, both in the 
the upper and under jaw, are rubbed with a 
kind of whetftone, by a very tfoublcfome and 
painful operation, till they are perfedly even and 
|lat, fo that they cannot lofe lefs than half a line 
in their length. A deep groove is then made 
crofs the teeth of the upper jaw, parallel with 
the gums, and in the middle between them and 
the extremity of the teeth \ the depth of this 
groove is at leaft equal to one-fourth of the 
thicknefs of the teeth, fo that it penetrates far 
beyond what is called the enamel, the leaft in* 
jury to which, according to the dentifts of 
Europe, is fatal 5 yet among thefe people, where 
the prafticeof thus wounding the enamel is uni- 
verfal, we never faw a rotten tooth ; nor is the 
blacknefs a ftain, but a covering, which may be 
wafhed off at pleafure, and the teeth then appear 
%% white as ivory, which however is not an ex- 
cellence 
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cellence in the eftimation of the belles and beaus ^170-

, 1 hefe are the people an^bng whom the praC'i 
. , tice that is (called a mack^ or running a muck^ 
has prevailed for time immemorial. It is well 
, known, that to run a muck in the original fenfc 
'. of the word, iis to get mtoxicated with opium^ 
' ' and then rufti into the ftreet with a drawn wea- 
' pon, and kill whoever comes in the way, till the 
; ^: party is himfelf either killed or taken prifoner^ 
f " of this feveral inftances happened while we were , 
^^ at Batavia^ and one of the officers, whofe bufi- 
^" nefs it is, among other things, to apprehend fuch 
^ \ people, told us, that there was fcarcely a week . 
^\ in which he, or fome of his brethren, were not 
"^ called upon to take one of them into cuttody. 
"^ In one of the inftances that came to our know- 
^^ ledge, the party had been feverely injured by 
"■ the perfidy of Women, and was mad with jea- 
^ loufy before he made himfelf drunk with opium 1 
^ and we were told, that the Indian whb runs a 
' liiuck is always firft driven to defperation by 
fome outrage, and always firii revenges himfelf 
upon thofewho have done him wrong: we were "^ 
alfo told, that though thefe unhappy wretches 
afterwards run into the ftreet with a weapon in 
their hand, ffantic and foaming at the mouth, 
'yet they rieVer kill any but thofe who attempt 
to apprehend them, or thofe whom they fufpeiSt 
6f filch ah' intention, and that whoever gives 
V^iriV** B'b ' them 
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I770- tHcm Way is Tafe. They are generally flave^, 
c^y.-,t. who indeed are moit lubjeo: to mfulcs, and leaft 
able to. obtain legal redfeis : freemen, however, 
arc forfietimes provoked, into this extravagance, 
and one of the perfons who run a muck while 
we were at Batavia, was free and in eafy circum- 
ftances. He was jealous of his own brother, 
whonri he firft killed, and afterwards, two others^ 
who attempted to oppofe him.: he did not, how- 
ever, come. out of his houfe, but endeavoured 
to defend himfclf in it, though the opium had 
fo far deprived him of hi^ fenfes, that of three 
inufkets, which he attempted to ufe, againflt the 
officers of juftice, not one was either lo^ndcd or 
primed. If. the officer takes qne. of. thefe 
amocks, or mohawks, as they have been called 
by an eafy corruption, alive, his reward is vejry 
confiderable, but if he kills them^ nothing, is 
added to his ufual pay ; yet fuch is the, fqry of 
their defperation, that, three out of fqur zft. of 
necefliry deftroyed in the attempt to fqcure 
Aem, though the officers are provided with in- 
ftruments like large, tongs, or pincers, to lay 
hold of them without coming within the, reach 
of their weapon. Thofe who happen to be 
taken alive are generally wounded, but they are 
always broken alive upon the wheel, and if the- 
phyfician who is appointed to examine their 
wounds, thinks them likely to be mortal* the 
punifhment is Inflidted immediately, .and the 

place 
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place of axecution is generally the fpot where ^'77o.

the brft murder was committed. ' — ^r-^ 

Among thefe people, there are many abfurd 
pradices and opinions which they derive from 
their pagan anceitors: they believe that the 
devil, whom they call Satan, is the caufe of all 
ficknefs and adverfity, and for this reafon, wben 
they are fick^ or in diftrefs, they coafecrate meat, 
motley, and other things to him as a propitia- 
tion. If any one among them is reftlefe, and 
dreams for two or three nights fucccflively, he 
concludes that Satan has taken that method of 
kying his commands upon him, which if he nc- 
glefts to fulfil, he will certainly fufFer ficknefs 
or death, though they are not revealed with 
fufficient perfpicuity to afcertain their meaning : 
to interpret his dream, therefore, he taxes his 
wits to the uttermoft, and if, by taking it lite- 
rally or figuratively, direftly or by contraries, 
he can put no explanation upon it that perfectly 
fatisfies him, he has recourfe to the cawin or 
prieft, who aflifts him with a comment and il« 
luftrations, and perfeftly reveals the myfterioua 
fuggeftions of the night. It generally appears 
that the devil wants viftuals or money, which 
are always allotted him, and being placed on a 
little phu% of oo^oa-nut leaves, are hung upon 
the branch of a tree near the river, fo that it 
fcems not to be the opinion of thefe people, 
that in prowling the earth " the devil walketh 
B b 2 *' through 
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1770. « through dry places.'* Mr, Banks once afked^ 
whether they thought Satan fpent the money, 
or eat the viftuals; he was anfwered, that as to 
the money it was confidered rather as a mulft 
iJpdn an offender, than a gift to him who had 
enjoined it, and that therefore, if it was devoted 
by the dreamer, it mattered not into whofe hands 
it came, and they fuppofed that it was generally 
the prize of fome ftranger who wandered that 
way •, but as to the meat they were clearly of 
opinion that, although the devil did not eat the 
grofs parts, yet, by bringing his moiith near ir, 
he fucked out all its favour without changing 
its pofition, fo that afterwards it was as taileleis 
as water. 

But they have another fuperftitious opinion 
that is ftill more unaccountable. They believe 
that women, when they are delivered of chil- 
dren, are frequently at the fame time delivered 
of a young crocodile, as a twin to the infant r 
they believe that thefe creatures are received 
moft carefully by the midwife, and immediately 
carried down to the river, and put info the wa- 
ter. The family in which fuch a birth is fup- 
pofed to have happened, conftantly put viftuals 
into the river for their amphibious relation, and 
efpecially the twin, who, as long «s he lives, 
goes down to the rrver at ftated feafons, to ful- 
fil this fraternal duty, for the negleft of which 
it is the univcrfal opinion that he will be vifited 
8 with 
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with ficknefs or death. What could at firft pro- ^'77o. 
duce a notion fo extrkvagant and abfurd, it i3 
not eafy to guefs, efpccially as it fecms to be 
totally unconnefted with any religious myftery, 
and how a faft which never happened, fhould 
be pretended to happen every day, by thgfe 
who cannot be deceived into a belief of ic by 
appearances, nor have any apparent intereft in 
the fraud, is a problem ftill more difficult to 
folve. Nothing however can be more certain 
than the firm belief of this ftrange abfurdity 
among them, for we had the concurrent tefti- 
mony of every Indian who was queftioned about 
it, in its favour. It feem3 to have taken its rife 
in the iflands of Celebes and Boutou, wher^ 
many of the inhabitants keep crocodiles in their 
families ; but however that be, the opinion has 
fpread over alj the eaftern iflands, even to Timor 
and Ceram, and weftward as far as Java and 
Sumatra^ where, however, young crocodiles are, 
I believe, never kept. 

Thefe crocodile twins are called Sudaras, and 
I fliall relate one of the innumerable ftories that 
were told us, in proof of their exiftence, from 
ocular demonftration. 

A young female flave, who was born and 
bred up among the Englifli at Bencoolen, and 
had learnt a little of the language, told Mr. 
Banks that her father, when he was dying, ac- 
jquainxcd her that he had a crocodile for his j?/- 

B b 3 dara^ 
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1 770. dara^ and folemnly charged her to give him nleat 
when he fliould be dead, telling her in what part 
of the river he was to be found, and by what 
name he was to be called up. That in purfii- 
ance of her father's inftruftions and command, 
(he went to the river, and (landing upon the 
bank, called out Radja Pontic white king, upon 
which a crocodile came to her out of the water, 
and eat from her hand the provifions that (he 
had brought him. When Ihe was defired to de- 
fcribc this paternal uncle, who in fo ftrange a 
fliape had taken up his dwelling in the water, 
flie faid, that he was not like other crocodiles, 
but much handfomer •, that his body was fpottcd 
and his nofe red ; that he had bracelets of gold 
upon his feet, and ear-rings of the fame metal 
in his ears. Mr, Banks heard this talc of ridi- 
culous falfehood patiently to the end, and then 
difmifled the girl, without reminding her, that 
a crocodile with ears was as ftrange a monfter as 
a dog with a cloven foot. Some time after this 
a fervant whom Mr. Banks had hired at Bata? 
via, and who was the fon of a Dutchman by a 
Javanefe woman, thought fit to acquaint his ma- 
tter th^t he had feen a crocodile of the fame 
kind, which had alfo been feen by many others, 
both Dutchmen'and Malays: that being very 
young, it was but two feet long, and had brace- 
lets of gold upon its feet. There is no giving 
credit to thefc ftories, faid Mr. Banks, for I was 

told 
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told the other d^ that a crocodik had ear-riiigs •, p^^o-^ 
and yoti4tiK>w th^t could hot be true, becadfc c^v-^ 
ctx>codile$ have no cars. Ah Sir, faid the man, 
thefc Sudara Oran afc not like other ci^ocodilcs ; 
they have five toes upon each foot, a large 
tongue that fills their mouth, and ears alfo, a}- 
though they are indeed very fmall. 

How much of what thcfe people related they 
believed, cannot be known; for there are no 
bounds to the credulity of ignorance and folly. 
In the girl's relation, however, there are fomc 
things in which fhe could not be deceived ; and 
therefore muft have been guilty of wilful falfe* 
hood. Her father might perhaps give her a 
charge to feed a crocodile, in cohlequence of 
his believing that it was his Sudara*, but its 
coming to her out of the river, when flie called 
it by the name of White King, and taking the 
food (he had brought it, muft have been a fa- 
ble of her own invention ; for this being falfe, 
it was impoffible that (he fhould believe it to be 
true. The girl's ftory, however, as well as that 
of the man, is a ftrong proof that they both 
firmly believed the cxiftence of crocodiles that 
are Sudaras to men ; and the girl's fidion will be ' 
eafily accounted for, if ^e recolkft, that the 
earneft defire which every one feels to make 
others believe what he believes himfelf, is a 
ftrong temptation to fupport it by unjuftifiable 
^vid^cc» And the averring what is known ta 
» b 4 be 
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1770. be falfe, in order to produce in othcts the be- 
lief of what is thought to be true, muft, upon 
the moft charitable principles, be imputed to 
many, otherwife venerable charaders, through 
whofe hands the doftrines of Chriftianity pa0ed 
for many ages in their way to us, as the fource 
of all the filly fables related of the Romifli faints, 
many of them not lels extravagant and abfurd 
than this ftory of - the White King, and all of 
them the invention of the firft relater. 

The Bougis, Macaffars, and Bpetons, arc fa 
firmly perfuaded that th?y have relations of the 
<:rocodiie fpecies in the rivers of their own coun* 
try, that they perform a periodical ceremony in 
remembrance of them. Large parties of them 
go out in ^ bpat, furniflied with great plen- 
ty of provifions, and all kinds of mufic, and 
row backwards and forwards, in places where 
crocodiles and allegators are moft common, fing- 
jng and weeping by turns, each invoking his 
kindred, till a crocodile appears, when the mu- 
fic inftancly flops, and provifions, bet^le, and 
tobacco are thrown into the water. By this 
civility to the fpecies, they hope to recom- 
mend themfelves to their relations at home; 
^nd that it will be accepted inftcad of offerings 
immediately to themfelves, which jt is not iq 
their power to pay. 

In the next rank to the Indians ftand the 
^hm^fc;f who in this placp are numerous, but 

poffef^ 
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poflefs very litde property 5 many of them livie ^770* 
yikYim the walls, and keep fhops. The fruit- ^ 

fellers of Paflar Piffang have been mentioned 
already 5 but others have a rich (how of Euro* 
pean and Chinefe goods : the far greater part 
however live in a quarter by themfelves, with- 
out the walls, called Campang China. Many 
of them are carpenters, joiners, fmiths, taylors, 
flipper makers, dyers of cotton, and embroi* 
derers'i maintaining the charader of induftry 
that is univcrfaily given of them : and fome are 
fcattered about the country, where they cultivate 
gardens, fow rice and fugar, and keep cattle 
and buffaloes, whofc milk they bring daily to 
Wwn. 

There is nothing clean or dirty, honcft or 
difhoneft, provided there is not too much dan- 
ger of a halter, that the Chinefe wijl not readily 
do for 'money. But though they work with 
great diligence, and patiently undergo any de- 
gree of labour ; yet no fooner have they laid 
down tbeir tools than they begin to g^me, either 
at cards or dice, or fome other play among the 
multitude that they have invented, which arc 
altogether unknown in Europe : to this they 
apply with fuch eagcrnefs, as fcarccly to allow 
time for the neceffary refrefhments of food and 
fleep J fo that it is as rare to fee a Chinefe idle, 
as it js to fcp a Putchman or ap Indian em- 
ployed, 

In 
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1770* In manners they are always civ^il, or raittier 
obfequious ; and in drefs tb^y tte rttoBxkkbiy 
beat and clean, to whatever rank . of life thcrfr 
belong. I ihali not attempt a defcription either 
ttf their perfons or Kabtts, for the better kind of 
China paper, which is now common in Eogiatid^ 
exhibits a perfe6t reprefentacion of both, dioogk 
perhaps with fome flight exaggerations apfnoa^cfa^ 
ihg towards the caricatura. 

In eating they art eafily fatisBed, though the 
few that are rich have many favory difl^s. Rice; 
with a fmali proportion of flefh or B(h, is the 
food of the poor; and they have greatly the 
advantage of the Mahometan Indians, Whofe re- 
ligion forbids them to eat of many things which 
ihey could moft eafily procure. The Chinefe, 
on the contrary, being under no reftraint, eat^ 
beiides pork, dogs, cats, frogs^ lizards, fer* 
pents of many kinds, and a great variety of fea 
animals, which the other inhabitants of this 
country do not confider as food : thi^ eat alf^ 
inany vegetables, which an European, except 
he was perilhing with hunger, would never 
touch. 

The Chinefe have a fingular fuperftition with 
regard to the burial of their dead i for they will 
upon no occafion open the ground a fecond tim^ 
j?here a body has been interred. Their bury- 
ing grounds, therefore, in the i^ei^hbourhopd of 
Batavia, cover many hundred acres^ and the 
6 Dutch, 
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Dutch, grudging the wafte cf fo n^uch land^ m^^ 
will notfcil any for thb purpofc but at the moft u! ^.^ 
exorbitant price. The Chinrfe, however, con* 
trivc to raife the purchafc-nnrancy, and afibrd 
another inilance of the folly and wea|cnefs of hu^ 
man nature, in transferring a regard for thfe 
living to the dead, and making that the object: 
of iblicitude and expence, which cannot receive 
the lead benefit from either. Under the influ- 
ence of this univerfal prejudice, they take an. 
uncomioion method to prcfcrve die body entire, 
and prevent the remains of it from being mixed 
Tfith the earth that furrounds it. They incldfe 
it in a large thick coffin of wood, not made cf 
planks joined together, but holbwcd out of the 
folid timber like a canoe ; this l)eing covered, 
and let down into the grave, is furrounded with 
a coat of their mortar, called Qiinam, aboiit 
eight or ten inches thick, which in a ihort time 
becomes as hard as a ftone. The relations of 
the deceafed. attend the funeral ceremony, with 
a confidcrable number of women that are hired 
to weep : it might reafonably be fuppofed that 
the hired appearance of forrow could no moi^c 
flatter the living than benefit the dead ; y^t the 
appearance of forrow is known to be hired 
among people much more refleftive and cnlight* 
ened than the Chinefe. In Batavia, the law re- 
quires that every man (hould be buried accord- 
|PR (0 his rank, which is in no cafe difpenfdd 

with i 
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1770. with; fo that if the deceafed has not left fulE- 
cient to pay his debts, an officer takes an inven- 
tory of what was in his poiTeillon when he died, 
and out of the produce buries him in the man- 
ner prefcribed, leaving only the overplus to his 
creditors. Thus in many inftances are the liv- 
ing facrificcd to the dead, and money that fhould 
difcharge a debt, or feed an orphan, laviflied in 
idle proceffions, or materials that are depofited 
in the earth to rot. 

Another numerous clafs among the inhabit- 
ants of this country is the flaves ; for by flavcs 
the Dutch, Portuguefc, and Indians, however 
different in their rank or fituation, are conftantly 
attended : they are purchafed from Sumatra, 
Malacca, and almofl: all the eaftern iflands. 
The natives of Java, very few of whom, as I 
have before obferved, live in the neighbourhood 
of Batavia, have an exemption from flavcry 
under the fanftion of very fevcre penal laws, 
which I believe are feldom violated. The price 
of thefe flaves is from ten to twenty pounds 
fterling ; but girls, if they have beauty, fome- 
times fetch a hundred. They are a very lazy 
fet of people -, but as they will do but little 
work, they are content with a little viftuals, 
fubfifting altogether upon boiled rice, and a 
fmall quantity of the cheapeft ^fli. As they are 
» natives of different countries, they differ from 
f ach other extremely, both in perfon and difpo- 

fitioqM 
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fition. The Affic^h negroes, ^ called here Pa- J77^' 

rt 1 " December. 

pua^ are the worft, and conlequently may be «^. ^u,,/ 
piirchafed for the leaft money: they are all 
thieves, and all incorrigible. Next to thefo 
are the Bougis and Macaffars, both from the 
ifland of Celebes -, thcfe are lazy in the higheft 
degree, and though not fo much addifted to 
theft as the negroes, have a cruel and vindiiflive 
fpirit, which renders them extremely dangerous ; 
efpecially as, to gratify their refentment, they 
will make no fcruple of facrificing life. The 
beft flaves,' and confequently the deareft, are 
procured from the ifland of Bali : the moft 
beautiful women from Nias, a fmall ifland on 
the coafl: of Sumatra 5 but they are of a ten- 
der and delicate conftitution, and foon fall a fa- 
crifice to the unwholefome air of Batavia. Be- 
fides thefe, there arc Malays, and flaves of feve- 
ral other denominations, whofe particular cha- 
rafteriftics I do not remember. 

Thcfe flaves are wholly in the power of their 
maflrrs with refpeft to any punifhment that 
does not take away life -, but if a flave dies in 
confequence of punifhment, though his death 
fliould not appear to have been intended, the 
mafter is called to a fevere account, and he is 
generally condemned to fuffcr capitally. For ? 
this reafon the mafter feldom inflidls punifli- 
ment upon the flave himfelf, bat applies to an 

officer 
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t77?* officer called a Marineu, one of whom is fta.- 
tioncd in every diftrift. The duty of the Ma- 
rineu is to quell riots, and take offenders into 
cuftody^ but more particularly to apprehend 
runaway Oaves, and punilh them for fuch 
crimes as the matter, fupported by proper 
evidence, lays to their charge : the punifliment 
however is not infli6ted by the Marineu in per« 
Ipn, but by (laves, who are bred up to the bufi- 
ncfe. Men are puniflied publicly, before the 
door .of their matter's houfe ; but women wichio 
it. The punifhment is by ftripes, the number 
being proportioned to the offence ; and they are 
given with rods made of rattans, which are fpUt 
into Qender twigs for the purpofe, and fetch 
blood at every ftroke. A common puniQiment 
cofts the mafter a rix-dollar, and a fevere one a 
ducacoon, about fix (hillings and eight pence. 
The mafter is alfo obliged to allow the flave 
three dubbelcheys, equal to about feven pence 
half- penny a week, as an encouragement, and 
to prevent his being under temptations to ileal, 
joo ftrong to be refitted. 

Concerning the government of this place I 
can fay but little. We obferved however a re* 
markable fubordination among the peoplci 
Every man who is able to keep hoUfe has a cer« 
tain fptcific rank acquired by the length of his 
lervices to the company ; the different ranks 

which 
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which are thus acquired are difti^iguifhcd by the j^^^ 
ornaments of the coaches and the drefles of the u^v^ 
coacbnfien: fome are obliged to ride in plain 
coaches^ feme are allowed to paitit them in dif<- 
ferent manners and degrees, and fome to gild 
them. The coachman alfp appears in clothes 
that are quite plain, or more or lefs adorned 
¥ttth lace* 

The crfficer who prefides here has the title of 
Governor General of the Indies, and the Dutch 
Govewiors oi aH the other fettlcments are fub- 
ordinate to him, and obliged to repair to Batavia 
that he may pafs their accounts. If they ap* 
pear to have been criminal, or even negligent, 
he punilhes them by deky, and detains them 
during ple^fure, fometimcs one year, fometimes 
two years, and fometimes three ; for they can- 
not quit the place till he gives them a drfmif- 
fion. Next to the Governor are the members 
of the council, called here Edele Heerem, and 
by the corruption of the Eflglilh, /<*?ilw-r* Thefo 
Idoleers take upon them fo much ftate that who* 
ever meets them in a carriage, is expe6ted to 
rife up^ and bow, then to drive on one fide <rf, 
the road, and there ftop till they are palfc: thte? 
fame homage itf required alfo to their wives and 
even their children •, and it is commonly paid, 
tiicm by the inhal?itants. But fome of out 
Gtotains have thought foflavUh a m^rkof rcr 
I fpea 
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177^ Ipeft beneath the dignity which they derive froncl 
^■■y ^ the fervice of his Britannic Majefly, and have 
refufed to pay it j yet, if they were in a hired 
carriage, nothing could deter the coachman 
from honouring the Dutch Grandee at their ex* 
pence, but the moft peremptory menace of im- 
mediate death. 

Juftice is adminiftered here by a body of 
lawyers, who have ranks of diftinftbn among 
themfelves. Concerning their proceedings in 
queftions of property, I know nothing; but 
their decifions in criminal cafes feem to be 
fevere with refped to the natives, and lenient 
with reQ}e£i: to their own people^, in a criminal 
degree. A Chriftian always is indulged with an 
opportunity of efcaping before he is brought to 
a trial, whatever may have been his ofience^ 
and if he is brought to a trial and convided, he 
^ is feldom puniihed with death ; while the poor 

Indians on the contrary are hanged^ and broken 
upon the wheel, and even impaled alive without 
mercy. 

The Malays and Chinefe have judicial offi- 
cers of their own, under the denominations of 
Captains and Lieutenants, who determine in 
civil cafes, fubje6t to an appeal to the Dutch 
court. . 

^' The taxes paid by thefc people to the Com- 
pany are very confidcrablc 5 and that which is 
' * exa^ed 
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exaded of them for liberty to wear their hair, is 't*?©. 
-^B* no means the leaft. They are paid monthly^ y,,^!^ 
^and to fave the trouble and charge of collcfting 
them, a flag is hoifted upon the top of a houfe 
in the middle of the town when a payment is 
due, and the Chinefe have experienced that it is 
their intcreft to repair thither with their money 
without delay. 

The money current here confifts of ducats, 
worth a hundred and thirty-two ftivers ; duca- 
toons, eighty ftivers ; imperial rixdoUars, fixty 5 
rupees ot Batavia, thirty; fchellings, (ix; double 
cheys, two ftivers and a half; and doits, one 
fourth of a ftiver. Spanifli dollars, when we 
were here, were at five ftiillings and five pence; 
and we were told, that they were never lower 
than five ftiillings and four pence, even at the 
Company's warehoufe. For Englifti guineas 
we could never get more than nineteen ftiillings 
upon an average; for though the Chinefe 
would give twenty ftiillings for fome of the 
brighteft, they would give no more than feven- 
teen ftiillings for thofe that were much worn. 

It may perhaps be of fome advantage to 
ftrangers to be told that there are two kinds of 
coin here, of the fame denomination, milled 
and unmilled, and that the milled is of moft 
value. A milled ducatoon is- worth eighty 
ftivers ; but an unmilled ducatoon is worth no

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CHAP. XIII. 

7be Pajfage from Batavta to the Cape of 
Good Hope: Some Account of Princes 
IJland and its Inhabitants, and a Qompa^ 
rati've View of their Language with the 
Malay and ^avanefe. 

ON Thurfday the 27th of December, at ' 1770. 
fjx o'clock in the morning, we weighed ^!^^^^^ 
again and ftood out to fea. After much delay '^^"'^^^- *^ 
by contrary ^inds, w^ weathered Pulo Pare on 
the 29th| and ftood in for the main *» foon after satard. 29. 
we fetched a fmall ifland under the main, in the 
midway between Patavia and Bantam, called 
Manegter's Ifland. The next day, we weather- Sunday 30. 
ed firft Wapping Ifland, and then Pulo Babi. 
On the 31ft, we ftood over to the Sumatra Mtndaysi. 
(bore i and on the morning of New Year*$ (Jay, 1771. 
1771, we ftood over for the Java fliore. T^t^i. 

We continued our courfe as the wind per- 
mitted us till three o'clock in the afternoon of 
the 5th, when we anchored under the fouth eaft sttufd. 5. 
fide of Prince's Ifland in eighteen fathom, in 
ordf r jto recruit our wood and water, and pro- 
pure refrefliments for the fick, many of whom 
ircit npw b?CQme much worfe than they were 
C c 2 when 
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177'- when we left Batavia. As foon as the (hip was 
fecured, 1 went a(hore, accompanied by Mr.

s*tu.d. 5. Bani^s and Dr. Solander, and we were met upon 
the beach by fome Indians, who carried us im- 
mediately to a man, who, they faid, was their 
King, After we had exchanged a few compli- 
ments with his Majefty, wc proceeded to bufi- 
nefs i but in fettling the price of turtle we could 
not agree : this however did not difcourage us, 
as we made no doubt but that we fliould buy 
them at our own price in the morning. As foon 
as we parted, the Indians difperfed, and we 
proceeded along the fliore in fearch of a water- 
ing-place. In this we were more fucccfsful; 
we found water very conveniently fituatcd, and, 
if a little care was taken in filling it, we had rea- 
fon to believe that it would prove good. Juft 
as we were going off, fome Indians, who re- 
mained with a canoe upon the beach, fold us 
three turtle ; but exafted a promifc of us that 
we fliould not tell the King. 

Sunday 6. The ncxt niorning, while a party was employ- 
ed in filling water, we renewed our traffic for 
turtle: at firfl, the Indians dropped their de- 
mands (lowly, but about noon they agreed to 
take the price that we offered, fo that before 
night we had turtle in plenty : the three that we 
had purchafed the evening before, were in the 
mean time ferved to the fhip's company, who, 
till the day before, had not once been ferved 
5 with 
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with fait provifions from the time of our arrival 

at Savu, which was now near four months In 

the evening Mr. Batiks went to pay hi.^ refpefts ^""**y ^* 

to the King, at his palace, in the middle of a 

rice field, and though his Majefty was bufily 

employed in dreffing his own fupper, he received 

the ftranger very gracioufly. 

The next day, the natives came down to the 
trading place, with fowls, fifh, monkies, fmall 
deer, and fome vegetables, but no turtle; for 
they faid that we had bought them all the day 
before. The next day, however, more turtle 
appeared at market, and fome were brought 
down every day afterwards, during our flay, 
though the whole, together, was not equal 
to the quantity that we bought the day after our 
arrival. 

On the nth, Mr. Banks having learnt from Friday u. 
the fervant whom he had hired at Batavia, that 
the Indians of this ifland had a town upon the 
Ihore, at fome diftance to the weftward, he de- 
termined to fee it ; with this view he fet out in 
the morning, accompanied by the Second Lieu- 
tenant, and as he had fome reafbn to think that 
his vifu would not be agreeable to the inhabi- 
tants, he told the people whom he met, as he 
was advancing along the (hore, that he was 
in fearch of plants, which indeed was alfo true. 
Inabout two hours they arrived at a place where 
there were four or five houfcs, and meeting 
C c 3 with

i77>- with an old man, they ventured to make fome 
l^^^'^',^ inquiries concerning the town. He fkid tliat 
i:iid-> 11. [^ ^^g fjjr diftant; but they were not to be dif- 
couraged in their enterprize, and he^ feeing 
them proceed in their journey, joined Company 
and went on with them. He attempted fcveral 
times to lead them out of the way, but witlioiit 
fuccefs ; and at length they canle within fight of 
the houfes. The old man then entered cordially 
into their party, and conduced thetn iftto the 
town. Thq name of it is Samadang, it confifts 
of about four hundred houfes, ^nd is divided by 
a river of brackifh water into two parts, one of 
which is called the old town, and the other the 
Aew. As foon as they Entered the did town, 
they met feveral Indians whom they had icen alt 
the trading-place, and one of them undertook to 
carry them over to the new town, at the rkte 
of two pence a head. When the bargam was 
made, two very fmall canoes were produced, 
in which they embarked ; the canoes being 
pfaced along-fide of each other, anfd held to- 
gether, a precaution which was abfolutely nc- 
ceflary to prevent their overfctting, the naviga* 
tion was at length fafely performed, though 
not without fome difficulty 5 and when they 
landed in the new town, the people received 
them with great friendfhip, and fhowed them 
the houfes of their Kings and principal people, 
which are in this diftrifl: : few of thc^ however 
6 were 
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y^rert open, for at this time the people Ktd n7u 
tiaken up their refidencc in the rice-grounds, to vi!lI|J!Zj 
defend the crop againft the birds and monkies, ^'^*^ *'• 
by which it would oiherwifc h^vc been deftroy- 
ed. When their curiofity was fatisfied, they 
faired a large failing boat for two roupees four 
Ihillings, which broyght thena back to the (hip 
time enough to dine upon one of the fmall deer, 
"weighing only forty pounds, which had been 
bought the day before, and proved to be very 
good and favory meat« 

. Wie went on ihpre in the evening, to fee how 
the people who were employed in wooding and 
watering went on, and were informed that an az;^^ 
had been flolen. As the pafling over this fau^jc 
might encourage the commifllon of other9 of 
the fame kind, application was immediately 
made to the King, who after fome altercation 
promifed that the ax ihould be redored in the 
morning ^ and kept his word, for it was brought Saturd. »• 
to w by a man who pretended that the thief^ 
being afraid of a difcpvery, had privately 
brought it and left it, at his houfe in the 
night. 

We continued to purchafe between two and 
thr^e hundred weight of turtle in a day, befides 
fowls and other necefliries j and in the even- 
ing of the 13th, having nearly completed our Sundnyis. 
wood and water, jM[r« Banks went afhore to take 
leave of his Majefty> to whom he had made fe- 
C c 4 veral

January.

veral trifling prefents, and at parting gave him 
two quires of paper, which he gracioufly re- 
ceived. They had much converfacion, in the 
courfe of which his Majefty inquired^ why the 
Englilh did not touch there as they had been 
ufed to do. Mr. Banks replied, that he fuppof- 
ed it was becaufe they found a deficiency of 
turtle, of which there not being enough to fup- 
ply one (hip, many could not be expcfted. To 
fupply this defeft, he advifed his Majefty to 
breed cattle, buffaloes, and Iheep, a meafurc 
which he did not fcem much inchned to adopt. 

Monday 14 Qn the 14th wc made ready to fail, having on 
board a good ftock of rcfrcfliments, which we 
purchafed of the natives, confifting of turtle, 
fowl, filh, two fpecies of deer, one as big as a 
.flieep, the other not larger than a rabbit ; with 
cocoa nuts, plantains, limes, and other vege- 
tables. The deer however fcrved only for prc- 
fent ufe, for we could feldom keep one of them 
alive more than four and twenty hours after it 
was on board. On our part, the trade was 
carried on chiefly with Sp^nifh dollars, the na- 
tives feeming to fet little value upon any thing 
elfe-, fo that our people, who had a general 
permiffion to trade, parted with old fliirts and 
other articles, which they were obliged to fub- 
ftitute for money to great difadvantage. In the 

Tuefdayis. moming of th^ r5th, wc weighed, with a light 
breeze at N. E. and ftood out to fea. Java 

Head» 
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Head, from which I took my departure, lies in »77«« 
latitude 6^ 49 S., longitude 253^ 12 W. • — ,r»^ 

Prince's Ifland, where we lay about ten days, ** ''*' 
is, in the Malay language, called P«& 5^/^if; 
and in the language of the inhabitants, Pulo 
Paneitan. It is a fmall ifland, fituated in the 
weftern mouth of the Strcight of Sunda. It is 
iPvOody, and a very fmall part of it only has been 
cleared : there is no remarkable hill upon it, yet 
the Englifli call the fmall eminence which is juft 
over the landing-place the Pike, It was for- 
merly much frequented by the India (hips of 
many natioris, but efpecially thofe of England, 
which of late have forfaken it, as it is faid^ 
becaufe the water is bad; and touch either at 
North Ifland, a fmall ifland that lies on thecoafl: 
of Sumatra, without the eaft entrance of the 
Streight, or at Mew Bay:, which lies only a few 
league from Prince's Ifland, at neither of wl^ich 
places any confidcrable quantity of other re- 
frcftiments can be procured. Prince's Ifland is, 
Upon the whole, certainly more eligible than 
cither of thpm; and though the water is 
brackilh, if it is filled at the lower part of the 
brook, yet higher up it will be found excellent. 

The firfl: and fecond, and perhaps the third 
fliip that comes in the feafon may ^e tolerably 
fupplied with turtle ; but thofe that come after- 
wards mufl: be content with fmall ones. Thofe 
diat we bought were of the green kind, and at 

an 
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an average coft us about a half*penoy or three 
farthings a pound. Wc were nuich difeppoint-. 
ed to find them neither fat oor well flavoured 5 
and wc imputed it to their having been long 
kept in crawls or pens of brackifli water, with-^ 
out food. The fowls ane large, and we bought 
a dozen of them for a SpaniiQi dpUar^ which is 
about five pence a piece : the fmall deer cq& us 
two pence a piece, and the largw, of which two 
CMily were brou^t down, a rupee. Many kinds 
of fifli are to be had here, which the natives fell 
hy hand, and wc found them tokrabdy che^. 
Cocoa*nuts we bought at the rate of a Jiundred 
for a ^olUr, if they were picked i and if they 
were taken promifcuoufly, one hundred and 
thirty. Plantains we found in great plenty; 
we procured alfo fomc pine apples, water melons^ 
jaccas, and pumkins; befides rice, the greater 
part of which was of the mountain kind, that 
gtx>w5 on dry land ; ysuns, and ftveral other 
vegetables, at a very reafonable rate. 

The inhabitants are Javanefe, whofe Raja is 
fobjeft to the Sultan of Bantam. Their cuf- 
toms are very fimilar to thofe of the Indians 
about Batavia; but they feem to be more jea- 
lous of their women, for we never faw any of 
them during all the time we were there, exccf/t 
one by chance in the woods, as fhe was running 
away to hide hcrfelf. They pofcfe the Maho- 
metan religion, but I believe thece is )iot a 

mofq\ie 
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xMofi^ue in the whole ifland: we were among 
tiitm during the faft, which the Tiftrks call Rfi^ 
madan^ which they feemed to keep widi grieat 
figour, for not one of tbem would touch a 
morfel of visuals, or even chew tlieir betel tiH 
fim*iet^ 

Their food is nearly the fame as that of the 
Batavian Indians, except the addition of the 
mats df the palm, called tlyens (Ardnalis^ wivb 
which) upoA the coaft of New Holland, i^mt of 
cn!ir people were made fick, and fome ^f om 
hogs poifoned. 

Upon obferving thefe nutB>to be part of tbdir 
food) we in^ii^d by what means they deprived 
them of their ddftcetious quality ; and they totd 
u$, thdft they firft cut them into thin lOiioeB, and 
dtied them in the fun, then ^eped them in. 
frefii water for three montlw^ and afterwaiids, 
prefling out the water, dried them in the. fun a 
fecond time ^ but we learnt that, after all, they 
are eaten only in times of fcarcity, when they 
mix them with their rice to make it go farther* 

The houfes of their town are built iipon pUe^ 
or pillars, four or five feet above the ground : 
upon thefe is laid a floor of bamboo canes, whkh 
are placed at fame diftance from each other, fo 
as to leave afree pafiage for the air from below: 
the waUs alfo are of bamboo, which are inter- 
woven, hiirdlewife, wtoh fmall flicks, that are 
fattened perpendicularly to the ^^eams wlvich 

form 
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^771- . form the frame of the building : it has a floping 
i^-yul-^ roof, which is fo well chatched with palm leaves, 
tiwt neither the fun nor the rain can find en- 
trance. The ground over which this building 
iscrefted, is an oblong iquare In the middle 
of one fide is the door, and in the middle be- 
tween that and the end of the houfe^ towards 
the left hand, is a window : a partition runs 
out from each end towards the middle, which, 
if continued, would divide the whole fioor into 
two equal parts, longitudinally, but they do 
not meet in the middle, fo that an opening is 
left over*againft the door; each end of the 
lioufe therefore, to the right and left of 
the door, is divided into two rooms, like 
ftalls in a ftable, all open towards the pafTage 
from the door to the wall on the oppofite fide : 
in that next the door to the left hand, the chil- 
dren fleep; that oppofite to it, on the right 
hand, is allotted to ftrangers ; the matter and 
his wife fleep in the inner room on the .left 
hand, and that oppofite to it is the kitchen. 
There is no difierence between the houfes of the 
poor and the rich, but in the fize ; except that 
the royal palace, and the houfe of a man, whofe 
name is Gundang^ the next in riches and infiu* 
ence to the King, is walled with boards inftcad 
of being wattled with fticks and bamboo. 

As the people are obliged to abandon the 

, town, and livje.in the rice-fields at certain fear 

fons, to fecure their crops from the birds and 

the 
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the monkies, they have occafional houfcs there 
for their accommodation. They arc exaftly the 
fame as the houles in the town, except that 
they are fmaller, and are elevated eight or ten 
feet above the ground inftead of four. 

The difpofuion of the people^ as far as we 
could difcover it^ is good. They dealt with us 
very honeftly, except, like all other Indians, 
and the itinerant retailers of -fifli in London, 
they aflced fometimes twice, and fometimes 
thrice as much for their commodities as they 
would take. As what they brought to market, 
belonged, in different proportions,, to a confi- 
dcrable number of the natives, and it would 
have been difficult to purchafe it in feparate lots, 
they found out a very eafy expedient with which 
every one was fatisfied : they put all that was 
bought of one kind, as plantains, or cocoa- 
nuts, together, and when we had agreed for the 
heap, they divided the money that was paid for 
it, among thofe of whofe feparate property it 
confifted, in a proportion correfponding with 
their contributions. Sometimes, indeed, they 
changed our money, giving us 240 doits, 
amounting to five ihillings for a Spanifh dollar, 
and ninety fix, amounting to two Ihillings, for a 
Bengal roupee. 

They all fpeak the Malay language, though 
they have a language of their own, different 
both from the Malay and the Javanefe. Their 

own 
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own language they call Catta Gunung^ the Ian* 
guage of the mountains ; and they fay that it is 
fpoken upon the mountains of Java, whence 
their tribe originally migrated, firft to Mew Bay, 
and then to their prefent ftation, being driven 
from their firft fcttlement by tygers, which they 
found too numerous to fubdue. I have already 
obferved, that feveral languages are fpoken by 
the native Javanefe, in different p^rts of their 
iOand; but when I fay that the language of 
thefe people is diffensnt from the Javanefe, I 
mean that it is different from the language which 
is fpoken at Samarang, a place that is diftant 
only otm day's journey from the refidepce of the 
emperor of Java.

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In this fpecimcn of the languages of places 
fo near to each other, the names of different 
parts of the body arc chofen, becaufe they are 
cafily obtained from people whofe language h 
utterly unkndwn, aftd becaufe they are more 
likely to be part of the original ftamen of the 
language, than any other, as types of the firft 
objedts to which they would give names. It is 
very remarkable that the Mahy, the Javanefe, 
and the Prince's Ifland language, have words, 
which, if not exaftly fimilar to the correfpond- 
ing words in the language of the iflands in the 
South Seas, are manifeftly derived from the 
fame fourcc, as will appear from the following 
table;

But the names %f numbers in 
the Ifland of Madagafcar, are, in fome inllances, 
fimilar to all thefe, which is a problem ftill more 
difficult to folve. That the names of numbers, 
in particular, are in a manner common to all 
thefe countries, will appear from the following 
comparative table, which Mr. Banks drew up, 
with the afTjftance of a negro Qave, born at 
Mar.igafcar, who was on board an Englifti fhip 
at Butavia, and fcnt to him to gratify his curio- 
fity on this fubjeft.

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iFrom the fimifitude between th^ language c£ ^77^* 
the Eaftern Indie^, and the iflands of the South 
Sea, conje&ures ^ay be formed with refpe^t id 
the peopling thofe countries, which cannot eafily 
be i^erred to Madagafcar^ The inhabitants of 
Java and Madagafcar appear to be a different 
race; the Javanefe is of an olive complexion^ 
and has long hair; the native of Madagafcar is 
black, and his head is not covered with hair^ 
but wool ; and yet perhaps this will not con« 
elude againft their having common anceftors fo 
ftroDgly as at firft appears. It does not feetti 
kfs difficult to account for the perfonal differ- 
ence between a native of England and France^ 
as an effedt of mere locd fituation, than for th^ 
difference between the natives of Java and Ma* 
dagafcar i yet it has never been fuppofed^ that 
England and France were not peopled from 
common anceftors* If two natives of England 
marry in their own country, and afterwards re* 
move to our fcttlements in the Weft Indies, the 
children that are conceived and born there will 
have the complexion and caft of countenan«% 
that diftinguifli the Creole ^ if they return, tht 
children conceived and born afterwards, will 
have no fuch charafteriftics. If it be faid that the 
mother's mind being impreffed with different 
external Objefts, imprefles correfponding features 
and complexion upon the duld during her preg- 
nancy, it will be a3 difiieuh to refer the effcdt

We now made the beft of our way for th< 
Cape of Good Hope, but the feeds of difeafe 
which we had received at Batavia began t6 ap- 
pear with the ^moft threatening fymptoms iii 
dyfenteries and flow fevers. Left the water 
which we had takeii in at Princess Ifland fhould 
have had any fliarc in our ficknefs, we purified 
it with lime^ and we walhed all parts of the 
fliip between decks with vinegar, as a remedy 
againft infeftion. Mr, Banks was among the 
fick, and for fome time there was n<5 hope of 
his life. We welre very fooh in sl moft deplor- 
able fituation \ the fhip was nothing better thari 
an hofpital, in which thofe that were able to 
go about, were too few to attend the fick, who 
were confined to their hammocks ; and we had 
almoft every night a dead body to commit to 
the fca. In the courfc of about fix weeks, we 
buried Mr. Sporing, a gentleman who was in 
Mr. Bapks's retinue, Mr. Parkinfon, his na^u** 
ral hiftory painter, Mr. Gttth the aftronomer^ 
the boatfwain, the carpenter and his mate, Mn 
Monkhoafe the midfiiipman, who had fothered 
Dd2 iH& 
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the , fliip after ihe had been ftranded on the 
coaft of New Holland, our old jolly fail-maker 
and his afliftant^ the ihip's cook, the corporal 
of the marines^ two of the carpenter's crew, a 
midlhipman, and nine fe^men } in all three and 
twenty perfons, befides the ieven that we boiied 
at Batavia.

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CHAP. XIV. 

Our jirrival at the Cape of Good Hope.i 
fome Remarks on the Run from Java 
Head to that Place ; a Defcription of the 
Gape% and of Saint Helena: With fome 
Account of the Hottentots^ and thf Return 
of the Ship to England. 



1771. 

March. 



ON Friday the 15th of March, about ten 
o'clock in the morning, we anchored oflF _ ^ _ 
the Cape of Good Hope, in fevcn fathom with ^^^7H^ 
an ouzey bottom. The weft point 'of the bay, 
called the Lion's Tail, bore W. N. W. and the 
caftle S. W., diftant about a mile and a half. 
I immediately waited upon the Governor, who 
told me that I Ihould have every thing the coun* 
try afforded. My firft care was to provide % 
proper place aftiore for the fick, which were not 
a few; and a houfewas foon found, where it 
was agreed they fhould be lodged and boarded 
at the rate of two (hillings a head per day. 

Our run from Java Head, to this place, af- 
forded very few fubjefts of remark that can be 
of ufe to future navigators \ fuch as Occurred, 
however, Ilhall fet down, '^t had left Java 
Head eleven days before we got the general

began to feci its falut^ry effcfts: we b^ied in-> 
d^ed fcverai of our people afterwards, but they 
wfi;e fucb as had been taken an board in a &ate 
fo low and feeble that there was fcarcely a pof- 
fibility o( their recovery- At iirft lye fu4>eftcd 
{hat this dreadful diiofder might; have been 
brought upon us by the water that we took Qn 
board at Prince's Ifland, or even by the turtle 
that we bought there ; but thcrt is nqt the kaft 
reafon tp believe ^at this fufpkii^p was wUj 
grpunde^, fpr all iHt fhipfi that canK from Ba- , 
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tavia at the fame feafon^ fufF^red in the (kv^ .»77i-

A few days after we left Java, we faw boobies 
abopt the ihip for feveral nights iiicceflivcly^ 
a^ as 4:hefe birds are kpowii to roQfl;<very pjght 
en fi^ore, we thought, them, an indication that 
iboie^ iQand was not far difl:ant> perhaps it 
nugkt.be the idand of Selatp, which, ia.difFer- 
ef)t charts, i$ very differently laid dowi> both in 
name and fituation. , 

• The variation of the compafs off the weft'coaft 
of JaVa is about 3*^ W.^ and fo it continued witb- 
xmt any ienfible variation, in the common track 
of (hips to the longitude of 288;^ W., latitude 
22 S., aft^r which it increafed apace, fa that in 
longitude 295^, latitude 23.^, the variation was 
io^ 20^ W. : in feven degrees more of longi- 
tude, and one of latitude, it increafed two de* 
grees*, in chcfam^ fpace farther to. the, weft, it 
increafed five degrees: in latitude 28^, longi- 
tude 314^, it was a4^» 20^ in latitude zg?j 
longixude 317^, it was 26° 10', and wais then

^^*7 »!• As to currents it did not appear that they 
were at all confiderable, till we came within a 
little diftance of the meridian of Madagafcar ; 
for after we had made 52^ of longitude from 
Java Head, we found, by obiervation, that our 
error in longitude was only two degrees, and it 
was the fame when we had made only nineteen. 
This error might be owing partly to a current 
fetting to the w^ftward, partly to our not mak- 
ing proper al^wances for the fetting of the fea 
before which we run, and perhaps to an error in 
the aflunled longitude of Java Head. If that 
longitude is erroneous, the error muft be im- 
puted to the imperfedion of the charts of which 
I made ufe in reducing the longitude from Ba« 
lavia to that place, for there can be no doubt 
but that the longitude of Batavia is well deter- 
mined. After, we had pafled the longitude of 
307^, thb efFcds of the w^fterly currents began 
to be confiderable ; for in three days^ our error 
in longitude was \^ 5'! the velocity of the cur- 
Tent kept increafing, as we proceeded to the 
weftward, in fo much that for five days fuccef- 
fivcly after we made the land, we were driven 
to the S. W. or S. W. by W., not lefs than 
twenty leagues a day ; and this continued till we 
were within fixty or feventy leagues of the Cape, 
wher? the current fct fomctimcs one way, and

After the boobies had left us, we faw no " ^^^* 
more birds till we got nearly abreafl of Mada« 
galcar, where in latitude ly^^S. we faw an al- 
batrofs, and after that time we faw them every- 
day in great numbers, witK birds of feveral other 
forts, particularly one about as big as a duck, 
of a very dark brown colour, with a yellowifli 
bill. Thiic binds became more numerous as 
we approached the fhore, and as foon as we got 
into foundings we faw gannets, which we conti- 
liued to fee as long as we were upon the bank 
which ftretches off Anguillas to the dillance of 
forty leagues, and extends along the fliore to 
the eaftward, from Cape Falfe, according to 
feme charts, one hundred and fixty leagues. 
The real extent of this bank is not exadly 
known ; it is however ufeful as a direction ta 
ihippihg when to haul in, in order to make the 
land. 

While we lay here, the Houghton Indiaman 
failed for England, who, during her Hay in In* 
dia, loft by ficknefs between thirty and for^ 
men ; ^nd when flie left the Cape had many in 
a helplefs condition with the fcurvy. Other 
fliips fuffered in the fame proportion, who had 
been little more than twelve months abfent from 
England} oyr fufierings therefore were compa«

Incorrigibly barren ^ for the Dutch told us, that 
they had (ettlements eight and twenty flays jourT 
pey up the country^ ^ diftance equal to at leal): 
pine h)indred miles, frcnn which they bring prq- 
yi(Loa$ to %h^ Capi^ by land ; ip that it feem^ 
reasonable to conclude. 0iat prpvifipns are not tp 
I* bud within a lefs tpompafs. While w? were 
fL% tb^ Capefc a farmer came thither from t^e 
fouptry, at the diftance of fifteen days journey^ 
md brought his young children with him/ We 
were furprifed at this, and aiked him, if it would 
not baye been better to havp left theip with his 
next neighbour: Neighbour! faid the man, I 
have no neighbour within lefs than five days 
journey of me. Surely fhe country muft be de- 
plorably, barrpn in which thofe whq fettle only tq 
raife provifions for a njarket, are difperfcd at 
fuch diftances from f^acb other, That tbe coun- 
try is evgry where deftitute of wood appears tq 
demonftration -, for timber and planlf§ are im- 
ported from^Batayia> and fuel is almoft as dear 
as food. We faw no tree, except in plantations 
neaf the town, that was fix feet high-, and thcj 
ftems, that were not thicker than a man's thumb, 
h^(} rpot^ ^s tbicS as ^n arm or a leg*, fuch is the 

inau?iic| 
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i77jf. influenceof the winds here to the difadvantage 
1 ^^'^^'_f of vegetation, fetting the fterility of the foil out 
of the queftion. 

The only town which the Dutch have built 
here is, from its fituation, called Cape Town, 
and confifts of about a thoufand houfes, neatly 
built of brick, and in general whited on the ouc- 
fide ; they are'however covered only with thatch, 
for the violence of the fouth caft winds would 
render any other roof inconvenient and danger- 
ous. The ftreets are broad and commodious, 
all crofling each other at right angles. In the 
principal ftreet there is a canal, on each fide of 
which is planted a row of oaks, that have flou- 
rrfhed tolerably well, and yield an agreeable 
Ihade : there is a canal alfo in one other part of 
the town, but the flope of the ground in the 
courfe of both is fo great, that they arc furnifti- 
cd with floodgates, or locks, at intervals of lit- 
tle more than fifty yards. 
. A much greater proportion of the inhabitants 
are Dutch in this place than in Batavia ; and as 
the town is fupported principally by entertain- 
ing ftrangers, and fupplying them with necefla- 
ries, every man, to a certain degree, imitates 
the manners and cuftoms of the nation with 
which he is chiefly concerned. The ladies how- 
ever are fo faithful to the mode of their country, 
that not one of them will ftir without a chaud- 
pied or chaufFet, which is carried by a fervant 

that 
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that it may be ready to place under her feet i??'- 
whenever (he ihall fit down. This praAice is ^^^''J^-'^ 
the more remarkable, as very few of thefe chauf- 
fets have fire in them, which indeed the climate 
renders unneceflfary. 

The women in general are very handfome 5 
they have fine clear Ikins, and a bloom of colour 
that indicates a purity of conflitution, and high 
health. They make the bed wives in the world, 
both as miftrefies of a family and mothers; and 
there is fcarcely a houfe that does not fwarm 
with children. 

The air is falutary in a high degree ; fo that 
thofe who bring difeafes hither from Europe, ge- 
nerally recover perfeft health in a fliorttime; 
but the difeafes that are brought from India 
are not fo certainly cured. , ^ 

NotM^ithftanding the natural fterility of the 
climate, induftry has fupplied this place with 
all the neteflaries, and even the luxuries of life 
in the greatefi: profufion. The beef and mutton ' 
are excellent, though the cattle and (heep are 
natives of the country; the. cattle are lighter 
than ours, more neatly made, and have horns 
that fpread to a much wider extent. The (heep 
are clothed with a fubftance between wool and 
hair, and have tails of an enormous fize ; we 
faw fome that weighed twelve pounds, and were 
told that there were many much larger. Good 
butter is made of the milk of tiie cows, but the

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^77^" clicefc is* vc^y much inferior to our ONiit* HeMi 
are g6ats» but they arc nev-cr eaten, hcg^v and 
a variety af poultry. Hares are alfo fbundtierei 
cxadly like thofe of Europe; antelopes of lyiarff 
kinds, quails of two forts, and buftard^, vfhkh 
arc well flavoured, but liot juicy. The fields 
produce European wheat and barley, and thi^ 
gardens European vegetables, and fruit of all; 
klndsy beiides plantains, guaves, jambu^ and 
fome other Indian fruits, but thefe are not ii^ 
perfci^idn ; the plantains in particular, ^ie vc^ 
ry bad, and the guavas ho larger than . goofed 
berries* The vineyards alfo produce wine. of 
various forts, but not equal to thofe of Europe^ 
except the Conftantia, which is niade gdnyinc 
only at one vineyard, about ten miles diitanc 
from fee town. There is another vineyard near, 
it, where wine is mad^ that is called by. the iaoie 
name,, but it is gready inferior. 

The common method in which ftratigers five, 
here^ is to lodge and board with fome of tht 
inhabitants, many of whofe houfe$ art always 
open for their reception : the rates are from .five 
ffiillings to two (hillings a day, for wfakh alt 
necefiaties are found. Coaeh^s may be hired at.

At the farther end of the High-flrect, the 
Company have a garden, which h about 'two 
third^of an Engltfli mile long i the'wKole it 
divided by walks that interfeft Wch other at 
right angles, and are planted with oaks that ar6 
dipt into wall hedges,' except in the centre walk, 
where they are fufFertd to grow to their full fize,' 
and afford an agreeatfle fhade, which is the mori 
welcome, as, except the plantations by the fides 
€rf the two carids, there is not a fingle tree that 
would fcrve eVert for a fliepherd*s bufti, within 
many miles of the town* The greater part of 
this garden is kitchen groimd ; btit two fmalF 
Squares are allotted to botanical plants, which 
did not appear to be fo numerous by one half 
as they were when Oldenland wrote his' cata- 
logue. At the farther end of the garden is a? 
menagerie, in which there arc many birds ancf 
bcafts that are never fcen in Europe; partictt-^ 
krly a bead called by the Hottentots Coe Dce^* 
which is as Urge as a horfe, and has the firiir 
fpiral horns which are fometimes feen in pfivi*ttf 
and public cdlledlionsr of curiofities. ^ 

Qf the natives of this country^ we eould IcarA'' 
faglt'ltttle except from report; for there were 
none of .their habitations, where ^one they re-^ 
caiii their original ciJiftoms, within lefs than four 
dayg journey from the town ;< thofe that we faw 
- ^ at 
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1771* at the Ctpe were all fervants to Dutch fartner^^ 
whofe cattle they take care of, and are employed 
in other drudgery of the meaneft kind. Thefe 
are in general of a flim m^ke, and rather lean 
than' plump, but remarkably firong, nimble, 
and aAive. Their fize is nearly the fame with 
that of Europeans, and we faw fome that were 
fix feet high ; their eyes are dull and without 
exprelTion : their fkitis are of the colour of foot, 
but that is in a great meafure caufed by the dirt, 
which is fo wrought into the grain that it cannot 
be diftinguifhed from complexion ; for I believe 
they never wafh any part of their bodies* Their 
hair curls ftrongly, not like a negroe's, but falls 
in ringlets about feven or eight inches long. 
Their clothing confifts of a fkin, generally that 
of a Iheep, thrown over their fhoulders^ befides 
which, the men wear a fmall pouch in the mid* 
die of the waift, and the women, a broad lea- 
ther flap, both which haog from a girdle or belt 
that is adorned with beads and (mall pieces of 
copper. Both men and women wear necklaces, 
and fometimes bracelets, of beads % and the wo^ 
men wear rings of hard leather round their an- 
cles, to defend them from the thorns, with 
which their country every where abounds : fome 
of them have a fandal, made of wood or barl|^ 
but the greater part of them are unihod. 

To a European, their language appears to be 
fcarcely articulate^ befides which it b diflio« 

gui&ed 
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guUhed by a very remarkable fingularjfiy. At ^jy^^* 
Very frequent intervals, while they are fpeaking* 
they cluck with the tongU€~ ^gainft the roof of 
the mouth : thefe clucks do not appear to have 
any meaning, but rather to divide what; they fay 
into fentences. Moft of thefe Hottentots fpeak 
Dutch, without any peculiarity of pronuncia* 
tion. 

They are all modeft, even to flaeepiflinefs j 
for it was not without the greateft difficulty that 
t^e could perfuade any of them to dance> or 
even to Ipeak in their own language to each 
other> in our prefence. We did however both 
fee them dance, and hear them fingj their 
dances are' by turns aftive and fluggift to cx- 
cefs ; fometimes confiding of quick and viqjent 
motions, with ftrange diftortion$ of the body, 
and unnatural leaps backwards and forwards, 
with the legs crofling each other ; and being 
fometimes fo fpiritlefs that the dancer only 
ftrikes the ground firft with one foot and then 
with the other, neither changing place nor mov^ 
ing'any other part of his body: the fongs alfo 
are alternately to quick and (1^ movements, in 
the fame extremes as the dance. 

We made many inquiries concerning thefe 
people of the Dutch, and the following parti- 
culars are related upon the credit of their report : 

Within the boundaries of the Dutch fettle- 
ments there are fcveral nations of thefe people,

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who very much difFet from each other in fheif 
cuftoms and manner of life: all however arc 
friendly and peaceable, except one clan that is 
fettled to the eaftward, which the Dutch call 
Bojcb men J and thefe live entirely by plunder^ 
or rather by theft •, for they never attack their 
neighbours openly, but fteal the cattle privately 
in the night. They^are armed however to de- 
fend themfelves, if they happen to be deteded, 
with lances or affagays, and arrows, which they 
know how to poifon by various ways, fbmc with 
the juice of herbs, and fome with the venom of 
the ferpent called Cobra, di Capelo ; in the hands 
of thefe people a ftone alfo is a very formidable 
weapon, for they can throw it with fuch force 
and exadnefs as repeatedly to hit a dollar at the 
diftance of a hundred pttces. As a defence 
againft thefe freebooters, the other Indians train , 
up bulls, which they place round thei? towns in 
the night, and which, upon the approach of 
cither man or bead, will aflemblc and oppofe 
them, till they hear the voice of their matters 
encouraging thenj to fight, or calling them off, 
which they obey' with the fame docility as a 
dog. 

Some nations have the art of melting and pre- 
paring copper, which is found among them, 
probably native; and of this they itiake broad' 
plates, which they wear as ornaments upon their 
foreheads. Some of them alfo know how to

The Chiefs^ many pf whom ar^ poflTeflbrs of 
vei^ numerous herds of cattle, are generally clad 
in the flcins <jf.licais^ tygers^ or zebras, to whiclii 
they add fangcsj and other ornaments in a verj^ 
good taftc. Both fexes freqiiently anoint the 
body with grcafey but never ufe any,that p ran- 
jtad or foetid, if frefli can be had. Mutton JTuet 
and. butter are generally ufed for this purpofe 5 
butter is preferred^ which they make by fhak* 
ing the milk in a bag made of tiie ikin 6f iom^' 
jbeaft, < , , 

; We were told that the priefl certainly giv^"^ 
theonjptial benedidtion by fprinkling the bride 
and bridegroom, with his urine. But the Dutchr 
vniverfally declared that the sMjpien never wrap* 
|)e,d the entrails of flieep roiind their legs, as 
they'hIVe been faid to dio, and afterwards make 
them part of their, food. • Semioaftration was 
^ifo abfoluteljr denied to^^c general ; but.it was. 
acknbwiedgcd that fome among the particular 
nation which knew how to melt copper had 
fulFered that operation, who were faid to be the 
beft warri6rs, and.^partieularly to excel in the 
•art of throwing ftoncs. 

We were very defirous to determine the great 

queftion among natural hiftorians, whether the

Many of the Dutch and Malays, who faid they 
had received farotrrs froai Hbtentot women, 
pofitively denied hs exiftencc ; birt a phy- 
ftcian of the place declared thatuhe had cirr^ 
cd many hundreds of venereal coniplaints^ 
^rtd never law one withotrt two fleflby, or ra- 
ther Ikinny appendages, proceeding froni the 
upper part of, the Labia^ m appearance fome- 
what refefnblirtg the teats of % cow, btrt flat \ 
they hung down, he faid, before the Pttdendurft^ 
and were in different fubjec^ of different lengths, 
ifi fome not more than half an inch, -in others 
three or four inches : thefc he imagined to be 
what fome writers have exaggerated inta^flap, 
or apron, hanging down from the bottom of 
the abdomen, of fufficient extent to render an 
artificial covering of the neighbouring parts 
unneceiffary. 

' Thus much for the country, its prodtkftions, 
and inhabitants. The bay is large^ fafe, and 
cdmmodious •, k ties open indeed ta the north- 
weft winds, but they feldom blow hard j yet as 
they fometimes fend in a great fea, the fliips 
moor N. £• and S, W. fo 8s to have an open 
hawfer with north-weft winds: the fouth caft^ 
winds blow frequently with great violence, but 
as the direftion is right oiit of the bay, they are not

Alienee of landing and (hipping goods. To 
this wharf water is conveyed in pipes, from 
which feveral boats may fill wSiter at the fam« 
time 5 and feveral large boats or hoys arc k; pt 
by the Company to carry (lores and provifiong 4 
to and from the (hipping in the harbour. ' The 
bay is defended by a fquarc fort, fituated clofc 
to the beach on the eaft fide of the town, and by 
feveral outworks and batteries extending along 
the (bore, as well on tWs (We of the town as th^ ^ 
other; but they are fo fituated as tobecanhon- 
aded by (hipping, and are in a manner defenceltfs 
agakift an enemy of any force by land. The . ^ 
garrifon confifts of eight hundred regular troops, 
befides militia of the country, in which is com- 
prehended every man able to bear arms. They 
have contrivances to alarm the whole country 
by (ignals in a very (hort tirne^ and the miUtia 
JS then to repair immediately to the town. 

The French at Mauritius are fupplied from 
thifi place with felted bei^if, bifcuit, flour, and 
wine : th^ provifions for which the French con- 
trafted this year were 500,000 lb* weight of 
fait beef, 400,000 lb. of flour, 400,000 lb. of 
biCcuit, and i,aoo leagers of wine- 
On the morning of the 14th, we weighed and Sunday 14. 
. ftbod out of the bay ; and at five in the even- 
ins anchored under Fenquin, or Robin Ifiand : 
E c 2 we 
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i77f* we lay here all night, and as I coilld not fail in 
i^ ■ y^>-' J the morning for want of wind, I fent a boat tq 
««»^y !4f jhfe ifland for a few trifling articles which we 
had forgot to take in at the C^pe. ]But as 
foon as the boat dattie near the fliore, the Dutch 
hailed her, and warned the people not %q lapd at 
' their peril, bringing down at the fame time fix 
inen armed with muVquets, who paraded upo^i 
the beach. The officer who commanded the 
boat, not think ihg it' worth'whik to rifle the lives 
pf the people oh bpard for the fake of a few 
cabbages, which were all we wanted, returned 
to the-fli-ip. ' At firfl: we;were at a )ofs to ac- 
count for piir rcpulfe, but we afterwards recol- 
Icdted, that to this ifland the Dutch at the Cape 
banifliHuch criminals as are not thought worthy 
-of death, for a certain number of years, propor- 
tioned to the oflFence ; and employ them as 
'flaves in digging lime-ftone, which though 
•fcarce upon the continent Js plenty here : and 
that a .Danifli fliip, which by ficknefs had loft 
^ .'great pan of her crew, . and hadj been rcfufcd 
aflTiftance at the Cape, came down t6 this ifland, 
and fending her boat aftiore, fccured the guard, 
and took on board as many of the criminals as 
fhe thought proper to navigate her home : we 
concluded therefore that the Dutch, to prevent 
the refcue of their criminals in time to come, 
had given order to their people here to fufler 
f}o Ispat of any foreign nation to come afliorc. 
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On the 25th, at three o'clock in the after- ^71}- 
fioon, we weighed, with a light breeze at S. E. < ^^l\ji 
and put to fea. About an hour afterwards, we '^^"'^'^•*5» 
loft our Mafter, Mr. Robert Molljneux, a young 
man of good part?, but unhappily given up to 
Intemperance, which brought on diforders that 
put an end to his life. 

We proceeded in our voyage homeward with- 
out any remarkable incident \ and in the morn- 
ing of the 29th w? croffcd our firft meridian, Monday 19, 
having circumnavigated the globe in the direc- 
tion from eaft to weft, and confequently Joft a 
day, fer which ^we pi^de m allowance at Ba- 
tavia, 

At dayrbreak, op the firft pf May, we faw May. 
the ifland of Saint Helena; and at moon, we. WedaeCf, 
anphored in the road before James's fort. 

We ftaid here till the 4th, to refrefh, and Mr. 
Ba^ks improved the time in making the complete 
circuit of the ifland, and vifiting the moft re^ 
inarkable places upon it. 

It is fuuated as it were in the middle of the 
vaft Atlantic ocean, being four hundred leagues 
diftant from the coaft of Africa, and fix hun- 
dred from that of America. It is the fummit of 
an immenfe mountain rifing out of the fea, 
which, at a little diftance all round it, is of an 
unfath6mable depth, and is no more than twelve 
^;agues long) and fix broad.

It appealed, as we approached k on the wicidf* 
ward fide, Kkc a rude faea^ of rocks, bo<inded 
by precipices of amazafig he^t» stnd confiAbg 
of a kimi of half friable ftdnc, which (hows not 
che leali ngn of vegetatkm » nor is it more pco^ 
fifing upon a nearer view : in failing akmg the 
ffaore, we came (o near th^ huge cliffs^ chat they 
fecmed to over*hang the Ihip, and the tremea- 
dous efFcft of their giving way, madeiis almoft 
^ar the eitcnt t at length we opened a valley, 
called Chappcl Valley, which refembles a large 
trench; ami in this valley we difcovered the 
town. The bottom of it is ftightly covercil 
with herbage, but the fides are as naked as the 
cliffs that are next the fea. Such is the firft 
appearance of the ifland in its prefent cultivated 
ft ate, and the grit hills, muft be pafled before 
(he vallies look green, or the country difplay^ 
any other marks of fertility. 

The town ftands juft by the fea fide, and the 
faf greater part of the houfes arc iH built; the 
church, which originally was a wjean ftrudure, 
is in ruins, and the market-houfe is nearly in the 
fame condition. 

The white inhabitants are all Englifli, who, 

as they are not permitted by t4ie Eaft India

I. g|. jjjg place with rcfrelhments, which, howevep, 
they do not provide in proportion to the ferti- 
lity of the foil, and the temperament of the 
climate, which would enable them, by cultiva- 
tion, to produce all the fruits and vegetables 
both of .Europe and India. This ifland indeed^ 
fmall as it is, enjoys the. different advantages of 
different climates, for the cabbage trees whicb . 
grow upon the higheft ridges, can by no ^rt be 
cultivated uppn thp ridges pext below, wher^ 
the red-wood and gum-\vood both flourifl?^ 
which will not grow upon the ridges above, 
and neither of the three are to be found in thp 
vallies, which, in general, are covered with 
European plants, and the mpre comipon on^s of 
India. 

Here are a few horfes, but they are kept 
only for the faddle, fo that all labour is per- 
fornied by (laves; nor are they furniflied with 
any of the various machines which art has ir\* 
vented to facilitate their tafk. The ground is 
not every where too fteep for a cart, and where 
it is, the wheelbarrow might be ufed with gr^at 
advantage, yet there is . no wheelbarrow in the 
whole ifland 5 every thing is conveyed from 
place to place by the flaves, and they are not 
furnifhed even with the fimple convenience of ^ 
porter's kngtj but carry their bgrdcn upon their
